Committee. -of Twelve Meets, but Re- 
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The Campaign Committee of Twelve of 
*he Citizens' Union, after a session of 
more than three hours, last night unani- 
mously agreed on six names for each of 
the city offices to be filled in November. 

While the members of the committee 
Wrould divulge none of the names selected, 
there is good reason to believe that in the 
Majoralty 'list are those of George Foster 
Feabody, Seth Low, and Bird S. Coler. . 

The meeting was held at the headquar- 
ters, 34 Union Square East, and there were 
present Col. Willis L. Ogden, Everett P. 
Wheeler, A. J. Boulton, J. Hampden 
Dougherty, M. J. Flaherty, Ludwig Nissen, 
J. Van Vechten Olcott, Isaac N. Seligman, 
Samuel Sea-bury, and John W. Weed. Presi- 
dent R. Fulton Cutting and Secretary 
^Thomas A. Fulton were also in attendance. 

Gustav H. Schwab, who was appointed 
ton the committee, declined to serve. The 
absentees were George Haven Putnam and 
John E. Eustis. 

When the meeting adjourned, Messrs. 
fWheeler and Cutting were the first to 
leave the room, and they said to the as- 
sembled reporters: M Not a word to say. 

[You must see Col. Ogden." 

The latter soon appeared and, address- 
ing the reporters, remarked: 

" Gentlemen, I am sorry I have not a 

good story for you, but really I cannot tell 

you anything. I have been specially In- 
structed to say nothing to you of the 
names selected.- You can appreciate how 
Inappropriate it would be to give to the 
.■World the result of our deliberations before 
reporting to the committee that created 

us. 

"The committee of 107 will meet here 
next week, when we will make a report." 

m Was there any disagreement relative 
to any of the selections? " Col. Ogden was 
asked. 

" Not a particle," he replied; " Every- 
thing was' unanimous." 

"Is Mr. Low's name on the list for 
Mayor? " 

"That is a question I cannot answer," 
Said Col. Ogden. 

"Was thtre any discussion," a reporter 
Inquired, " relative to the report that the 
Greater New York Democracy would -sup- 
pert Tammany under certain conditions? " 

" There was," answered Col. Ogden, 
"'but we came to the conclusion that there 
"was reason to doubt the authenticity of the 
report." 

Col. Ogden would say no more. 

Messrs. Seabury, Flaherty, Boulton, Nis- 
sen, and Weed were approached in turn, 
but none of them would give a particle- of 
Information. 



ELABORATE PRECAUTIONS 

FOR MONARCHS' SAFETY. 

Plot in Copenhagen Against the Czar ? 

— Anarchist Threats Against Em- 
peror Francis Joseph. 

COPENHAGEN, Aug. 29.— The city is full 
of Russian detectives in anticipation of the 
Czar's visit. Two Russians were arrested 
here last night. The authorities tried to 
keep the matter secret. 

The rough weather prevailing renders the 
Czar's arrival before Monday improbable- 
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Purporting to Come from 
Greater New York Democracy. 

On the very eve of the meeting of the 
Campaign Committee of Twelve of the Citi- 
zens' Union to select six names for each 
of the city offices to be filled in November, 
an anonymous declaration was published 
yesterday to the effect that under no cir- 
cumstances would the Greater New York 
j. Democracy support Seth Low for Mayor, 
and that in the event of his nomination the 
organization would support the Tammany 
ticket. The statement was as follows: 

We organized for the purpose of overthrowing 
rTaxnmany Hall, but everybody knows that that 
can be done only by nominating an independent 
' Democrat for Mayor. Seth Low cannot be elect- 
ed, and the Greater New York Democracy will 
hot support him, nor will it support any Repub- 
lican. If the anti-Tammany conference decides 
i to nominate Mr. Low. the Greater New York 

i Democracy conferrees will withdraw and report 
to our City Convention. The convention will then 
, adjourn until Tammany has nominated its ticket, 

and that ticket will be indorsed. 

If any other Republican is agreed upon by- the 
conference we will not support him, but it will 
be a question then whether we will endorse Tam- 
many's candidate. The one thing sure is that if 
Mr. Low is nominated the Greater New York 

Democracy will support the Tammany ticket. 
) t We have now 33,000 voters enrolled. We think 
i that our wishes upon this subject deserve con- 

' slderation 

Investigation disclosed the fact that this 
Statement was telephoned to a reporter from 
the office of a member of the Advisory 
Committee of the Greater New York De-

jnocracy with the understanding that his 
name was not to be used. When this per- 
son's office was visited it was said that 
he was out of the city. ! 

William Hepburn Russell, Chairman of 
the Executive Committee of the organiza- 
tion, said that he had not authorized the 
Statement, nor did he believe that any per- 
son in authority hftd made it. 

Another influential member of the Ad- 
visory Committee said he would not in- 
dorse the statement, although he inti- 
mated that it reflected the sentiment of 
the organization. 

This gentleman further declared that 
there was an agreement between Senator 
Piatt, President Robert C. Morris, and ex- 
Senator M. J. Coffey of Kings County to 
bring about the nomination of Col. E. M 
Knox, and failing in this that Mr. Low was 
to be made the nominee. He believed it 
^ras the Senator's hope, by the adoption of 
this scheme, to elect the President of the 

Borough of Brooklyn and the officers of 

Kings County. He thought, he said, that 
en Independent Democrat should be named 
and he added that if Controller Coler and 
Mr. Low were the respective nominees the 
former would easily defeat the latter. 

James O'Brien, leader of the City Dem- 
ocracy, is known to be opposed to the 
nomination, of Mr. Low, contending that 
an Independent Democrat should be named 
Mr. O'Brien has frequently expressed that 
view to New York Times reporters, but 
It was not accompanied by threats to sup- 
port Tammany .Hall. 

A statement wasalso current yesterday 
that Herman RiddeFand the German-Amer- 
ican Reform Union would follow the exara- 
Se of the Greater New York Democracy.

LONDON, Aug. 30.-The Daily Mail pub- 
lishes to-day an article written by All 
Nourl Bey, ex-Turkish Consul at Rotter- 
dam, asserting that the massacre of Ar- 
menians by Kurds, which has just recom- 
menced, is part of a regular system of ex- 
termination. ' He says: 

" The number of Armenians killed will de- 
pend upon the outcry raised in Europe and 
the pressure brought to bear upon the Sul- 
tan. The same horrible process will be re- 
peated year by year until all are killed. 

WOULD-BE ALDERMAN WHIPPED 

John Ghee, Weighing 240 Pounds, 
Thrashed by Henry Murphy of 

Half His Weight. 

John Ghee, who is connected with the 
Bronx Company, which has a large print 
mills in Westchester County, and who is 
a candidate for Alderman in the Borough 
of the Bronx, weighs 240 pounds, yet was 

badly whipped in a personal encounter 
with Henry Murphy, private secretary to 
Assemblyman Cooley, who is only about 
half his weight and of very boyish appear- 
ance, at Schiitz'ts saloon, Boston Roaa and 
One Hundred and Seventy-seventh Street, 

yesterday afternoon. 

Assemblyman Henry Geiger of. the 
Thirty-fifth District was one of the party 
which was in the saloon when the talk 
turned upon the recent conversion of Mr. 
Ghee from the Republican to the Demo- 
cratic Party. This started the row. They 
went outside of the barroom, when Ghee 
made a rush for Murphy, but the latter 
side stepped and landed a powerful blow 
on the face of the big man as he went by. 
Then they grappled and fell and rolled 
over and over on the ground, • their fists 
going like locomotive pistons. 

When at last they were separated each 
was covered with blood, and Dr. Frank 
Becker, who lives on the corner below, 
was called to attend the fighters, ^hee 
had many bruises to be attended to, but 
when they washed Murphy s face and 

hands, it was found that all the blood 
on him was from Ghee, and that; he bore 
no other mark of the contest, although 
the breath was nearly out of his body, be- 
cause of his adversary's weight.* No ar- 
rests were made.

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CHIPPEWAS LIKE WHITE MEN. 

These Indians Want Their Fond.du Lac 
Reservation Opened to Public 

Settlement. 

* * •

DULUTH, Minn., Aug. 29.— The Indians 
of the Fond Ju Lac Reservation, near this 
city, are asking that the reservation be 
opened to public settlement. There are 
about 100,000 acres in the reserve, and 
about 700 Chippewa Indians now live there. 
Nearly every family has taken land, and 

they are living like white men and citizens. 

It is this that has caused tjte Indians to 
make the unusual request that their lands 
be opened to white people. All their pine 
timber has been «-ut, and there is nothing 
left but hard woods and cedar. In order 
that their severalty kinds may be fit for 
cultivation, they must be cleared, but un- 
der the law, the Indians are unable to sell 
any of this timber. They cannot, there- 
fore, clear the^land for farms, which the 
nature of the soil would make very pro-, 
ductive. 

In order to keep themselves alive they 
have been obliged to go among the whites 
and earn a living, and many of them have 
been successfully employed in the neigh- 
boring sawmills, lumber woods, and prairie 
farms, until they have become good work- 
ers, and are anxious to cultivate their own 
soil. But being refused the sale of their 
own timber by the Government they can- 
not make farms. 

The Fond du Lac reservation adjoins the 
thriving village of "Cloquet, a town of 

several thousand people, and the Great 
Northern Railroad skirts the east and 1 
north sides of the tract, while the Northern 
Pacific T:uns along the southern edge. Of 
the 100,000 acres not much will remain for 
homesteads after the Chippewa allotments 
are subtracted, but the opening win permit 
the Indians to become self-supporting citi- 
zens and farmers, and will add just that 
much land to the productive area of North- 
eastern Minnesota. 

At the next session of Congress an ef- \ 
fort will also be made to open Cass Lake 
Indian Reservation, the largest Chippewa 
tract in the United States. The pine is 
doubtless the attraction, and it has been 
a cause of scandal for years. There is Jiot 
much expectation that this effort will suc- 
ceed, but the Fond du Lac reservation, 
containing no pine, and, therefore, per- 
mitting no public scandal npr fraud, will 
probably arouse no opposition on the part 
of those that look after the welfare of the 
red man. 

A NEW MALARIA THEORY.

BOSTON, Mass., Aug. 29— In the annual 
report of the State Board of Health, Secre- 
tary S. W. Abbott says that during the past 
ten years every case of malaria investi- 
gated in Massachusetts has been traced to 
the presence in the neighborhood of Italian 
laborers. 

Italy, it is well known, is cursed by 
malaria, says the report. In a previous re- 
port, on the sanitary condition. of the Sud-. 
bury and Concord Rivers, made to the 
General Court in May, the board stated 
plainly that there was nothing in the con- 
dition of the meadows near these rivers 
to generate malaria. * But within the last 
eleven years 191 cases have been reported 
in the distance of ten miles along the ' 
river from Saxonville, in a population of 
about 500. Few cases, the board says, were 
reported below this point previous to 1895, 
and not many until 1898, since which time 
it has prevailed in Concord and Billerica. 

In both cases the board says: " The evi- 
dence tends to show that it was I intro- 
duced "into these towns by the laborers 
engaged in digging up the streets when 
constructing the water works and sewer- 
age systems. Upon the completion of the 
works in Billerica the number of cases ! 
rapidly diminished, while in Concord the 
effect of the work continued through last 
year, and we must wait through another 
season to learn whether it also diminishes 
here." 

Last week Dr. Abbott visited Ipswich to 
look into some cases* of malaria in a farm- 
ing district. He found four isolated houses 
where the disease had prevailed for two 
years, and also found that Italian workmen 
had been laboring near the houses two years 
ago, coming to each place often for water. 
The mosquito he considers simply the ve- 
hicle, for transmitting malaria.

The train was made up at Sodus Point 
and consisted of four coaches, a baggage 
car and an engine, with William Mosher 
ajt the throttle. Chester Flagler was fire- 
man, and Conductor H. S. Merriman of 
Sodus Point, was in charge. 

Running at nearly forty miles an hour, 
the train was coming around a curve near 
the station. At the centre of this curve is 
a grave] pit. For some unknown reason 
the engine jumped the track while passing 
the pit. The force of the shock turned the 
engine completely around, throwing the 
five cars on their sides. • *■• -•■ 

About 150 passengers were on the train. 
They were thrown into the ditch, and it is 
a wonder that the number of fatalities was 
not greater. The engine and all the cars 
were badly broken up, and the steam pipes 
running under the cars were broken in sev- 
eral places. This accounts for the large 
number of people scalded. 

Help was quickly summoned from the 
neighboring houses, and word was sent 
to Sodus and Newark for physicians. A 
special containing five doctors left Newark 
at 6:45 o'clock. Upon Its arrival the New- 
ark pasengers were placed aboard and 
hastened home. Five of them were later 
sent to Rochester hospitals. 

The Rev. Dr. Burges, one of the injured, 
was for twenty years pastor of the Park 
Presbyterian Church at Newark, and is the 
father of W. C. and F. H. Burges, editors 
of The Arcadian Weekly Gazette of this 
place. He was seventy- three years old, and 
it is doubtful whether he will recover. 
Coroner E. P. Thatcher took charge of 
the dead bodies and will hold an inquest. 

Superintendent Spencer Mead's private 
car was attached to the train. His wife 
was seriously ill. The car was derailed, 
but the occupants were not injured. 

What was the exact cause of the wreck 
is not known, but it Is thought the rails 
spread. There have been heavy rains re- 
cently, and probably the tracks were loos- 
ened. Officials of the road refused to make 
any statement. 

The country near the scene of the acci- 
dent is thickly populated, and it was not 
long before farmers were driving to the 
place from all directions. The injured were 
quickly extricated from the debris by will- 
ing hands, B and improvised couches were 
made on the grass. 

The moans and shrieks . of the injured 
rose on the evening air, making the whole 
neighborhood seem an inferno. Pinned 
down by the wreckage, women and children 
screamed aloud as they lay writhing in 
agony, some of them begging their rescuers 
to kill them.

Chicago Manufacturers Ready for 
Bitter War Against Companies.

CHICAGO, Aug. 29.— Members pf the 
Illinois Manufacturers' Association • are 
considering municipal 'ownership as a pos- 
sible project for the improvement of thev

Not only was the record! for the trans- 
atlantic westward run broken by the Ham- 
burg-American liner Deutschland, which 
arrived in port yesterday morning, but all 
previous records for sums won and lost in 
ocean gambling were smashed as well. 

The ship clipped only six minutes off her 
former record. She made the run in five 
days twelve hours and twenty-three min- 
utes. The Deutschland did not break her 
records for either a day's run or for the 
number of knots logged in an hour, though 
on four days she averaged over 560 knots. 

There were 784 people in the cabin of the 
Deutschland, which gives a good idea of 
how many Americans there are abroad who 
are anxious to get back home, but who are 
unable to find any empty berths. Among 
these several hundred people were a party 
of Pittsburg manufacturers, brokers, steel 
magnates, and sportsmen. To this contin- 
gent was due the breaking of the gambling 
records in the smoke 'room. Not for a 
minute, according to passengers, did they 
stop during the entire voyage except for 
meals and to go to bed. 

In the Pittsburg party were.D. M. Clem- 
son, John*' K. Brydenr J. H. Chambers, A. 
M. Fox, E. G. Ferguson, D. W. Gillespie, 
George L. McFarlane, W\ F. Mustin, F. 
Moore, H. Miller, F. E. McClure, H. Mc- 
Mullen, A. R., C. N., R. B., G. B. Peacock, 
Mortimer L. Schiff, and C. Tindle. Many 
of them were accompanied by members of 
their families, and the opinion on board 
vms unanimous that the voyage would have 
been an unusually dull one had the con- 
tingent by chance been left behind. They 
were the life of the ship, and the merry 
times that they were responsible for made 
them by far the most popular people 
aboard. 

On Aug. 27 the biggest pool of ocean 

gambling, it is said, was made up. It was 

a hat pool on the number of knots the ship 

would ■ make on that day. Ten men each 

put $1,250 in the hat, making the total 

$12,500. Mr. Mustin, President of the Pitts- 
burg Maleable Iron Company, drew the 
number 572. As the ship made that many 
knots on that day he won. This was a 
private affair. 

The scenes in the smoke room were in- 
teresting, for the regular pools were auc- 
tioned off there, and when the passengers 
of sporting proclivities were not buying 
them in, they engaged in playing $10 ante 

oker or bridge whist for large sums. Tod 

loan was the auctioneer of the pools, and 
the jockey kept the figures well up to 
the high water mark during the time he 
was calling for bids. 

. The day after the big hat pool Mortimer 
Schiff was the lucky man in the smoke 
saloon. When the auction began Mr. Schiff 
started in to bid in 576. Several of his 
friends thought he was a trifle overbur- 
dened with ready cash, and^decided to make 
him pay dear for the figure. Mr. Schiff 
was not to" be 'Cffllght, however, and before 
hiB opponents realized it he had changed 
his bid to 578, which number was knocked 
down to him. This happened to be the 
winning number, and the end of the nauti- 
cal day found Mr. Schiff about $1,700 bet- 
ter off. 

On the last day at sea the betting in the 
smoke room reached the high water mark. 
On this occasion the bids for the prospec- 
tive number of knots that the great liner 
might probably log averaged about $500 to 
the number. The grand total in the pool 
when the bidding closed was nearly $5,000, 
and the bid of A. R. Peacock turned out 
the winner. Up to that time Mr. Peacock 
had been among the unlucky ones in the 
game, but this piece of luck brought him 
to port a thousand or so to the good, it 
was said. 

The excitement .in the smoke room at 
times was intense, especially as the close 
of the day drew near and* a calculation of 
the total distance of the day's run could 
be made with reasonable certainty. Sloan 
was a heavy loser at the pool game, but at 
bridge whist he got back about $700, which 
saved him from landing a very heavy loser. 

Amcng the poker enthusiasts was John 
Bryson Of Los Angeles, Cal. Mr. Bryson 
is eighty-three years of age. but carries 
his years remarkably well. He is a promi- 
nent citizen of the California city, and was 

one of the liveliest of the merry contin- 
gent that made matters so interesting in 
the smoke room. Mr. Bryson played every 
day, and did not get up from the table ex- 
cept at meal and bed times. 

At the pier, speaking of the fun he had 
had on the way across, Mr. Bryson smil- 
ingly remarked that he was " the oldest as 
well as the youngest" man on board." He 
looked it. ' 

There were many prominent persons on 
the Deutschland. Among them were Presi- 
dent G. F. Baer. of the Philadelphia and 
Reading Railroad. In Germany Mr. Baer 
spent some time. Concerning hjs obser- 
vations there, he said: 

"I was surprised to find in that country 
an opinion prevalent even in official cir- 
cles, that the United States was at the 
bottom of the present trouble In South and 
Central America. They seemed to think 
that we were trying to get control of the 
countries involved in the disputes.

MALE SEX IN MINORITY HERE.

Census Bulletin Shows that There Are 
More Females in the State 

and City. 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 29.-r-According to 
a bulletin issued by the Census Bureau to- 
day, there are slightly more females than 
males in the State pf New York.. The per- 
centage is G0.3 to 49.7. Out of a total 
I population of 7,268,894, there are 3,014,780 
males and 3,634,114 females. Of the total 
population of the State 1,900,425, or 26.1 
per cent., are foreign-born, and 112,013. 
or 1.5 per cent., are colored. Of the latter 
99,232 are negroes, 7,170 Chinese, 354 Jap- 
anese, and 5,257 Indians. 

New York City lias 1,067,660 native males 
and 1,099,462 native females. The distri- 
bution in the different boroughs of that 
city is as follows: ' 

Bronx-Males, 68,763; female!} 70,202. 
Brooklyn— Males, 396,215; females, 414,670. 
Manhattan— Males, 524,237; females, 536,- 
514, Queens— Males, 53,848 /females, 54,339 
Richmond— Males, 24,597; females, 23,737. 
In the whole city there are 638,045 foreign- 
born males and 632,035 foreign-born fe- 
males. Out of 33,587 colored males, 27,132 
are negroes, and out of 33,717 females there 
are 33.534 negroes. 

In Albany are 36,703 males and 39,730 fe- 
males. Buffalo contains 122,609 native 
males and 125,526 native females, and 52,- 
322 foreign-born males and 51,930 foreign- 
born females. 

Of the total population of New Jersey, 
941.760 are males and 941, 909 females. The 
foreign-born residents in the census year 
numbered 431,884, or 22.9 per cent. The col- 
. ored population was 71,352, or 3.8 per cent. 
Of the colored 1,393 were Chinese, 5$ Jap- 
anese, and 63 Indians, and the rest negroes. 

In North Carolina's total population of 
1,893,810 there are 938,677 males and 955,133 
females. ' In that . State there afe only 
4,492 foreign-born people. There are, how-, 
ever, 030.207 colored people, of whom 624,- 
469 are negrbes, 5,087 Indians, and 51 Chi- 
nese. 

New Mexico presents a large preponder- 
ance of males over females, tne percentage 
of the former being 53.4. The entire popu- 
lation is 195,310.

Two Steamship* Ordered Which May 
OntMpeed the Deutschland.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 2!».-In a commu- 
nication to the State Department under 
date of July 27, Vice Consul General Mur- 
phy of Frankfort sends the following trans- 
lation from the Berlin Stid-Amerikanische

"Up to the present the world's largest 
ship has been the Oceanic, but Messrs. 
Harland & Wolf are now building in Eng-

land a new greyhound for the White Star

Line, whose registered tonnage will ex- 
ceed tjiat of *he Oceanic by 2,226 tons. It 
will be 204 meters long, 22.5 meters wide, 
and its tonnage will amount to 19,500. Its 

horse power will be 35,000. Judging by 
these figures, it does not appear likely that 
this ship will ever be able to break the 
record of the. Deutschland as 'the fastest 
ship in the world, though it irtay exceed 
the Oceanic in speed. In the meanwhile, 
however, Germany has made another move 
by ordering the Kaiser Wilhelm II., of 
19,000 register tons and 38,000 horse power, 
and the Krnnprinz Wilhelm, of 15,000 reg- 
ister tons and 33,000 horse power, both of 
which will excel the new English ship in 
speed and probably also the Deutschland. 

" The building of these two new German 
vessels sufficiently proves that the two 
fastest merchant ships of the world, the 
Deutschland and the Kaiser Wilhelm der 
Grosse, are profitable investments, a fact 
which has been frequently disputed in Eng- 
land.

•' The place w as carried on my blotter as 
a suspicious place when 1 came to the 
Eighteenth Precinct." 

"Did you ever look at the register when 
vou were there? " 

" No. Sir. That never occurred to be." 

" Then take a lool& at it." requested Mr. 
Garvan, handing the Captain the book on 
which was inscribed the names of manv 
individuals, the words " and wife," being 
added in each case. 

" Did you ever see a register of a reput- 
able hotel in this city where only persons 
* and wife ' were entered ? " 

Capt. Gannon, admitted that he never 
had. He also admitted that he received 
the petition signed by thirtyrtwo persons, 
complaining of the Webster Hotel. He 
had gone there, he said, after getting It, 
but had never secured any evidence. 

" How did you happen to go there last 
night? M asked Mr. Garvan. 

Capt. Gannon had been visibly 111 at ease 
under Mr. Garvan's questioning up to this 
t»me. At the latter question he brightened 
up considerably and declared that that was 
just what he wanted to tell about. 

" I left the station house at 7:25," said 
he, "and went to supper at Twenty-second- 
Street and Second Avenue. From there I 
went to a barber's shop, at Twenty-third 
Street and Lexington Avenue. After a 
shave I walked around Gramercy Park to

INFORMED OP THE RAID. 

•• I then talked In the Academy of Music 
to Manager Gilmore, his wife, and Mr. Van 
Duzen. It was then 9 o'clock. I waiked 
dowji to Fourteenth Street and Third Ave- 
nue, and up to Fifteenth Street, when Mr. 
Golding, a hatter in the neighborhood* told 
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me Justice Jerome was making a raid on 
the Webster Hotel. I .walked hurriedly 
around and ran up the steps without no- 
ticing any one there and stepped into the 
rear parlor. I saw a lady half lying on a 
chair in the back parlor. The first person 
1 met was Policeman Galvin, one of my 
men. I asked him what was the matter 
and he said the Sergeant had sent him 
and another man to help serve a warrant. 

M Was there a room opening off this 
back parlor V " interrupted Mr. Garvan. 

" Yes Sir." 

44 Was it a bed chamber? " • ' 

44 Yes, Sir. This room was the Mack 

woman's." : " . 1.. 

"Were you in that room last night?" 

asked the Prosecutor. 

44 Yes, Sir. I looked in." # - 

44 What did you do that for? " ' ' ' 
" To see what was going on. I stepped 
in and right out again. I then went into 
the front room and met Mr. Sandford. I 
didn't know him, and asked who he was.

/ 44 No. orally." 

44 Did the other plain clothes men report 

In Writing? " .. 

44 Yes. all except Turley and Kane." 
1 " If Turley failed to get evidence against 
that house, he is responsible for neglect of 

duty?" 

" Yes," admitted the Captain. . 

44 Did you see any of the persons signing 
the petition sent you.'" 

44 Yes. I saw one, Mr. W. S. Genare of 38 

East Fifteenth Street." 

"It's very strange," observed Justice 
Jerome, " that thirty-two citizens have to 
go over a Police Captain's head to get re- 
lief, while the whole region Is so honey- 
combed with disorderly houses that gentle- 
men living in Stuyvesant Square cannot get 
home without getting into the clutches of 
these women." * ■ 

"That's not in my precinct," said Capt. 

Gannon. 

"But they have to go through Fifteenth 
Street," retorted the Justice. " How many 
disorderly houses have you got in your 
precinct? " 

" Not one," was the emphatic reply. 

" How many poolrooms or gambling 
houses or policy shops?" 

"Not one." 

" Then, since this * suspicious ' place has 
toeen wiped off the blotter, you've got a. 

clean -bill of health? " 

" Yes, Sir," responded the Captain. 

The examination of the two wom^n was 
then adjourned until next Wednesday, bail 
on each charge being fixed at $1,000. Fail- 
ing to give this, the two women were taken 
to the Tombs, though Justice Jerome - gave 
Mr. Rosalsky a note. to any Magistrate au- 
thorizing him to accept baU at any time.

EVIDENCE FROM DIVVER MEN. 

Arrest of Reputed Disorderly-House 

Keeper Due to Their Complaint 

-JMr. Foley's Charges. 

The bitter fight for the leadership of the 
Second Assembly District now being waged 
between ex-Judge Divver and Thomas 
Foley has been brought into the movement 
against police protection of disorderly 
houses.

Mr. Foley 
replied that he had nothing to say, but that 

even if he had he was no informer. When 
seen later, Mr. Foley had this to say fur- 
ther: . . ■ 
•• The fight on Capt. Vredenburgh has 

been waged by Divver for three years and 
a half. Divver is the leader of this district 

now. 

He levies all of the assessments for the 
'political organization. Some time ago a dis- 
orderly-house keeper refused to " give up " 
for something or other, and he was soon 
afterward arrested and fined $500. The 
. Divverites think that if they can get Vre- 
denburgh out of this precinct and Creamer 
out of the Old Slip Station, and Captains 
of their own selection put in, they can win. 
The Oak Street Precinct was never cleaner 
than it is now. Divver has tried to have 
Vredenburgh transferred time after time. 
Now that they can't get him moved through 
Headquarters, they want to throw him out 
through this trumped-up business. 

Capt. Vredenburgh was transferred some 
time ago— for the space of an hour. He 
was made a Captain by the reform board. 
The Captain's men raided a poolroom at 80 
Park Row, in which it was said Judge 
Divver was interested, some time ago.

An accused patrolman of the Police Da- 
partment shook his fist under the nose of 
Deputy Commissioner Devery at the police 
trials yesterday, and deliberately defied the 
Deputy Commissioner to do his worst. „

man after the Deputy Commissioner had 
fined him thirty days' pay. 44 I'll go higher 
up. I've been transferred six times, and I 
suppose if I'd hand over $25 you'd stand 
for it. But I won't be shaken down again. 
I'll go higher up." 

Ihe other policemen who were in the 
large trial room at the Mulberry Street 
headquarters' were paralyzed with aston- 
ishment at the daring remarks, made by the 
Infuriated patrolman, who felt that an in- 
justice had been done him; The Deputy 
Commissioner was himself in a state verg-

ing on apoplexy as the patrolman defied 
him and charged those who have the power 
of making transfers with 44 shaking down," 
or, in other words, demanding money from 
patrolmen in order to leave them in desir- 
able precincts,, 

The threat of going * 4 higher up " was 
carried out by the policeman. He went di- 
rectly to th3 District Attorney's office, 
where he had a consultation with Assistant 

* 

District Attorneys Gans and Sandford and 
later with Justice Jerome. 

These consultations were only prelim- 
inary to a more searching inquiry into the 
system of transferring policemen from pre- 
cincts near which they have established 
their homes to those so remote that the 
men find it almost Impossible to see their* 
families. ■ 

CHARGES AGAINST O'NBILD. 

The policeman w3io created all this ex- 
citement is Edward O'Neill, who up to 
Wednesday was attached to the Tremont 
Station. On that day he was transferred 
to the East Fifty-first Street Station, and 
yesterday he was before Deputy Commis- 
sioner Devery on charges growing out of 

his actions during his connection with the 
Tremont Station. 

Elias Hollander, a dealer in crockery at 
3,806 Third Avenue, was the complainant 
against O'Neill. According to his story, 
as told to the Deputy Commissioner, 
O'Neill entered his place on Sunday morn- 
ing, Aug. 11, and told him he was violat- 
ing the law by selling goods on Sunday. 
Hollander did not see why he could not 
keep openountil 10 o'clock in the morning 
like other^stores in the neighborhood, and 
he told O'Neill so. There was one woman 
customer in the store at the time, and 
Hollander continued waiting on her after 
he had told his son to close the front doors 
of the stare. In his testimony before the 
Deputy Commissioner he claimed that Po- 
liceman O'Neill put him under arrest and 
would not allow him to go into the back 
room to get his coat. When he attempted 
to do this, he said, the policeman handled 
him roughly and finally drew his revolver. 
His testimony was corroborated by his 
son and the woman who was in the store. 

O'Neill gave his version of the trouble 

and said that Hollander, his wife, and 

had attacked him and that he had been 

compelled to draw his revolver in self- 
defense. 

"What time was this? " asked Deputy 
Commissioner Devery in no mild tone. 

44 Ten o'clock in the morning," was the 
answer. 

The Deputy Commissioner half arose 
from his 'chair and said In loud, sharp 
tones:. 

44 They ought to have - taken you and 
thrown you out of the window. What 
right had you to go In" there and interfere 

with this man, who was trying to make his 
living? " 

44 Why, ' I arrested lilm because he was 
guilty of a violation of the law in my 
presence," said O'Neill. 

"It ain't for you as a police officer to 
go in there with a pistol and take a man 
out." ■

|2o. After the policeman had visited the 
District Attorney, Commissioner Murphy*, 
said: • ,■■ 

44 1 am glad he has placed the case in tha- 
hands of the District Attorney. I want a 
full investigation." x 

O'Neill's police record shows that ha 
was appointed to the force on May K>, 
1891. There have been eighteen complain- 3 
against him. Once while a mounted police 
man he was charged with running his- 
horse. O.ther minor complaints are enum- 
erated on the record. 

At the Madison Street Police Station last 
night Sergt. McSweeney, who has been in 
the precinct for fourteen years, said: 

44 O'Neill was here when Acting Captain 
Hammond was in charge. O'Neill was a 
member of the 4 A. B. A.'s. Understand, X 
don't mean the 4 A. P. A.'s. I mean he 
was a member of the Alcoholic Benevolent 
Association." 

Policeman O'Neill was seen last night on 
his post on Second Avenue, between Forty - 
fifth and Forty-eighth Streets, and he de- 
cided to talk about his difficulties in the 
department. In this interview be 'greatly 
modified some of the statements which he 
made in the trial room which were taken 
down by the Deputy Commissioner's ste- 
nographer. He said last night : 

,r There were three against me, and Hol- 
lander got after me with heavy plumber's 
tongs, so I defended my life, and I would 
do it again if I had to. I mean to collect 
that month's pay if I have to go to th« 
courts to get it 

44 1 am tired of being hammered, and If 
it were not for my three children I would 
;et off the force. It all comes of doing my 
luty in arresting Charles Stackenberg, who 
keeps a saloon at One Hundred and Twen- 
ty- first Street and Eighth Avenue, for a 
violation of the excise law, the latter part 
of last March. I was then attached to the 
East One Hundred and Twenty-fifth Street 
Station* and on April 3 I was sent down to 
Madison Street. Next month I was sent 
back to One Hundred and Twenty-fifth 
Street, ' and three weeks later to Sixty * 
eighth Street. I was on sick leave, and 
before I could report there I was trans- 
ferred to Tremont. That was early in 
June, and this morning I was sent down tc* 
this precinct. I am pretty tired of bein -■ 
kicked about." .

Madison Street it took me two hours to 
get home." 

O'Neill served in the Second United 
States Cavalry for five years, from 188^ 
to 1890.

PITTSBURG, Penn., Aug. 29-Officiall of. 
the mills of the United States Steel Corpo- 
ration that were closed by the strike of the 
Amalgamated Association, stated to-day 
that they were receiving many applications 
from former employes for work. The an- 
nouncement that the company would start 
their mills non-union has, the officials' be- 
lieve, caused a weakening in the ranks 
of the strikers, and many are seeking 
cover. 

The Amalgamated officials, however, 
claim that their ranks are unbroken and 
as strong as ever. One of the steel offi- 
cials said to-day that there was a general 
mistake being made regarding the time it 
woul d take to. train in experienced men and 
make them- capable of operating mill ma- 
chines. It is now determined, he said, to 
have new men placed in positions that will 
give them a chance to learn the skilled

work, jand many of the men who hold 

menial positions in the union mills are to be 

taught skilled work with which they are 

In a measure familiar through long asso- 
ciation with the workings of the mills. 

In the Painter mills the work. Is progress- 
ing smoothly, and no desertions are re- 
ported. New men are being secured, though 
the company officials say that on Sundays 
the strikers make an active canvass of 
the homes of the men at work and seek 
to Induce them to remain away from the 
plant.

Several meetings of the tube workers 
have been held recently to consider the 
question, and committees were appointed 
to ascertain their standing with the Amal- 
gamated Association. It is understood that 
the strikers' officials assured them that 
they would not be overlooked In the hour 

of need. 
Secretary Williams received a check from

Advices from Lisbon, Ohio, say that the 
strikers have erected seven large tents at 
different points outside the tin mill in- 
closure.

Managers of various plants of the com- 
pany will be there every day, placing and 
teaching the new men. 

The members of the John F. Ward and 
Pride of Newcastle Lodges of the Amal- 
gamated Association, composed of the 
striking tin workers of Newcastle, held 
a secret session to-night, and considered 
a communication from David S. Pyle, 
superintendent of both the Shenango and 
Greer plants of that city. This communi- 
cation was somewhat explanatory of the 
position of the American Tin Plate Com- 
pany in the present, strike controversy.

MR. SCHWAB WOULDN'T AGREE. 

Simon Burns's Plan for Arbitration Re- 

r , 

jected by the Trust — Another to 

be Submitted. 

INDIANAPOLIS. Ind.. Aug. 29.— Simon 
Burns, who arrived here to-day, announced 
that his plan for settling the steel strike by 
arbitration has been rejected by President 
Schwab of the United States Steel Cor- 
poration. 

Burns, who Is President of the National 
organization of window glass workers, ^and 
also the head of the Knights of Labor, de- 
clared that another plan would be sub- 
mitted to-morrow to President Schwab. He 
explained that his first plan of arbitration, 
which was made public last night, was 
submitted to President Schwab on 'Aug. 21, 

but that he received no reply to it until 
yesterday, when Mr. Schwab's secretary 
telephoned him from New York that his 
chief would not consider the proposition. 

" I submitted my plan to Mr. Schwab 
merely as a suggestion," said Mr. Burns. 
•■ and if there is anything in it that is ob- 
jectionable to the trust officials, it can 
be modified. When I return to Pittsburg 
to-morrow, I shall take the matter up again 
with Mr. Schwab in the hope of making 
some kind of an arrangement whereby the 
strike questions can be submitted to arbi- 
tration. I think a start toward a settle- 
ment of the strike should be made at once, 
as it is hurting business. 

'If it Is true, as Mr. Schwab says, that 
there is nothing to arbitrate, I cannot see 
where his side will be injured by submit- 
ting to arbitration. It might be different, 
of course, if the matter were submitted to 
Interested parties, but that was not the 
plan. 

•' I think President Shaffer of the Amal- * 
gamated Association, has acted fairly in 
agreeing to submit his side of the trouble 
to arbitration." 

Mr. Burns further expressed the belief 
that the entire matter, as far as the

Presidents to confer with the coal 
companies regarding card inspection and 
violation of agreements, and to arrange 
for a joint conference. 

These officers are vested with power to 
declare a strike if contracts now in force 
are not lived up to. The resolutions call 
attention to the advantage resulting to both 
miners and operators from a written con- 
tract covering the wage rate for a stated 
f>eriod and specifying the conditions of 
abor. The committee alleges that, instead 
of agreeing to the request for a written 
agreement, the various companies posted 
notices of an indefinite character. 

The resolutions state that in many in- 
stances written notices posted and verbal 
agreements made by Superintendents with 
committees have been violated under va- 
rious pretexts.

WORCESTER, Mass., Aug. 29.— Senator 
George F. Hoar was seventy-five years old 
to-day. Throughout the day he was re- 
ceiving telegrams and congratulatory mes- 
sages serft from friends in various parts of 
the country to his home in this city. 

The Senator chatted for a time about his 
birthday, but he talked more of other 
things. He said: 

" I think the country and the common- 
wealth never had better ground for cheer- 
ful hope and courage for the future than 
to-day. When we think of what the coun- 
try has b fen through, from the landing of 
the Pilgrims to to-day, what great mis- 
takes have been made, what evils we have 
encountered, the great public orimes and 
offenses which have been committed by 
good men, the whole lesson of American 
history is that the people are to be trusted 
and that the noblest and best motives will 
be the overmastering motives with tne 

people. . 

"I see that some Worthy gentlemen seem 
to have lost faith for the moment not only 
in the American people, ^but in freedom 
and in good when they think of the mis- 
take we made in regard to the Philippine 
Islands, but I believe that in the main the 
men who made the mistake were honest 
and conscientious and that they will rec- 
tify it and save us from its evil conse : 
quences, so far as may be.^ . 

•' Certainly the lessons of my life make 
me more confident in the opinions on 
which I have acted, and at the same time 
more tolerant of those who have differed 
from me. I think whatever faults I have 
committed, and they have doubtless been 
many, that I can at least claim to have 
loved my country, to have loved Massa- 
chusetts, to have loved Worcester, and to 
have lov ed Concord."

With fourteen States represented on the 
grounds last night and one foreign rifle 
team, that of the Ulster Rifle Association 
of Ireland, on hand, the marksmen assem- 
bled for the great international and inter- 
State rifle shooting tournament of the Na- 
tional Bifle Association of America at Sea 
Girt, N. J., waited with eager anticipation 
for the formal opening of the competition 
this morning. Before the first gun in the 
tournament is fired, however, there will 
be a number of other arrivals, and still oth- 
ers will continue to come until next Mon- 
day, when about all the teams entered will 
be assembled. Included in the late arrivals 
will be some of the members of the riflemen 
from Canada, who will shoot in the 
international match for the world's cham- 
pionship* and the Centennial Palma Tro- 
phy, this event to be all-America against 
all-Canada. 

The marksmen on hand already are nu- 
merous enough to make a brave showing, 
and, though the riflemen for the most part 
are quartered in hotels, the grounds of the 
New Jersey State range yesterday present- 
ed the appearance of a big military camp, 
with the chief difference that military for- 
mality and routine are but little in evidence, 
the Individuals of each team being at lib- 
erty to come and go at pleasure. Absence 
from quarters has been unusual, however, 
as rifle practice has kept the men con- 
stantly busy, and from dawn until the light 
failed In the evening each day there have 
been few moments when the smart crack 
of the modern military rifle could not be 
heard. .

YESTERDAY'S BASEBALL GAMES

In view of the amendments on the by- 
laws defining an amateur golfer, made 
public yesterday in the Year Book of 1901 
by the United States Golf Association* the 
players who hereafter swerve from a very 
narow and straight path will find them- 
selves outside the breastworks. Within 
the year there have been charges and 
countercharges regarding some of the 
amateurs, which have been discussed In 
print, although no charges have been sub- 
mitted in an official way to the Executive 
Committee of the United . States Golf As- 
sociation. These charges were to the ef- 
fect that certain players had taken free 
railroad transportation and hotel board fo 
boom the game by playing at California 
and Florida tournaments. At least one 
player has been accused of pledging his 
prize cups for a loan, and in another in- 
stance ; it was said that a player has 
not been required to pay any of his club 
dues or expenses. 

None of the charges has ever been put 

in a way that would enable the Executive 

Committee to take action. Unquestionably 

this would have been done if the charges 

had been supported by i evidence, although 

as the offenses were not specifically named 

in the former definition of afeolf amateur 

the Executive Committee would have been 

compelled to treat them as violations of 

the spirit and not the letter of the rules. 

But in the amendments now made pub- 
lic the hands of the committee are 
strengthened, for each offense is set down 
and the punishment, unless a good excuse 
is brought forward, is the forfeiture of 
all rights as an amateur. 
. The text of the amendment follows: 

Section 9. No person shall be considered an 
amateur golfer or shall be eligible to compete in 
the amateur championship of this association: 
;,: 1. Who receives a money consideration, either 
directly or indirectly, by reason of his connec- 
tion with or skill displayed in playing the game 
of golf. 

2. Who plays for a money prize In A match 

or open cpmpetition. 

3. Who receives money for giving lessons or 
exhibitions of skill in playing the game of golf. 

4. Who lays out or takes charge of a golf 
course for hire. 

5. Who carries clubs for hire after attaining 
the age of fifteen years. 

6. Who personally makes for sale balls or other 
articles connected with the game of golf. 

7. Who is classified as a professional In any 

athletic sport. 

8. Who receives compensation for services per- 
formed in any athletic organization. 
y 9. Who plays the- game or frequents golf 
courses for the purpose of exploiting business. 

10. Who enters a golf competition under an 

assumed name. 

11. Who sells or pledges any prize or token 
obtained through connection with the game of 
golf. . - ■ 

12; Who. with the Intention of promoting any 
business, receives transportation or board, or any 
reduction or equivalent thereof, as a considera- 
tion of his playing golf or exhibiting his skill 
as a player. 

13. Who has club dues or charges paid by an- 
other person as an inducement to become a mem- 
•ber of a club. ' j 

Protests against an individual concerning any 
^.violation of the letter or the spirit of this sec- 
tion must be made: by a member of a club belong- 
ing to this association, in writing, to the Secre- 
tary of the association, properly certified to by 
an officer of his club. 

Section 10 of the by-laws is amended to 
read that a player becoming ineligible un- 
der Section 9 may be duly / reinstated upon 
his giving satisfactory evidence of merit- 
ing it. A change in Section 11, presuma- 
bly aimed at players from abroad who 
might come over as "carpet-baggers." for 
an amateur championship, provides that 
no one may enter who has had the use of 
a club's links " for a period not less than 
the entire current season." The book con- 
tains tha addresses of 20 associate and 
of 165 allied clubs in the United States

What the Futurity Stakes is to the rac- 
ing world, the motor-paced event at Man- 
hattan Beach to-morrow afternoon between 
Harry Elkes, Bobby Walthour, and Will 
Stinson Is to cycling enthusiasts— a meet- 
ing of the premiers in a grand struggle of 
pluck, speed, and endurance. There has 
been, much speculation among patrons of 

cycling as to who is really the speediest 
rider in America— Elkes, last season's cham- 
pion; Walthour, the Atlanta rider of mar- 
velous winning record, or Stinson, the 
only cycler who has ridden more than forty 
miles in one hour. While they have been 
paired off against each other in different 
races this season with varying success, to- 
morrow will be the first race In which the 
three have competed each for himself alone. 
It can then be determined conclusively, 
barring accidents, who is the fastest pace 
follower and who is entitled to the cham- 
tionship. , To secure the race, Manager 
irady was obliged to offer special induce- 
ments, and the purse to-morrow will be 
the largest ever hung up for a like event 
in this country. .

" Jimmy " Michael, the popular Welsh 
bicycler, will race at Madison Square Gar- 
den to-night against "Major" Taylor. 
They meet in a paced heat race. The first 

event will be at a mile, the second at three 
miles, and the final will be at five miles. 
Whoever wins, two heats gets the larger 
share of the purse. No previous race this 
season has promised such an interesting 
struggle as this. Both men are in prime 
condition, both trail the flying motors with 
the precision of machines, both are per- 
fectly at home on the Garden " skimming 
dish" at amy speed, and both are intent on 
winning this particular struggle. Despite 
Taylor's confidence of victory there are 
many who doubt his ability to defeat 
Michael in his present form. Since Tom 
Eck took the Welsh lad under his care, 
Michael has been doing phenomenal work. 
In his last eight races he has smashed 
all records, his last accomplishment of 
that kind taking place Wednesday night 
at Boston, when he lowered the Revere 
track record, beating McFarland in a twen- 
ty-mile race. In this race Michael went the 
last mile easily in 1:27. The usual three 
amateur events in which forty of the best 
riders are entered will take place.

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NOT GOOD FOR THE CAUSE. 

There could hardly be a worse augury 
for union and harmony among the anti- 
Tammany forces than these preliminary 
public announcements that certain can- 
didates are unacceptable to certain lead- 
ers and will not be supported. Mr. Platt 
says he will not have Colep, and now 
Mr. John C. Sheehan declares that the 
Greater New York Democracy will not 
support Seth Low, " nor will it support 
any Republican." This community, earn- 
estly hoping for relief from the shame and 
waste of Tammany misrule, has heard 
with satisfaction that the selection of the 
candidate for Mayor was to be deter- 
mined by candid conference. It is of the

RUSSIA IN MANCHURIA. 
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The London Times of Aug. 16 gave half 
a page fo a summary of the latest Eng- 
lish Blue Book on China. We must nec- 
essarily much more abridge this already 

very condensed statement. But the per- 
fidy of Russian diplomacy, the complete 
and shameless bad faith which Russia 
has exhibited toward China and toward 
the Western World— these things stand 
out so clearly in this formal official re- 
cital that it is important they should be 
understood. 

In the first place, it seems that, so 
lately as Feb. 17 of this year, the Rus- 
sian Government reassured the British 
Ambassador at St. Petersburg "that 
nothing beyond the terms of a temporary 
modus Vivendi during the provisional oc- 

■ 

cupation of Manchuria by Russian 
troops was being negotiated." This is 
the same story that we have been hear- 
ing for months, almost for years. The 
Russian occupation of Manchuria was to 
be temporary and provisional, and " only 
for the purpose of .pacification," even 
while the Russian Government was per- 
forming acts which could be reconciled 

only with an intention to hold Manchu- 
ria as a conquered country* Of course 
nobody, and least of all the British Gov- 
ernment, could believe the assurance of 
Russia at so late a date,. after it had 

* 

been so repeatedly and chronically falsi- 

* 

f ied. But the fact that she repeated , the 
assurance so late illustrates a brazen 
cynicism. In fact, on Feb. 27, just ten 
days after this beautiful assurance, the 
British Minister at Peking came into 
possession of the text of the agreement 

- 

which Russia was. even then urging upon 
China, and which proved that diplomacy 
at St. Petersburg was only another name 
for mendacity. Any separate agreement 
of Russia with China at that time would 
have been ah act of gross perfidy to- 
ward the other Powers, which were pur- 
suing common objects by common hego- 
tiations. Of this agreement, of which 
the Blue Book gives the text, it is enough 
to say that it is the kind of agreement 
which a victorious nation might be ex- 

4 

pected to exact of a completely van- 
quished enemy. Russia was in fact to 
" run " Manchuria, ■ without any regard 
to Chinese rights, or to the rights of 
foreign nations. Niu-Chwang was to re- 
main Chinese, but everywhere else Rus- 
sian control was to remain complete. The 

- 

exception is easily accounted for. Niii- 
Chwang f is our own principal Chinese 
treaty port. It is also the chief Amerl- 

r 

can port of all China. It would not do to 
antagonize the whole world by under- 

• - 

taking to Russianize a port in which the 
whole world had treaty rights. But of 
course Niu-Chwang is only a port of en- 
try. To leave the port open and Russian- 
ize the " hinterland," was simply to deny 

- 

foreign merchants access to their cus- 
tomers. It was to keep the word of 

■ * ■* - 

promise to the ear, and break it to the 
hope. And, outside of Niu-Chwang, 
China was forbidden by the agreement to 
make any leases to foreigners, or to .-em- 
ploy any foreigners, excepting Russians, 
or to grant any mining, railway, or other 
rights without the permission of Russia 
in all the Chinese territory which 
marches with the Russian possessions, 
and which includes not only Manchuria, 
but Mongolia, Hi, and Yrkand. China 
protested against this agreement and in- 
voked the mediation of the Powers. Lord 
Lansdowne very conservatively esti- 
mated the effect of it when he informed 
his Ambassador at St. ' Petersburg that, 

■ » 

if the treaty was accurately represented 
to him, " it involved not only a tempo- 
rary and provisional arrangement but 
affecting a part of Manchuria, but the 
virtual establishment of a protectorate 
over the whole of Manchuria, as well as 
over Chinese Turkestan and Mongolia/' 
Which is to say that Russia had not only 
been perfidiously arranging a separate 
treaty with China while pretending to 

carry oh common negotiations, but that 
she had been brazenly lying to all the 
world about her purposes. 

The sequel is even stranger. The Brit- 
ish Ambassador at St. Petersburg re- 
ported, under" date of March 18, the fol- 
lowing extraordinary conversation with 
the Russian Minister of Foreign Affairs:, 

I then told his Excellency that I had re- 
ported our last conversation to jrour -Lord- 
ship, and that his Majesty's Government 
had observed that it appeared to them only 
reasonable, in consequence of the sugges- 
tion that had been made, that the Chinese 
Government were circulating maliciously 
garbled versions of this agreement in 
order to sow . dissension between the Pow- 
ers, to ask the Russian Government to as- 
sist them in exposing and defeating such 
a discreditable manoeuvre, and that for 
that purpose I had been furnished with the 
full text given to Sir E. Satow, and had 
brought It With me with instructions to 
point out that if this text was approximately 
correct it could certainly not be described 
as of a merely temporary and provisional 
nature, and that thert wert stipulations in 



it which undoubtedly affected rights which 
we enjoyed under our treaties with' China. 

If these stipulations had been maliciously 
interpolated In the text, nothing, L^said, 
would give his Majesty's Government 
greater satisfaction than to co-operate 
with the Russian Government in exposing 
the. trick which had been played upon us, 
and putting the blame upon the proper 
shoulders. 

Count Lamsdorfp at once said that he 
must firmly decline to look at the text 
which I had brought with me. He had, he 
said, made a faithful report to the Em- 
peror of our last conversation on this sub- 
ject, and his Majes|y had thoroughly ap- 
proved of his having declined to discuss 

the various versions of this alleged agree- 
ment, which had reached his Majesty's 
Government,' and had commanded him not 
to make the details of the draft agreement 
in question, which was still under negotia- 
tion with China, and had not yet been 
given a final form, the subject of official 
conversation with any foreign representa- 
tive. 

It would not be too harsh to s Ay of 
this statement that Russia simply de- 
clined to give any help to Great Britain 
in making out Russia to be a liar. But, 
even short of this, Russia takes the 
ground that it is nobody's business what 
sort of treaty she forces upon China, 
even though she is at the same time 
pretending to act in concert with the 
rest of the Powers, even though China 
has invoked the mediation of the other 
Powers to prevent the enforcement, even 
though the treaty rights of all the other 
Powers are plainly involved. Diplo- 
matic history may be searched In vain 
. for such a combination of greed, perfidy, 
and impudence. 

Russia will do exactly as much as 

she is permitted to do toward annexing 
Manchuria and shutting foreign nations 
out of it. How much is that? That is 
the practical question when you are 
dealing with what Mr. Kipling calls 
" the bear that looks like a man." Upon 
what does Russia rely to carry out her 
programme? In the first place, she 
relies upon stopping Chinese opposition 
by concessions in other directions. In a 
dispatch from Sir C. Scott, the British 
Ambassador at St. Petersburg, under 
date of March 15, he f eports Count 
Lansdorff, the Russian Chancellor, as 
" referring to the murder of missionaries 

a 

as a subject In which Russia is not In- 
terested." And the Minister subsequent- 

ly informed the Ambassador that " in 
his Majesty's opinion, sufficient ex- 
emplary punishment had already- been 
inflicted, and that chapter ought to be 

• r 

closed. 19 This, last is quite our own 
opinion, but, nevertheless, it must have 
been good news to the fugitive Govern- 
ment of China. Then Russia must have 
relied upon bribery of Chinamen, which 
had for long been her great resource. 
But it seems that even old Li-Hung- 
Chang, who has been her faithful hired 
man for so long, did not dare to at- 
tempt to carry through a treaty which 
would so 'clearly cause China to lose 
what "face" she has left, and that he 
has made himself the mouthpiece 
of the official Chinese discontent, and 

- 

has appealed to the rest of mankind to 
prevent Russia from having her will 

of his country. In the third place, it 

seems that she relied upon at least . the 

tacit assistance of Germany. But there 

* . ■ 

she must be either deceiving or deceived. 
Count Lansdorff on March 7, as re- 

1 

ported by Sir C. Scott, said that " Ger- 

many had always understood that this 

- 

question would be settled by Russia in 
a separate agreement apart from the 

other negotiations." But, on the very- 
next day, Lord Lansdowne had official 
assurances that Germany intended to 
reply to the Chinese appeal "that the 
principle that questions affecting China 
should be settled by the concert of the 
Powers, and not directly between Cab- 

- • 

inet and Cabinet, had all along ob- 
tained the adherence of the German 
Government." It may possibly be that 
the. Kaiser and his advisers have de- 

■ 

termined to sacrifice the trading interest 
of Germany in China to the Agrarians, 
-just as they have' already sacrificed it 
in Germany in the draft of the new 
tariff. But Germany is a great manu- 
facturing and trading country, and a 

- . 

sacrifice of German interests,' in so 
prominent a case as that of the Chinese 
trade, might well precipitate the in- 
evitable explosion which is to bring 
about the modernization of Germany. 
When the explosion comes it is doubtful 
whether the whole Prussian Army car. 

sit upon the safety valve without de- 
struction to itself. 

Another thing upon which Russia evi- 

i 

dently relies is the helplessness of Eng • 
land. Here, alas! she may be right. Lord 
Salisbury's cynical acknowledgment 
that "Great Britain's teeth were all in 
South Africa" has received no sadder 
confirmation than this correspondence. 
The most cursory reader of it cannot help 
thinking how much loftier and firmer £. 
tone the British side of it would havo 

. a 

taken ten years ago, and what fright- 
ful harm Mr. Chamberlain has done his 

. a 

country*. And Russia relies, too, upon 
the apathy of the United States, in spitf • 

. a 

of our great and what ought to be our 
growing commercial interest in the Man- 
churian trade. She may be wrong about 
\ that, and at any rate it is gratifying to

Experiments recently conducted by the 

Lighthouse Board at Falkner's Island, off 

the Connecticut coast, have demonstrated, 

It is hoped, that the dangers to vessels 

due to fogs can be, if not entirely removed, 

at least so far decreased as to add very 

materially to the- safety of navigation. The 
device tested consists of a combination of 

* . . 

the siren and the megaphone, the one to 
create the warning sound and the other to 
direct It The trouble with ajl the present 
sound signals is the difficulty of determining 
the position of their course. The new ma- 
chine has two forms. That for use on 
shore, or at fixed positions on the water, 
has eight megaphones arranged around 
the siren, and through each of these in reg- 
ular succession is directed a special signal, 
each meaning, to those who hear it, one of 
the principal points of the ^compass. The 
machine for use on shipboard is simpler, 

there being only one megaphone, but this 
is carried around the siren, and the proper 
signals are directed through it as it turns 
north, northwest, west, and so on around 
the 'Circle. The experiments conducted at 
Falkner's Island proved that . except in 
the direction toward which the megaphones 
were turned the signals could be heard 
only very faintly at short distances, and 
not at all when they^were considerable, 
while in the desired direction they could be 
heard much--furth^r~than"the same sounds 

_a. 

scattered in the usual way. It is unneces- 
sary to go Into the details of the system 
here, but it is not less simple than ingen- 
ious, and so far its working has been suc- 
cessful enough to excite high expectations 
of its utility in guarding against the most 
dreaded dangers of the sea— those of going 
ashore, on an unseen coast and of collisions 
between vessels, neither of which can be 
seen from the other until it is too late to 
prevent disaster.

Commission at Havana Regards Dr. 
Caldas'a Alleged Preventive 

as Useless. 

HAVANA, Aug. 29.— Major Havard, Chief 
Surgeon, says that, as the Yellow Fever 
Commission regards the experiments with 
the Caldas serum as demonstrations of its 

uselessness, the commission has definitely 
severed connection with the Brazilian ex- 
pert and will hot supervise any further 

experiments conducted by him. 

" Dr. Caldas has all along maintained 
that he found the yellow fever germ in 
the intestines," remarked Major Havard to- 
day, " whereas all the experiments con- 
ducted here prove that the germ of the 
disease is in the blood, people having been 
directly inoculated by blood infection from 
a person suffering with yellow fever." 
. Major Gorgas, Chief Sanitary Officer, 
made the following statement: 

" Some confusion has arisen regarding 
the precise position of the Sanitary De- 
partment in connection with the yellow re-? 
ver experiments. In March of this year 
the Sanitary Department established an in- 
oculation station at Las Animas for the 
purpose of inoculating non-immunes— that 
is to say, giving them yellow fever in order, 
to make them immune. This was not an 
experimental station, and is not such, the 
sole object being to effect immunization. 

'* The Sanitary Department has nothing 

to do with the recent experiments conduct- 
ed by the Yellow Fever Commission nor 
with those conducted by the officials sent 
by the War Department to investigate the 
origin and propagation of yellow fever, air 
though it did supply the Carroll commis- 
sion with mosquitos. 

" The Sanitary Department stands ready 
to immunize any one who desires to under- 
go the treatment after the risk* has been 
fully explained. It accepts the work of 
Surgeon Major Reed and his colleagues of 
the Army Commission as final, and does 
not desire to make further experiments in 
this direction. No amount of evidence could 
make more positive the conclusion that 
yellow fever can be conveyed by the mos- 
quito. The person who submits to mosquito 
infection, however, stands a better chance 
of recovery than one who contracts the 
disease accidentally, as the former has care 
from the beginning."

Upon arriv» 
ing at his office lie had prepared an order, 
which was sent through the mall to Presi- 
dent William H. Newman pi the New York 
Central and Hudson *River Railroad, re- 
quiring that corporation to. make certain 
Improvements in the Park . Avenue tunnel" 
at once and calling attention to provision* 
of the statutes covering disregard of sani- 
tary laws. The "order which was mailed to 
President Newman was as follows: 
" To William H. Newman, President of the 
New York Central Railroad, reported 
as President of premises hereinafter 
named: i • 

" Sir: You are ^hereby required, in con- 
formity with the provisions of the Sanitary 
Code and the health laws, to alter, repair, 
cleanse, and improve the premises the tun- 
nel of the New York Central Railroad from 
Fifty-sixth- Street to Ninety-fifth Street, 
Borough of Manhattan, New York City, as 

follows, viz.: ;- 

"That the sewers under the surface of 
the floor under .the tunnel be properly 
closed gas tight; that proper and sufficient 
water closet accommodation be provided 
for the employes of said tunnel; that the 
brick and stone sustaining walls between 
the two sections of the tunnel be removed 
and proper and sufficient steel girders in 
column be placed in lieu of same; that the 
small shafts which ventilate the tunnel be- 
tween Sixty-seventh and Seventy-first 
Streets and between Eighty-first and Nine- 
ty-fifth Streets be enlarged and extended 
on every block in a like manner to conform 
with the ventilating shafts from Fifty- 
sixth to Sixty-seventh Street. 

" Your attention is called to the fact that 
by Sectional, 172, Chapter 378, Laws of 1897, 
it is provided that any violation of any 
Sanitary Code or health laws subjects the 
person responsible therefor to penalty, 
and this notice is sent to you in order that 
the necessity of legal proceedings may bo 
avoided by your complying with the fore- 
going requirements within five davs from 
the receipt of thjs notice.

Impression in Washington that the Com-

WASHINGTON, Aug. 29.-As the time 
for the' encampment of the Grand.

While some friends of the President, who 
are also friends of Commissioner Evans, 
have insisted that at any time the Presi- 
dent could have stopped the assaults upon 
his Commissioner by making an open ex- 
pression of disapproval of the reasons

Gov. Taft Establishes Civil Rule at 

Seven Different Places. 

MANILA, Autr. 29.— Civil Governor Taft 
returned here to-day from the north. He is 
pleased with the condition of the parts of 
the country visited.

He also con- 
ferred with Gen. von Beck, chief of the 
Austrq-Hungarian General Staff. 

Immediately after this visit articles ap- 
peared in the semi-official Hungarion 
papers— articles believed in . some quarters 
to be inspired by Count Goluchowski— 
warmly protesting against Russia's in- 
trigues in the Balkans. These protests 
were based on rumors that Russia was 
massing troops on the Roumanian frontier 
and sending torpedo boats into the Kilia, 
an arm of the Danube; and they plainly 
warned Russia that unless she faithfully 
adhered to the Austro-Russian agreement 
of 1897 to preserve the status quo in the 

Balkans, Austria would " resume her liber- 
ty of action." 

. The idea underlying this warning appears 
to be that Russia, having attained her ob- 
jects in Eastern Asia, is now ready to 
pursue similar alms in the Balkans. 

One Berlin paper has gone so far as to 
describe the agreement of 1897 as " an 
Instrument to keep Austria quiet while 
Russia was engaged in Manchuria." 

The Daily Mail publishes the following 
dispatch from its Vienna correspondent: 

" From a reliable source I hear that 
Count Lamsdorlf (Russian Foreign Minis- 
ter) has arranged for an important con- 
ference in Vienna with Count Goluchowski 
after the Czar's visit to Rheims.".

PARIS, Aug. 29.— Georges Dorys, (son of 
the late Prince of Samos.) an ex-Turkish 
Minister and ex-Governor of Crete, has 
been condemned to death by a Turkish 
Court at the direction of Sultan Abdul

This action was taken in Constantinople 

because of the publication of M. Dorys* s 

book, "The Private Life of the Sultan." 

The book so angered Turkey's ruler that 

he exerted his influence in diplomatic 

channels to have it\ suppressed in all 

European countries. His efforts succeeded 

in Sweden, but the popular outcry against 

sucft action in Paris was so strong that the 
Government declined to exert Ltself. 
M._ Dorys secretly left Constantinople 

some time ago, and is now resident In 
Paris, where he has identified himself 
with the Young Turk party.

PARIS, Aug. 29.— The Western manoeu- 
vres opened to-day with an attempt to 
land an expedition at La Rochelle, Gen.

Rebels Were Attacking Buenaventura 

on Monday — 10,000 Colombian 

Troops on the Frontier. 

KINGSTON, Jamaica, Aug. 29.— The Brit- 
ish steamer Costa Rican, which has ar- 
rived here from Colon, brings news of con- 
tinued rebel activity in the .vicinity of 
Colon and Panama. When the vessel left 
Colon the Government was making re- 
newed efforts to dislodge the rebels from 
a strong position. 

The rebels in force were attacking Buena- 
ventura, on the Bay of Choco, last Mon- 
day.

Expert Machinist from the Builders' 
Yards Holds Opinion that the City of 

Trenton Was Running Too Fast. 



PHILADELPHIA, Aug. 29.— It developed 
to-day that the result of the explosion of 
the boiler on the steamer City of Trenton, 
while on her way up the Delaware River 
yesterday afternoon, was more appalling 
than at first supposed. Nine people are 
known to be dead, and at least twenty 
are missing. Two of the Injured in the 
hospital will probably die. 

The identified dead are William Nelson, 
aged sixty-seven years, a veteran of the 
Civil War and formerly an inmate of the 
Soldiers' Home at Hampton, Va.; James 
McCormick, twentyj-three years, of Wil- 
mington, Del., fireman; Elizabeth Green, 
twenty-one years, of Philadelphia; Will- 
iam Dunn, thirty-eight years, of Philadel- 
delphia; Arthur R. T. Lansing, fourteen 
years, of Trenton, N. J.; William H. Keene 
of Philadelphia, and Miss Elizabeth Lip- 
pincott, a school teacher, of Bristol, ' Penn. 

In addition to these there are in the 
Morgue two charred bodies, believed to be 
those of females. They are beyond recogni- 
tion^ and will be burled in Potter's Field. 

The list of missing will doubtless add 
many to the death roll. The names on it 
are those of Irene Weild, aged sixteen 
years; Clare Weild, thirteen years; Dora 
Weild, nine years; Mrs. William Keen, 
whose husband was killed; John D. Chew, 
assistant engineer, of 'Camden; Augustus 
Merkle, fireman, of Philadelphia; MOtt 
Merkle, fireman, of Philadelphia; Anna 
Herr, aged sixteen years, of Philadelphia; 
Mrs. John W. Matthews of Philadelphia, 
Mr. and Mrs. Frank Albert of Philadelphia, 
Nellie Ballantyne of « Philadelphia, Mrs. 
Herbert Cross of Philadelphia, Ethel Stokes 
of Trenton, N. J. ; Henry Johnson of 
Hulme ville, Penn. ; Marlon Ashmead, seven- 
teen years, of Philadelphia; Elizabeth G41U- 
son of Philadelphia, James O Connelly fire- 
man, of Philadelphia; Miss Edna Kinney 
of Philadelphia. 

Of the thirty-three taken to the hospital 
in the House of Correction, near the scene 
of the explosion, the following are still in 
the. institution: Mrs. Edna Van Schoick 
of Hightstown, N. J., who will die; Miss 
Fannie Keen of Philadelphia, whose in- 
juries will be fatal also: W. C. Mershon of 
Morrisville, Penn.; J. W. HasUngs of Phil-

Shia, While Lansing of Trenton, N. J.; 
Irs, Clara Connor of Philadelphia, Mrs. 
E. R. Smith of Philadelphia, and Miss Reid. 

Although the searchers, consisting of a 
corps of city police, have been dragging 
the river ever since yesterday afternoon, 
they have been unable to find any more 
bodies. That there are more victims in 
the river is the firm belief of the authori- 
ties, and their failure to find the bodies is 
supposed to be due to the strong current at 
the point where the explosion occurred. 

The water was pumped out of the hull of 
the burned steamboat, after which a care- 
ful search was made for additional victims 
inside the vessel. None was found. An 
attempt was made at high tide this after- 
noon to float the wreck, but It was unsuc- 
cessful, and another effort will be made at 
the next high tide, late to-night. 

As' to the exact cause of the explosion, 
nothing is yet known, but a rigid examina- 
tion is to be conducted at once. Fire Mar- 
shal Lattimer, Coroner Dugan, the Police 
Department, and the United States Boiler 
Inspectors for this district will each make 
an independent investigation. Little that 
is definite can be known until the survivors 
have been examined and a careful inspec- 
tion of the wreck has been made. 

oMany of the uninjured passengers main- 
tain that the City of Trenton, 'which was 

late when she left her wharf in this city, 
was racing at her topmost speed, and that 
if this had not been the case the accident 
would not have happened. This is partly 
borne out by a statement said to have 
been made by Assistant Engineer John D. 
Chew to his wife, to the effect that he ex- 
pected to be killed by an explosion on the 
boat, as the company made the engineers 
keep up too high a pressura of steam. 

Augustus Relnhart, an expert machinist 
employed by the Neafie & Levy Shipbuild- 
ing Company, builder of the City of Tren-_ 
ten, recently overhauled the boat's boilers. 
He said to-day that there was no doubt 
in his mind that the explosion was due to 
the exhaustion of water in the boilers. His 
opinion was that the boat was being run

Those on board the latter did 
not hear the explosion or know of the 
mishap until too late to be of assistance.

City Clerk Scully has prepared the 
of the book to be kept by him in carjrying 
out the domestic relations law, In regard 
to marriages, which goes Into effeit on 
Jan. 1 next. He submitted the; book to 
Corporation Counsel Whalen, who ; approved 
it and advised him that it conforms with 
the law. The domestic relations law is 
Chapter 339 of the Laws of ,1901, Which 

amends Chapter 48 of the General Laws. 
Its main purpose is to compel contract mar- 
riages to be publicly recorded In order to 
be valid. Any contract marriage performed 
after Jan. 1. next that is not recorded In 
the office of the City Clerk will njot be 
recognized In law. .1 

The amended law provides that: a couple 
may be married by a clergyman of any 
religion, or the leader^ of the Society for 
Ethical Culture in the City of New York,

LACONIA,. N. H., Aug. 29.— Ex-Gov. 

Charles A. Buslel of New Hampshire died 

suddenly of heart disease to-day at his 

home here. He retired in his usual health 

last night. When Mrs. Buslel called him 

this morning she found him breathing 

heavily, and a few minutes afterward 
he was dead. 

Born In Meredith, N. H., fifty-nine years 
ago, Mr. Busiel was educated at the acad- 
emy in Guilford, Belknap' County, N. H. 
On Nov. 21. 18G4, he married Miss Eunice 
Elizabeth Preston. He was a manu- 
facturer, and was once President of- the 
Lake Shore Railroad. He was also Pres- 
ident of the Laconia National Bank and 
the City Savings Bank, and a Director of 
the Concord and Montreal Railroad. 

Formerly a* Democrat, he became a Re- 
publican after having been Governor of 
New Hampshire. In 1872 he was chief en- 
gineer of the Laconia Fire Department, 
which position he held for thirteen years. 
From 1878 to 1879 he was in the State 
Legislature, and in 1880 a delegate to the 
National Democratic Convention. He was 
the first Mayor of Laconia in 1893-4, and J 
his term as Governor was in 1895-6. When 
a candidate for the United States Sen- 
ate in 1896 -he was defeated. 

During the latter part of his term as 
Governor his opposition to what he called 
the railroad influence in the State and 
his advocacy of certain trolley lines made 
him known throughout New England. 
Later his contest against the Repu oilcan 
Party organization, culminating In charges 
made before the Civil Service Commission 
at Washington against the officers of the 
State Committee, one of whom was Sen- 
ator Jacob H. Galllnger, brought him into 
National prominence. 

Ex-Gov. Busier s only child married Wil- 
son Longstreet Smith- of German town, 
Philadelphia. Their only child, a six-year- 
old boy, was accidentally drowned recently, 
and Immediately after the funeral last 
week Mr. and Mrs. Smith sailed for Eu- 
rope from New York on the Oceanic. The 
ex-Governor's wife survives him.

News of a Bullish Nature from Domestic 
and Foreign Sources Affects 

the Market. 

Prices on the New! York Cotton Exchange 
advanced from 21 |o 25 points yesterday 
on the strength of bullish news from both 

domestic and foreign sources. 

An advance of 5% to 8 points in Liver- 
pool futures in the face of an expected

The 
approaching Winter will be one of the 
gloomiest Russia has ever seen. 
• The Government has- already begun prep- 
arations for the feeding of the population 
in districts where starvation is threatened. 
By a law adopted some time ago, the 
Zemstyos, or District Assemblies, are re- 
lieved from all responsibility in the mat- 
ter, the famine relief funds being now. 
turned over to the Central Government. 
Agents of the Ministry of the Interior are 
engaged in buying up grain, though the 
Russian press is forbidden to mention the 
matter. The precise object Of this prohibi- 
tion is difficult to divine. It cannot be 
possible that the Government thinks the 
grain speculators can be taken unawares, 
and the secrecy with which the prices and 
the localities of purchases are invested can 
hardly be conducive to economy. 

The latest trustworthy reports show the 
crop conditions about Aug. 1. Excessive 
heat and aridity prevailed during the pre- 
ceding six weeks. This cut off the develop- 
ment of the grain and unduly hastened ma- 
turity. There was sufficient rainfall only 
in the western and Baltic provinces. The 
Winter grains naturally suffered compara- 
tively little from the weather, and the 
harvest of Winter grain will be good in 
the Provinces of Kieff, Podolia, Bessara- 
bia, Kherson, Chernigoff,- Poltava, Volhy- 
nia, Koursk, Minsk, Grodno, Kovno, Vitebsk, 
and Smolensk, in portions of the Baltic 
territory, in Finland, and in a portion of 
the central region. 

In the remaining, portions of the empire 
Winter grain will shade off from below 
medium to very* bad, and the official re- 
port adds, laconically, that "the condition 
of Spring grains is below that of Winter 
grains." The harvest of Spring grains will 
be •• satisfactory " in the southwest, the 
Vistula provinces, and portions of the 
northwest. It is bad throughout the im- 
mense southwestern territory between the 
Dnieper and the Urals. Percentage esti- 
mates have not been given. 

The Novoe Vremya in a recent editorial, 
which, however, attracted little attention, 
made an attempt to revive its old plan of 
a grain trust to keep up the price of ex- 
ported foodstuffs. It says Argentina, the 
United States, and Russia could regulate 
prices in importing countries by establish- 
ing immense elevators in the export har- 
bors. The only objection to the plan would 
be that it might inconvenience France, 
which is compelled to import a portion of 
its foodstuffs.

Expense? In the Philippines Larger 
than the Receipts Last Year. 

WASHINGTON,* Aug: 29.-The Division 
of Insular Affairs of the War Department 
to-day made public the annual report of 
Mr. C, M, Cotterman, Director General of 
Posts m the Philippine Islands. While the 
gross receipts from the postal service dur- 
ing the last fiscal year showed an increase 
. over the preceding year, the expenses were 
increased to a considerably greater extent 
than the receipts. 

This apparent deficiency is explained by 

a statement that large sums had to be ex- 
pended during the year for mail transpor- 
tation through foreign countries, the debt 
haying held over from the preceding year. 
The number of regular post offices in the 
archipelago was increased from 19 to 23. 
Mr. Cotterman urges the application of 
United States postage rates to the islands. 
He comments upon the irregular ity>$f in- 
ter-island mail transportation, and recom- 
mends that authority be given to advertise 
for bids for a regular service to all impor- 
tant points in the islands, and that steam- 
ers awarded contracts be required by law 
to run on a set schedule.

REAL ESTATE TRANSFERS.

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FOUR HURT IN CAR CRASH

Many Terror-stricken Women Passen- 

gers Jump from the Car— Motorman 

and Driver Had Quarreled. 



Running at full speed, a north-bound 
Bixth Avenue car, crowded with shoppers 
and working girls, crashed into a delivery 
.wagon belonging to Macy & Co., at the 
Corner of Nineteenth Street and Sixth Ave- 
nue, last evening. Four persons were so 
severely injured that they were taken to 
Jthe New York Hospital. 

The injured are: . 

DOLAN, MARK, twenty-ifve years old, the 
driver of the wagon, of 334 Sixth Avenue; 
lacerated scalp wound, contusions, and in- 
ternal injuries. » 

KEICHLIN, CHARLES, twenty-nine years old, 
conductor, of 212 East Eighty-second Street; 
contusions of both legs and Internal in- 
juries. 

BACKER. SIMON, thirteen years old, of 281 
East Third Street; severe scalp wound, cut 
over forehead, and internal Injuries. 

BTINNELL. MAURICE, sixteen years old, of 209 
East Third Street, helper on delivery wagon; 
scalp wound, contusions, and abrasions about 
the body. 

"When the car and wagon, crashed to- 
gether every woman on the car became 

hysterical, and many fainted. There was 
a scramble to get off, and the terror- 
Btricken women jumped over the guard 
rail to the street. 

Policemen Barnes and Hynes of the West 
^Thirtieth Street Station, standing at Sev- 
enteenth ' Street and Sixth Avenue, heard 
cries and screams and ran to the wrecked 
car. The wagon, which had been struck 
broadside, was thrown over on its side and 
lay in a mass of wreckage on the curb. 
Traffic was delayed for three-quarters of 
an hour and the blockade of cars extended 
down as far as Eighth Street. 

According to the s^ory told to the police 
jby Michael Ferguson, thirty years old, the 
motorman of the car. who lives at 411 West 
Fortyveighth Street,, a wordy war ensued 
between him and Dolan, the wagon driver, 
flust previous to the collision. He said that 
(Do Ian drove his wagon on the tracks, 
going at a slow pace, and paid no heed to 
ithe mo tor man's bell. Throngs of shoppers 
were coming from the department stores, 

and Ferguson had Ho stop *tt nearly every 
crossing to take on passengers. When he 
would start the car again the wagon would 
jogging along at the same slow speed. 

he motorman said that he called out to 
ilan several times, but the driver gave 
no response to the demand until near 
Eighteenth Street Then he answered that 
he would keep on the tracks as long as 
he wished. Instead of doing so he steered 
liis horses to the right and let the car pass 
him. 

I At the south crossing at Nineteenth 
Street Ferguson brought his car to a stop 
to take on a load of passengers, mostly 
women and young girls. Every seat was 
occupied, and many were standing, holding 
to the backs of the seats. When the signal 
was given to go ahead Ferguson turned 
the le_ver and the car shot forward. He 
had put on all possible speed, as he had a 
clear road for about two blocks, and did 
not see the delivery wagon until too late, 
as It turned on the tracks, directly in front 
of the car, which knocked the wagon 
about fifteen feet to the curb. 

Ferguson jumped and escaped uninjured. 
•Dolan, who was on the seat with Stinnell, 

his helper, was thrown across the down- 
town tracks, where he landed on his back. 
He was picked up unconscious. Stinnell 
was thrown over the horses' heads, and 
narrowly escaped being trampled to death, 
as they attempted to run away. Police- 
man Hynes grabbed the bridles and cut 

them loose from the traces. 

Simon Hacker was crossing the street. 
He was struck by the wagon as it toppled 
over, and was burled beneath the wreck- 
age, from which he was extricated after 

considerable trouble. His condition is se- 
rious. 

Charles Keichlin, the conductor, was 
standing on the running board collecting 
fares. He was hurled into the air about 
twelve feet, landing on the sidewalk, and 
was unconscious when he was picked up. 

Hurry -calls were sent in to the New 
[York Hospital. Ambulance Surgeon Chit- 
tenden responded and removed the injured. 

Ferguson was locked up in the West 
Thirtieth Street Station. Two physicians 
who happened to be on the scene attended 
the women who had fainted.

Horse Dashes Into a Car and la Shot

A runaway horse, owned by Dr. David 
Randell of 141 East Fifty-sixth Street, col-

men passengers to faint. 

The animal was attached to a light run- 
about, the front wheel of which became de- 
tached from the axle, while the dentist was

Dr. Randell was thrown 
to the"" curb, receiving severe injuries to 
both ankles and contusions about the body.

KILLED IN COLLAPSE OF HOUSE. 

Hoboken Man Pauses to Warn Inmates 
and Loses His Life— Woman 

Badly Hurt. 

Bernitt's Hall, a three-story brick build- 
ing, at First and Bloomfield Streets, Ho- 
boken, collapsed yesterday morning, killing 
one man and seriously injuring a woman. 
The dead man was George Koerner, fifty

years old, employed in the place as a bar- 
tender. The woman is Mrs. Helene Bernitt, 
the owner, who was badly cut and bruised 
about the body. Her face and neck were 
also severely lacerated. She was taken to 
St. Mary's Hospital. 

Mrs. Bernitt kept a saloon on the first 
floor and lived on the third floor. The 
second floor was used for lodge rooms by 

several societies. 

Mrs. Bernitt, Koerne*. Annie Gerval, and 
Emma Raisch, two sextants, were the only 
persons in the building at the time of the 



accident.

bruise on her arm, and Mrs. Gerval escaped 
unhurt The cause of the accident is not 
known, but the building was one of those 
severely shaken by Saturday's storm. 

The collapse came almost without warn- 
ing. Koerner had opened the saloon at ?j 
o'clock, and was clearing up the place, 
assisted by the servants. When Koerner 
heard the first crash he shouted to the two 
women to make their escape, and they 
did so. ^ 

Koerner ran to a speaking tube leading to 
the top floor, and shouted tb, Mrs. Bernitt 

to 'hurry down, as the bulldlngvwas falling. 

As he turned to the door they front wall 

gave way and fell into the street The two 

upper floors sagged, holding 

rear ends. Koerner was crush 

ing beam, and was probabl 

stantly. 

Mrs. Bernitt, who had reached the lower 
hall, was buried in the debris. 

An alarm of fire was turned in and the 
firemen and police were soon on the scene. 
Mrs. Bermitt was taken out of the ruins un- 
conscious, but speedily revived, and Koer- ' 
ner's body was recovered shortly after. 

Mrs. Bernitt estimates the loss on the 
building at $6,000. The house was, built 
fifty-six years ago and was regarded as one 
of the landmarks of the city. 

While the firemen and police were remov- 
ing the debris a voice, apparently that of a 
child, was heard from under a pile of 
bricks and timbers crying "Mamma! 
Mamma! " The debris was quickly cleared 
away, and under It was found a battered 
bird cage in which was Mrs. Bernitt's pet 
parrot. r - 

A carload of passengers had a narrow 
escape. One of the trolley cars of the Jer- 
sey City, Hoboken and Paterson Railroad 
-Company was passing through the street. 
Just as it was nearing Bernitt's Hall a 
horse took fright at the crackling walls 
and ran on the tracks, compelling the mo- 
torman to stop the car. A mass of the

POLITICAL COMMITTEE RIGHTS. 

* 

Courts Hold that They Can Fill Vacan- 
cies in Their Ranks. 

Though the primary law does not provide 
for the filling of vacancies which may oc- 
cur in a general or other political com- 
mittee, the Kings County Republican Com- 
mittee, when one of its members resigned, 
filled his place by electing as a member 
George F. Elliott, who had been selected by 
the sitting delegates from the Assembly 
district where the vacancy occurred. 

In a proceeding by Albert W. S. Proctor 

to review the action of the committee, the 

Second Appellate Division has affirmed an 

order of the Special Term of the Supreme 

Court, which dismissed the application. 

The vacancy was filled according to the 
rules of . the Republican Party in Kings 
County, but the relator contended that 
such rules were void, in so far as they pro- 
vided for the filling of vacancies otherwise 
than through the suffrages of the mem- 
bers of the party, exercised at the primary 
election on the annual primary day. Jus- 
tice Sewell, for the court, says: 

" If any doubt could be entertained in 
regard to the right of a board, association, 
or officer to fill a vacancy In an elective 
office by appointment until the next elec- 
tion, it would be removed by a reference 

to Section 5, Article X., of the Constitu- 
tion, which, in express terms, empowers the- 
Legislature to provide for filling vacancies, 
and provides that, in' case of elective" offi- 
cers, no person appointed to fill a vacancy 
shall hold his office by virtue of such ap- 
pointment longer than to the commence- 
ment of the political year nex% succeeding 
the first annual election after the happen- 
ing of the vacancy. 

"No inference can properly be drawn 
from the fact that the primary election 
law does not in terms provide for filling a 
vacancy, that the rules and regulations of 
the Kings Countv Republican General Com- 
mittee, - prescribing the method of filling 
vacancies, axe contrary to or inconsistent 
with any provision of that statute. All 
corporations and voluntary associations 
have ' a power, necessarily implied, of ad- 
mitting members In the place of such as 
are removed by death or otherwise, and 

the same reason exists for assuming that 
under the common law a general committee 
of a political party has the same power, 
unless the statute has denied it." „ 

LEGAL NOTES. 



Installment Contracts.— George W. 
Johnston and another, trading under the 
name of the Seed Filter Company, agreed 
with Joseph H. Seed to pay him $600 per 
annum, in monthly installments of $50, for 
the rest of his natural life, for advice and 
the use of his name in their business. It 
did not appear from the contract that Seed 
was ever in the employ of the Johnstons, as 
he was only " to give his. advice and to lend 
his 'skill and knowledge," yet they dis- 
charged him on May 19, 1900. Mr. Seed 
brought an action in the Municipal Court 

to recover a monthly installment due. The 
pleadings were oral and judgment was 
given for the plaintiff for services ren- 
dered. When the next installment fell due, 
Seed sued for breach of contract, a'nd the 
defendants pleaded the judgment already 
recovered as res adjudicata. A third action 
was brought in the same court for the 
third installment, and the evidence of the 
former trial was introduced, the defendants 
again pleading res adjudicata. On appeal 
the Second Appellate Division has rendered 
a decision, holding that a new cause of 
action arose at the end of every month. " It 
is a well-established proposition of law," 
says Justice Woodward for the court, " that 
if a contract provides for payment by in- 
stallments, due at different times, the in- 
stallments may, of course, be successively 
sued on as they become payable, but each 
action should include every installment due 
when it is commenced, unless a suit is at 
the time pending for the recovery thereof, 
or other special circumstances exist. But 
it is suggested that this question is res 
adjudicata as to the plaintiff, that the 
original recovery was for wages under the 
contract, that a second action was brought 
for damages for breach of the contract, 
and that the third action, being for a 
breach of the same contract, is barred- by 
the former judgment. While it is not to be 
ouestioned that a former adjudication of 
the same question between the same parties 
for the same cause of action would con- 
stitute a bar to the present action, this rule, 
although a salutary one, is of a technical 
character, and" a case must be brought 
strictly within it to give it effect." The 
judgment in one action, Justice Woodward 
holds, was not a bar to a subsequent ac- 
tion for the same amount for another pe- 
riod, in the absence of any record showing 
that all of the issues which might have 
been tried had been disposed of. 



GRAFF & CO. ACCUSED. 

A Creditor Charges False Statements — 

* 

Applies for Subpoenas for Messrs. 
Shevlin, McCarty, and Nevins. 

Steps looking to criminal proceedings in 
the case of the bankrupt brokerage firm 
of G. Edward Graff & Co. were taken by 
Dionisio Hevia, a creditor, before Magis- 
trate Furlong, in Brooklyn, yesterday. 
Through A. J. Koehler, his attorney, he 
made application for subpoenas directing 

Messrs. James Shevlin, John McCarty, G. 
Edward Graff, and Thomas F. Nevins to 
appear and tell what they know about the 
stock transactions of the firm. The Magis- 
trate reserved decision. 

In two affidavits Mr. Hevia claims that 
three sums of money were given to Graff 
& Co. to purchase stock. Later these stocks 
were reported to have been bought and 
sold. According to the creditor, no actual 
transaction occurred, and false statements 
were made to him, he asserts, about the 
purchase and sale of the stocks, and that 
all concerned knew that- they were false. 
He also affirms -that he believes that the 
witnesses are unwilling to testify in the 
matter, and for that reason he asks for the 
subpoenas. 

. Mr. Hevia also declares that on various- 
occasions he delivered money to the firm 
for the purchase of stock, and that they 
failed to purchase and deliver such stock. 

BENEDUCCIO WAS ACQUITTED. 



After being on trial for three days, John 
Beneduccio was yesterday acquitted of the 
murder of Antonio del Biafce in the Crim- 
inal Branch of the Supreme Court, before 

Justice Gildersleeve. He shot the man to 
death in fqpnt of 15 Roosevelt Street on 
Feb. 6 last. Del Blaze > had married Rose 
AndriOla, who was formerly Beneduccio's 
wife. 

It took the jury five hours to reach their 
verdict. Justice Gildersleeve declined to 
discharge Felice Meneglino, jointly indict- 
ed with Beneduccio, leaving his case to go 
before Justice Fursman on Tuesday.

Captain's Counsel's Fight for Further 
Delay— The Pleading Will Be Be- 

fore the Recorder.

An extraordinary legal fencing match 
took place before Justice Giegerich, in the 
Supreme Court, yesterday. This display 
of all the legal strategy known to members 
of the bar was used in an effort to prevent 
Police Captain Diamond from being ar- 
raigned before Recorder Goff for pleading 
to the indictments against him. 

At the conclusion of the argument of .two 

1 

hours and a half, no person in the court- 
room outside of (he Justice sftid the lawyers 
knew just where the case stood. Even they 
had divided opinions. The District Attor- 
ney's office was positive that the Captain 
would be arraigned at 10:30 o'clock this 
morning. The Captain's counsel declared 
that the arraignment could not possibly 
take place before next Tuesday, while the 
Justice was inclined to believe that it 
could take place at any time after certain 
legal formalities had been complied with, 
and this would be at some time after 5 

o'clock P. M. to-day. 

Recorder Goff retires from Pari I., "Gen- 
eral Sessions, this afternoon, and when 
the court opens for the September term on 
Tuesday next, Judge Foster will sit in that 
part of the court 

The argument before Justice Giegerich 

■ . 

was to have been confined to the motions 
to transfer the case, from General Sessions 
to the Supreme Court and for a change of 
venue, but this motion was merely inci- 
dental to the entire proceedings. 

Almost as soon as Justice Giegerich went 
on the bench, ex-Judge J. Rider Cady, who, 
with House, Grossman & Vorhaus, repre- 
sented Capt Diamond, took up the discus- 
sion of the order of Justice Dykman, 

which granted a stay of all proceedings 

pending the argument andi decision in the 
transfer of the case and change of venue* 

District Attorney Philbln, with his as- 
sistant, Mr. Gans, opposed the' continuance 
of this stay. The words, " all other pro- 
ceedings," had been in the way of bringing 
the Captain before the Recorder for the 
usual preliminary motions and pleadings 
before trial. The District Attorney re- 

Seatedly declared that he was willing to 
ave a stay, granted as to the trial, but 
that he wanted to get through with the 
preliminary proceedings. But this the de- 
fendant's counsel refused to accept. 

Judge Cady, in beginning his argument, 
said that at other hearings the District 
Attorney had said things reflecting on 
Gen. H. C. Henderson, who had procured 
the stay from Justice Dykman, and he, 
Judge Cady, wanted to explain that the 
reason Gen. Henderson was not in court 
•was that he had professional engagements 
elsewhere, and that he was still of counsel 
for Capt. Diamond and would appear at 
the trial if one ever took place. Judge 
Cady then launched into further argument 
on the question of the stay. 

Justice Giegerich interrupted him with 
the suggestion that it was understood on 
Wednesday that counsel were to hand up 
memoranda on that point, and were not to 
argue it further. 

" I am ready to decide the question of 
the stay now," said the Justice, u 

After looking at the ■ clock and seeing 
that it was only a little after 2 P. M., coun- 
sel for Capt. Diamond said that their mem- 
oranda were not quite ready on that point, 
but would be prepared in a short time. 

Judge Cady made some further remarks 
on this point and then he took up the mo- 
tion for t a change of venue and a transfer 
of the case. He presented an affidavit of 
Capt. Diamond in which the. Captain said 
that many intricate legal points would 
come up in the case, some of which had 
never been passed upon before, and that 
therefore, he- wanted the case heard in the 
Supreme Court and not in General Ses- 
sions. Among the main points cited by the 
Captain were that illegal and incompe- 
tent evidence had been used against him 
before the Grand Jury; and, further, that 
his own testimony in the Bissert case had 
been used to indict him. 

On the change of venue, Capt. Diamond 
referred to the newspaper criticisms of him- 
self and others, and alleged that public 
opinion had been warped, and that he could 
not get a fair trial in New York County. 

After reading the affidavit. Judge Cady 
made numerous criticisms of District At- 
torney Philbln, declaring that he was 
prejudiced against Capt Diamond. To sub- 
stantiate this he read a portion of the 
District Attorney's speech before Justice 
Hooker in the Bissert case, in which Mr. 
Philbln told about police corruption In New 
York City. • • 

44 Will you please read what follows?'* 
said Mr. Philbln. 

"Certainly," said Judge Cady, and he 
read: " * So far as Commissioner Murphy 
is concerned, he has performed his duty 
well and faithfully.' " 

" Commendation from the lips anointed 
by Gov. Roosevelt," commented Judge 
Cady, " must have indeed been sweet to the 
respected Commissioner." 

Once more the discussion turned back to 
the stay, and Justice Giegerich again an- 
nounced that he was ready to make his 
decision as soon as he had all the mem- 
oranda. • 

Capt. Diamond's counsel again looked at 
the clock and pleaded for more time, which 
was granted. 

District Attorney Philbln then answered 
the affidavit of Capt. Diamond by declaring 
that there were no reasons why the case 
should be transferred. He said that the 
Captain would have a fair trial here. * Mr. 
Philbin .also asked the court to excuse 
him, as 'he had another engagement. Jus- 
tice Giegerich Insisted on his remaining 
until the question of the stay was decided. 
It was now nearly 4 o'clock, and Mr. Vor- 
haus, of, Capt. Diamond's counsel, said he 
was ready to present his memoranda on the 
question. He read' it at some length, and 
Mr. Philbin replied. 

From the bench Justice Giegerich gave 
his decision, which was in brief that the 
words " and all other proceedings " should 
be stricken out of the stay and that it 
should so stand that all preliminarjTworfc 
up to the actual trial could be carried on 
pending his decision on the motron for 
transfer and change of venue. 

District Attorney Philbin left the court- 
room and Mr. Gans took charge of the ar- 
gument at this point. 

" Your Honor will allow the usual notice 
of settlement of the order? " asked Mr. 
Vorhaus. 

41 1 think my decision settlei the order," 
replied the Justice. 

All sides then began talking at once and 
raising all sorts of legal questions, the 
idea of Capt. Diamond's counsel being that 
twenty-four hours' notice of settlement of 
the order must be g|yen before the original 
stay would be vacated. If this was done it 
would prevent Capt. Diamond coming be- 
fore Recorder Goff. 

Mr. Gans protested most vigorously. He 
insisted that the filing of the papers with 
Justice Giegerich' s opinion indorsed on 
them, settled the whole matter.

Bay view Committee Consults with 
Pittsburg Officials — Injunction at 

Canal Dover, Ohio, Effective. 
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PITTSBURG. Penn., Aug. :30.— The Pitts- 
burg Labor World in an editorial to-day 
demands the impeachment of President 
Shaffer of the Amalgamated Association. 

The significance of the editorial may be 
appreciated when it is known that the 
members of the Board of Control of The 
Labor World are George Powell, President 
of the Tin Plate Workers' International 
Protective Association of America; L. R. 
Thomas, President of the Pattern Makers* 
National League, and Patrick Dol'an, Pres- 
ident of District No. 5 of thaJJflited Mine 
"Workers of America. 

While there is no actual change in the 
Strike situation, % much transpired to-day 
calculated to produce results in the near 
future. The conference between the Bay- 
view committee and the Amalgamated of-

forty men went to work in the seamless 
tube department of the National. Tube 
Works. The men returned on the same 
basis upon which they worked before the 
sympathetic strike was inaugurated. The 
men did not organize, although they met 
with Federation of Labor men a number of 
times. 

It is thought that many more will report 
to-morrow morning. The men were not 
molested, as their return was a surprise to 
the strike leaders. The tube works officers 
are jubilant over the break at the seam- 
less and the outcome of to-day's parade 
at Duquesne. 

When shown the editorial to-night, Presi- 
dent Shaffer said: 

" Mr. Powell of the Tin Workers* Asso- 
ciation was at headquarters to-day, and I 
have understood that the paper mentioned 
does not represent his association. The 

article is beneath my notice, and I shall not 
advertise the *>aper by commenting on it." 

The details of the conference of the Bay- 
view committee and the Amalgamated of- 
ficials have not yet been divulged, by either 
party, but the fact that the committee has 
been here at all would indicate that the 
Fairview strikers are uneasy. J. D. Hickey 
and J. F. Cooper of the committee have 
been here since Monday, but their presence 
has not been generally known. 

The general belief is that the main ob- 
ject of the committee's visit was for the 
purpose of arranging some compromise by 
which the Bayview plant may resume. 
President Shaffer, on the contrary, says 
the two men did not come here as repre- 
sentatives of the Bayview lodge. They were 
simply here as Individual members of the 
Amalgamated Association to explain in 
person the reason tor their action in re- 
gard to the general strike order and the 
reversal of that decision after Tighe's visit 
to Milwaukee. i 

" The lodge did not send them, nor did it 
send to me any request to be allowed to 
go to work," said President Shaffer. 

The two men left for home to-night, and 
it is said that a meeting of their lodge will 
be he'd upon their return to take action on 
their report.

tration. the latter has not relaxed his ef- 
forts in this direction, and seems deter- 
mined to bring about some sort of a com- 
promise. 

" I am interested in this matter," said 
President Burns to-night, " as the big 
strike is affecting all lines of business, in- 
cluding the. window glass trade. My pur- 
pose is to get the two sides together and 
start the mills. If President Schwab is 
still opposed to my plan of arbitration, I 
will request him to suggest whatever mod- 
ifications he desires. , 

" Anything will be acceptable if the 
United States Steel Corporation can be in- 
duced to arbitrate and get the mills start- 
ed. It is foolishness to say that there is 
nothing to arbitrate. I feel confident that 
something can be done to bring about a 
settlement that will not be dishonorable to 
either side, and result in the starting of 
the mills." • " 

The marcl* of the McKeesport strikers to 
Duquesne this afternoon was a disappoint- 
ment to the strikers, partly because of & 
heavy rain during the parade and the meet- 
ing in an open lot, and partly because of a 
lack of enthusiasm. It was expected that 
at least 5,000 of the 12,000 strikers would 
participate in the march, but by actual 
count there were only 553 In line. 

The rain came down in torrents from the 
time the parade started until the column 
returned to McKeesport. The men marched 
without any cheering or demonstration. It 
was expected a halt would be made at the 
Duquesne mill gate, but no stop was made. 
Several mill men came out of the plant with 
their dinner buckets on their arms, but 
were not interviewed. 

The injunction granted the American 
Sheet Steel Company, at Canal Dover, 
Ohio, against the strikers, has had the 
effect of doing away with all picketing 
about the mill. The withdrawar of the 
pickets was on the advice of the local 
counsel, who advised this course until 
after the counsel of the association at 
Pittsburg should make known what course 
to pursue in the future. United States 
Marshals have served almost all of the 900 
strikers with the order. 

President Shaffer to-day sent circulars to 
all the lodges of the association reviewing 
the strike situation, which he says is in 
good shape. He cautions all members 
against the SOuth Chicago men who re- 
fused to obey the strike order, denominates 
them non-Union, and declares their cards 
void. 

Great preparations have been made here 
for Labor Day, Monday next. A grand 
rally of allied trades and labor unions of 
Western Pennsylvania is to be held at Boss 
Grove, at which Shaffer, Dolan, Burns, and 
Churchill are advertised to tell- the story 
of the strike. 

The rally will be under the auspices of the 
Amalgamated Association, and is expected 
to be productive of much encouragement to 
the strikers. A parade of immense pro- 
portions is scheduled for this city on that 
day, the big majority of trades unions haw 
ing arranged to participate. . 



Two Men Living in the Building Made 
the Charge— Was Nearly Lynched 

by an Angry Mob. 



There was great excitement at a fire 
which started in the five-story apartment 
house, 16 East One Hundred and Ninth 
Street, at 10:30 o'clock last evening, ter- 
minating with an arrest on the Charge of 
arson. The accused man is Herman Jonas, 
a real estate broker, who has an office at 
111 Rivington Street. Jonas was roughly 
handled first by the tenants in the building, 
and narrowly missed a worse fate by a mob 
of several hundred persons who followed 
him to the East One Hundred and Fourth 
Street Station, howling " Lynch him! Lynch 
him! " and apparently only restrained from 
carrying out their threats by the policemen 

• * 

who had Jonas in charge. 

Jonas lives on the third floor of the East 
One Hundred and Ninth Street house. 
Frank Guler occupies the second floor, and 
George Kruger the ground floor. The 
janitor of the building is William Winkle, 
who lives in the adjoining house, No. 18 
East One Hundred and Ninth Street: 

It was Kruger, the man living ori the 
ground floor,, who first discovered that 
there was fire in the house. He had al- 
ready gone to bed, when he smelled' smoke. 
He dressed and ran to the hallway. 

Kruger noted that the smoke was coming 

from above, and ran up one flight., In the 

hallway above he met Guler, who was also 

coming Out of his ataTtment about that 

time. Together they ran up another flight 

of stairs, for the blaze still seemed to be 

higher up, and almost stumbled over Jonas, 

who had just opened the door and stepped 
out. x 

" Where's the fire? " the two investigat- 
ing men asked him. 

Jonas mumbled something, which was 
neither explanatory nor satisfactory to 
Kruger and Guler. The two men therefore 
pushed Into the Jonas apartments, from 
which the smoke poured out in big clouds. 
To the great surprise of Kruger and Guler 
they discovered, so they said afterward in 
the police station, fire in three different 
places— under two beds and under a sofa. 

The two men did what they could to ex- 
tinguish the flames, soon reinforced and 
assisted by a crowd of half-dressed ten- 
ants, who now began to pour into the rooms. 
By this time everybody in the building was 
excited. When the flames under beds and 
sofa had been extinguished Kruger and 
Guler sought for Jonas. They found him 
in one of the lower ' halls. In a minute 
Kruger and Jonas were engaged in a rough- 
and-tumble fight, Guler assisting where he 
could. 

With the firemen who had been called 
several policemen arrived, and Jonas was 
handed over -to them. The crowd, which 
had grown to large proportions, followed 
behind, yelling at the prisoner. 

At the police station it was Guber who 
preferred the charges against Jonas. The 
latter presented his card to Sergt. Reif- 
ford, who was behind the desk, and said 
that he had just returned from work when 
the fire broke out, and was as much sur- 
prised as anybody to find hiS'feome on fire.

Lawyer's Libel Suft. 

ROCHESTER, N. Y., : Aug. 30— Peter M. 
Sullivan of North Tonawanda, a disbarred 
lawyer, has brought a sensational action 
against twenty defendants, including four 
Supreme Court Justices of Erie County, 
five Appellate Division Justices of this city, 
and a United States District Judge and a 
number of * attorneys, to recover $20,000 

damages. > 

i Sullivan at one time was one of the best- 
known attorneys of Niagara County. He 
was retained two years ago by a young 
woman to bring an action against a num- 
ber of young men for damages for an as- 
sault alleged to have been committed upon 
her. Sullivan is alleged to have com- 
promised 'the suits with the defendants, 
keeping the money. 

As a result disbarrment proceedings were 
brought against him by District Attorney 
Hopkins of Niagara County. Sullivan about 
this time wrote a book entitled "A Call- 
fornia Conspiracy with New York Epl- 
sodes," In which he accused certain Judges 
of the Supreme Court of conspiracy, &c. 

At the March Term of the Appellate Di- 
vision in this city Sullivan was disbarred. 
In his complaint, consisting of sixty type- 
written pages of matter, Sullivan declares 
that he has been " disgraced, dishonored, 
disbarred, and boycotted " by the defend- 
ants, who, he says, have wrought his finan- 
cial ruin. He alleges a conspiracy between 
Supreme Court Justices and others to work 
him a great injury.

Police Sergeant 
Williams of the Sixty-second Precinct and 
Policeman Cox of the Sixty-fourth Pre- 
xrinct and Building Inspector Johnr-Rehill 
were on a Graham Avenue trolley car when 
they saw the smoke coming from the win- 
dows of the building and made an attempt 
to gain an entrance to the building.

NEWARK, N. Y., Aug. 30.— Elesen per- 
sons have died from injuries sustained in 
last night's wreck of a "passenger train on 
the Sodus Bay Division of the Pennsylva- 
nia Railroad near here. Besides William 
Meager of Sodus Point and Howard Tubbs 
of Elmira, whose deaths have been already 
reported, the following nine have died:

Fox of Newark, slightly scalded on the face 
and hands; two children of Mrs. Stand if fe. 
scalded and burned: W. D. Warner of Or- 
leans, hands scalded; Burt Turner, express 
messenger of Sodus Point, hands scalded; 
Henry Cable of Newark, hands and head 
sfcalded; Mrs. E. E. Burleigh of Newark, 
head and arms badly scalded; Charles 
Pearson, eye injured; Mrs. A. D. Burnham 
of Port Gibson, scalded about the head 
and body; Oscar Hasson of Baltimore, bad- 
ly cut and scalded; Miss Julia Stancliffe, 
painfully burned and scalded; Mrs. William 
Lemunyon of Port Gibson, head and shoul- 
ders scalded: Mrs. Rose Edwards of Mew- 
wark, seriously scalded.

J. R. WOODS'S CLAIM VALID. 

• . 

Acting Secretary of the Interior Decides 
that His Location in Oklahoma 

Is Legal. 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 80.— In the case of 
j' T. Calvert against James R. Wood, com- 
ing from the Lawton, Oklahoma Territory, 
land district and involving Entry No. 1, the 
Acting Secretary of the Interior has ren- 
dered a decision refusing to order a hear- 
ing 1 on the charges preferred. 

The charges were substantially that 
Woods's entry was made in violation of 
ttfe homestead law by reason of its location 
on the south line of the town of Lawton; 
that tho entry embraced a tract a mile 
long and only a quarter of a mile wide, and 
was so taken for speculative purposes and 
not for agricultural purposes, and that the 
entry was made at a time when there were 
a large number of town-site settlers on the 
land, who occupied it for trade and busl- 

* 

The decision holds that the selection and 
entry of land adjacent to the town of Law- 
ton was not In violation of .the letter or 
spirit of the law, and that the fact that 
there may have been alleged town-site 
settlers on the land at the /time he made 
his entry does not affect Woods's right of 
entry. The land was not subject to appro- 
priation 'or town-site purposes, nor was any 
person authorized to enter upon it or occupy 
it for . purposes of trade or business, and 
no such occupancy could operate to defeat 
Woods's right to- enter. » 

It is further held in the opinion that 
Woods's entry is not illegal on account of 
the form of the tract embraced; that the 
( special provisions Of the act of May 2, 3800, 
do not control in this matter, but that the 
general provisions of the homestead law do. 
The Secretary says that under the act of 
June 6, 1900. making provision for the dis- 
position of these lands, it is directed that 
they shall be disposed of under the general 
provisions of the homestead and town-site 
laws of the United States, and that under 
thi* law Woods's location Is valid.

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BREACH AT HEADQUARTERS. 
In addition to all these circumstances, It 
became evident yesterday that Policeman 
O'Neill had caused a ser ous breach be- 
tween the Commissioner and his First 
Deputy. On Thursday Co: imissioner Mur- 
phy ordered the policeman retransf erred 
to the Tremont Station, the transfer to 
take place at once. S 

This order was conveyed to Senior In- 
spector Cortright, and it was supposed to 
be obeyed. Commissioner Murphy left 
Headquarters at noon on Thursday, and 
after that hour Mr. Devery was in supreme 
control. He at once countermanded the 
order for the transfer of Policeman O'Neill. 
The result was that the policeman did 
.duty Thursday night in the East* Fifty- 
first Street Precinct. 

When Commissioner Murphy heard of this 
yesterday, his indignation could not be 
concealed. He at once demanded an ex- 
planation, and this not being satisfactory, 
he issued an order himself that Policeman 
O'Neill be returned to Tremont at 8 o'clock 
this morning, at the same time declaring, 
as stated, that he would protect the po- 
liceman from further transfers. 

Policeman . O'Neill was at Headquarters 
yesterday on a summons from the Com- 
missioner, and was then subjected to an 
examination, which was later made public 
by Commissioner Murphy. In this exam- 
ination the policeman repeated his charges 
that an attempt had been made to collect 
money from him in order to save him front 
being transferred. As soon as his visit at 
Headquarters was ended he started for the 
District Attorney's office, where he saw 
Assistant District Attorney Garvan. Mr. 
Garvan would not disclose in detail what 
took place at the conference between him- 

./*£? d t ?L e Policeman. However, he said: 
What O'Neill said to me m the heat of 
passion . on Thursday, after he had been 
unjustly tried, he repeated to-day word for 
word and in every detail. He did this when 
he realized what he as an individual pa- 
trolman was doing against his superiors." 

When Policeman O'Neill reached Head- 
quarters at 10:30 o'clock every person there 
was on the watch for him. He is tall and 
slim, with a sandy mustache and com- 
plexion. He walked with a determined but 
not defiant air. He went directly up stairs 
to Commissioner Murphy's room and was 
at once admitted. He remained there for 
some time and then he came down and en- 
tered the ante-room of Deputy Commis- 
sioner Devery's office. , While he sat there^ 
Mr. Devery came out and passed him with- 
out speaking. The Deputy Commissioner 
hurried up stairs to consult with Commis- 
sioner Murphy. A reporter went into Mr. 
Devery's ante-room and attempted to enter 
into conversation with Policeman O'Neill.

Policeman O'Neill standing in front of hjm. 
There is a private stairway connecting the 
Commissioner's office with that of his 
Deputy, and O'Neill had been taken up this

" O'Neill has made a statement and I 
am going to make it public, gentlemen, 
but there are two questions that I want to

i Policeman O'Neill was then dismissed 
nnd the stenographic report of his inter-

O'Neill back to the Tremont Station. The 
examination was as follows: 

Q.— O'Neill, I sent for you to find out if you 
eve r, when you were being transferred to a post 
away from your home, asked to be assigned to 
duty nearer home? A.— Yes, Sir. Friends of

Q.— Did you ask /anybody In the department! 

A.— I asked Chief Devery to transfer me nearer 

heme. 
Q.— How long ago? A.— Last June. 
Q.— You never asked me before yesterday? A. 

~No, Sir. 

Q*— Now, I don't want to know anything you 
don't want to tell me— you needn't say a word 
if you don't want to— nor do I want to know 
what you said yesterday to the District Attor- 
ney but I want you to know that I would not 
allow any soldisr to be taken advantage of. Is 
is frue that you were asked for money? A.— 

Yes. Sir. 

Q.— How long ago? A.— Two years ago. 

Q.— Not since my administration? A. —NO, fair. 

y.— Do you want to make a charge against 
the man who asked you for the money? A.— I 
don't care to. There were only two of us and 
his word la as good as mine. - 

Q.— Do you want to tell me his name? 
No, Sir; I don't think so. - . _ 

Q.— Well, what have you to say? A. (showing 
certificate of service in United States Army)— 
1 think. Commissioner, that that will speak for 
itself and show how far 1 may be trusted. 

Q.— Yes. I know. What I want to get at is 
whether the statements In the papers which are 
attributed to you are true? I have said I did 
not want an old soldier taken advantage of, 
and I think I have shown It. A.— Yes. Sir; but— 

Q.— This system that you alluded to yesterday 
in the District Attorney's office as existing in 
the department has never come to my notice 
except through the press. Is it true that you 
were asked to pay money to be transferred from 
one precinct to one nearer home? I have adopted 
a system of sending men as near their homes 
as possible, as I did in your case, yesterday 
when it was brought to my notice. A.— Com- 
missioner, this certificate — 

Q.— That is the reason I know that any man 
who has served In the United States Cavalry, 
especially as a non-commissioned officer, must 
have mettle in him. What I want to know 
is simply if during my administration you were 
asked for money to be transferred nearer home? 
A.— Not during your administration. Commis- 
sioner.. It was at the time I was transferred 
from near home to One Hundred and Twenty- 
fifth Street.

through their pull, or through fanancial in- 
fluence, after being on the force for only 
a year or two, while other men who are 

square and honest are compelled to walk 
the pavement for years simply because 
they will not subscribe to the police fund. 

" Police Commissioner Murphy. I think, 
is honest, but he Is merely a figurehead. 
Devery is the man that runs things. I do 
not care to express my opinion of h\m. I 
again 'stand pat' on what I said when I 
was before Devery Thursday afternoon. 
He fined me thirty days, pay, but I'll never 
pay it unless the Supreme Court says that 
1 must. They had me up this afternoon 
and tried to make me 4 hedge.' I was 'put 
through a course of sprouts,' but they 
could not feaze me. To-morrow I am go- 
ing back on duty at the station near where 
I live. Thus far I think I have won out. 
and I think the people will stand by me in 
my fight. 

"It is wrong to convey the impression, 
as some of the newspapers do, that the 
rank and file of the Police Department 
are corrupt. The men who look after the 
welfare of the public— I mean those who 
cdrry clubs and walk beats— are generally 
honest The corruption exists among those 

who rule the common policemen. Give us' 
a good, square, honest, and fearless Police 
Commissioner who can c«vince the men 
under him that he will sfand for an hon- 
est administration of police affairs, and 
we will have one of the finest forces in 
the world." 

Policeman O'Neill received his transfer 
at midnight,- and he started for home on 
an elevated train. He said: 

" Commissioner Murphy treated, me like 
a gentleman, and I have the highest praise 
for him. But I won't retract a thing I 
said. I am not the man to make a state- 
ment to-day, and fall flat and retract to- 
morrow, and not only do I intend not to 
retract anything, but I've only Just started 
to tell, and have a whole lot more to tell."

Q.— That's the request was made to you? A. 
Yes, Sir. For $125. I had some Summer clothes 
which cost me $75 that have been kept from me 
ever slncd: Yesterday there was a counter- 
charge brought against me that I used a horse 
up. I never laid a horse up in my life, because 
If I was a man to lay a horse up I would not 

have carried a dispatch seventy-five miles in 
one day, resting for two hours. 

Q.— Another thing I want to know is, were 
you asked for money for the three-platQon sys- 
tem?

Q.— Why didn't you come to me as you did 
yesterday? A.— I managed to get back near home 
for a time, but in a week's time I was trans- 
ferred again. 

Q.— Why didn't you come to me? It is known 
all through the department that I send my 
men as near their home precincts as I possibly 
can on application from them. Well, I am very 
glad for your sake as well as for the sake 
of the department that the statement published 
as havln? been made by you is untrue— the one 
with reference to the three-platoon system. A.— 
No, Sir. I have never been asked for money 
in regard to that. 

Q.— I am very glad to hear you say it. Now, 
I want to say this: You shall not be injured 
and you will not be transferred away from home 
again, and if anybody attempts it let me know 
either in writing or in person. I may be too 
busy to see you. but if I -am too busy to see 
you, you can write me a letter and lay it before 
me. No\*, unless you have some suggestion, to 
make, that is all I want to say to you. and I ' 
repeat that I'm very glad that the statement 
in the paper is untrue. A.— Most of what ap- 
peared in the papers is untrue. Commissioner. 

Q.— Well? A.— You transferred me to. T 
mont. 

Q.— I transferred you to Tremont? A.— Yes, 
Commissioner, at my own request. I came to 
you and asked you to transfer me to that pre- 
cinct, and In a very short time I was retrans- 
f erred .

DEVERY FORCED TO EXPLAIN. . 

Th$ statement was signed by O'Neill. The 
rather abrupt ending with the words M Send 
for Inspector Cortright " caused some com- 
ment, especially when the Inspector hur- 
ried up stairs and was then informed by 
Commissioner Murphy that he was not 
needed. It was learned later that the 
Commissioner had received full informa- 
tion as to why his orders were not carried 

out. and that he had determined to handle 
some of the transfers himself in the future. 

Notwithstanding the Commissioner's dec- 
laration that he would stand by Policeman 
O'Neill in the future, Deputy Commissioner 
Devery as a parting word turned to the re- 
porters and said: 

" I wait* to make the announcement that 
I'm going to prefer a complaint of insubor- 
dination against O'Neill for what occurred 
In the trial room yesterday." 

Commissioner Murphy shook his, head at 
this remark. The Commissioner was then 
asked a number Qf questions about the 
transfer of patrolmen 4 * for the good of the 
service." * 

In a long explanation he said that some- 
times Captains did not like men under them 
and they would request the transfers.- The 
Captains of the precincts to which the men 
had been transferred would find them unde- 
sirable, and they in their turn would cause 
another transfer. 

The Commissioner also spoke of " other 
Influences " as causes for transfers, but de- 
clined to., say what these were, concluding 
his remarks with these words: 

"Transfers are made just as often as 
they are necessary. They are made because 
they Are necessary, and the reasons for do- 
ing so are substantial.". 

Deputy Commissioner Devery had^been 
moving about uneasily in his chair "Sniring 
this talk, and finally he interrupted with 
the words: 

" O'Neill was transferred because he de- 
served it. He abused his horse and he did 
things that a good policeman should not 
do." 

Mr. Devery was referring to the transfer 
from the mounted squad when he was Chief 
of Police. It was after this transfer that 
the attempted " shake down " was made. 
Commissioner Murphy elevated his eye- 
brows in surprise at his subordinate's say- 
ing that O'Neill's transfers were justified. 

With the announcement from Commis- 
sioner Murphy that O'Neill would go back 
to Tremont this morning the scene at Police 
Headquarters closed. 

Policeman O'Neill after he left the Dis- 
trict Attorney's office, went on duty at the 
East Fifty-first Street Station. He re- 
mained there until midnight, when he Went 
to his home on Edgecombe Avenue, near 
Clinton glace, in the Bronx, which is near 
his old precinct. 

WILL NOT NAME THE MAN.

When seen by reporters the policeman de- 
clined to say anything about the " hold up " 
of ?T5 worth of his Summer clothing, or 
name 'the man who had demanded the 
money from him in order to keep him In the 
mounted squad. 

O'Neill is not a member of the Patrol- 
men's Association and he declares that he 
has never paid one cent as an assessment, 
although money had been demanded from 
him. t 

The fact that Policeman O'Neill has not 
paid any money is conceded in the District 
Attorneys office to be a bar to any possible 
criminal prosecution growing out' of his 
charges, if, however, any attempt is made 
to enforce the thirty days' fine imposed 
upon him, he will be advised to apply to the 
Supreme Court for a writ of certiorari to 
review the proceedings before Deputy Com- 
missioner Devery, on the ground that the 
Deputy Commissioner refused to hear the 
witnesses who were present in O'Neill's 
behalf, and further that he conducted him- 
self in such a way at the hearing as would 
warrant the impeachment of a i trial. Judge 
who used the same methods. 

Policeman O'Neill was seen again last 
night at his post at Fifth Avenue and 

Fifty-fourth Street. He said; 

" What I said about * shake-downs ' goes. 
Of course. Deputy Commissioner Devery is 
not the man who came to me and demand- 
ed money. He's not such a fool as that. 
A man in the. Folic* Department who has 
what you might call a traveling commis- 
sion—a man who Is undoubtedly in touch 
with the heads of the department—came to 
me arid told me that if I would ' put up ' 
the necessary amount I could get a beat 
which would be satisfactory to me. I 
wouldn't, and I was shifted around. 

" That's the way it is all through the de- 
partment. ThieveB, disorderly women, and 
saloon keepers and gamblers are not the 
only ones that are ' shaken down.* It's 
pretty tough when the heads of the depart- 
ment 'shake-down' the men under them, 
but that is the system in vogue in the 
Police Department in the City of New 
York to-day. *

YORK EXONERATES CALLAN. 

Case of the Brooklyn Policeman Who 
1 Assaulted a War Veteran Decided 

After 100 Days. 

After considering the matter for 100 days, 
Deputy Police Commissioner Tork yester- 
day announced that he had dismissed the 
charges of assault against Patrolman Nich- 
olas F. Callan of the Grand Avenue Police 
Station. The charges were preferred by 
Capt. Michael F. O'Rourke, a Spanish war 
veteran, who lives at 987 Bergen Street, 
Brooklyn. 

Capt. O'Rourke, at S o'clock on the morn- 
ing of March 12 was returning to his home 
after a theatre party, and had reached a 

point near his residence when, according to 
his evidence at the trial, he saw Policeman 
Callan walking with a woman. He paid no 
attention to the couple, but the officer 
turned and asked, •• What In — are you 
looking at? " 

Capt. O'Rourke made no reply, and the 
policeman, accusing him of being intoxi- 
cated, struck him two upward blows with 
the end of his club under the law, fractur- 
ing it at each blow. The policeman then 
called a patrol wagon and had Capt. 
O'Rourke taken to the Grand Avenue Police 
Station. 

Sergt. Gregory, who was on duty at the 
desk, locked the prisoner up in a cell and 
did not call for an ambulance. Finally it 
was found necessary to do so, and the In- 
jured man was taken to the Seney Hospital. 
He remained there for seven weeks. As 
soon as he was discharged from the hospi- 
tal Capt. O'Rourke preferred charges 
against the policeman. 

At the trial, which occupied three days, 
Policeman Callan denied the assault, say- 
ing that Capt. O'Rourke had received his 
injuries by falling to the pavement. Am- 
bulance Surgeon Dancy, who attended the 
prisoner, testified that it was impossible 
for him to have received such injuries as 
his by a fall. Several witnesses also tes- 
tified that they had seen Policeman Callan 
strike Capt O'Rourke. Callan and his wit- 
nesses tried to prove that O'Rourke was 
intoxicated when he was Injured. At the 
close of the case the Deputy Commissioner 
reserved decision. 

Since then Mr. York has been made the 
subject of much adverse criticism for his 
delay in the matter, and he was accused 
of unjustly shielding the officer. In reply, 
Mr. York said that he would dispose of 
the case in its regular order. He said that 
he would have disposed of the matter some 
time ago had it not been for criticism. 

Capt. O'Rourke yesterday morning vis- 
ited the Deputy Commissioner and asked 
him if he had come to any decision in the 
matter. 

"Your case?" said Mr. . York. "Why, 
yes. I have dismissed it." ; 

Then he turned and walked away. . 

Callan, the accused policeman, was at 
one time a pugilist, and it Is reported* that 
Inspector McLaughlin, the commanding of- 
ficer of the Brooklyn police, aided him in 
getting on the force. Up to a year ago he 
was personal aide to McLaughlin. Before 
he became a policeman Callan was known 
as the " strong boy." 






KIDNAPPING LETTER WRITER.

Alleged Confession of Man Who Threat- 
ened Thomas A. Edison and Others. 

ORANGE, N. J., Aug. 30.— It is reported 
here that John Kinney, an Italian, who 
at one time lived at the Mills Hotel, in 
Bleecker Street, New York, Is the author 
of the mysterious kidnapping letters that 
were addressed to Thomas A. Edison, J. 
Warren Smith, and Victor Blanchi, a few 
months ago. 

The local police refused to discuss the 
matter, but the story has it that the man 
made an offer in a roundabout way that if 

assured of immunity he would reveal the 
author of the letters. By means of a per- 
gonal advertisement in a New York news- 
paper he was located by the police, and has 
since made a confession that he wrote the 
letters. In response to a demand of Police 
Captain Leary he is also said to have writ- 
ten letters to the men he threatened, con- 
fessing and making an apology. . 

Capt. Leary is to appear before the Grand 
Jury next month to secure an indictment. 
In the meantime Kinney is under surveil- 
lance, and may be arrested at any time. 

The kidnapping letters were all apparently 
printed with small rubber type on pieces 
ol wrapping paper, and many words were 
misspelled with an apparent effort to con- 
vey the idea that the writer was an illiter- 
ate person. 

At Mills Hotel No. 1, in Bleecker Street, 
last night, they said that they did not 
know any one of the name of John Kinney, 
but that, up to two months ago, a John 
Kenny was stopping there. He was there 
at the time of the Baby Clark abduction 
case, and was quite a friend of the nurse 
•girl. Belle Anderson, who figured prom- 
inently in that affair. He had also shown 
a special interest in the case. He did not 
appear to be engaged in any kind of work, 
and they had never heard what his occu- 
pation was. or whether he had any. He 
paid for his room regularly, they said. 

He was described at the hotel as being 
about 3 feet 6 inches in height, with rather 
light complexion, smooth face, and weigh- 
ing about !>«> pounds. He went away ver,y 
suddenly. At Police Headquarters no in- 
formation had been received as to the al- 
leged confession, and no inquiries concern- 
ing the alleged kidnapper had been received 
from New Jersey.

The 
Recorder observed this and looking toward 
mm stated that there was no necessity for 
the Captain to stand. Capt Diamond bowed 
his thanks and sat down.. 

Assistant District Attorney Gans brought 
to the Court's, attention the motion made 
some time ago by Capt. Diamond's counsel 
to inspect the minutes of the Grand Jury. 
Judge Cady said he was prepared to argue 
the motion, but would like to submit an- 
other affidavit in the matter. Mr. Gans 
objected that the defendant's counsel's tac- 
tics were dilatory. * 

The Recorder then directed the argument 
to proceed upon the original affidavit, de- 
claring that he would not sit in the Court 
again for some time, and that anything to 
be done must be done then. 

Judge Cady then argued that Capt Dia- 
mond had testified in the Blssert case when 
there were no charges against him and 
that his testimony in this case had been 
presented to the Grand Jury in some form. 
The counsel declared that he would like to 
see the form in which it was presented. 

"The real ground for making this mo- 
tion, however," he continuedi "is that 
Capt Diamond was really compelled to 
testify against himself, without any warn- 
ing that the testimony would be. used 
against him, and in violation of his rights 
under the Federal and State Constitutions." 

Judge Cady then cited the Lizzie Borden 
case and a murder case in Columbia Coun- 
ty, where indictments had been dismissed 

for what he claimed were similar proceed- 
ings. 

Mr. Gans in reply stated that Capt Dia- 
mond testified of his own free will in Bis- 
serfs behalf. 

Mr. Vorhaus then served on Mr. Gans 
a motion returnable immediately for the 
dismissal of the indictment on the ground 
that the defendant had no opportunity to 
challenge the Individual members of the 
Grand Jury which Indicted him. Recorder 
Goff denied the motion. 

" I am disposed, however," said he. " to 
grant the defendant an opportunity to in- 
spect the minutes of the Grand Jury in 
order to enable him to ascertain precisely 
what is charged against him. In view of 
the public interest in this case I think an 
end should be reached quickly. If a pub- 
lic official Is guilty of charges preferred 
against him he should not longer remain in 
the public service.

HERLIHY WINS A VICTORY.

Demurrer to the Indictment Against 
Him Sustained— The District At- 
torney Disappointed. 

The announcement yesterday of the dis- 
missal of the indictment for neglect of 
duty against Capt Herlihy was made by 
Clerk Gallagher In the Recorder's Court 

" The demurrer to the indictment against 
John D. Herlihy is sustained," he cried in 
a loud voice just before Capt Thomas J. 
Diamond was arraigned. - ,* 

This unexpected decision caused much 
surprise among those present Assistant 
District Attorney Gans, who drew the in- 
dictment, after he had read the Recorder's 
argument said: 

" The dismissal of the indictment is a 
great disappointment to us. We are un- 
decided at present whether to appeal from 
the Recorder's ruling or to resubmit the 
case to the Grand Jury." 

The Indictment against Capt Herlihy 
charged him with failing to suppress 109 
disorderly houses on the east side from the 
i2d day of September, 1899, to Nov. 18, 
1900. 

Abram I. Blkus, the Captain's counsel, in 
terposed the demurrer on the following 
grounds: 

First That the facts stated do not con- 
stitute a crime. 

Second, That more than one crime is 
charged in the Indictment 

Third, That it does not contain a plain 
and concise statement of the act consti- 
tuting the crime. 

On the latter ground the demurrer was 
sustained. 

The Recorder, however, sustained the con- 
tention of the District Attorney that it is 
legal to charge Capt. Herlihy with neglect 
of duty In falling to suppress the 109 dis- 
orderly houses, instead of specifying, ' as 
has been the custom heretofore, neglect in 
regard to one specific instance at some 
specific time. The Recorder in his deci- 
sion says: 

" The Code provides that only one Crime 
must be charged 4n the indictment.

H. Victor Newcomb, attone time a well- 
known figure in Wall Street, was yester- 
day discharged from a sanitarium where 
he had been for two year a by Justice Gieg- 
erich, in the Supreme Court, the Justice 
signing the report made a few days ago 
by Referee Peter B. Glney, who adjudged, 
after a lengthy investigation extending 
over a period of nearly a year, that the 
plaintiff was competent and able to man- 
age his own affairs. 

The case has been fought bitterly and 
determinedly by both sides. The referee 
heard the testimony of nearly 200 witnesses. 
The transcript of this testimony covers 
2,000 or more typewritten pages, and re- 
views the family history of the Newcombs 
for fifteen years. The opposing lawyers 
were Gignoux & Gignoux, with De liancey 
Nlcoll as counsel, for Mr. Newcomb; Har- 
rison, Season good & Edwards, with Burton 
N. Harrison as counsel, for Mrs. Newcomb 
and Herman D. Newcomb, her son, and 
S Wayne, Swayne, Morris & Fay for J. An- 
derson Hawes, appointed committee for Mr. 
Newcomb at the time of his commitment 
on Aug. 5, 1899. 

H. Victor Newcomb was born in Louis- 
ville in 1844. His father was President of 
the Louisville and Nashville Railroad, He 
was elected to the same position after his 

father's death. In 1881, after resigning the 

Presidency on account of ill-health, he 
came to New York and established the 
United States National Bank, at 35 Nassau 
Street, and became its President. Associ-

There Is trouble brewing in " Leadville,"

" A defendant is entitled to know what he 
has to meet, and the channel through 
which this information is to be conveved 
is the indictment, which must contain a 
plain statement of the act To be plain it 
must 'be definite and certain. While the 
language is plain the statement is indef- 
inite."

Recorder Goff's courtroom was crowded 
at that hour with politicians, policemen, 
ana mwyers.

Judge Cady stated that as he and hirf 
associates were a little doubtful as to the

In 1891 his health again began to fail, 
and with his son, Herman, he went to 
Europe. They returned in November of 
that year on the steamship Teutonic, and 
it was deposed by his son that on the voy- 
age over Mr. Newcomb became possessed 
of the idea that Henry M. Stanley, the 
African explorer, who was aboard the ship, 
had designs on his life. It was set forth 
by his wife and son that he was addicted 
to the use of chloral. He was confined for 
a time in a sanitarium at Falkirk, Central 
Valley, N. Y„ but after undergoing treat- 
ment there for a ' time was pronounced 
cured and discharged. 

Mr. Newcomb owns a city residence at 
683 Fifth Avenue, where his wife -has lived. 
He also owns a country home at Elberon, 
N. J. In July, 1809, his wife petitioned that 
he again be examined as to his sanity, de- 
claring her husband was not cured of the 
chloral habit Dr. Cyrus Edson, Mr; New- 
comb's physician, also testified that his 
patient was using chloral to excess, and 
that his eccentricities were pronounced. On 
Aug. 6 of that year he was taken before a 
Sheriff's jury and adjudged insane, and was 
again confined in the sanitarium at Central 
Valley, at which place he remained until 
the following December. 

An appeal was made to the Supreme 
Court, and ho was allowed to leave the 
sanitarium on parole, his son-in-law, Regi- 
nald H. Ward, bringing him to this city, 
where he stayed at the Hotel Grenoble. On 
May 1 following his attorneys ■ petitioned ' 
the Supreme Court to have his committee, 
J. Anderson Hawes, . discharged, on the- 
ground that Mr. Newcomb was able to 
manage his own affairs. The motion was 
contested by his wife. and son, and also by 

Mr. Hawes, through his counsel, Gen. 
Swayne. On May 16 following Justice 
Fitzgerald handed down his decision deny- 
ing the suit of Mr. Newcomb, but ordered 
that testimony should be taken on the case 
relative to the mental condition of Mr. 
Newcomb, and appointed T'eter B. Olney 
of 31 Nassau Street as referee. 

The investigation began in November of 
last year, and has been carried on inter- 
mittently up to July 1, when it Was- closed. 

Referee Olney, after giving the testimony 
a month's consideration, decided in his 
Judgment Mr. Newcomb was competent and 
returned his decision to the" Supreme Court, 
Justice Giegerich signing the order which 
released the committee from any further 
responsibility and making Mr. Newcomb 
the executor of his own affairs. 

During the progress of the investigation 
Mr. Newcomb testified in his own behalf 
and made an excellent impression.

He 
was asked by Mr. Nicoll as to his father's 
statement that he was always armed. He 
admitted that he carried a pistol, out that 
he had a permit to do ■ so from Mayor 
Strong. He stated in reply to Mr. Nicoll's 
questioning on the subject that he had sev- 
eral different kinds of weapons in the house 
on Fifth Avenue. Mr. Nicoll asked him if 
he didn't have a small arsenal there and 
for what reason he required It. He replied 
that his father had taught him that every 
good Kentuckian carried a revolver.

Society Witnessed Thrilling Con 
tests by Wealthy Amateurs. 



W.K.VANDERBILT, JR., CHAMPION 



Young Millionaire Made the Fastest 
Time with His Big Machine and 
• Won Chief Event. 

NEWPORT. R. Li Aug. 30.-The auto- 
mobile races of the National Automobile 
Association, which as the result of an in- 
junction could not be held on Ocean Drive, 
•were decided at Aquidneck Park this aft- 
ernoon in short order. William K. Vander- 
bilt. Jr., the President of the organization, 
not only was prominent in the admirable 
management of the events, but he operat- 
ed his own machine in four races, made 
the best time on the track, and won the 
championship cup.' ' 

Fully 7,000 people went to the park in all 
ports of vehicles, and during the Important 
races expressed their enthusiasm in cheers 
and loud applause. The Newport cot- 
tagers were most prominent in the gather- 
ing, of course, but every leading family 
Jiving here was represented. 
. In all there were sixteen heats to decide 
cix races, but the event attracting most 
Interest and arousing the greatest excite- 
ment was that between young Mr. "Van- 
derbilt in his new German racer of thirty- 
five-horse power and Foxhall Keene,- in a 
machine of fully sixty-horse power. Each 
had won preliminary heats. Mr. Keene, in 
his contest with David W. Bishop, had 
something of a walk-over, making the five 
miles in 8 minutes and 2 seconds, and 
being far ahead at the finish. Mr. Van- 
derbilt, however, in his race with William 
N. Murray, had no easy victory. He gained 
an advantage at the start and was able to 
keep it, but his opponent was never more 
than five seconds behind, and altogether it 
was the closest race of the day among the 
larger machines. Mr. Vanderbllt's time for 
the five miles was 7 minutes and 43^ sec- 
onds. 

These two victories put Messrs. Vander- 

bllt and Keene in the finals, and this was 
the great event. In this race, as in all 

■ 

others in which he appeared, Mr. Vander- 
bilt quickly £hot ahead at the start, and at 
the end of the first lap was all of an 

eighth of a mile ahead. It was only a half- 
mile track, and in making the five miles 
the racers were obliged to go ten times 

around. Racing around the sharp turns, 
taking every chance, and leaning far in, 
with only a small strap to support him, 
Mr. Vanderbilt added to his lead in the 
first mile. 

He was 56 seconds in running the half 
and only 1 minuto and 36 seconds in run- 
ning the mile. His third half mile was 
made in 41 seconds, the fastest lap of the 
meeting. Half way over the course he had 
Mr. Keene surely beaten, barring accident, 
and finished .the five miles in fine form, a 
winner in 7 minutes and 36% seconds, the 
fastest five miles of the day. In the fourth 
mile one of the forward tires of Mr. 
Keene's machine became punctured, but 
the accident was not serious enough to put 
him out of the race, and he pluckily kept 

on. 

The last event of the day was the cham- 
pionship race for the winners of all classes, 
ten miles, or twenty times around the track. 
This Mr. "Vanderbilt handily won in 15 
minutes and 23Vfc seconds. A noteworthy 
.competitor was Kenneth Skinner, on a mo- 
tor tricycle, who was second, covering the 
ten miles in 17 mimites arid 25 seconds.

Ready for Final Races. 

■' NEWPORT. R. L, Aug. 30.-The official 
series of trial races between the cup yachts 
Constitution and Columbia will begin over 
the Newport course to-morrow. On the re- 
sult of the series depends the selection of 
the defender to sail against the Shamrock 
II. in the races for the America's Cup off 
Sandy Hook. No challenge committee of 
the New York Yacht Club has ever had so 
much difficulty in selecting the American 
boat, for so close together are the two 
yachts in the matter of speed that many 
good yachtsmen say that, whatever the 
outcome of the trials, it still will be a hard 
task to choose between them. 

The Challenge Committee is composed of 
Commodore Lewis Cass Ledyard, Chair- 
man; Rear Commodore C. L. F. Robinson, 
Secretary; J. V. S. Odie, Oliver Iselin, J.

At the finish of the trial races next 
"Wednesday the Regatta Committee, con- 
sisting of former Commodore S. Nicholson 
Kane, Chester Griswold, and Newbury 
Lawton, will turn over to the Challenge 
Committee the data regarding all the races 
between the Constitution and the Colum- 
bia.

Not- 
withstanding all prophecies of the Sum- 
mer, and in spite of the general opinion 
that William C. Whitney, with his three 
spleadid colts, Nasturtium, Goldsmith, and 
King Hanover, seems to have the big prize 
as good as won, and also in the face of the 
further common belief that if there is a 
contest it will be between Mr. Whitney's

trio and the powerful entry of John E. 
Madden., also numbering three, there has 
been found to oppose the two public favor- 
ites a field of generous size and one that 
for class straight through has been ex- 
celled by no Futurity field of years gone 
by, the full list of horses named to start 

■ 

for the great prize numbering eighteen 

horses, and giving promise of a struggle In 

every way worthy of the most valuable 

event of the American turf and the most 

popular fixture ever devised for horses two 

years old. 

With eighteen starters, the worth of the 

stakes will be increased by $4,500 over the 
$40,650 that the forfeits and added money 
amount to, thus giving the race a total 
value of *$45,140, and making it the richest 
Futurity since the year of Requital's vic- 
tory in 1895, when trie stakes were ^forth a 
gross sum of $53,190. The big event* to-day 
will be the fourteenth running of the fam- 
ous fixture, and though larger fields have 
started for the stakes, notably twenty- 
three horses on two. occasions, when 
Chaos won the second Futurity and when 
Martimas won the eleventh, and twenty- 
one horses when In 1881 His Highness 
captured the fourth running of the race, 
there has been no year in the past when 
there were better horses, all through, than 
the eighteen announced to run this after- 
noon at the picturesque Sheepshead Bay 
course. 

The race will be the fourth on the day's 
card and will be run about 4 o'clock, or at 
least the call to- the post for the Futur- 
ity will be sounded about that time, though 
when the battle /or the fortune that the 
victory will be worth to the winner's own- 
er actually will take place will depend en- 
tirely on the ability of the starter to get 
the horses away. That will be no easy 
task, with such rivalry as a Futurity al- 
ways arouses among the riders to be com- 
batted. 

Opinion of the probable outcome of the 
race was expressed last night in the bet- 
ting on the big event, when shrewd horse-, 
men eagerly accepted 8 to 5 against the 
Whitney entry and others took 5 to 2 
against the next choice, the Madden en- 
try. These two stables have in the race 
six of the eighteen horses named to run. or 
just one-third of the entire field, the Whit- 
ney three being, as named before, the 
fifty-thousand-dollar Nasturtium and the 
two stake winners. Goldsmith and King 
Hanover, while the Madden entry includes 
the best filly of the East, and in the opin- 
ion of many good judges the best of the 
year, the frequent winner Blue Girl, the 
unbeaten and ^highly tried Yankee/and the 
fast filly Gunfire. 

Opposed to these six are twelve separate 
entries of other owners, with two horses 
in that number who formerly € were in 
Madden's stable, but 1 who have been sold 
out of that fortunate establishment by the 
Kentucky turfman. These two are the 
much-talked-of maiden. Heno, who is the 
hope of Clarence H. Mackay's stable for 
the great race, and Fly Wheel, who will 
race to-day carrying the colors of Perry 

Belmont Of the others the most promi- 
nent on actual performance are the fast 
Hyphen, racing for Capt. S. S. Brown, 
Barron, who 'will carry the jacket of John 
Daly, Saturday, representing A. H. & D. 
H. Morris; Frank Farrell* s De Reszke, and 
H. T. Oxnard's Lux Casta. 

Of all the eighteen who have been spe- 
cially prepared for the famous stake by a 
season of racing and special care at Sara- 
toga, the fastest trial for the race is cred- 
ited to Fly Wheel, whoi according to the 
watches of timers, has worked a full six 
furlongs in 1:13%. The next fastest trials 
were by the Whitney pair, Nasturtium 
and King Hanover, with six furlongs in 
1:14 2-5 to the credit of each. Hyphen, 
Pentecost, and Goldsmith each has 
worked the distance in 1:14 4-5, while every 
other horse in the race has worked in fig- 
ures close to 1:15, time fast enough to' win 
in any ordinary race, though from all in- 
dications the winner of the Futurity to-day 
must improve on it quite a little.

Riflemen of ability and world-wide repu- 
tation were on hand in force yesterday at 
Sea Girt, N. J., when the first real work 
began in the great international and inter- 
State rifle-shooting tournament of the Na- 
tional Rifle Shooting Association of Amer- 
ica. Prominent spectators were numerous, 
and the shooting of- the members of the 
crack Irish team was watched with the 
keenest interest. The American team 
members did some good scoring at the 
long ranges, but none of the figures was 
made public, while the Irishmen evinced 
no hesitancy in telling what they scored. 

One of the most interested spectators of 
the Irishmen's work was Gov. Foster M. 
Voorhees of New Jersey. He compliment- 
ed John Wilson, Captain of the Irish team, 
on the wonderful performance of hla men. 
At 900 yards John Morgan of Ireland scored 
10 successive bull's-eyes, and out of his 
first 22 shots he made 20 bull's-eyes at 800 
and 900 yards. When each side had fin- 
ished the round of the three distances Mor- 
gan had 135 points out of a possible 150, 
and Kobert Duncan A another Ulsterman, 
had a similar score. There was only a 
light wind in evidence while the men were 
firing over the shorter ranges, but when 
they began at 1,000 yards there was a 
fitful, puffy wind which bothered them, 
and the scoring' became irregular at this 
distance. J. R. Williams of Belfast made 
the top score of 45 but of a possible 50. 
His total for the three ranges was 134. 

The next best work done was that of 
Major J. K. Millner, whose name has been 
identified with international rifle shooting 
since 1874, when the Irish team first visit- 
ed Creedmoor. While he has not been at 
his best for some months, he shot very 
well, to-day, and his aggregate score was 

lo~. 

Among the American representatives 
who participated on the long range work 
were Dr. Hudson, William DeV. FOulke, 
Capt. Whittaker, H. M. Pope and other 
members of the New Jersey Rifle Associa- 
tion. They all acquitted -themselves credi- 
tably. While the scores of the American 
contingent were not made known, it was 
generally understood that their shooting 
was not as good as that of the visitors. 

The present tournament is undoubtedly 
the most important rifle event ever held in 
this country^ifet it was opened in a most, 
simple manner. General Bird W. Bpencer, 
President of the National Association, de- 
clared the tourney opened about 10 o'clock, 
and the clear notes of the bugle were 
quickly responded to by scores of men who 

began firing at the targets from the 200 
to 800 yard ranges. 

The only two big events of the day oc- 
curred in the afternoon, these being the 
Columbia trophy match and the Inspec- 
tors* match. The former was confined to 
teams of six men each, Open only to teams 
from New Jersey regiments, the cup being 
given by the District of Columbia soldiers. 
The Fourth Regiment of Jersey City won 
for the, third successive year, beating the 
First Regiment of Newark by only ten 
points, the total score being 248 to 231.

* Cause of Quarrel Alleged Actions of the 

Church's Sunday School Commission 

—Notes of the Churches. 

' The Rev. Pascal Harrower, Chairman of 
the Episcopal Sunday* School Commission, 
whose actions have been attacked by the 
•■ Catholic " party In the same communion, 
declines to discuss the subject, saying that 

' the Diocesan Convention, which Is to meet 
In the Church of Zlon and St Timothy on 
Sept. 25; Is the place to thrash out the pol- 
icy of the commission. The Rev. Dr. George 
R. Van de Water, who has from the first 
been a leading spirit of the movement, said: 

■ ' . " The commission is one authorized by the 
Church, appointed by the Bishop, and is 
responsible to the convention for its work. 
While it is competent for any individual to 
criticise it, or for a party co-operating In 
the task of destructive criticism to organ- 

■ * 

ize and issue its tirade of abuse, it is more 
than likely to err in not knowing the whole 
truth. Personally I am a High Churchman, 
not an aesthetic ritualist, nor a modern 
pseudo ■ Catholic,* but an out-and-out High 
Churchman. I have heard nothing proposed 
In the meetings of the commission, and cer- 
tain I am that nothing has been done by 
the commission that would in any way 
. compromise the Church. Indeed, counsel 
has been given to prevent this, and the 
whole aim and purpose of the commission is 
to bring) the educational work of the Church 
to the standard of educational work in sec- 
ular ' institutions, to make Sunday school 
teachers real teachers and Sunday school 
scholars real scholars. 
"In this work men of every school of 

thought in the Church have been asked to 
assist, and men of every school of thought 
have assisted. No effort of a clique can 
succeed in preventing this work from ad- 
. vancing to a successful conclusion. A re- 
spectful communication to co-operate on 
purely educational lines has received and 
will receive at any time respectful and 
courteous consideration, but any co-opera- 
tion with any body or bodies that will in 
any way compromise the Catholic position 
or the Catholic teaching of the Church will 
never receive the sanction of the Sunday 
School Commission." . - • 

The Rev. Dr. Van De "Water submitted 
also, in response t6 a request, a statement 
concerning the present position and pros- 
pects of the commission. This statement 
was made by an officer of the commis- 
sion, and contained information to the ef- 
fect that no alliance of any kind has been 
entered into between the Sunday School 
Commission and the Union Theological Sem- 
inary or Amity Theological School, nor 
is any working arrangement likely with 
either of them; that Drs. Christian of St. 
Mary the Virgin. VIbbert of Trinity Chapel, 
Olmsted of St. Agnes' s Chapel, Geer of St. 
Paul's Chapel, Johnson of the Redeemer, 
and some other •' Catholic " or, at any rate, 
High Church leaders had declined member- 
ship on the commission, and that for the 
courses this Fall the Rev. Dr. Henry H. 
Oberly of Elizabeth, " the most ' Catholic ' 
priest in w ^lew Jersey," has accepted ap- 
pointment and agreed to give the Prayer 
Book course this season. 

Plans for the commission are said to in- 
volve text books for teachers, a Sunday 
school lesson series, training classes, exten- 
sion classes, a Sunday school exhibit, a 
circulating library for teachers, and a Sun- 
day school magazine. " Catholic " leaders 
are expressing regret that the forthcom- 
ing sessions of tne Diocesan Convention 
may be too short, owing to the desire of 
Bishop Potter and others to start for San 
Francisco, to permit that full and careful 
discussion of the question which its im- 
portance deserves.

- Our attention Is turned now from Isaac 
to his two sons, Esau and Jacob. Being 

JUm sons, both belonged to the # family of 
the redeemed: They were twins, but Esau 

* was the elder. When they were born their 
father, Isaac, was sixty years old, (xxv., 
26,) and their grandfather, Abraham, was 
one hundred and sixty, (xxi., 5.) As Abra- 
ham lived to be one hundred and seventy- 
five, (xxv-., 7.) they must have been fif- 

' teen years old at the time of his death. 

- During all of these years they were under 

* his influence and instruction, and we can 
see them drinking in with boyish avidity 

'. the wonderful stories he had to tell of 

God's call to him in Ur, of the destruction 

of Sodom -and Gomorrah, of their father's 

redemption, and of the " exceeding great 

and precious promises " given him, and 

reaching into the far-distant future.

them; But in the 
nt occurred which 
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revealed the attitude of each toward God 
and His promises. It was probably in their 
early manhood. Jacob had prepared for 
himself a simple dish of " red pottage. v 
As he was about to partake of it, suddenly 
his brother Esau stood before him. He had 
just come from one of his hunting excur- 
sions and was tired and hungry and he 
craved the food which he saw before him. 

"Feed, .me, I pray thee," he said, "with 
that same red pottage, for I am faint." 
(xxv., 30.) 

The natural Impulse of a generous mind, 
looking only to outward conditions, would 
have been to share at once with Esau the 
food he had prepared. But Jacob was evi- 
dently not looking simply at the outward 
condition of either his brother or of him- 
self. From the nature of his reply, and 
from the promptness with which it was 
made, it is evident that he was thinking 
more of the birthright of which he had 
heard so much than of the pottage he had 
so carefully prepared. His conception of 
the full nature of that birthright was un- 
doubtedly very imperfect, but he evidently 
believed it to be a thing greatly to be de- 
sired. So he had thought of it by day, and 
dreamed of it by night. And now there 
was an opportunity to obtain a sort of legal 
right to It - 
. " Sell me this day thy birthright," was 

therefore his quick reply. 

Thus he had no thought of his own need 
or of the enjoyment he had prepared for 
himself, but only of the birthright. To ob- 
tain it, he was willing to give up every- 
thing, willing even to go hitogry. 

But not so with Esau. Tne teaching of 
Abraham and of his father nad not made 
a very deep- impression upon him, and it is 
evident that he had no high idea of what 
was included in the covenant of which he 
had heard so much. And just then he was 
tired and hungry, and must have food 
which would satisfy his appetite. With the 
extravagant and imperative demands ofte 
very animal nature, he could see no other 
alternative. For present gratification, 
therefore, he was willing to forego all of 
the promises of the future. The Scriptures 
style him a " profane person, who for one 
morsel of meat sold his birthright" (He- 
brews, xil., 16.) for he said: " Behold, I 
am at the point to die, and what profit 
shall this birthright do to me?" And he 
sold his birthright unto Jacob, (xxv.. 32-33.) 

After this many years passed by, but 
how many we are not told. During these 
years Isaac began to feel the infirmities 
of age creeping upon him. " And it came 
to pass that when his eyes were dim, so 
that he could not see," (xxvli., 1,) and 
death seemed to be drawing nigh, he pro- 
posed, while still able, formally to bestow 
the Abrahamic blessing upon his first- 
born and favorite son, Esau. Probably he 
did not know that the birthright had been 
sold to Jacob. But he did know that Esau 
had openly united himself by a double mar- 
riage with those who .cast off God. This 
was " a grief of mind " to him, (xxvi., 34, 
35,) but he had no warrant to disinherit 
him because. of it. So he planned how he 
would bestow the Messing, and directed 
Esau to prepare to receive it But the plan 
was frustrated by the scheming and deceit 
of Rebecca. She probably knew that Jacob 
had bought the birthright, and she remem- 
bered the word of the Lord to her before 
her sons were born, " the elder shall serve 
the younger." (xxv., 23.) So Instead of 
trusting the Lord to accomplish His own 
designs in His own way she undertook to 
accomplish them for Him. Time and space, 
however, forbid that we should now enter 
Into the details of this plan, and the story 
is so familiar that it is not necessary, 
(xvii., 1-41.) 

REBECCA'S SCHEMING DISASTROUS. 

■ 

. The results of Rebecca's scheming, how- 
ever, were soon seen to be very disastrous. 
For Jacob no sooner secured the blessing 

than he realized that his deceit and lies 
had exposed him to great dangers.- His 
brother Esau was embittered against him 
and ready to kill him as soon as his fa- 
ther's restraining presence should be re- 
moved. It was evident that he must fly for 
his life. Even his mother, with all of her 
love and sagacity, could not devise any 
means of protecting him at home. But his 
flight must be In secret. A servant to keep 
him company, or an ass on which to ride, 
would be more quickly missed than he, 
and there would be danger of immediate 
pursuit If he took either with him. 

So watching his opportunity, with a part- 
ing blessing on his head, and nothing but a 
staff in his hand, (xxxii., 10.) he set off 
alone over an unknown road, to an un- 
known land, and to unknown people, sev- 
eral hundred If not more than a thousand 
miles away. After a few days he reached 
the town of Luz, (v. 19.) in the mountains 
near Jerusalem. It was when the " sun 
was set," (v. 11,) and the gates of the city 
were closed. It was too late to seek hos- 
pitality therein, and so he turned aside to 
sleep alone upon the mountain top. To one 
familiar with the region, and at peace with 

all about him and with himself, to sleep 
upon the mountain with a stone for a pil- 
low, and the sky for a covering, was no 
great hardship. It was often done by the 
hardly shepherds and hunters. 

But Jacob was not merely a stranger, 
wearied and alone. This was only his out- 
ward condition, as he appeared in the eyes 
of men. His inward condition was known 
only to himself and to God. His very lone- 
liness would very naturally lead him to 
think of the home he had so recently left, 
and of its attractions and comforts. With 
these thoughts there would also come, just 
as naturally, the memory of his last con- 
nection with that home, and its dark record 
of deceit, and sorrow,- and vengeance. He 
was ill at east iif mind, as well as fatigued 
in body. Conscience was. evidently at work, 
aifd he realized that what he knew con- 
cerning himself, God also knew. He stood 
before Him guilty and self-condemned, for 
he had distrusted Hfm. and deceived man. 
The memory of that hour never left him. 
More than twenty years afterward he re- 
ferred to it as V the day of my distress." 
(.xxxv., 3.) ' 

But beyond this anguish of mind be- 
cause of the prickings of conscience, there 
would, also, very naturally, be another 
train of thought connected with the Cove- 
nant of God. All of his troubles had come 
upon him because of his haste to secure 
this Abrahamic blessing. So it would now 
present itself to him in an entirely new 
light. . All that he had been taught con- 
cerning it would be remembered, and better 
understopd, for there was nothing now to 
turn his attention away from the details 
on which he had so often meditated. And 
as the teachings of his grandfather, Abra- 
ham, and of his father, Isaac, were now 
recalled, the covenant itself seemed vastly 
more to be desired than ever before. It 
had a greater fullness, and a grander reach. 

But now apparently he had lost it all by 
his own wicked folly. Oh, If he could only 
return to God' and again find Him, and 
be partaker of all that He had promised! 
With this great longing welling up in his 
heart, he prayed, and when he referred to 
it again, more than twenty years after- 
ward, he recorded with gratitude that God 
"answered" him. (xxxv., 3.) Thus it was 
not only a " day of distress," but it was 
also a day of penitence and prayer. He 
was now in the condition in which God 
could make known to him the riches of His 
grace. This has been the history of many 
a soul since the days of Jacob. 

STORIES FOR HIS FELLOWS. 

In this state of mind "he took of the 

stones of that place and put them for his 

pillows, and lay down In that place to 

sleep," (v. 11.) He was helpless, hopeless, 

and homeless. He had cried, to be sure, 

to God, but what reason had he to expect 

to be heard? Was he worthy? Was he 
not justly suffering the legitimate results 
of his own misconduct? If he should ever 
reach Laban, it would only be a deliver- 
ance for a time from Esau. It would not 
restore him to his home or bring back to 
him the blessing which he craved so much. 
So with troubled thoughts he fell asleep. 

Then, as was common in patriarchal 
times, God spoke to him in a. dream. In this 
dream four wonders presented themselves 
to him, and each in tUrn filled him with 
more and more rapture. For as he looked, 

" Behold! A ladder." 

It was " set up on the earth, and the top 
of it reached to heaven." It was beauti- 
fully complete. It fell short at neither end. 
It was a way by which even he— vile and 
guilty as he was and self -condemned— might 
possibly reach God. Then another wonder 
arrested his attention. 

" Behold! The angels of God." 

And these angels were " ascending and 
descending," going up from him and com- 
ing down to nim on the ladder. Then it 
was a real, traveled way of intercourse 
between earth and heaven, and he was 
surrounded by " ministering spirits sent 
forth to minister for them who shall be 
heirs of salvation." (Hebrews, i. 14.) Evi- 
dently there was help provided for him. 
- But this was not all. The wonders of the 
revelation constantly increased. Not only 
was there a way provided from earth to 
heaven, not only was it a real and perfect 
way, but it was, in truth, the way of the 
Lord. For as he looked. 

" Behold! The Lord stood above it." 

Then He was not far off, and He could 
be reached. He even spoke to him con- 
cerning the blessings He had promised to 
Abraham and Isaac. So hope began to fill 
his breast, for the crowning wonder of all 
was then revealed to him. 

" Behold! I am with thee, and will keep thee." 

So the blessings which he thought he 
had forever lost were given to him per- 
sonally by the Lord Himself. Thus this 
revelation of God's grace gave to the help- 
less, hopeless, and homeless sinner divine 
"help, a hope which " maketh not ashamed," 
and a home of rest in the bosom of his 
Father. 

The Gospel interpretation of this dream 
is given by our Lord Himself. " Here- 
after," said He to Nathaniel, " ye shall see 
heaven open, and the angels of God as- 
cending and descending upon the Son of 
Man." (John. i.. 51.) This way into heav< 



therefore, is by Jesus Christ. He satisfies 
the needs of earth and the claims of hea- 
ven. He is the "ladder" which reaches 
both man and God. 

When Jacob awoke from his sleep, with 
the impressions of his dream 'upon him, he 
realized that God had actually spoken to 
him, " and he said, Surely the Lord is in 
this place, and I knew it not'N As Peter, 
when the marvelous draft of fishes revealed 
to him the divine power of Jesus, cried out: 
" Depart from me, for I am a sinful man, 

O Lord," (Luke, v., 8,) so the conscious 
guilt of Jacob led him to say at once, " How 
dreadful Is this place," for " he was 
afraid," (Verse 17.) But the message of 
grace which he had received also filled him 
with peace, and he was able to add with 
gratitude: "This is none other but the 
house of God, and this is the gate of hea- 
ven." • • • 

JACOB A CHANGED MAN. 

^ . 

He was now a changed man, entering 

upon a new life. He was Bunyan's Pilgrim 

at the wicket gate when the burden rolled 

from- his back. Of the stones which were 

his pillows he at once built an altar, and 

there he worshipped God. "And he called 

the name of that place Bethel "—the house 
of the Lord. 

But more than this. He now consecrated 
himself and all that he possessed or mir 
in the future possess to the Lord. He did 
it under the form of a solemn oath, for he 
" vowed a vow, saying, If God will be with 
me and will keep me In this way that I go, 
and will give me bread to eat and "raiment 
to put on, so that I come again to my 
father's house in peace, then shall the Lord 
be my God, and this stone, whieh I have set 
for a pillar, shall be God's- house, and of 
all that Thou shalt give me, I will surely 
give the tenth unto Thee." (Verses 20 and 
22.) 

Surely this w*s no spirit of selfish bar- 
gaining, as many have interpreted ' it, but 
the humble response of true penitence and 
faith, to the grace of God. . God had said, 
"I will be with thee"; and faith replied— 
then I will be the Lord's. It is the prodi- 
gal's resolve when he realized that in his 
father's house there was bread enough and 
to spare. Then he said—" I will arise and 
go to my father." 

Such a change and consecration carries 
with it every thine. After the example of 
Abraham, and in accordance with the later 
provisions of the law, Jacob specifically 
set aside one- tenth of all that* he should 
possess, for the service, of the Lord. But 
under the Christian dispensation there is no 
limit fixed by which to measure the sin- 
ner's acceptance of Divine grace. It may be 
wise in some cases to resolutely set apart a 
tenth or more as the 1 Lord's, lest He receive 
none. But the true child cannot set metes 
and bounds to his affection. He lays every- 
thing and no " one- tenth "at the foot of 
the Cross. For he can sing with his whole 
heart -. - 

Wheu I survey the wondrous Cross 
On which the Prince of Glory died, 

My richest gain I count but loss, 
And pour contempt oh all my pride. 

Were the whole realm of nature mine, 
That were a tribute far too small; 

Love so amazing, so Divine, 
Demands my soul, my life, my all.

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MONUMENT FOR GEO. KOERNER. 



Hoboken Man's Savings Will Be Used to 
Commemorate His Heroism. 

An annex of Bernitt's Hall, Hoboken, 
which collapsed on Thursday, killing George 
Koerner and seriously injuring Mrs. Ber- 
nitt. was yesterday condemned by Building 
Inspector Steiglelter and ordered torn down. 
County Physician Charles B. Converse has 
ordered an inquest in order that responsibil- 
ity for the accident may be fixed, if possible. 

Koerner, who sacrificed his life to warn 
Mrs. Bernitt of her danger, will be buried 
by . the lodges which had their meeting 
rooms on the second floor. His life was in- 
sured, and he had several hundred dollars 

on deposit In the People's Trust Company's 
Savings Bank, on the Heights. As he has 
no relatives, an administrator will be ap- 
pointed, and the money will be used |to erect 
a monument. 

Mrs. Bernitt, who Is still In St Mary's 
Hospital,' said yesterday that she knew the 
building had been badly shaken by Satur- 
day's tornado, but she did not Suppose it 
was unsafe. She was greatly shocked when 
told of Koerner's death, and fully confirmed 
the report that he had given his life to save 
hers. 



Jersey City School Reported Unsafe. 

Public School No. 2, in Erie Street, jersey 
City, was yesterday reported unsafe. The 
building was erected in 1852, and has been, 
extended tjy the erection of wings. It has 
been reported unsafe three times In the last 
twenty years. The city authorities each 

time decided that the reports were un- 
founded. It was discovered on Thursday 
that the building had been damaged by the 
tornado last Saturday, and the Board of- 
Education yesterday appointed Building In- 
' spector Kelly, Supervising Architect John 
Rowland, and William H. Robertson a 
commission to examine the building.

LIGHT ON THE POLICE. 

Patrolman O'Neill Is In the way of 
rendering valuable service to his fellow- 
citizens and to the force, in which his 
record is that of an efficient officer, as 
it was in the cavalry service of the 

United States previously. He began by 
resenting in an emphatic manner the 
treatment accorded him by Devery, as 

■ 

he was justified in doing. This action 

might have resulted in nothing more 

than the , execut ion of Devery's angry 
threat to have the offending policeman 

" broke " had O'Neill been of more plia- 

ble disposition and had not Commis- 

■ 

sioner Murphy taken part in the matter. 
The Commissioner ordered the retransfer 
«of the -patrolman, in pursuance of his 
. policy to keep the men as near their 
"-Jiomes ss practicable. This order Devery 
had-the ill-advised temerity to counter- 
mand, and was promptly called to ac- 
count for it by the Commissioner, who 
rescinded Devery's order an$ enforced 

• _ ■ 

his own. Meanwhile, the patrolman has 
been in communication with the District 
Attorney's office, where his statement 
that he had been approached by a mem- 
ber of the force with a demand for money 
a3 the price for exemption from trans- 
fer from the mounted force will be at- 
tended to. 

The situation at the present is, in sub- 
stance, as follows: Devery's brutal 
treatment of his subordinates has been 
openly resented by one of them, who has 
in public declared that money was de- 
manded for favors or for protection 
against persecution in the force. In his 
determination to punish such independ- 
ence Devery has come into conflict with 

- 

the Commissioner, and has, in the phrase 
of the force, been "called down." And 
the District Attorney has entered on an 
examination of the facts alluded to by 
the policeman. It certainly indicates a 
bad state of things in the department 
when insubordination such as the pa- 
trolman was clearly technically guilty of 
can be indulged in and.can*be in appear- 
ance so plainly justified. The conduct 
of the Chief Deputy which occasioned, 
the conduct of the policeman is more 
significant and of more importance than 
that of the policeman himself. The fact 
that the policeman is openly protected 
and Indorsed by the head of the depart- 
ment shows to what lengths things have 
gone. 

It is not easy tor predict the outcome. 

It. cannot readily be believed that Com- 
missioner Murphy is ignorant of the 
general condition of the force and the 
evils that prevail in it. At the same 
time, he is not of the type of Devery, 
and he plainly feels himself strong 
• enough to exert his official authority in 

[directions where Devery has acted as if 

he felt himself supreme. His public dis- 
cipline of Devery— for that is what it 
amounts to— cannot fail to arouse in the 
force a spirit that bodes ill for the Dep- 
uty and may lead to important disclos- 
ures, now that it is shown; that he is not 
all-powerful. We have always held that 
the great body «of the men on the force 
are decent and honorable in purpose. 
The time may be coming when the ras- 

* 

cality from which they have suffered in 

reputation and in many other ways will 
be exposed.

Yo How, Consul General for the empire 
in the United States. 

In the current number of The North 
American Review this amiable and high-

The nomination of George B. Adams 
to the vacancy ' created in the United 
States District Court by the retirement 
. of Judge. Brown is one that is satisfac- 
tory to the admiralty bar and entirely 
creditable to the President.

room sixty are employed to do the work 
six would do in America. Nor is the fact 
that the American works with machin- 
ery sufficient to explain the difference. 
There is machinery in the cotton mills 
and engine room. The Chinamen cannot 
use it to advantage. 

In short, Chinese labor is not cheap. 
It is paid poor wages, but it is not worth 

more. Measured by the cost of output it 
is dear, too dear to be used__except in the 

i 

rudest and simplest work, except for 
"menial" service to which the Chi- 
nese are adapted, but in which they do 
not compete with the skilled members 
of the unions. But Mr. Yo How does 
not rest on this statement. He goes 
deeper. He holds that if Chinese labor 

were really cheap this country could not 
have too much of it. *The cheaper the 
labor the greater the product and the 
lower the price and the larger the share 
of each person, including the members 
of the trades unions. The true wages 
of all workers, what they get for their 
money, would advance. As for the rela-

tive rates of wages, he is sure that the 
Chinamen would get all that they could 
force their employers to pay, much as 
other workers do. 

On the question of admitting the Chi- 
nese to citizenship and the suffrage, the 
writer, the Consul General, contents him- 
self with saying: " Our people would 
make as good citizens of the United 
States as any other foreign-born peoples. 
The average business man among us 
would vote as intelligently as the aver-

•When the Rev. Charles M. Sheldon 
of Topeka tackles a practical problem he 
never fails, so far as known, to make mani- 
fest his own unpracticality. His most 
striking proof of this was given when hie 
tried to run a newspaper, and he has just 
presented another in a letter which he has 
written to the Servant Girls* Union of 
Colorado Springs. In it he argues away 
known facts as follows: "There is nothing 
in any kind of honest labor in a home that 
is any less honorable than the labor de- 
manded of the doctor, the lawyer, the min- 
ister, or the editor. If the service rendered 
a family in preparing its meals and keeping 
its habitation clean is a service that is an 
absolute necessity to the family's health 
and happiness (as it undoubtedly is) then 
I see no reason whatever for putting those 
who perform such service on a different 
social plane from those who keep accounts 
for the merchant or sell goods over a coun- 
ter. The ostracism of house servants has 
no reason, for the labor performed by the 
servant in the house is fully as honorable 
as that performed by the clerk in the 
oifice." Here, as usual, Mr. Sheldon con- 
founds what is with what he thinks ought 
to be,- and ignores facts with which he is 
quite as familiar as anybody else. Nobody 
ever denied the premises from which he 
craws his conclusion, and yet the social 
status of the domestic servant everywhere 
has always been a lower one than that of 
the other classes he mentions. To say that 
there Is no reason for this is to be absurd. 
The reason may or may not be bad, but of 
its reality there is no doubt whatever.

WRITES TO MR. HACKETT 

Howlson Sure He Can Serve Impar- 
tially Upon the Court — Admiral 

Schley's Counsel Not 

Satisfied. 





WASHINGTON, Aug. 30.-Acting Secre- 
ijary of the Navy Hackett to-day made pub- 
lic the personal correspondence between 

ear Admiral Howlson and himself in re- 
tlon to the fltMess of the Admiral to 
rve upon the cwrt of Inquiry, Admiral 
Howlson having consented that his per- 
nal letter, shall be given to the public, 
copy of Rear Admiral Howlson's letter 
s been sent to Rear Admiral Schley, 
^as sent to Rear Admiral Schley, who dis- 
cussed it with his counsel. Later the fol- 
lowing announcement was made: 

•• Admiral Schley's counsel Is entirely dis- 
satisfied with the position of Admiral How- 
lson as disclosed in his letter to Acting Sec- 
retary Hackett, made public to-day." 

The lawyers hold that It is not a com- 
prehensive denial of the statements attrib- 
uted to" Admiral Howlson, nor, they say, 
does it disclose sufficiently the Admiral's 
freedom from .bias. . It is probable they will 
set forth these objections in a letter to the 
Acting Secretary of the Navy. 
The correspondence is as follows: 
J "(Personal.)

Aug. 24, 1901. 
J •• Dear Sir: I have just returned to my 
home after a short visit to Saratoga and 
Lake George. Owing to my detail as a 
member of the court of inquiry, ordered to 
meet on Sept. 12 next, I find that many 
newspapers are giving me credit for having 
served my country In the United States 
Navy for nearly half a century with honor. 
I "I see also that I am thought to be ob- 
jectionable as a member of this court of 
Inquiry, it being stated that I publicly ex- 

?ressed opinions on the conduct of the bat- 
le of Santiago, while serving as Com- 
mandant at the Boston Navy Yard, shortly 
after the result of that engagement was 
known. I believe the service knows, as I 
do, that I do not attempt to make public 
speeches, write for magazines, or papers, or 
make public utterances on navy or other 
subjects. 

" It has been Impossible for me to avoid 
the visits and questions of representatives 
of newspapers while serving at important 
stations, and at times when the navy has 
been so busily employed. At Mare Island 
during my Jong service there, particularly 
during the great railroad strike, the pa- 
pers contained many statements, said to 
have been obtained in my office; most, if 
not all. of these reports were harmless, 
readable articles on the operations of the 
several naval detachments serving for the 
preservation of law and order. 

" During my two years' service at the 
Boston station, there was seldom a day 
passed without my receiving visits from 
the representatives of the several Boston 

paners, and during the Spanish-American 
war the navy yard there was seldom with- 
out newspaper reporters. I found them to 
be polite and gentlemanly at all times, and 
whatever information or news I could rea- 
sonably impart. I gave them. 

" I have often interpreted to a number of 
them the laws' and regulations for the navy 
by attempting to answer their numerous 
questions relating to the duties and respon- 
sibilities of the several grades of officers 
throughout the fleet of vessels, from the 
commander in chief to the lowest rate 

among the crew. 

"When the news of our navy's success 
at Manila and again at Santiago reached 
Boston the people there were not behind 
the rest of the United States in giving 
honor and praise to the navy, and to the 
commanders in chief of the fleets. The 
enthusiasm of the population in praise and 
honor for the officers and men engaged at 
Santiago lasted for some time, until later, 
when the troubles commenced as to where 
the credit and honors should go for the 
success of this engagement. 
. "It is no news to the navy to say that 
where all do their duties, the first honors 
for success go to the officer in chief com- 
manding. Censure for failure also belongs 
to him. This newspaper cutting in ques- 
tion contains a statement in which it is 
said that I made a comparison between 

Schley and Sampson, unfavorable to' 
Schley. . \ 

" The word • respected * as used by the 
reporter, is seldom or ever employed by 
navy men in comparing the qualities pos^ 
sessed by officers, and I am sure I could 
never have said this as he reports, nor 
said that Schley had the reputation of be- 
ing nervous and hot-headed in the Naval 
Academy. • . * 

" One may say an officer stands higher 
in his class, if true; another may stand 
higher in scientific attainments, while an- 
other be distinguished for eminent diplo- 
matic and social qualities, while all under 
discussion are of good standing and pro- 
ficient in their necessary professional call- 
ing. 

" I have no recollection of the gentleman 
representing The Boston Record, and i do 
not approve of his public statement as 
mine. I cannot say that I have not dis-

BAROMETER REPORT WITHHELD 

Forecast Official Says that Steamship 

Delay, Due to Unauthorized Report, 

Accounts for the Order.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 30.— Inquiry was 
made to-day at the Weather Bureau to as- 
certain the reason for the order, to all sta- 

■ • 

tions of the bureau, to withhold from the 
daily statements issued to the press and 
other clients, the barometric readings for 
the day. Chief Willis Moore is absent in 
the West, attending a convention of weath- 
er observers, and D. J. Carroll, who is in 
charge in his absence, referred the in- 
quirer to Harry C. Frankenfield, forecast 

official. ■" ■ 

" The order was made by Chief Moore," 
said Mr, Frankenfield, "before he left for 
the West. I was away and did not learn 
until my return of the reasons for which 
the order of Aug. 25 was issued. It seems 
that somebody who undertook to make de- 
ductions from the barometric readings, cir- 
culated the report that a great storm was 
gathering to the southward, and that it 
would rage up the coast. I believe it was 
just about the time of the storm that re- 
cently swept over Mobile arid New Or- 
leans. One result of the unauthorized re- 
Sort, for the Weather Bureau made no such 
eductions, was to keep the United States 
steamer Machias at Norfolk two or three 
days to avoid a storm which did not come 
anywhere near that point. 

" The object in withholding the baromet- 
ric readings is to prevent the repetition of 
unauthorized deductions based on those 
readings. I cannot say when it will be re- 
voked 

" Is it not possible," was asked, " for in- 
genious newspapers to forecast approach- 
ing storms from the temperature arid wind 
.readings of the bureau, if they are deter- 
mined to make their own* deductions 'i 

" Possibly," replied Mr. Frankenfield 
"but they cannot do so well as they could 
if provided with the other indications that 
are desirable in making forecasts." 

Mr. Frankenfield did not mention the of- 
fending person or newspaper that has 
caused the withholding of the barometric 
readings, which he explained were desired 
also by some persons to govern them in 
their business undertakings, if they are by 
sea. But most of the people, he added, 
were satisfied with the temperature and 
wind readings. The suggestion was that 
the offense came from Norfolk, but no in- 
quiry appears to have been made to fix 
the responsibility. \_ .

NEWPORT, Aug. 30.— Mr. an.d\Mrs. Ed- 
ward J. Berwind' s ball, long expected and 
elaborately prepared as a " house warm- 
ing • ' for their new villa on Bellevue Ave- 
nue, took place to-night. Previous enter- 
tainments of this season may have rivaled 
it in details, but none has been more 
artistic, none so largely attended, and none 
^o conspicuous *tor lavish expenditure of 
Inoney. . 

Few houses In Newport equal the Ber- 
frind villa in construction, exterior and in- 
terior decorations, tapestry and furnishings, 
&r extent} and beauty of surrounding 
grounds. It is admirably adapted for a 
large entertainment, but "its ample rooms 
►nd broad terraces and verandas were not 
ppacious enough to accommodate all the 
Quests at last night's affair, and tents had 
to be erected on the lawn. The guests 
humbered over 300, many of them coming 

from dinners given earlier in the evening 
t other cottages. * 

The floral decorations were the most ex- 
tensive of this season, certain large estab- 
lishments in both New York and Newport 
paving been taxed to the utmost for sev- 
eral days past. As the guests entered the 
Wide gate from Bellevue Avenue; lamps, 
fairy lights, and electric lights pointed out 
{or them the way to the broad steps lead- 
ing to the massive grilled doors. Passing 
through these doors, they entered the hall 

and caught a first glimpse of the beautiful 
floral decorations. 

The hall was converted into a rose gar- 
flen. Trees and vines of roses lined the 
marble walls all the way up to the second 
floor, where the dressing rooms were lo- 
cated. Several dozen, of the rose trees were 
placed about in golden vases, the color of 
the blossoms harmonizing with, the 
orgeous mural tapestries. Passing up the 
ed-carpeted stairway the guests could 
ook into the ballroom, situated directly 
pposite the main entrance. 
This room is so handsome in its perma- 
hent decorations that comparatively few 
flowers were used. There were hundreds of 
American Beauty roses, so arranged as to 
form beds at the bases of the mirrors, 
from which rose vines apparently grew up 
along frames of the mirrors almost to the 

Ceiling:. 

Throughout the drawing room, reception 
room, conservatory, and other rooms on the 
jtwo floors, as well as in the main hallway, 
tall vases were filled with American Beau- 
ties, orchids, lotus flowers, and other rare 
blossoms. The south terrace was made to 

represent an orange grove, the golden fruit 
Ightlng up the place and the fragrant odor 
bermeatirrg the rooms, adjoining. It was on 
the terraces and lawn that the decorations 
were most novel. On the terrace were fine 
Specimens of palms, large groups of orchids, 
clusters of crotons, caladiums, and fancy 
foliage plants, while in the distance on 
either side, picked out by colored lights, 
were masses of blue, pink, and white hy- 
drangeas, and at one point was a huge bed 
of sun flowers with enormous heads. 

Par down dn the lawn was a large maple 
tree, with vines of red flowers running all 
through its branches, brought out clearly 
by the use of lime lights thrown from dif- 
lerent angles. At about the centre of the 
lawn was a skeleton tent formation, con- 
sisting of red lights, inclosing an enormous 
specimen palm, about which were masses 
of white flowers, making the palm stand 
up in bold relief. The lily pond was brill- 
iant with all colors of lights in countless 
tiny fairy lamps that floated on the sur- 
face. A fountain played in the centre, its 
mpray* constantly changing color in the 
glots of the lamps. 

Another pond of lilies *was spanned by a 
bridge brilliant with colored lights. Be- 
srond the ponds, in which floated water 
lilies and the stately Egyptian lotus, was 
the Italian colonnade, hung with hop vines 
In their prime condition, full of russet col- 
ored fairy cups, each carrying a soft light. 

For the supper the Northern terrace was 
Inclosed with a framework decorated with 
pink and white cloth in graceful folds and 
festoons, on which were strung great 
strands of red and white roses, garlanded 
Irregularly from the ceiling and trailing in 
long sweeps on either side and about the 
doorways leading - toward the ballroom.

Of the new sails 
and handsome ones that have graced her 
tall spars those worn in yesterday's spin 
seemed to fit her best. The surprise of the 
day in that line, however, was an enormous 
spinnaker of Irish linen, which the critics 
said was the largest ever seen in these 
waters. ■ *. 

This fifth trial of the green yacht from 
Dumbarton lasted four hours, in which 
time she traveled about thirty miles. She 
showed good speed in a light breeze during 
three hours, and in a fresh breeze that 

came in the last hour of the spin. 

A large party of guests of Sir .Thomas 
Lipton went out to see yesterday's trial. 
They were on board the steam yacht Erin, 
and included Edward P. Benjamin, Mrs. 
Henry Siegel, Mrs. Hart, and Miss Hart 

Slipping her mooring at 11 o'clock the 
Shamrock, under mainsail, clubtopsail, 
staysail, jib, anch baby jibtopsail, filled 
away on the starboard tack. Rounding the 
point of the hook Capt. Sycamore hauled 
her close to the wind, which was from the 
southeast, and she fetched to the entrance 
of Gedney's Channel in one tack. There 
was a strong ebb tide running, and when 
at 11 :23 she made two tacks of one minute 
each she was able to fetch out by the out- 
or buoy of Gedney's Channel, and so on out 
to sea on the starboard tack. . 

In the light air prevailing, the challenger 
slipped through the water surprisingly fast, 
making hardly a ripple as she traveled. Go- 
ing about at 12:02, and again at 12:23, she 
was able to pass so close to the Sandy 
Hook Lightship that one of the crew tossed 
a bundle of daily papers on the old yellow 
ship's deck. 

NEW SAILS TRIED ON. 

For twejity-flve minutes the Shamrock 

was kept going out to sea on the starboard 

tack. It was then luncheon time on board 

the Erin, and Sir Thomas had the yacht 

"hove to" while the Erin's launch came 

alongside and took him off with Designer 

Watson and Commodore Hilliard. These 

three went around the yacht to get a good 
view of her sails and hull while she was 
under way. Then they, went over to the 

Erin, to join the guests on board that 
yacht 

Capt. Sycamore kept the Shamrock going 
until she was about six miles east of the 
lightship. Then, at 1:15, he swung her 
around to the port tack, and, easing sheets, 
started for home with the main boom broad 
off to starboard. A minute later, the spin- 
naker boom was lowered to port and guyed 
into position. It is a splendid hollow 
spruce spar, of American make, apparent- 
ly about 80 feet in length. 

There was a long wait before the sail was 
set. Nothing could be seen of it on deck. 
Finally, at 1:33, it began to come up out 
of the fore hatch. The halyards had been 
bent on to the head while it was below, and 
in just one minute the sail was hoisted and 
sheeted out in its place. 

This was simply another proof of the ex- 
cellent system on board tne yacht—some- 
thing that will count when it comes to 
earnest work in racing for the cup. The 
sail itself was as fine a piece of Irish linen 
as one would wish to see, its head going 
clear to the topmast truck, and the foot in. 
a graceful curve sweeping the water.

Taking in the} baby jibtopsail 
and sheeting a larger one down just as the 
breeze reached the yacht ^he seemed to 
fairly jump away. From eight knots' she 
increased her speed to ten, and then to 
twelve, passing the press tug as if that 
craft were anchored. 

Dashing up Gedney's Channel at steam- 
boat speed she passed the Erin off the bell 
buoy, at the point of the Hook, while all 

hands "tailed on " to the main sheet and 
trimmed it 'down. 

• It was a magnificent burst of speed, and 
one that would do credit to any ninety- 
footer. There is little doubt, if the Colum- 
bia or Constitution had been alongside of 
the Shamrock during this last half hour of 
the spin, that it would have been a sight 
worth traveling many miles to see. 

At 3:02 Capt. Sycamore luffed the yacht 
into the wind, while the crew toofc in the 
head sails and the clubtopsail, and at 
3:30 she picked up her mooring in Sandy 
Hook Bay, and everything was made snug 
for the day. 

After the spin Sir Thomas Lipton said: 
" It was a very good light-weather trial, 
but more of a sail-stretching spin to get ' 
the boat in good condition for Mr. Jame- 
son, who will arrive to-night, we hope. He 
will have absolute charge of the yacht 
when he comes, and I want to say that he 
is worth five minutes to any yacht- he sails 
on. We regard him as the best amateur 
yachtsman, in England. The Shamrock 
will go out at 10 o'clock to-morrow with 
Jameson on board. I shall start for New- 

?ort with a party on Sunday morning, and 
hope .to see a good race between the two 
American yachts on Monday."

Baltimore Packers Protest Asralnst 
Shipping Undersized Bivalves.

BALTIMORE, Aug. 30:— Oyster packers of 
Baltimore will petition . the State authori- 
ties to rigidly enforce the "cull." law and 
prevent the taking of undersized oysters. 
George Moore, a leading packer, says: 
. " There are packers in this city who bring 
oysters here from Southern waters, pack 

and label them Chesapeake Bay or Balti- 
more. These oysters are inferior in quality, 
being scarcely more than a quantity of 
mussels, and when these goods are scat- 
tered broadcast through the North and 
West the reputation of the Baltimore oys- 
ter is damaged.* * ■ 

The abuse of the oyster label is similar to 
the frauds relative to California fruits, and 
the courts have been filled with these cases 
for some time. Before the fraud clause 
was a part of the Maryland law, unscrupu- 
lous packers would put a single oyster in a 
can, fill the receptacle with water, and 
sell it. 



INTEREST NOT DUE IS TAXABLE.

Decision of Attorney General 

State Corporation Tax. 

ALBANY, N. Y., Aug. 30.— Attorney Gen- 
eral Davis to-day rendered an opinion to 
the State Controller concerning the ad- 

. 

ministration of the new tax laws taxing 
savings banks and trust companies. He 
holds that accrued interest not actually 
due is taxable as undivided earnings. The 
effect of the opinion Is that about $70,000 

additional will be added to the State finan- 
ces for the current fiscal year. The At- 
torney General says: 

"The word 'earnings,* it seems to me, 

cannot have been intended by the Legisla- 

ture to be used in such a limited sense as 

to include only interest actually due. The 

interest upon a mortgage constitutes the 

earnings of the principal invested, and 
whether payment of such interest is act- 
ually due or not does not affect the ques- 
tion as to whether such interest has been 
earned. 

"In my opinion the question as to 
whether such interest is due merely goes 
to the question of. remedy or the right 
to secure or obtain the same. It is earned 
from time to time, as the principal is 
used and as It accrues, and therefore 
should be considered as a part of the undi- 
vided earnings. 

" A different, construction would offer an 
easy escape from the effect of the pro- 
visions in question. Savings banks and 
trust companies would only be obliged to 
take their securities in such form as to 
have the interest become due subsequent 
to June 30 and then to disburse through 
dividends or otherwise such earnings due 
and paid to them subsequent to the date 
mentioned and prior to June 30 of the 
ensuing year,. and thereby escape payment 
of the tax upon earnings of this charac- 
ter."

Says He Does Not See Why He Should 

Be Blamed In Silk Frauds. 

Assistant Appraiser Warner Sherwood is- 
sued a statement yesterday in regard to 
the silk frauds in the Custom House, in 
which, he says that he does not know why 
the Japanese silk goods were transferred 
from his division to that of another, but he 
says the Appraiser told him some time ago 
that he suspected one of his subordinates 
of dishonesty, and proposed to Mr. Sher- 
wood that they work together to trap the 
man. He says, too, that some time ago a 

firm was detected passing handkerchiefs 
through the Fourth Division fraudulently. 
The goods were seized and forfeited, and 
the fraud in that case was as great as in 
the ones now being investigated. Mr. Sher- 
wood says that examiners often have been 
detected in dishonest practices and re- 
moved without their superior officers being 

censured, and he cannot see why he himself 
has been singled out for punishment. He 
says that Marshall Field & Co. of Chicago, 
who. it was asserted, discovered the frauds 
in Japanese silks at this port, gave him 
no information on the matter, but sent 
sampies to be analyzed. . 

Their goods, Mr. Sherwood says, were 
found to contain more than 45 per cent, in 
weight of silk, and would be classified here 
at $3 a pound, and an. investigation by 
Special Agent Cummings found that only 
about 4 per cent, of the Japanese corded 
silks Imported at New York were similar to 
the samples, the great bulk of corded silk 
being dutiable at $1.30 a pound, yet these 
goods command as high a price in this mar- 
ket as those subject to the higher rate -of 
duty.

Brig. Gen. William Ludlow, United States 
Army, died at the home of his son-in-law, 
C. A. Griscom, Jr., Convent, N. J., yester- 
day, of consumption. Gen. Ludlow was fif- 
ty-eight years of age and had been ill with 
the disease which killed him only a few 
months, the discovery of its existence hav- 
ing been made £t Manila last Spring, on 
Gen. Ludlow's arrival there, to begin act- 
ive service in the Archipelago. He returned 
home immediately, arriving in May at San 
Francisco, where he was. met by his family. 

He started lmi oediately for Convent, N. 
J., where he wai placed on waiting orders 
in the hope that the climate and the medi- 
cal attention would result in the disease 
being checked in its early stages. 

Gen. Ludlow was born at Islip, L. I., In 

1843. He entered West Point just before 

the outbreak of the civil war, in 1860, at 

the age of seventeen years. On June .13, 
1864, he was graduated from the Academy, 
commissioned a First Lieutenant, made a 
Chief Engineer, and assigned to duty with 
the Twentieth Corps, under Gen. Hooker, 
which was then engaged in the campaign 
around Atlanta. The day after he joined 
the corps the battle of Peach Tree Creek 
occurred, and for meritorious behavior in 
that engagement Lieut. Ludlow was brev- 
etted a Captain, which was likewise a rec- 
ognition of his gallant conduct in the de- 
fense of Allatoona Pass. 

Lieut. Ludlow took part in most of the 
engagements around Atlanta, was at the 
defense of Allatoona Pass and of Rome, 
Ga., aud was commended for valiant serv- 
ices at the battle of Allatoona Heights. He 
was with Gen. Sherman on his march to 
the sea, and was breveted Major and then 
a Lieutenant Colonel for gallantry at 
Goldsborough and Raleigh. 

After the war, in 1867, Lieut. Ludlow re- 
ceived his commission as a Captain In the 
Engineer Corps of the regular army. In 
1872 he was appointed Chief Engineer of 
the Department of Dakota, a position he re- 
tained until 1S76, when he was relieved and 
assigned to duty in connection with the 
river and harbor improvement work in 
Pennsylvania, Delaware, and New Jersey. 
He was engaged in the performance of 
those duties until 1882, on the 30th of June 
of which year he was promoted to a Major 
of Engineers and made Engineer Secretary 
of the Lighthouse Board. He served in 
that capacity for ten months, when by per- 
mission of Congress his services were loaned 
to the City of Philadelphia, where, as Chief 
Engineer of the Philadelphia Water Works, 
he • practically revolutionized the system in 
that city. 

In 1886 he became Engineer Commissioner 
of the District of Columbia, which position 
he held for two years. From March 1 to 
Dec. 14, 1888, Major Ludlow was in charge 
of the surveys and river and harbor im- 
provements on the great lakes. In 1893 
President Cleveland appointed him Mili- 
tary Attach^ of the American Embassy to 
the Court of St. James in London. 

REPORT ON THE NICARAGUA CANAL. 

In London, at intervals in the perform- 
ance or his duties, he filled various tech- 
nical appointments, one of which, and the 
most important, was to inspect and report 

on the feasibility of the Nicaragua Canal. 
schemes, whloh report was submitted in 
November, 1895, and added considerably to 
his already enviable reputation as an en- 
gineer. His last duty prior to the outbreak 
of the war with Spain was in this city, 
where he had charge of the river and har- 
bor improvements and fortifications in the 

harbor. 

When war with Spain was declared Ma- 
jor Ludlow was one of six Engineer offi- 
cers who were made Brigadier Generals of 
Volunteers. He was assigned to the com- 
mand of a brigade in Gen. Shafter's army 
of invasion, his command being a part of 
Lawton' s division. In the attack on San- 
tiago LudloW's brigade, which Was the 
first under Lawton, played a prominent 
part in the operations. After the battle o£ 
El Caney Gen. Lawton in his report of the 
engagement called attention to the splen- 
did work of Ludlow's command. 

After the war was ended he was made 
Military Commander of the City of Havana 
under Gen. Brooke. Gen. Ludlow was then 
a Lieutenant Colonel in the regular estabr 
lishment and was made a Brigadier General 
in the regular army. On being re- 
lieved of duty In Cuba Gen. Ludlow was 
placed on detached duty and was selected 
owing to his familiarity with foreign arm- 
ies to formulate plans for the establish- 
ment of an Army War College. In con- 
nection with this work he visited and stud- 
ied the leading military institutions in 
France, Germany, and England. His report 
formed on the results of that inspection 
are now on file in the War Department, 
and will be ufel as a basis for the. estab- 
lishment of^neproposed institution. 

At the conclusion of his duties in connec- 
tion with the War College Gen. Ludlow 
was ordered to the Philippines to succeed 
Gen. R. P. Hughes, in command of the 
southern islands. This was his last offi- 
cial appointment. •«'*•• 

In personal appearance Gen. Ludlow was 
a magnificent looking man, and was con- 
sidered by many of his brother officers to 
be the handsomest man In the army. 
Many Interesting anecdotes are accredited 
to him, one of which is to the effect that 
when stationed at Detroit in charge of the 
river and harbor work, a contractor who 
wished to get a Government job ap- 
proached him, asked for the work, and 
then quietly laid on the table beside him a 
fifty-dollar bill. 

Gen. Ludlow looked at the money for a 
moment, then drew out of his pocket two 
cigars, and offered one to the contractor. 
Then quietly picking up the bill he set it 
on fire from the flame in the grate, light- 
ed his cigar, and then handed the remnant 
of the bill to the contractor to do likewise. 
The contractor did not get the job. 

Gen.. Ludlow was married in 1866 to Gen- 
evieve Aim Ira Sprigg of St. Louis, a cous- 
in of Mrs. Winfield S. Hancock, They have 
one daughter, who is the wife of Clement 
Acton Griscom, Jr., of this city.

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PHILADELPHIA, Aug. 30— John D. 

Lankenau, well-known philanthropist and 

member of the Drexel family, who was 

stricken with paralysis last Wednesday, 

died this afternoon at his residence in this 

city. He was eighty-four years of age. 

Early in the Summer he sustained his first 

stroke of paralysis in his Summer home at 
Cape May, N. J., but he recovered suffi- 
ciently to return to this city at the end of 

July. 

Mr. Lankenau was born in Bremen, Ger- 
many. He completed his education In the 
Bremen Business College and came to this 
city at the age of nineteen years to accept 
a position with a firm of dry goods import- 
ers, by whom he had been employed in his 
native town. He afterward became a mem- 
ber of the firm, from which he retired in 
1865 with a large fortune. In 1848 he mar- 
ried Miss Mary Joanna Drexel, a daughter 
of Francis M. Drexel. 

Having been named as one of his father- 
in-law's executors, the management of the 
Drexel estate fell entirely into Mr. Lan- 
kenau's hands. The work of carrying out 
the terms of Francis M. Drexel's will ex- 
tended over many years and occupied the 
executor's attention until his death. Mr. 
Drexel had been the Treasurer of the Ger- 
man Hospital here, and Mr. Lankenau be- 
came a member of the Board of Trustees of 
the institution. He had been President of 
that body since 1869. 

Mrs. Lankenau died in 1873, and in her 
memory Mr. Lankenau established the 
Mary J. Drexel Home for Aged and Home- 
less Patients of the German Hospital, He 
was a frequent and generous contributor 
to the German Hospital and to the Mother 
House for Deaconesses. He served as 
Chairman of the commission in charge of 
the German exhibit at the Centennial Ex- 
position in this city in 1876, and received a 

decoration from the Emperor William I.

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MINING DIVIDENDS. 

It is noteworthy that although only fifty-' 
two companies engaged In the mineral in- 
dustry of this country reported to The 
Engineering and Mining Journal, the total 
dividends in August were $14,746,255, or .16 
per cent, greater than in the preyioue 
month. This increase was due mostly to 
the heavy disbursements by the iron and 
steel and the copper companies. Of the 
$3,418,544 paid by thirty-nine metal mines, 
four copper properties alone reported over 
73 per cent., or $2,520,275. This group was 
led by the Boston and 'Montana, in Mon- 
tana, which made its third quarterly pay- 
ment of $1,500,000, being at the rate of 160 
per cent, per annum on a share capital of 
$3,750,000, thus placing it in the front rank 
of profitable mines. The greater part of 
this dividend goes into the treasury of the 
Amalgamated Copper Company, which is 
the largest stockholder. Such revenue Is, 

used by the Amalgamated Company to pay 
8 per cent, annually in dividends on its 
outstanding capital stock . of $150,058,600, 
since it operates no mines directly. 

Of the thirty-three gold, silver, and lead 
companies making disbursements, some 
have changed their monthly declarations to 
quarterly. This is especially the case 
where the list of stockholders is very large 
and the monthly payments have been small, 
as in the Cripple Creek district, Colorado, 
where mines are paying from 6 to 36 per 
cent, annually on capitalizations that range 
from $500,000 to $5,<XK>,000. Of all the gold 
mines paying this month, the Consolidated 
Mercur, in Utah, leads with $125,000 on a 
five-million-dollar share capital. Next in 
order is the great Homestake property in 
the Black Hills, South Dakota, which an- 
nounced its usual monthly dividend of 
$105,000, being at the rate of 6 per cent, per 

annum on a twenty-one-million-dollar capi- 
talization. 

The zinc properties are not paying as well 
as formerly, and little. Is heard of the com- 
panies that were formed a few years ago 
with such large capitals, upon which regu-. 
lar monthly dividends were promised in- 
definitely. . . 

There were three coal and coke companies 
that reported $191,782. The National Salt 
Company also paid its regular quarterly 
dividend of 1% per cent. ($105,000) on its 
common stock, and 1% per cent. ($87,500) 
on the preferred, making the total dis- 
bursements since incorporation $1,297,500. 
or nearly 11 per cent, on its combined capi- 
tal of $12,000,000. 

.Already there have been some heavy 
quarterly dividend declarations for Septem- 
ber, and fronr all accounts the closing 
months of this year will show very effect- 
ively the profitable operations of the min- 
eral and metallurgical industries of the 
United States in 1901.

Discussing the movement of currency 
during the week, Messrs. Dow, Jones & Co., 
In their regular review, say: 

S§g?he principal movements of currency 
this week indicate that the banks lost 
thereby $6,276,500. The banks received 
from the interior $4,395,300, and shipped to 
the interior $7,858,800, of which $1,850,000 
was transferred through the Sub-Treasury 
to Chicago. A large part of the direct ship-

ments also went to Chicago, and a consid- 
erable amount to the South and East. The 
loss on Interior transactions was $3,453,500.

year with, one exception, the first week in 
April. . . . 

■ The banks received new gold on New 
York Assay Office checks. $1,082,100, and 
from the Pacific Coast, $420,100. Total new 
gold, $1,502,200. Payments during the week 
for bonds purchased by the Treasury 
amounted to $348,500. There was a ship- 
ment of $50,000 gold to Canada. The banks 
received from the Sub-Treasury on ordi- 
nary Government disbursements $14,305,300, 
and paid to the Sub-Treasury for customs, 
internal revenue. 5 per cent, redemption 
fund, &c, $18,929,000. Loss on Sub-Treas- 
ury transactions proper, $4,623,700. The 
gain from new gold and bond purchases 
was $1,850,700, and the loss to the interiori 
Sub-Treasury, and on gold shipments to 
Canada was $8,127,200. So the net loss 

was $6,276,500. . 

"That the movement of currency to the 
West and South this year is earlier than 
It was last is shown by the fact that from 
July 1 to Sept. 1, 1900, the transfers 
through the Sub-Treasury were only $350.- 
000. all to New Orleans. This year the 
transfers from July 1 to Aug. 30 amount 
to $4,275,000, of which $725,000 went to 
New Orleans and $3,550,000 to Chicago. 

" The large ioss to the banks on Sub^ 
Treasury transactions proper is due in part 
to the fact that pension payments for the 
week were only $913,000, but the chief cause 
is the collection of a surplus revenue by 
the Government."

The week now drawing to a close— the 
last of the month— witnesses, in trade 
and business circles a much more hope- 
ful feeling than prevailed in the early 
part of August. Then the steel strike 
had just begun, the corn crop scare was 

present in full force, a feeling of labor 
uncertainty was in the air, and, gener- 
ally, the prophets of great trouble to 
come had not a little ammunition \ to 
hand. Now all this is changed. The steel 
strike is as good as settled, crop reports 
grow better, general business flourishes, 
railway earnings steadily increase, and 
there is money a-plenty for all legitimate 
business purposes, it is a refreshing, a 
reassuring change. 

The trade reviews sum the situation 
up well, as presented by extracts here- 
with. * '. ' 

Fradstreet's says: . 

• . 

A further improvement in corn-crop advices, 
confidence in the early ending of the steel strike. 
a further advance in cotton— due, however, to 
crop deterioration as much as to the better 
tone of dry goods trade advices— and last, but 
not least, the advent of cooler weather, are 
unitedly responsible for a still further enlarge- 
ment of general trade distribution at nearly ail 
markets, and a perceptibly better and more 
cheerful tone of business generally. Specially 
good reports come from such centres as Chi-, 
cago, which reports a very heavy business in 
dry goods, clothing, and shoes; from St. Louis, 
which advises of unusual activity among job- 
bers and the dry goods trade in August beyond 
expectation; from Kansas City, which reports 
that Jobbers- have all they can do to handle 
business offering, and from Omaha, which re- 
ports August trade 'larger than last year. Those 
dispatches are apparently only corroborative 
of results obtained from a special investigation 
by Bradstreet's throughout the entire Corn grow- 
ing section, which point to a yield of not less 
than 1,400.000,000 bushels of that cereal, and 
that reiterate earlier reports that the good 
crop of wheat and high prices* for that cereal 
and corn will nearly or quite offset the ill-effect 
which might otherwise arise from the shortage 
of the typical American cereal. ■« 

Dun's says: , 

August opened with the commercial sky over- 
cast by storm clouds that threatened serious in- 
jury to the steel industry, while .drought In the 
Southwest aroused pessimistic predictions that 
business was on the verge of a severe setback. 
Thousands of idle strikers, together with a pror 
fitless season in agricultural regions, meant. 
Inactivity in manufacturing, trade, and trans- 
portation, according to the prophets of evil. 
Instead of these calamitous conditions, how- 
ever, the month ends with a horizon that is 
almost cie"ar, and each day resumption of work 
at an idle mill adds to the productive capacity, 
while cancelled orders for merchandise from 
dealers In the drought section are rapidly rein- 
stated. After many years of steadily Increasing 
prosperity, the farming population- can face 
moderate losses with equanimity. Jobbers and 
manufacturers report that orders for Fall goods 
have exceeded any previous year, with notice- 
able demand for the better grades, and there is 
definite measure- of active trade in bank ex- 
changes at this city 74.0 per cent, larger than in 
the same week last year, and 20.5 per cent, above 
1890, while at other leading cities the increase Is 
36.2 and 25.0 per cent., respectively. Although 
scarcity' of freight cais holds back a large ton- 
nage, railway earnings thus far reported for 
August show a gain of 12.1 per cent, over last 
year and 23.6 per cent, over 1899.

INCREASED CANAL SHIPMENTS. 



ALBANY, Aug;. 30.— A statement of the 

tonnage of the canals for the week ended 

Aug. 22, compared with the corresponding: 

week of last year, as given out by Col. 

John N. Patridge, Superintendent of Public 

Works, shows that the increased business 
on the waterways, which began with the 
opening of the season, has continued. 

The total number of tons carried last 
year was 111,316, and that for .1901 was 
117,325, the Increase being 6,009 tons. This 
increase, like fhat of previous weeks, is 
made up of through eastward freight, the 
through westward freight being less by 
6,000 tons than for the corresponding week 

of last year. The actual increase of east- 
ern shipments for the week is therefore 
nearly 12,000 tdns. This shipment consists 
largely of wheat, the total number of tons 
being 16,791, asl against only 240 last year. 
Other items of increase are boards and 
scantlings, ice and bituminous coal. . Corn, 

Eulp, wood, and anthracite coal shipments 
ave decreased.

REAL ESTATE TRANSFERS. 

In the> following list " mtg " stands for mort- 
gage and " R S " for revenue stamps. The war 
revenue law, as amended, provides that a 25- 
cent- stamp shall .be placed on all conveyances 
where the consideration or value exceeds $2,500 
and is under $3,000. Twenty-five cents addi- 
tional is required for each $500 of consideration 
over $3,000. This " consideration " has been 
held to mean only the equity above the mort- 
gage, except in rare cases where the purchaser 
assumes payment of the mortgage. The amount 
of the mortgage plus $2,500 plus ^OOO.^times the 
value of the revenue stamps on the conveyance 
should therefore show the true consideration for 
all properties over $2,500 in value.

In Mr. Hill's Interest. 



Among politicians, except those closely 
Identified with Tammany Hall, very little 
attention was paid yesterday to the alleged 
threats of the Greater New York Democ- 
racy to vote the Anti-Tammany ticket: un- 
less an independent Democrat is nominated 
for Mayor by the Puslonlsts. 

These threats generally were attributed 
to John C. Sheehan. Among other things 
he was alleged to have said that Senator 
Piatt, President Robert C. Morris of the 
Reupblican County Committee, and ex- 
Senator M. J. Coffey of Kings County, had 
entered into some sort of an agreement 
whereby the nomination of Col. IS. -M. Knox 

was to be forced for Mayor. Should that 
fail Seth Low was to be taken up. 

When President Morris was seen yester- 
day he said: 

"I have nothing to say about the pub- 
lished statement regarding what the Great- 
er New York Democracy will do. My an- 
swer to the statement that there is any 
agreement between Mr. Piatt, myself , and 
any one else is that it has long been known 
that neither Mr. Piatt nor myself has any 
candidate, and I am willing to accept the 
choice of the joint conference." 

Ex-Senator Frederick 8. Gibbs, when his 
attention was called to the matter, said: 

" I can't believe that John Sheehan ever 

made the statement attributed to him. I 

consider him too good a politician to make 

any such Remarks. The idea that the 
Greater New YOrk Democracy would bolt 
the ticket if the nomlneee for Mayor was 
not exactly to their liking is ridiculous 
coming from an organization which its 
leaders claim was formed with the avowed 
puspose of defeating Tammany Hall. As 
well might the Republicans say that they 

would bolt the ticket if the candidate se- 
lected did not belong to their party and 
was ehosan by their representatives.' f 
William H. Ten Byck, C hairman of the 

Republican County Executive Committee, 
declined to express any opinion relative to 
the alleged utterance of John C. Sheehan 
and others. He said, however, that while 
the Republican conferrees might not sub- 
mit any names to the joint conference on 
Sept 9, that matter would be definitely de- 
cided at a meeting to be held the early part 
of next week. Yet he was quite firm in 
the belief that no list would be submitted. 

Other reports in connection with the re- 
puted action of Mr. Sheehan and other lead- 
ers of the Greater New York Democracy 
have been to the effect that their stand was 
taken in the interest of ex-Senator David 
B. Hill. It has been pointed out that nei- 
ther Mr. Sheehan nor his friends could af- 
ford to vote for a Republican nominee for 
Mayor. If they did their standing in a 
Democratic State Convention might be 
honestly challenged. Therefore, the Great- 
er New York people 'insisted on the selec- 
s tion of an independent Democrat for Mayor 
by the anti-Tammany forces. 

Ex-Senator Hill, who is at the Hoffman 
House, declined last night to discuss the 
matter In any form. He said he was en- 
ig his vacation and did not propose to

John B. Stanchfield, Democratic nominee 

for Governor last Fall, is also at the Hoff- 
man House. He and Senator Hill are on 
terms of close friendship. Mr. Stanchfield 
had read the stories about the Greater New 
York Democracy, but he declined absolute- 
ly to be drawn into the discussion of New 
York City politics. . . . _ 

Mr. 8heehan had this to say about the 
Mayoralty situation before starting for 
l#ong Branch last night: 

"Personally, it makes no difference to 
me who the candidates on the union ticket 
are, or whether they are Democratic or 
Republican. I purpose to support the union 
ticket agreed upon by the conference com- 
mittee. It must be admitted that there is 
a strong sentiment in favor of a Democrat 
heading, the ticket. If a Republican were 
to be selected a man like Judge Blanchard 
would probably get as many votes as any 
man wno could be chosen.

WOMAN CHASED OVER ROOFS. ^!^^ r ^±r^^ 
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Was Accused of Stealing a Purse In an

The loss of a pocketbook containing $1 
in change and the flight of a woman vis- 
itor accused of taking it over a roof and 
down to another by means of a tank ladder

It was just dark when the doorbell of 
the apartment rang. Annie Collins, a 
houseglrl, answered the bell, and was con- 
fronted by a stylishly dressed young wot- 
man, ^ho asked if Mrs. Seymour was at 
home. The girl replied that Mrs. Seymour 

had moved to another part of the city, and 
that a Mrs. Stern Was running the house. 

The visitor's face expressed delight, and 
she toljd the servant that she knew Mrs. 
Stern very well and -asked if she were at 
home. The reply was in the negative, and 
then the woman asked fOr pen and paper 
and said that she desired to leave a note 
for her old friend. The girl went for the 
writing materials, and, coming back with 
them, found her pocketbook containing the 
dollar gone. She accused the woman, who 
became Indignant and denied the theft. 

Then the janitor was called, and the flight 
up stairs and across the roof was on. On 
the top floor the woman rushed up the 
ladder to the roof, with the janitor in full 
pursuit. As the janitor's head appeared 
through the skylight she disappeared oVer 
the edge of the roof on her way to the roof 
of the apartment next door, using a tank

All manner of public selling or offerlnr for 
«ale of any property on Sunday 1» prohibited, 
accept that articles of food may be sold and 
supplied at any time before 10 o'clock in the 

morning, and except also that metis may be fold 
to be eaten on the premiae* where aold or -Served 
elsewhere by caterers; aad prepared tobacco, 
milk, ice, and soda water in places other than 
where spirituous liquors or wines are kept or 
offered for sale, aad fruit, flowers* confectionery, 
newspapers, drugs, medicines, and ' surgrical ap- 
pliances may be sold in a quiet and orderly man- 
ner at any time of the day. 

Tne provisions of the section, however, shall 
n6t be construed to allow or permit the public 
.sale or exposing- for sale or delivery of uncooked 
flesh food, or meats, fresh or salt, at any hour 
'or 'time of day. 

It is this last paragraph of the section 
which is the amendment that will dose up 
the butcher shops. The amendment was 

prepared and presented to the Legislature 
by the journeymen Butchers* Association. 
The members of this organization claimed 

that they were entitled to at least one day 

of rest in seven and that the only way to 

attain that desired object was to close up 

the butcher, shops tight on Sunday. They 
presented such a strong case that the bill 
was passed, and signed by Gov. Odell jOn 
April 17 last. While the law does not 
actually go into effect until to-morrow,

Dr. Fralick injected his fluid into < the 
blood of two men, one in the advanced

S. Mattson of Morristo wn, N. J. ; George 
C Connett, of Morristown, N % J.; Frank 
Hinckly of San Francisco, G. T. Stewart of 
Bellevue, R. R. Trotter of Yonkers, and 
James T. Harding of Hempstead, L,. I. 

The actual injection of the fluid was done 
by Drs. W. C. McKrught and V. A. H. 
Cornell. It had been heated to a tempera- 
ture , of 106 degrees. In each case* Dr. 
Fralick said, from fifteen to twenty ounces 
were used. • The immediate effect upon the 

two men was apparently good. Their faces

Doty planned to conduct' when his experi- 
ments in .destroying mosquito larvae and 
preventing the breeding of culicidae at 
Concord. ». I., were ended. Dr, Doty has 
just received some -special apparatus for 
breeding the anopheles mosquito and a 
special dissecting table with microscope 
and equipments for the dissection of 
anopheles to secure in the Intestines of the 
insect the germ or Plasmodium of malaria. 
The anopheles will be. bred from the egg, 
and the insects are now in all stages of de- 
velopment in the laboratory. Some of them 
wilt be4n the winged sta^e -in a few days. 
These of 'course wQJ.no t, as they have not 

been' associated 

germs of the disease. ' 

i Cages for them, will be constructed, and 

when a patient can be had with malaria in 

an acute and typical 'stage he or she will 

be bitten by the caged anopheles. This

|T PAINTING the figure of Christ in an 
environment of modern Germany, which 
corresponds with that of the Palestine 
of . two thousand years ago. Frits von 
TJhde has sought to bring home, to the 
illiterate, unimaginative mind of the German peasant 
the significance of the life of the Nazarene. In the 
squalid huts of the Black Forest, on the highways 
overhung with the ruins of feudal castles, in the mar- 
ket place of the modern German town, the figure of 
Christ alone, in the conventional garb given Him by 
the old masters and with the form and features be- 
stowed upon Him by them, imparts a new meaning to 
Christianity and establishes a new function for art 
With the same conscious appreciation of the mental 
capacity of his audience, Mr. Hall Came has striven 
to tell the story of Italy's future regeneration in an 
Anglo-American atmosphere, with Anglo-American 
dramatis personae, and with a movement that is dis- 
tinctly sympathetic with the object in, view. Only the 
personality of Baron Bonelli, in whom is symbolized 
the Italy of Monarchical Unification, and the Italian 
names and places, remind the discerning reader of the 
real scene of " The Eternal City." Bonelli corresponds 
to the Christ in von Uhde's pictures, and the Italian 
words are the tags of his identity, having the same 
raison d'etre as the robe and the long hair and Rafaele 
visage of the central figure in the paintings. 

The praise of the great men of letters— Ruskin, 
Collins, Blackmore*, Gladstone— who hailed with de- 
light the advent of " The Deemster " and "The Bond- 
man " should now be readjusted to meet present exi- 

■ 

gencies, for Mr. Hall Caine has dene for the myriads 
of his English readers what Walpole did for a smaller 
yet not less discriminating public by his " Castle of 
Otranto." The true Italian spirit of Onuphrio Muralto 
we find revived after many years in " The Eternal 
City." As for the Italians themselves it does not mat- 
ter. 

The motif of "The Eternal City" is briefly indicated. 
Through the efforts St a. humanizing Socialism and the 
surrender of all temporal power by a Pope, known as 4 " 
Pius X., the young King abdicates and a republic draw- 
ing its creed from the Lord's Prayer and the New 
Commandments is established on the principles of the 
Fatherhood of God and the brotherhood of man. The 

political forces which one might suppose would be at- 
tendant upon the development of such a revolution 
perform their functions by stealth and. outside the 
book. The results are placed upon record. Wi^ fine 
artistic discrimination Mr. Hall Caine only employs 
those things which pertain directly to the story. The 
rest may be speculated upon or ignored. It does not 
matter. ' » . 

The scene opens in London, and the atmosphere of 
Soho, of Pall Mall, of the Strand, of St James's Park, 
even of Downing Street, although it may have Roman 
labels attached to its various phases, pervades the en- 
tire book— such care does the author take of his read- 
er's understanding. In London, Prince Volonna, ex- 
iled for conspiring against the Italian Government 
lives under the name of Dr. Roselli, with his English 
wife and little daughter, Roma. He rescues from star- 
vation a boy named David Leone, whom the reader, 
after due suspense, learns is the son of Pope Pius X.; 
the child is the result of a marriage recognized by the 
Church but not by the State, when the father was a 
member of the Papal Guard. David Leone becomes a 
disciple of Volonna, The latter is tricked into return- 
ing to Italy so that bis estates may become the in- 
heritance of his next of kin, Baron Bonelli, whom we 
discover as Minister of Interior and President of 
the Council and actual dictator of Italy. Volonna dies 
a prisoner in Elba. David Leone condemned In con- 
tumacy reappears, when the scene of the story shifts 
to Rome, as a Deputy under the name of David Rossi 
In the meantime, the Baron has discovered Roma In 
London and establishes her in Rome as his ward! His 
own wife is in -an insane asylum and he looks upon 
Roma as his' affianced. Their relations are not free 
from scandal, and Rossi alludes to them in a public 
speech. Both the Baron and Roma set out "to ruin 
the Deputy. Roma discovers the real identity of her 
slanderer at their first interview, just as he discovers 
hers.

Such, In fact, is a colorless outline of the 

story. No summary of bare facts, however 
long-drawn out, could do justice to it, for 
it must be understood that at every point 
Indicated dramatic situations are created 
and flourished; at every situation incidents 
are massed, crossed, intermingled, super- 
posed In dassling theatric array, supported, 
developed, looped, interlaced, knotted to- 
gether by arabesques of dialogue which 
glide upward from one end of a chapter to 
the other. Their fascination is remorse- 
less. Once the eye has been cast at the 
beginning of the scroll and. it must follow 
it to the end. 
But this Is mere generalization. Let ua 

see how these Italians of the story speak 
and act. There is a touch of Shakespeare 
in the lines with which Rossi addresses 
the Roman populace: 



11 Corruption, indeed, brothers; and who is 
there among us to whom the corruptions 
of our rulers are unknown? Who cannot 
point to the' wars made that should not 
have been made? to the banks broken that 
should not have been broken? to the debts 
paid that should not have been contracted? 
to the magistrates who act on their own 
heads, and the police who invent plottj to 
give themselves the credit of revealing 
them?

The '• Italian " grande dame who chaper- 
ones Roma might be taken for an English- 
woman of the middle class, and the illusion 
is enhanced from the fact that she is called 
Aunt Betsy. She says to her charge on 

one occasion: 

" Roma, I'm surprised at you! Tou 
hadn't used to be so stupid! • • * Tut! 
Don't tell me. Because he [the Baron] has 
some respect for himself and keeps his 
own counsel you are simple enough to think 
he will not be offended. But I know him. 
I've known him all my life," &c. 

Roma is an amateur sculptor of great 
promise, but she seems to care little for 
what Italy has given to the world in art, 
and David Rossi, who is supposed to be the 
full expression of what is noblest and best 
in Italian life, never converses with her 
upon the subject, while the Anglo-Ameri- 
can illusion, before referred to, is properly 
maintained by the letters exchanged be- 
tween the two. She writes like a love-sick 
English school girl and he like a merchant's 
clerk. But such a thing may be carried too 
far, and we would warn the author that 
the illusion is a trifle marred by the way 
the young woman runs about Rome unat- 
tended—riding in cabs, calling on RossPht 
unheard-of hours, and leaving a count 
club alone with him. Such actions, we 
lieve, are not considered good form either 
in London or New York. But then neither 
Aunt Betsy nor the Baron seems to care. 
The latter, at least, is an Italian, and his 
indifference jars one's sensibilities. 

We would dwell for a moment upon three 
features of the story, which plainly reveal 
the unequaled dramatic qualities of the 
author— his management of suspense, his 
ease at repartee, and his syllogistic form 
of dialogue. When Roma meets Rossi each 
recognizes the other, yet each believes that 
he or she is not recognized, and for a 
considerable period of time the reader is 
kept guessing as to the circumstances in 
which the mutual' revelation will take 
place. Then comes the play of love acted 
along the same lines. Then the speculation 
as to whether Roma will turn out to be a 

Delilah or an Evangeline. And when that 
is reasonably settled with the odds on 
Evangeline, the reader has a long period 
of suspense as to how Rossi will take the 

confession of her ante-amandam relations 
with the Baron. 

The conversation never lags, and, on the 
partNpf Rossi, is full of little surprises so 
dear and satisfactory to hero-worshippers. 
(They are at supper with a gay crowd at 
the Grand Hotel.) 

" Never been here before, I suppose? " 
David Rossi looked steadfastly, into her 

eyes and answered. M Oh, yes, Princess.

"Have you thought of that?" said the 
Baron. " If the man fights a duel It will 
be in defense of what you have told him.

"Say that David Roast kills me— what 
then? • * • At last you go to him and 
confess everything.

The dead man had told the truth, and he 
committed murder on the word of a wo- 
man who was a deceiver— a drab— • • • 
Or say that I kill David Rossi— what then?

David Rossi knows all, 
and you live in fear of your own death be- 
cause you think he waits for you in the 
other world to charge you with your un- 
truth." 

This is a mere brief of the argument; 
the steps by which the climax is reached. 
Unfortunately, space does not permit us to 
give the scene in extenso. But the imagi- 
native reader will have no difficutly in 
conjuring up the rest. Is it surprising that 
the tortured girl should cry: " Stop! 
Stop! " The reader, whose sensibilities 
have been harrowed through five pages, is 
ready to do so. 

There is, therefore, no doubt ef the mag- 
nificent dramatic construction of the book. 
The plan is executed with every nice de- 
tial of stagecraft. The emotions of im- 
pressionable readers, and of the inevitable 
spectators of the future, *re played upon 
by a master hand. The whole gamut of 
human passion is run through, retouched, 
pounded upon, stamped -upon, until the 
soul cries for mercyi - 

There may be some readers who will ob- 
ject to Mr. Hall Caine's Anglo-American 
characters and atmosphere. We have en- 
deavored to justify them. What Walpole 
did through Ignorance our author has done 
through design, inspired by the same 

lofty motives which have moved Frits von 
Uhde to paint his pictures. As for the 
Italians themselves, they should be grate- 
ful to the author who has placed the 
scenes of a great imaginative, work amid 
the houses and palaces of ah Anglo- Ameri- 
can Rome, when Berlin, Vienna, or St 
Petersburg would have performed the ser- 
vice equally well: •

principal of Ridley Hall, -Cambridge, is the 
author of a large number of unusually 
popular devotional books, though prac- 
tically unknown in polemical theological 
literature.

"Thoughts on Christian Sanctity," forty- 
one thousand. ."

they had gathered their " news " as a re- 
porter does his, and that their book was the 
result of a careful and discriminating com- 
pilation of this " news " according to mod- 
ern historical methods. Indeed, in the pre? 
.face the authors make their gracious ac- 
knowledgments to the many Italians, distin- 
guished and otherwise, to whom they are 
indebted for the material tn the book. 
* Such a. method, if conscientiously and 
ably carried out, would be both unique and 
valuable, but, in order that it may possess 
these qualities, two things are absolutely 
necessary: A basis of Judgment from which 
the structure of interviews may be built 
up, and credit given to the persons inter- 
viewed, with such personal data as shall 
give them their true worth as well as their 
proportionate value. Unfortunately tne 
scheme of "Italy To-day" Is not carried 
out in this way. The authors plunge at 
once into their subject, and give us, without 
following any precise order, a series of ar- 
ticles dealing with various topics. Which, 
.while interesting in themselves, are not suf- 
ficiently identified with the gentlemen men- 
tioned in the preface. Thus, the reader, un- 
less he be well acquainted with Italian af- 
fairs, is at a loss to know who is speaking. 
The basis of Judgment, the point of view, 
which the authors fail to furnish at the be- 
ginning, may, of course, be acquired by the 
'reader after he has perused the volume. 
But what do we find then? Merely that all 
that we have read points to one conclusion. 
That the future of Italy's development de- 
pends upon the rise and domination of or- 
ganized Socialism. That Is the Inevitable 
conclusion, and it is forced upon us with 
so much stress, and in so many ways, that 
the candid student of Italian politics is 
bound to question the good faith of the au- 
thors in presenting the material that has 
been given them as they have. 
- Again, owing to the Incoherent form of 
the work as a whole, the reader is alto- 
gether too prone to gather the Idea that the 
internal differences in Italy to-day are due 
chiefly to a difference of opinion in regard 
to various religious, political, ' and social 
.questions, just as a divided body politic is 
maintained in any other State. This is not 
the case. At the base of all controversy is 
the fundamental truth that the Italian 
peninsula is divided by local laws and tra- 
ditions under which the various distinct 
peoples have grown up. They may agree 

or disagree upon certain national ques- 
tions, but their opinions are simply the ex- 
pression of their widely diverse life. Not 
only are the people of Tuscany distinct 
from the Calabrlans in temperament, lan- 
guage, mode of thought, but they have dif- 
ferent laws and revere different ideals. 
Thase are the extremes, but other parts of 
Italy show similar marked differences one 
from another. The present internal condi- 
tion of Italy is, therefore; owing principally 

to the fact that the founders of unity, in 
their dreams of making a great and mighty 
Italian nation, made no attempt to mold the 
heterogeneous mass, cohered solely by the 
magic word "unification," into a people 
having common Interests in and common 
ideals of the Government which had been 
set up. The future of Italy does not rest 
upon the prevalence 6t the Socialist propa- 
ganda, but upon a discriminating public 
spirit of the national Government which 
shall force the local Governments to ac- 
cept reforms which shall place the whole of 
the peninsula upon a common footing in re- 
gard to taxation, education, ideas of jus- 
tice and of political probity which it does 
not at present possess. 

Bearing in mind these facts, the author's 
opinion of Crispi, while manifestly unjust, 
is somewhat softened. 'Crispi was in the 
fullness of. his power, a man of his times. 
Had he devoted his energies to internal re- 
construction Instead of wasting them upon 
useless empire building, he might have es- 
tablished a Holland or a Belgium in the 
Mediterranean, which some wise successor 
might have turned into an England, But he 
did not do it. He attempted to carve heroic 
features upon a statue the imperfect base 
of which his vision never sought to en- 
counter. 

Depretis died in the Summer of 1887, and 
was succeeded by Crispi, whom he had 
bought, (sic) from opposition by a seat in the 
Cabinet four months before. Crispi was a 
much abler man than Depretis. He had, at 
all events, grandiose policies, a considera- 
ble capacity of leading men, a force and in- 
sistence that fascinated Italy, and for a 
time made him its dictator, more wor- 
shipped and more hated than any other 
Italian statesman of this generation. When 
^he was in power men- felt that, at all 
Events; everything was screwed up and 
tightened. But he was as unscrupulous as 
Depretis in his methods, and he had a 
hardy inconsistency that came not so much 
from any deliberate dishonesty as from im- 
pulsiveness that made him a slave to the 

passion of the moment, quite forgetful of 
the promises and policy of yesterday. At 
one moment he paraded his friendliness to 
France; a month or two later he was irri- 
tating her by hot, foolish speeches. Now 
he posed as an antl-clerfcal and free- 
thinker; now he spoke as one who longed 
for reconciliation with the Vatican. In 188G 
he said that the " workman must be freed 
from the slavery of capital"; in 18M he 
charged Socialism with " raising the right 
of. spoliation to a science."

George Moore's "Sister Teres*/' 

To The New York Time* Saturday Review: 

Will you permit me to protest as briefly 
as may be, against the rather cavalier 
manner in which you disposed of Mr. 
George Moore's latest fiction, " Sister 
Teresa,** in the columns of last Saturday's 
Review? Surely, Mr. Moore is too consid- 
erable a literary artist and this book of his 
too notable a production to be dismissed . 

with what ) seems a somewhat Intolerant ' 
censure of his indubitably candid treatment 
of his theme— the M superfluous dirt " of 

the book, in your own vigorous phrase. To 
attempt a defense of Mr. Moore's literary 
practices would be probably supereroga- ■ 
tory, and the whole subject is, of course, 
worn to shreds. " If "—to paraphrase a 
celebrated dictum— 41 if you don't like that 
sort of thing, why, that's the sort of thing 
you don't like." Let me intimate, though, 
that— reprehensible as it may appear— we 
do not all of us demand of the fiction we 
-read." a concession to conventional proprie- 
ty," nor do we Invariably require " the re- 
straint of speech which we expect in polite 
conversation." 

This aside, however, ray quarrel with you 
is not that you have seen fit to question 
Mr. Moore's taste, but that you have un- 
dervalued, to my thinking, his Ineluctable 
and striking excellences of substance and 
expression. Anything like an adequate ap- 
preciation on my part of "Sister Teresa" 
is, obviously, under the circumstances, out 
of the question. Let me merely suggest a 

point or two. "We should hardly be 

afraid," you venture, " to call it a spiritu- , 

ally minded story." I should prefer to say. 

rather, that in "Sister Teresa" Mr. Moore 

has produced a work of extraordinary and . 

most subtle beauty— a work which in sure 

and delicate artistry, in Intensity of vision, 

in profound spiritual significance, is none 

the less admirable because its worth is 

certain to fail of recognition. Perhaps you 

will permit me to recall to your memory 

this highly characteristic jpassage— which 

you may possibly have overlooked— from 

Mr. Moore's tenth chapter, since you have 

given but niggardly praise to the qualities 

of his prose: 

To keep her soul he said ahe must fly 
from the city where men lose their souls \fi 
the ritual of materialism. He must go 
. with her to the country, to the woods, and 
to the places where the Invisible ones 
whom the Druids knew ceaselessly ascend 
and descend from earth to heaven, and 
heaven to earth, in flame-colored spirals. - 

He told here he knew of a house by 
a lake shore, and there they might 
live in communion with nature, and in the 
fading lights, and in the quiet hollows of 
the woods she would learn more of God 
than she could in the convent. In that 
house they would live, and their child, If 
the gods gave them one, would unfold 
among the influences of music and love and 
long traditions. 

Prof. Peck has somewhere said of George 
Moore that he is " the greatest literary 

artist who has struck the chords of music 
since the death of Thackeray." There are 
moments when, with certain reservations, 
one Is- tempted to subscribe to that.

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AN EPIC OF BEES. 




So Writes Ernest Ingersoll of Mae- 
terlinck's Recent Book. 

Man has always been eager, and has 
found it singularly pleasing; to discover a 
reflection of himself In the "lower" ani- 
mals. Hence he has imagined a primitive 
condition in which' they were as one with 
him, sympathizing, mutually understand- 
ing, and conversing together in equality of 
freedom from fear and pride. The poesy 
of returning to this ideal has given us the 
" Fables " of Aesop, the miracles of St 
Francis of Assist, the quaint beast-legends 
of the Middle Ages, the folk lore and "jungle 
tales " that survive to amuse our sophisti- 
cated ears to this day. The faith in a kin- 
ship of mind and heart throughout the liv- 
ing universe, which these imply, is based 
upon observed facts and coincidences, and 
to this kinship man believes he owes the 
striking friendships he has formed for cer- 
tain animals that have become his com-? 
panions as well as servants, and the clear 
comprehension • that has been arrived at 
between him and them— such four-footed 
friend's as the dog, the horse, and the ele- 
phant. 

It is not to be wondered at perhaps, that 
men, perceiving somewhat vaguely this re- 
lationship, and self-glorified, have been 
prone to' Interpret mental phenomena per- 
ceptible in the lower animals as responses 
to the same feelings, motives, and judgr 
merits as their own, and to explain every 
act of the brute and each Indication of its 
mental workings in terms of human intelli- 
gence. This tendency has led to overdoing. 
It has led us not only to describe as voli- 
tional many acts and accomplishments in 
creatures of low organization which careful 
students know are simply mechanical, but 
to the animal novels so popular of late, 
where it has endowed mammals and birds 
with perceptions, sensibilities, cogitations, 
and. a knowledge of the meaning of life and 
death, such as, if true and general, would 
long ago have rendered them unconquerable 
by comparatively feeble mankind. The ex- 
cuse for these misleading, synthetical *ex- 
aggeratlons of animal life and ability 
usually Is that they are necessary to secure 
a reader's attention— flow necessarily out 
of any attempt at literary treatment; that 
there must be " human interest " even in 
animal biography or else it is as naught to 
a purchasing publisher. , 

How unsubstantial this plea is— how it 
really cloaks either inability or dishonesty 
as a writer or a naturalist, .is shown by 
the Intense and abiding charm of such an 
exquisite literary book, entirely free from 
It,' as Maurice Maeterlinck's " Life of the 
Bee," a sympathetic translation of which, 
by Alfred Sutro, has lately been issued by 
Dodd, Mead & Co. of this city. This narra- 
tive marches as closely within the strict 
truth as If made by Darwin, yet it displays 
that quality of intimacy which pleases us 
in Hamerton's " Chapters," Is as glowing 
as MicheJet, as full of poetry as Spenser 
or Wordsworth, and there la added a 
breadtftijg sentiment which is all its own, 
and lifts .it to the rank of a philosophy as 
well as an epic of bee life and culture. 

" I myself," Maeterlinck exclaims, on the 
threshold of the glass hive which has been 
under his eye for twenty years, " I myself 
have now for a long time ceased to look 
' for anything more .beautiful in this world, 
or more interesting, than truth; or at least, 
than the effort one is able to make toward 
"the truth. • • • My facts shall be as ac- 
curate as though they appeared in a 
practical manual or scientific monograph. 1 " 
Qf/a well-known earlier writer he says: 
♦I suspect him of having; never left his 
library, nor having set ' f$r£b himself to 
question his heroines, or 'opened one of the 
many hundreds of rustling, wing-lit hives, 
which we must profane before our instinct 
can be attuned to their secret, before we 
can perceive the spirit and atmosphere, 
perfume and: mystery of these virgin 
daughters of toil.. 

■ 

Our honey bee represents the highest 
type of insect life, structurally as well as 
economically It leads the hosts of inverte- 
brate' life. Its useful qualities were discov- 
ered in Central Asia before the dawn of 
history, for the earliest writings that have 
come down to us show it to be a domestic 
ef the antique peoples, whose westward 
movements have civilized the. world. 

. Brought to America it has reverted again 
to primitive wildness. for our woods are in- 
habited far. and wide by colonies, whose, 
ancestors lor unnumbered fenerations have 

'•• been 'rustles. < Its vast usefulness depends 
not only upon the- perfection of its ap- 
paratus for collecting its supplies from the 
flowers, but upon its faculty for storing the 
honey and. other stuffs it elaborates In the 
homes of its social communities, so that 
these remain permanent In domestication 
we take away the ■tores laid up, but we 
leave, the community in hopeful circum- 
stances, and thus they continue their work* 
Tet it is only recently we have understood 
how tads this to the best advantage. For 
aces man went about it blunderingly, hurt 

his friends* cad got only a part of what'he 
might for himself. /Now, thanks to the 
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desires of this strange grod who has taken 
possession of them, who Is too vast to be 
seen and too alien to be understood, their 
eyes see further than the^yes of the gfod 
himself, and their one thought is the ac- 
complishment, with untiring sacrifice, of 

the mysterious duty of their race. 

• 

The society of a hive of bees is 'com- 
posed of a " queen," —ho Is the mother of 
all her tribe; of thousands of workers, 
who are incomplete females, lacking the 
power of sexual functions, and hence 
called " neuters/' and lastly, of some hun- 
dreds of males, called drones, because they 
take no part in the daily-industry, whose 
sole duty is to furnish a selected consort 
for a future queen. This community 
awakens In early Spring from the semi- 
torpid idleness of Winter into seething 
activity. The queer, starts laying, the 
workers flock to the c pening blossoms, and 
feurry back and forth from dawn to dark 
with the harvest; the over-grown males 
sally forth from their own cells and dis- 

*s 

port themselves, getting in the way of the 
busy workers— those who are bringing in 
loads of pollen, those who relieve them of 
their burdens, the " chemists " who take 
the pollen and transform it into honey, 
the makers of wax, the architects of the 
city of cell-combs, the sweepers of the 

streets, which the drones alone heedlessly 
soil, the bearers whose duty it is to remove 
the corpses, the " amazons of the guard 
who keep watch on the threshold by night 
and by day, question comers and goers, 
recognize the novices who return from their 
very first flight, scare away vagabonds, 
■aarauders, and loiterers, expel all Intrud- 
ers, attack redoubtable foes in a body, and, 
if need be, barricade the entrance."* 
.. The first great event of the hive is the 
44 swarming," yet it is only preparatory to 
another. From the populous, prosperous, 
wealthy city, the creation of which is 
wholly hers, the queenrmother is to be 
thrust forth. % 

She is not its queen in the sense in which 
men use the word. She issues no orders; 
she obeys as meekly as the humblest of her 
subjects, the masked power, sovereignly 
wise, that for the present, and till we at- 
tempt to locate it, we will term the spirit 
of the hive. 

With what eloquence and Insight does 
M. Maeterlinck discourse upon this mys- 
tery covered by this phrase, spreading be- 
fore us a thousand facts which seem tossed 
carelessly upon the page amid lavishly 
flung flowers of thought, until we are 
dazzled, yet baffled, for a silvery veil, as 
of whirring wings, hides, after all, the cen- 
tral meaning of the matter. 

Who shall tell us, O little people that are 
so profoundly In earnest, that have fed on 
the warmth and the light and on nature's 
purest, the soul of the flowers, • • • 
who shall tell us what problems you have 
resolved, but we not yet, what certitudes 
you -have acquired that we still have to 
conquer? 

Though a vast obedient swarm abandon 
their beautiful city and all the wealth and 
prospects their toil has accumulated to be- 
gin again in some place unknown, a goodly 
number remain, and set themselves at once 
to clearing up the disturbed hive and pre- 
paring to rehabilitate it. First, a new 
queen-mother must be reared, and here 

arrives the most marvelous part of the 
story of the bee. . ' 

This queen is bom in the ranks of work- 
era, and may be left there; but she is 
chosen from the hundreds of larvae by the 
republicans of the hive to serve higher 
ends, and instead of being weaned speedily 
after birth and reared to labor upon the 
customary fare, she is continually fed upon 
the stimulating " royal Jelly " until she at- 
tains twice the size of a worker and her 
organs of reproduction are fully formed. 
Otker young queens have usually been nur- 
tured at tHe same time to guard against 
the accident of the community being left 
without one; and now these are all mur- 
dered, as If in insensate rage, by the chosen 
and accepted one, with a strange and com- 
plicated ceremony, or association of cir- 
cumstances. When this has been done the 
queen quiets down and prepares for the 
crowning event of her life— the nuptial 
flight. Already the virgin queen may lay 
eggs, but only male bees would hatch from 
them. In order to produce eggs which will 
give female bees, and so insure the repopu- 
latlon of the colony and renewal ' of its 
wealth and perpetuity, the queen mother 
must be sexually fertilised. For this and 
this only has she been reared upon special 
food, guarded and attended and cherished 
in sweet indolence by thousands of virgins 
to whom love is forever denied; and for this 
these faithful maidens have endured the 
hundreds of loaf log drones who have swag- 
gered about the hive, in lasy uselessness, 
making only expense and trouble and work; 
and after it is all over with what -gusto- are 
these cumberers of the ground massacred! 
But itj» Impossible here to begin to re- 
count 1 all that belongs to this amaxtng 
phase ; of spine polity and the extraordi- 
nary complexity of instincts involved. 

The time comes when the virgin onsen 
must accede to the. public demand for her 
marriage; to which besides she U inwardly 
impelled. Day. after day. in the best of 
the sunny afternoons, the males from her 
; own hive (oblivious of her when she is 
within the walls) and also those of other 
hives, have been roaming abroad Ilka

Boston. Possibly I might better repeat that 
definition: " Poetry should meet men every- 
where on the open levels of their common 
humanity,* and not merely on their occa- 
sional excursions^ the heights of specula- 
tion or their exploring expeditions among 
the crypts of metaphysics." 

But Swango Springs is not the only spirit 
that responds to Mr. Lowell's definition of 
poetry. In the great and Empire State of 
New York, representing the highest civil- 
ization and literary culture of the world 
outside of Boston, is the City of Attlca-r- 
the reader will recall Attica as one of the 
classic cities famous for the Attic salt made 
there—and in Attica is published The News, 
a hebdomadal of the Hebdomads. Among 
its contributors, in fact its regular corre- 
spondent at North Java, in Mud Valley, is 
Franklin S. Noatman, a poet on the com- 
mon level of men. whom It would have de- 
lighted Mr. Lowell to honor. The Bard of 
Mud Valley has winged many flights Into 
the realistic realms of rhyme and rhythm, 
so many, indeed, that a book only might 
contain their history, but sufficient of them 
are at hand to furnish further exemplifica- 
tion of Mr. Lowell's definition for the ben- 
efit of those carping critics who, though 
having eyes, saw not, and having ears, 
heard not the truth as set forth in the song 
of the Swango Springs singer. From these 
data of the Mud Valley muse let me offer 
this, which appears in The News under the 
simple' heading:

Simply going 
down into the bag and bringing out flour, 
potatoes, turnips, corn, coffee, or sugar. 
Note, also, please, in the succeeding stanza 
the delicious diapason that is swelled up 
against the lyric sweetness of Editor Coun- 
tryman of Silver Springs. 

Again let me call attention to a bit of 
common humanity, the eighth visit of the 
Stork to the seven-times happy home of a 
citizen of North Java. 01? this the poet 
sings thus: 

A NEW COMER. 

These days at his home on the mountain, 

As sweet and polite as a Luke- 
Enchanted, hilarity courting— 

In spirit is Anthony Duke. 
He of a new girl is the 'f«£her— "- 

His children In number are eight* 
One a boy, a wee urchin, among them. 

Girls seven to swing on a gate. 

Under the circumstances the poet's line, 
: " Enchanted hilarity courting,' 1 may not be 
quite what every family would consider 
. strict truth, but has not another poet, By- 
ron, spoken of "honied lies of rhyme"?

Our use of the adjective " domesticated " 
applies almost exclusively to tamed wild 
animals, but reference to the dictionary 
seems to warrant the English use. Here is 
a teacher wanted: : 

Youth wanted, to Teach a Class of little 
Boys, by a clergyman. Offered: board-res- 
idence, and assistance for any examination 
and pocket money. 

' What a class of Tittle boys by clergyman 

is is certainly obscure, but the amount of 

pay, too, seems to be open to the same 

charge, as the youth's idea of pocket money 

and the .-employer's might not agree. Now 

here is something in the domestic servant 

line: 

Wanted. Cook. Must understand dairy 
work. Also Parlourmaid and Housemaid, 
(gentlewomen.) None who feel above this 
work need apply. Twceny-maid kept for 
rough work. 

What on earth is a tweeny-maid? And 

here is a curiously described applicant: 

Single-handed Gardener or Butler and 
Cook. Married when suited. Gentleman 
strongly recommends young couple. Over 7 
years T refs. Church EnglaikL Tenor voice. 
Abstainers. 

It seems a bit bumptious for a one-hand- 
ed man to announce that he will marry 
when suited, but perhaps .we are not to 
take the description in a strictly literal 
sense. There are many more odd things in 
this ecclesiastical paper, but the above will 
serve as a sample. Let me close by quoting 
from a brief article on oysters in a Liver- 
pool morning paper, not as a sample of 
complex civilization, but rather of insu- 
larity. .

Again, these lines of the footless trail of 
the sea, whereas the sea's peculiarity is 
that it is trailless. The "footless" is

One does not like to find such lines in the

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A Frenchman Fighting for Boors.* 

In that ugly fight taking place in South 
Africa our sources of information have been 
so far entirely derived from Englishmen. It 
is possible that at some later date there 
will be a history of the war derived from 
competent Boer authority. The many won- 
derful campaigns of the Boers must not go 
unheralded. True heroism must be accord- 
ed them, and the English freely grant their 

foes fine fighting qualities. It is then of 
more than passing interest to notice a vol- 
ume with the title, " Souvenirs de la Guerre 
dir Transvaal, Journal d'un Voloataire," 
and written by M. de la Marche, who styles 
himself " ancien officer d'artiilerie," and 
commanding a detachment of Frenchmen 
In the Transvaal. The work is in French. 
M, de la Marche is not however to be 
regarded in the light of a military 
Swiss. He faced the foes of the Boer for 
the sheer love of fighting. Maybe it is the 
peculiar idiosyncrasy of a Frenchman to 
hit whenever he can the head of an En- 
glishman, and so Waterloo or Fashoda are 
avenged. Certainly the Frenchman was 
an enthusiast, for he served without pay. 
It may be that had he asked for his hire 
his claims woultThave not been listened to, 
for the reason that the Boer's military 
chest never was 'overflowing. Fanoy then 
a dashing artillerist eager for action, and 
replete with seal, meeting with hardly 
a response from the phlegmatic African 
Dutch. Even his motives for joining the 
'forces of the -Transvaal were questioned. 
The Boer appar ently under all circum- 
stances is Chinese in his dislike for stran- 
gers. M. de la Marches disillusioning came 
very soon about. 

Arriving at Pretoria, no enthusiasm was 
shown at the coming of the Frenchman, 
ready to lay down his life for the cause of 
the Boers. The military authorities were 
not going to do anything in a hurry. His 
reception is thus described: 

The day after my arrival"* learned', not 
without astonishment, the line of conduct 
pursued by the Transvaal Government to- 
ward strangers In my position. A volunteer 
pad to show his papers, take the oath of al- 
legiance, sign certain formularies. He then 
got tickets entitling him to an outfit, sad- 
dle, bridle, horse, and gun, but no orders 
whatever. He was free to join any com- 

tta £KL he . P* 6 * 8 **. a °<l received not a 
lartMitg of pay. 

There must have been quite a mixture 

of Volunteers. FlnaHy the new-comers were 

put under the command of Villeboia-Ma- 

reuil, who certainly was an able officer 

and a brave one; for he lost his life in 

action. Freedom in the veldt is all right, 

but In military duty to do as you please 

brings with it all kinds of trouble. This 

quotation gives some idea of Boer disci- 
pline:

Boers do not like to remain long absent

absence. Their Generals humor them in this 
in order to prevent defections. Thus it 
came about that during the two or three 
days we spent at^ronstadt at least a 
thousand Boers passed through the town 
on their way home. Such a method of 
warfare seems incomprehensible to Euro- 
peans, but we must take men as they are, 
yd the fact goes far to explain the strange 
dragging on of this war. 

After the death of YiBcbois-Mareull, the 

French volunteers as a body seem to have 

gone all to pieces. M. de la Marche writes: 

While we ware at Kronstadt a mutiny 
broke out among our company. A score or 
so of the men wanted to separate from us, 
choosing then* own leaders. President 
Bteyn gave orders for the arrest of the 
mutineers; nine on making their submis- 
sion, however, were retained; the rest lay 
down their arms with the exception of an 
Arab-a Shakir-who betook himself with

Be- 
fore Irving - America had no imaginative 
literature; the proudest name to -which the 
men of 1800 could point was that of Charles 
Brockden Browne.^ With the advent of the 
author of " The' Alhambra " came the 
birth of a new day that ushered in a line 
of poets and prose writers who could claim 
peerage with those of disdainful European 

nations. 

" Please, your Honor, here's a bairn was 
named after you," said a frightened Scot- 
tish muid servant one day in 1780, having 
followed Gen. Washington into a shop and 
presenting her small charge to receive the 
stately gentleman's blessing. This child 
was Washington Irving, the future romanc- 
er and biographer of the great President, 
whose name he had received in commem- 
oration of the evacuation of New York by 
the British shortly after his birth, which 
occurred oh the 3d of April, 1783. The 
parents of Irving were both of gentle Brit- 
ish lineage, and bo tW were born in the Eng- 
lish Isles, emigrating, however to New 
York shortly after their marriage, in 1763. 

Washington was the eighth son of this 
Old World couple, and the youngest of 
eleven children, three of whom died in in- 
fancy. The youth and early manhood of 
Irving were passed at 128 William Street, 
in a house almost opposite the one In which 
he was born and which' was not destroyed 
until comparatively recent date. At school, 
which he attended until his seventeenth 
year, he does not seem to have distin- 
guished himself, save by an active fancy 
and a sympathetic sensitiveness that would 
not suffer him to remain for what may be 
termed the post-prandial " en masse " flag- 
ging of delinquents.. 

Unlike his brothers, Washington did not 
continue his studies at Columbia College, 

but immediately entered upon an uncon- 
genial apprenticeship to the law, a choice 
which seems to have been made purely 
from the necessity of embracing some soi$ 
of llfework; without predilection or special 

fitness. The Summer of 1801 marked his 
transfer to the office of Brockholst Liv- 
ingston, and with the calling of this jurist 
to the bench, he remained with his suc- 
cessor, Josiah Ogden Hoffman. The con- 
nection with Mr. Hoffman and the conse- 
quent intimacy with his family was of 
paramount importance to Irving's devel- 
opment, as It led to the forming of a ro- 
mantic attachment between himself and 
Matilda Hoffman, one of the lawyer's 
daughters, that colored his entire life and 
manner of thought "and imbued them with 
a purity and elevation almost feminine 
in nature. Indeed, the relationship be- 
tween' the two is one of the most beauti- 
ful in the history of literature, gaining 
a romantic, melancholy interest through 
the untimely death of Miss Hoffman, who 
died in her seventeenth year, as her dis- 
consolate lover wrote in a private note- 
book, M in the beauty of her youth— and in 
my memory," he added, ° she will ever be 
young and beautiful/* 

It was at this period that Irving, in the 
course of journeys to Johnstown, then 
upon the extreme outskirts of civilization, 
first saw the Hudson River, to which he 
was ever after a constant lover, and be- 
side which many of his most beautiful tales 
are laid. 

It was, from the Hudson that Irving 
sought comfort on the death of Miss Hoff- 
man, making the acquaintance on that oc- 
casion at Kinderhook of Jesse Merwln, the 
schoolmaster generally supposed to have 
served as the model for Ichabod Crane; it 
was to the banks of the historic river that 
he returned to spend the last years of his 
life, and beside the stream he finally found 
his last resting place. 

With the coming of manhood, however, 
the health of the embryo author, which 
for some time had been delicate, had be- 
come so seriously impaired that his broth- 
ers decided to send him abroad in the ef- 
fort to check the progress of a seemingly 
.unmistakable case of consumption. 
41 There's a chap that will go overboard 
before we get across," remarked with 
brutal frankness the Captain, with whom 
he sailed for Prance in the Spring of 180*. 
But this prognostication fortunately proved 
false, Irving arriving in Bordeaux after the 
tedious voyage much improved in health 
and spirits.

Before leaving America, however, Irving 
had made the initial step as an author by a 
series of ephemeral articles on contempo- 
rary subjects contributed to The Morning

What this "-sterile, reality "- was Irving 
does not say, nor, indeed, at the time had 
it taken definite shape in his mind. For, 
with his' re turn to New- York In January, 
1806, after narrowly escaping shipwreck 

on the Long Island coast, he seems .fur- 
ther than ever from the conception of defi- 
nite plans for the future! To be sure, he 
was still nominally a student of law, to the 
practice of which he was admitted in the 
Autumn following his homecoming, but 
one may well doubt if, even in the- first 
flush of exaffilnatorial success, he ever de- 
ceived himself by the fallacy that he would 
be content to confine his eclectic mind to 
the accumulation of legal lore. Certainly, 
he' was by no means content with the prob- 
lematic earnings of a non-existent prac- 
tice, as immediately following his admis- 
sion to the bar we find him bespeaking 
the influence o#Bai> Hoffman in obtaining 

a professional appointment from the com- 
mittee at Albany 'In charge of such mat- 
ters. Upon the failure of this petition, in 
the manner characteristic of all of Irving' s 
endeavors to obtain political preferment, 
he proceeded to the Issuing of the first 
number of Salmagundi, in conjunction 

with his brother William and James K. 

if 

Paulding, the three reckless critics of con- 
temporary society disguising .their Iden&ty 
under the ;. seudonyms of Launcelot Wag- 
staff, Willi; -n Wizzard, and Anthony Ever- 
green. The first number of Salmagundi, 
which was published at the expense of the 
authors and solely for their amusement, 
appeared on the 24th of January, 1807, and 
was an immediate success. 

During the year of its continuance this 
irregular periodical, if M Salmagundi tv may 
be so called, ran through twenty numbers, 
and was then discontinued suddenly and 
without assigned reason at the height of 
its popularity. Unknown to the authors, 
the publishers had previously taken out 
the copyright of the production in his own 
name, so that the proceeds from the sale 
of the boqk, which eventually amounted to 
nearly $15,000, accrued exclusively to him. 
As a matter of fact, however, he had taken 
this well advised step only upon their re- 
fusal to secure the copyright to them- 
selves on the ground that it was " not 
worth the trouble." .. 

Besides the publication Of " Salmagundi," 
however, the year 1807 witnessed two 
events of importance to the young litter- 
ateur—the death of his , father and the 
trial of Aaron Burr. Retained by the 
friends of Burr in the hope that .his pen 
might aid the cause of his client, Irving 
was a silent witness of the famous trial, 
which left a deep impression upon his mind, 
although it did not furnish him directly 
with literary material. - 

Hardly, however, had M Salmagundi " 
cased to appear before the young author 
was occupied with the planning of a new 
work conjointly with his brother, Peter. 
This was the so-called "History of New 
York," which made its appearance toward 
the close of the year 1S00, and established 
Washington Irvlng's name as the first in 
the line of American humorists. The book 
as originally planned was intended to be 
merely a burlesque of a pedantically 
learned work that had recently made its 
appearance, Dr. Samuel Mitchell's* 4I Pict- 
ure of New York/' but owing to a fortunate 
chance that led to the departure of Peter 
for Europe at an early stage In the writing, 
the authorship of the history became al- 
most exclusively that of the younger 
brother, as he wisely abandoned the la- 
bored scheme of construction and substi- 
tuted one of his own Inventions. In conse- 
quence, the fantastic production found fa- 
vor with the multitude, and even- in some 
cases with the ancient Dutch families of 
the capital, whose history and customs 
were here held up for the world's amuse- 
ment. ... 

An important element in the initial sue- 
cess of the "History" was the clever ad- 
vertising ruse to which the author resorted 
to whet the curiosity of the public. Under 
the heading " Distressing " there appeared 
in one of the New York papers a short 
while bef<*e the publication of the book a I 
notice commencing with the following 
words: "Left his .lodgings some time 
since, and has not been heard of, a small 
elderly gentleman, dressed in an old black 
coat and cocked hat, by the name of Knick- 
erbocker." This was tl\e first public ap- 
pearance of Diedrich Knickerbocker, whose 
supposed wanderings were from that time 
•carefully chronicled in the press, until the 
publication of the "History." The manu- 
script of the work, it was claimed, had 
been found in the lodgings of the ancient 
gentleman, and had been Issued solely 
for the purpose of defraying his numerous 
debts. So successful was the hoax that 
one of the city authorities felt called upon 
to consult with John Irving as to the pro- 
priety of offering a reward for the missing 
sagfe. . . 

In view of the undoubted success of the 
" History," leading to the preparing of 
several successive editions, the chronicler 
of Irving's start in- literature might be 
tempted to declare his task accomplished. 
Such, however, is by no means a cor- 
rect view of the matter. The youthful 
author had, it is true, won for himself

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an enviable position in literature, but, as 
later events proved, tat was far from being 
prepared to maintain the. position thus 
gained; nor had he, indeed, reached that 
point in his development in which the field 
of his future work lay clear and un- 
mistakably before his eyes. The brilliance 
of " Salmagundi " and the M History V were 
but the " false dawn " of a day that was 
long deferred. 

The strange relapse ojn Irving's part into 
intellectual sterility that followed upon 
the publication of the "History" may, 
doubtless, be accounted for by the violence 
of the blow that fell upon him at this 
period, namely, the death of Matilda Hoff- 
man. This view of the author, however, 
is, I think, psychologically untenable. 

In view of his almost ineradicable reluct- 
ance to trust solely to the winnings of 
his pen, it is more than doubtful whether, 
had Miss Hoffman lived to become his 
wife, he would have found courage to sub- 
ject one so dear to him to the uncertainties 
of a literary income. Even her loss, how- 
ever, did not suffice to crystallize his 
vacillating thoughts, a process only ac- 
complished by | the rude shock of bank- 
ruptcy and the necessity of bread- win- 
ning. ' - . 

The next few years of Irving's life, until 
his departure_for England, in the Spring of 
1815, is a period of but little interest to the 
biographer, at least from a literary stand- 
point. The practice of law seems to have 
been tacitly but definitely abandoned, so 
that the offer from his brothers, Ebenezer 
and Peter, to become a member of their 
new firm, with but nominal duties, came 

■ 

at a most welcome moment. 

In the Autumn, of 1812 Irving was select- 
ed to conduct The Analectlc .Magazine of 
Philadelphia, at a salary of $1,500 yearly, 
and for the publication during the two 
years of his editorship he wrote several 
short biographies and one or two papers 
afterward incorporated in " The Sketch 
'Book." 'Oh learning, however, of the van- 
dalic depredations of the English Army at 
Washington, the incensed patriot imme- 
diately offered his services to Gov. Tomp- 
kins, and was appointed Aide and Military 
Secretary on the Gubernatorial staff. But 
Irving was not destined for martial glory, 
never being so fortunate as to obtain even 
sight of the enemy. Again, at the out- 
break of hostilities with Algiers/following 
the close of "Mr. Madison's War," he nar- 
rowly missed being a member of Decatur's 
victorious fleet, having originally planned 
to accompany the American commander on 
his flagship. " Wanderslust," however, had 
entered Into Irving's heart, and a few days 
after the battle of Waterloo he landed 
upon the English shores, as he fondly be- 
lieved, for a short sojourn, but, as events 
proved, for a stay of seventeen years. The 



sickness of his brother Peter compelled him 
for a time to turn merchant, in a vain 
effort to recoup the losses of the house of 
P. Cooper ft Co., which early in the year 
1818 was forced to make an assignment for 
the benefit of creditors. Foreseeing the im- 
pending catastrophe, Irving, took counsel 
with himself as to the future, to the end 
that he at last decided to throw himself un- 
reservedly Into literary work and to de- 
pend exclusively upon his pen for support. 

The fruit of this decision was "The 
Sketch Book," the first number of which 
was transmitted to America early in March, 
1819, and published two months later as 
from the pen of "Geoffrey Crayon." It 
contained " The Prospectus " " The Au- 
thor's Account of Himself,'* " The Voy- 
age," " Roscoe," " The Wife," and " Rip 
Van Winkle." The success of the book was 
immediate and far beyond the author's 
expectations, and each of the six succeed- 
ing numbers served but to add fresh laurels 
to his brow. To -preclude the danger of an 
unauthorized and profitless English edition, 
Irving finally decided to publish the work 
in London at his own expense, which was 
done at the end of the year 1819, after 
Murray's refusal to undertake it. Upon 
.the failure of Irving's publisher, however, 
just as success seemed at hand. Sir Walter 
Scott Induced Murray to reconsider his de- 
cision, and the book reappeared under 
more favorable auspices. Irving's stand- 
ing as an author was now undisputed. 
"The Sketch Book" being attributed by 
some readers even to Sir Walter himself. 

Even more convincing of the success of 
the new writer was the conversation over- 
heard between two English ladies while 
looking at Stuart's portrait of Washing- 
ton. 

"Mother, who was Washington?" in- 
quired the younger, with worthy desire for 
knowledge. 

"Why, my dear, don't you know?" was 
the reply; "he wrote • The Sketch Book.' "

This edition be- 
came historically and .bibllo graphically in- 
teresting by reason of the great sum of 
money given at the Roxburghe sale in 1812 
for a perfect cbpyC vis., £2,260, Earl Spencer 
and the Marquis of Blandford competing 
for it and the latter securing It. At the 
Blandford sale; in 1819, at was resold for 
£918 15s., this time to Spencer, and can now 
be seen in the Spencer-Rylands Library in 
Manchester, England. This story is cele- 
brated and widely known; that which is 
connected* with the only other copy sold at 
auction— the Sunderland— is little known 
and still more interesting. When it was 
brought to England, in 1719, it was offered 
by a bookseller to two noblemen for 100 
guineas. One of the two was Harley, Earl 
of Oxford, who formed the Harleian Li- 
brary. Lord Sunderland secured it, and in- 
vited the other two to dinner, and the con- 
versation falling on the first Boccaccio, he 
exhibited, much to their chagrin, the very 
volume they had hesitated over. This copy, 
however, lacks five leaves— the last leaf of 
the table of contents, the first leaf of the 
proemio. and three leaves in the text, 101, 
102, and 233. At the Sunderland sale, in 
3881, it was sold to Quaritch for £585. He 
priced it (February, 1882.) at £650, and sold 
it to W. H. Crawford. At the Crawford 
sale, in 1891, it brought only

THE "TRADE* OF WRITING. 

. The .London Saturday Review grows 
merrily wrathful over a couple of books 
that have recently appeared in Eng- 
land. One is entitled, "How to Write 
a Novel." " It is," says The Review, 
•' a book matie to order, a useless book* 
a somewhat intrusive book, but it is 
not, like the [second} book on * How to 
Write for the Magazines,' an impudent 
and an objectionable book." What in- 
terests The Saturday Review writer 
especially in these volumes is the evi- 
dence their publication affords "that 
there are crowds of half -educated and 
wholly inexperienced people who wish 
to ' take to literature,' instead of taking 

■ 

to some other form of business." "A 
new business," it I interprets the author 
of the book as saying, " that is what we 
have really invented for the degradation 
of literature. Only smart young men 
need apply; we will teach you to write 

* stylishly,' and in a short time you will 
turn out very marketable articles. Tou 
must watch the market carefully; you 
must change your whole shopful of 
goods with the season; you must adapt 
your salesman's manner to the kind 
of customer who* approaches your coun- 
ter. Be sure you buy for cheapness; if 
you are pushing enough you will be able 
to sell shoddy at a premium. * • * Busi- 
ness conducted In a businesslike spirit 

. ■ ■ 

always pays; have no fears; if you could 
have made a draper's shop pay, you will 
be able to make money out of literature 

as a business." 

Doubtless such manuals as are de- 
scribed are signs of the tendency which 
The Saturday Review detects, and they 
are in themselves siily and vulgar 
enough. But we do not see that they 
or the wttters whom they try to in- 
struct are really likely to degrade lit- 
erature in any marked degree. What 
these manuals try to teach and what 
the students of them turn out is not 
literature at all. It is mere written, 
possibly printed, matter offered for sale. 
Literature is generally that, but it is 

something more and else. It is not easy 
to define, and it is not very hard to 
detect its essential character. What- 
ever it consists in, it is enduring and 

fine and strong^ and it can outlive gen- 
erations of what we may call the 
product of " manual " labor, without be- 

_ * 

ing in the least affected by it in the 
direction of degradation. 

As for writing* as. a trade, it is not 

* . . _ 

a novelty, invented in our time, nor does 
it now for the first find a profitable 
market open to it. Men have written 
for gain by pandering to the ignorance, 

folly, vanity, and even the vice of their 

* . - 

fellows since long before the art of 

■ 

printing. The rolls that Roman* authors 
wrote for their patrons contained a large 
proportion o£> ignoble stuff. The parch- 
ments of the monasteries are full of it. 
The printing of t$ie last century or two 
in England and in France and elsewhere 
abounds in it. The literature that has 
come Mown to us, and is now read, 
thanks to its vital force and the world's 
eternal need of it and joy in it, is but 

a minute fraction of the product of its 
time. Of what is lost some died of 
feebleness and some of rottenness, and 
a great part of it was the perishable 
output of writers for money and for 
nothing better. It cannot, of course, be 
proved, but it is a fair inference from 
such comparison as it is possible to 
make that the percentage of writing for 
money and for no higher motive is as 
small now as it ever was, if not smaller. 

• Nor is that motive in itself necessarily 

unworthy. Very few writers in any age 

can be free from it. Though they may, 

* 

as Dr. Holmes advised, use authorship 
as a cane and not as a crutch, it is rare 
that they can get on without the cane.

THB GENIUS OF IRVING. 

Especial attention should be given by 

the readers of Thjs Saturday Review to 
Mr. Whitelock's article on Washington 
Irving. Without any statistics at hand 
we cannot make a definite statement, 
but there is certainly a general iropres- 

* * • * 

s ion that the works of Irving are not 
read now as extensively as they deserve 
to be. Mr. Whitelock Is right in saying 
that the country owes him a debt of 
gratitude for striking the first note of a 
National literature. He might have add- 
ed that the prose style in which Irving 
made himself known to the world will 
bear comparison with that of Charles 
Lamb or Robert Louis Stevenson. To 
say -this is to say that Irving holds a 

* 

proud position among the writers of the 
nineteenth century... It is a position of 
which sight is lost by altogether too 
many Americans, who, in searching after 
the high excitements of the new ro- 
mantic novels, are losing the ineffable 
charms of a prose more closely allied to 
poetry than any written in our day. 

The loveliness of the tender feeling 
which runs through all the works of Irv- 
ing is paired with a sweet and genial hu- 
mor, which never bites or offers the 

sting of pain. And with these two quali- 

- • • . - . • 

ties is associated a warm and pictur- 
esque fancy which presents in striking 
colors scenes and characters qf varying 
natures, from the haunted valleys of' the 
Hudson and the vacuous waverings of ^ touches. 
Ichabod Crane to the olive slopes of the 
Spanish mountains and the proud spirits 
of forgotten hidalgos. Who that has 

once read can ever forget the wonderful

charm of " The Alhambra," or can turn 
from it to the M Knickerbocker History 
of New York" without a feeling of 
amazement that both works came from

the same pen?.. And who can read the 
"Conquest of Grenada" without a 
warming of the blood in sympathy with

are permitted to repose in peaceful and 
ignominious silence on too many shelves, 
while more highly spiced writers throng 
the marketplaces. But there is bound to 
be a reaction: The time will surely come 
when the sensational writers of cheap 
romances will be allowed to fade away 
into oblivion. But there will always be 
some genuine students of literature to 
whom the beautiful prose of Washington 
Irving will bring delight, for such writ- 

ing is Instinct • with the imperishable

spirit of true literature, and it must live.

History In Mr. Baccheller's Novels. 

There is a good deal of literary material 
of the quieter sort in Jefferson and St. 
Lawrence Counties, the " north country " 
of which Irving Bacheiler treats in his two 
books. At Leraysville, near Watertowh, in 
Jefferson County, there was a settlement 
early in the nineteenth century, of distin- 
guished Frenchmen who had fled from the 
wrath to come in France. They had formed 
a " Compagnie de New York " and pur- 
chased 030,000 acres of land about nine 
miles from the St. Lawrence River, up 
which they sailed to reach their property. 
The Count de Chaumont had 10.000 acres 
there, and Mme. de Stagl had another 10,- 
000 immediately adjoining his, although she 
never visited it. A fascinating realm of 
conjecture opens up with the reflection 
that Mme. de Stael might have been an 
emigrant to America. The Due de Brogli 
was another large land owner, and also M. 
Pidgeon, the most noted astronomer of the 
day. These gentlemen built fine houses in 
the" north country, and lived in baronial 
fashion. Chateaubriand visited them there. 
Joseph Bonaparte had a big hunting lodge 
on the lake which still bears his name, and 
if his little brother Napoleon had beaten 
the allies that day in Belgium he, too, pro-, 
posed to come over and have a royal 
"shooting box," and a mighty hunt up In 
the north woods. Here these last century^ 
gentlemen enjoyed the wild life of the frori r 
tier, and here yet stand the ruins of their 
old Doric mansions. That of the Count de- 
Chaumont has been restored In recent 
years by a wealthy Philadelphlan, who 
spends his Summers there, and this house 
Is the one in which so many important 
scenes in " D'ri and I " are laid.

N the public mind three opin- 
ions have recently become at- 
tached to my name. I am 
reported as saying that Mr. 
Rockefeller Is greater than 
Shakespeare; that all hymns 
are written in doggerel, and 
that Longfellow wrote " drivel." I have a 
great many other opinions on a great many 
s ub jects, but these three have escaped some* 
how from my classroom and reached the 
public ear. It is hardly necessary for me to 
explain that these remarks issued from a 
teacher's classroom, and I am somewhat 
proud that I succeeded in so phrasing my 
propositions that not only the members of 
my class, but a great many editors and 
other writers have been stimulated to ex- 
press their opinions also upon these topics. 
I am humiliated, however, as I perceive 
that I did not employ the science of 
pedagogy with enough skill to keep myself 
out of the controversy. Pour out your 
scorn upon ideas, if you please, but grant 
me the right of living. The published re- 
ports I am not disposed absolutely to deny 
—although I would not say that Rockefeller 
is greater than Shakespeare, or that all 
hymns are written in doggerel, or that 
Longfellow wrote "drivel": instead of 
denying them it is easier to explain them. 

As to the "irst of these statements I 
really cannot understand why the juxtapo- 
sition of the two names mentioned should 
arouse controversy. It may be that in the 
public mind a poet is supposed to be a 
maker of verses, a manipulator of rhymes, 
a juggler with fine phrases, and therefore 
something essentially different from a secu- 
lar business agent, a manipulator of im- 
mense physical properties. But I am ac- 
customed to use the term poet— the " ma- 
ker/" that is— to describe not Only one who 
molds the forms of language, but also the 
painter, the sculptor, and the musician; 
and again not the artist alone, but also the 
inventor, legislator, or religious prophet 
The word poet is properly a generic name 
for all who create. The limitation of Its 
use to writers of verse Is both unfortunate 
and unwise, since such limitation tends to 
exalt the versifier— often a contemptible 
fellow enough— too far above his associates 
and further to obscure the essential rela- 
tions existing between all persons who ex- 
hibit tne creative spirit. At the time of 
making the comparison reported I was re- 
ferring to Shelley's " Defence of Poetry," 
which is generally acknowledged to be the 
finest essay m English treating of poetry 
and the poet " Poetry," Shelley observes, 
" is the expression of the Imagination and 
is connate with the origin of man." And all 
who display imagination, the higher crea- 
tive sense as distinguished from the logical 
reason, Shelley declares are poets. He de- 
scribes philosophers, like Plato and Lord 
Bacon, as poets, and In one place Institutes 
a comparison between Caesar and Homer, 
-asserting that the true poetry ^of Rome 
lived not In Horace, Catullus, or Ovid, but 
in its institutions. 

. . 

Where, now, are the M makers," the orig- 
inators, the poets in American history? 
Poe and Whitman perhaps in the field of 
literature; Washington and Lincoln, let us 
say. in respect to politics; Story and Mar- 
shall in the courts of law; Mrs. Eddy in

the realm of religion. Plainly the creative 
spirit does not manifest itself greatly in 
these fields. We are Inheritors of liter- 
ature, laws, politics, and religion. We 
brought with us, for instance, the distinc- 
tion between Catholicism' and Protestant- 
ism and inherited all the disputes of the 
Protestant . sect We have created nothing 
new in religion unless it may be "Chris- 
tian Science^* It seems to me that in one 
respect only have we been Inventors and 
" makers/' What we are creating on this 
continent is an Industrial democracy. The 
retl "poets" are working in the field of 
industry and upon the structure of the 
Ideal commonwealth. A thousand others 
besides Mr. Rockefeller might be mentioned 
as showing the direction of the social en- 
ergy. Borne day the same Social energy 
may .Issue In literature and a greater than 
Shakespeare may arise m the Western 

world. But meanwhile the best explanation 
I can offer my classes of the absence of a 
Shakespeare in America Is that the Shake- 
speare energy is to-day absorbed in other 
than literary activities. IS America in the 

twentieth century to be considered less in 
the total of Its energy than Sngland In the

Longfellow, Jeo, illustrates the survival 
in America of the feudal traditions, and 
now that the literatures of Europe are 
accessible to all readers in complete and 
scholarly forms the instruction of Long- 
fellow in the romances and legends of 
Europe may safely he ignored. Longfel- 
low's greatest service was undoubtedly as 
a translator, and the greatness of tnte 
service Is frankly acknowledged. But the 
more one praises Longfellow's translations 
the. Jess inclined Is he to admire his 
handling of native American subjects, for 
it is soon perceived that the literary 
temper that gave him access to the lit- 
erature of feudal Europe is not the temper 
requisite to admit to the secrets of Amer- 
ican history: in trying to make the in- 
cidents of American history romantic 
Longfellow reduced them to what is less 
than their reality. Whitman says some- 
where that "as soon as histories are 
properly told there Is no more need of 
romances." The poetry of Colonial life is 
found in the actual histories of . such 
writers as Eggleston and Roosevelt, and 
not In the fictions of poets. Longfellow, in- 
deed, has an almost uncanny faculty of 
belittling reality by the use of ineffectual 
imagery. The Imagery, for instance, «of 
the "Hymn to the Night" is so much 
less than the night itself, that the poem 
falls far below the reality it celebrates. 

But it is not my purpose to write a critique 
of Longfellow's poetry. I hope, however, 
that it is not unbecoming in me to sug- 
gest that since all criticism is rewrit- 
ten every generation or two, and since 
the present generation of critical readers 
is turning to Browning and Whitman 
rather than to Milton and Longfellow, it 
Is quite unlikely that the New England 
poets will continue to maintain the same 
authority over men's minds as they have 
held in the past When we who live in 
the West or South perceive how our civili- 
sations are ignored by the Eastern critics 
who presume to write the literary history 
of America we may be pardoned for 
scrutinizing more carefully than we have 
done hitherto this boasted literature of 
New England. What Interest can a people 
essentially unethical in their civilization 
have in a literature that is inspired, when 
inspired at all, by ethical enthusiasms? 
The South says, "Give us beauty." The 
West says, " Give us action."

At the recent Stanley sale In London, 
Colonna's "Pollphilo," Venice, printed by 
Aldus, '1480, sold for the record price of 
£143. The copy was a lovely example of 
the undoubted masterpiece of the school, 
of Venetian wood engraving, In which *' b " 
and "la" were the best two of the block 
cutters. The engravings in this copy were 
in fine condition, the Illustration of the 
sacrifice to Priapus being unmutllated, and 
the binding was old French red morocco,, by 
Derome. It was described as " an excep- 
tionally tall copy," but the size, unfortu- 
nately, was not given. !' 

• • 

Many critics have displayed their ingenu- 
ity in seeking to discover the name of the 
man who supplied the exquisite designs 
that have immortalized one of the dullest 
productions of the Italian Intellect They 
have been attributed to Bellini, and some 
of them, according to the late Lake Price, 
are by Carpaccio. No one, however, seems 
to take much notice of the letter's sup- 
posed discovery.' We are still far -from 
learning whether the "b" that is marked 
on some of the woodcuts (or metal cuts 7) 
is the designer's initial or the engraver's 
name. The probability is that " b " was the 
craftsman, since there are cuts in the 1505 
Ovid, evidently drawn by the same hand 
as those of the? " Pollphilo," and yet bear 
the initials "la/' Some day these matters 
may be cleared up by a fortunate discovery 
of some latent fact 
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The author, F. de Colonna, wrote his book 
at Treviso In 1467, and sometimes, when the 
last leaf (with the real date) is lacking, 
the work has been catalogued as having 
been printed there, which would be Impor- 
tant If true, as the first book printed in 
Treviso bears the date of 1471.

'■' The first copies of the kelmscott Chaucer 
that came upon the market in England sold 
for a slight advance on the subscription 
price, and during 1887 the appreciation was 
not marked. In 1898, however, a copy 
fetched £28 10s., and the fact was widely 
chronicled. At Bangs's on March 31, 1898, 
the first copy sold in the United States 
brought $157.50, and a year later Pratt's 
copy realized $215. The English prices had 
advanced by that time, copies selling in 
February, April, and July, 1899, for £44, £56, 
and £58 10s. During the English season of 
1899-1900 nine copies were sold realizing 
these sums: £58, £60, £64, £64, £66.. £69, £67, 
£66, and £72, (the latter a presentation copy 
from Morris.) In America during the same 
season these sums . were given: $450, 
(Daly's,) $600, (the record price for an or- 
dinary copy.) $515, and $560. while copies 
In stamped pigskin brought $950, (Hen-

Over twenty years ago an Italian who 
had purchased % pound* of butter discovered 
that the shopkeeper had wrapped it up in a 
portion of an autograph letter of Christo- 
pher Columbus, and the discovery led to 
the arousing of public attention to the con- 
dition of documents taken from the sup- 
pressed monasteries of Rome. The newspa- 
pers of Southern Italy are now calling the 
attention of scholars to a similar matter.

Winsor, who 
reviews the matter In the fifth volume 
of his Narrative and Critical History of 
America, so states, and he, throwing no 
especially new light on the subject, draws 
his information principally from contem- 
porary historians, such as Thomas Hutch- 
inson (in his general work) and William 
Douglass (in his " Discourse Concerning 
the Currencies.")

But, 
by no means ignoring these and numerous 
other works, the present author has gone 
directly to the original authorities— the 
official publications of the various States 
and the documentary^ records deposited in 
the archives of the State and in the rec- 
ords of courts— and bringing to the task 
high qualifications as a specialist in in- 
vestigation, an expert in economical study, 
and an appreeisstor of historical values, has 

produced an able and exhaustive work 
which must henceforth be regarded as the 
great secondary " source " for all future 
searchers for fact in this department of 
inquiry, and, as regards comprehensive de- 
duction and explanation, a primal source.

In- 
deed, to the latter it brings some facts and 
an argument tending to the establishment 
or revelation of a new contributory cause 
of the " real American Revolution/' to 
which we shall revert, presently. 

To the antiquarian the fine fac simile 
plate reproductions of various specimens of 
the Colonial currency will be especially in- 
teresting, and scarcely less so will be the 
descriptions of the same, and the chapter 
in which the principal depositaries of the 
more important bills are enumerated* and 
the rarer specimens in each described. It 
appears from this chapter that the greater 
part of these bills that have been pre- 
served are in the cabinets of the Essex 
Institute, the Massachusetts Historical So- 
ciety, the Library of Harvard University, 
and the Lenox Library in New York, and 
that those of Mr. William S. Appleton of 
Boston and Mr. Nathaniel Paine of Worces- 
ter are among the best private collections. 
The late Judge Mellen Chamberlain also 
owned a valuable collection, which is now 
in the Boston Public Library. The oldest 
bill SaiyDae friTiny of these collections is a 
5s: colony bill, bearing date of Dec. 10, 
1690, whicH is In the Essex Institute, but 
the B^^acbusetts Historical Society has 
one dated Feb. 3 of the same year. 

These bills were of the very earliest Is- 
sue^ authorised by the acts of the Assembly 
of the Colony of the Massachusetts Bay, 
and have their full share of that curious 
interest which attaches to Initial objects. 
But these are not merely isolated and In- 
significant first things, but the tangible 
reminders of the Introduction of a system. 
Mr. DavlMays in the very first lines of his 
book: M lPe are so accustomed to the use 

of paper iireqey that it is difficult to realise 
that a nttie offer two centuries ago, when 
the Assembly of the Colony of Massachu- 
setts Bay first authorized^ the emission of 
bills of public credit they were securing 
for themselves the right t& claim that 
they were practically the pioneers of a 
great economic experiment 9 ' Indeed, it tU 
probable that the fact is not generally ap- 
preciated that the beginning then made in 
Massachusetts possessed the character of a 
pioneering movement not- only in this 
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could pot hare MM as 
for the Msaaarhn n 
and that of China we* fro safety unknown 
either in England or Amer -a at tbo dose 
of the seventeenth century 

The author enlarges Terr InleiosUhffly 

on this proposition of true ptoneership la 
the- Massachusetts undertaking; showing 
that the original plans for establishing 
banks of deposit did not : -.volte the Ides 
of making it a bank of issue; that even 
when the Bank of Bnghtr.d was founded 
in 16*4 its projectors had before them " no 
well-defined precedents upon which to 
base an opinion as to the robabie success 
of paper money; but thai the custom of 
traaaf erring * accounts in. bank ' by 
means of bills of exchar?a which, must 
have found its way into j ractice in Itself 

furnished a limited form for the circula- 
tion of bank credit which In turn suggested 
m due time a currency.** 

It is practically imposslMe to follow the 
author's voluminous and intricate account 
of the establishment of a currency in the 
Colony of Massachusetts and her sister set- 
tlements, its. various emissions, inflations, 
and depreciations; Its influence upon the 
value of silver/* the curious effect upon the 
finances of the Colonies caused by their 
reimbursement for expenditures on the 
historic Louisburg- or Cap- Breton expedi- 
tion, which was expected to. pay for itself 
out of the plundering of the enemy. All of 
these are interesting top s, and so, too, 

from an economic point of view is the 
"lesson" which the autior deduces from 
the history of the variou. monetary meas- 
ures which he has patiently searched out 
and given a minute chronicle of in his 
score or more of chapter 

But a far broader and -ore general his- 
toric interest attaches tc the political ef- 
fect which the currency legislation pro- 
duced. The author* In the progress of his 
investigations became crnvinced that the 
unwise repressive legiak ion of the Brit- 
ish Parliament directed ; ralnst the mone- 
tary experiments of the C lonists, especially 
those of Massachusetts, and particularly 
that concerning the ^-called " Land 
Bank/' which they estab shed, was a con? 
tributing cause of the 'real American 
Revolution" of much more importance 
than has heretofore been realized. This 
view he sets forth with vigor and with con- 
siderable convincing power in pages 383-412. 

The struggles maintai d for years be- 
tween the representatives :n the Assemblies 
and the royal Governor, in regard to the 
currency were a large actor, he asserts. 
In producing the stratnec relations between 
the legislative and exec :tive branches j>f 
the Government, which "paved the way 
for the assertion by the r a ople of what was 

then frequently termed" independency.'" 

It was in these discu&Tons that the in- 
habitants were first led to a Critical atti- 
tude in regard to their* -tilers and of gen- 
eral opposition to the crown officers. 

In 1740, Influenced by fears of a strin- 
gency in the circulatory medium through 
the withdrawal of the greater part of the 
currency— a measure which the Governors 
had him instructed to enforce— the old 
M land bank" scheme, originally proposed 
as early as 1714, was revived, and met 
with the favor of a majority of the -As- 
sembly and of the people. This project, 
which was virtually one for monetising 
the products of the soil, and, among other 
measures, making notes payable in produce, 
would have died in a short time from its 
own weakness, 1 but the opponents of the 
plan^the capitalists, hard-money men, and 
the supporters of a counter scheme to es- 
tablish the "silver bank, 1 unduly alarmed, 
appealed to Parliament to suppress the 
company proposing the establishment of 

the former institution, and an act was' 
very easily obtained, or, rather, an old act 
was made to apply by extension to Amer- 
ica, in this matter. Thus a line of enter- 
prise formerly legal, and all the time', 
popular, was suddenly and artificially 
made criminal and abhorrent. Resistance 
to the enforcement of the law was advocat- 
ed by many, though acquiescence finally 
prevailed, and the bank was wound up. 
But there .ensued protracted legislation 
and litigation connected with the closure, 
and the Assembly and courts were al- 
most constantly occupied with it for 
twenty years, and the effect on the public 
mind was most marked. John Adams 
said: " The act to destroy the land bank 
scheme raised a greater ferment in the 
province than the Stamp act did." The 
extension to the colonies of the act under 
which the M Land Bank " was wiped out 
of existence was denounced In Massachu- 
setts as an interference with the provincial 
charter. 

The arbitrary, impatient, and inconsistent 
action of Parliament provoked a wide- 
spread hostility in the midst of which 
were reared and educated the men who 
became the leaders of the revolution. John 
Adams, who, as Judge Mellen Chamber- 
lain has said, was " the man who nation- 
alized the Revolution/' was one of them. A 
mere child when the obnoxious extension 
act was passed, the litigation it save rise 
to was still prominent when he came into 
public life. Add to this the fact that his 
father, Samuel Adams, was one of the 
Directors Of the bank decreed out of exist- 
ence; that he suffered sererely in ' his 
finances thereby, his estate being one. of 
those declared delinquent . and levied on by 
the Sheriff in the settlement of the bank's 
affairs, and that these proceedings were 
a source of annoyance and trouble to the 
son, and Who could measure its total ef- 
fect " upon the future inspirer of the com- 
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event; 

that te the week, of all-e^ea including 
Hildnfh— " we seek la vain for any recog- 
n4U<m • » • of these experiences, at all 
proportionate to that to which they were 
entitled." It is not, however, fei the flSatter 
of the " Land Bank - alone that Mr. Davis 
sees an instrumentality in shaping that 
radical and p r o g r essi ve change of princi- 
ples gad opinions that constituted what 
▲dams called the "real" American Revolu- 
tion, but in the whole course of currency 
discussions and conflicts arising from it 
between the peoples and royalties* repre- 
sentatives.

; Ga.rcUnlng for Baglnnara.* 

This-. Is a volume which unites with, a 
practical object great beauty of illustra- 
tion and no little of interest to the gen- 
eral reader who cares for gardening— as 
who does not! One cannot turn half a 
dosan of its 500 leaves without coming upon 
a full- page brilliant reproduction of some 
photograph of groups of flowers, or fruit- 
laden branches of trees* or broader scenes 
in one or another of the exquisitely culti- 
vated gardens of England and Ireland. 
They 'are not only charming as pictures, 
but most admirable as photographs of a 
difficult kind. 

The real purpose of the pictures, never- 
theless, is practical. It is a book of ref- 
erence, and divides its subject under such 
topic heads as "Groups of Flowers," 
"Hardy Flowers from the Seed." "An- 
nuals," "Bulbous Flowers." "The Green- 
house and Conservatory," (a long chapter.) 
" Orchids," " Roses," " Good Trees and 
Shrubs," " Cultivation of Fruit," and so oh. 
In all these the matter is practically treat- 
ed for the sake of the beginner, yet the 
larger aspect is not neglected. It must be 
remembered, however, that what is said has 
reference so the climate, soil, and peculiari- 
ties of England. These differ greatly from 
these in every part of the United States, 
and rules of cultivation good there would 
not serve here. Nevertheless, a person 

with even a modicum of knowledge will 

find the book of very great service and one 

that will save him costly blunders, and 

this is particularly true of such persons 

as are undertaking the beautifying of large 

grounds. Here, for example. Is a hint as 

good for Lenox or Newport as for some 

" baronial estate " in Surrey; it is anent 

climbing roses, for which pillars are to be 

provided, instead of some rough post or 

accidental stump, or veranda support 

"A pillar, say, of crimson rambler., wel! 
isolated upon the lawn, its fine growths 
darting out here- and there to, relieve the 
pillar of formality, is, when aglow with its 
crimson panicles of blossom, a gorgeous 
picture By selecting the freest growers 
and placing the pillars some twelve to 
twenty feet apart, and connecting each by 
chains hung loosely, a pretty effect is pro- 
duced when the growths are sufficiently 
developed to drape the chains with blos- 
som." 

Such a suggestion, thrown out carelessly,' 
is an indication of how much difference 
there Is between gardening (I. e., ornamen- 
tal gardening) in the United States a in 
Europe, especially Great Britain. Tht " a 
thousand years of artistic practices have 
been possible through permanence of abode, 
and have been fostered by art and wealth 
and tradition, and nourished by a moist 
and equable climate. .Hundreds of gar- 
dens of great extent surround houses that 
have stood amid them for centuries, and 
are lncrusted with precious associations as 
thickly as with ivies and lichens of almost 
forgotten origin. These formal beds were 
laid 'out long before America was heard of 
—those hedges planted when the Plan- 
tagenets were Kings. Maybe even the most 
ancient yews do not go back so far, but 
there were others before them in the same 
spot. The historians of the family will tell 

you why the Dutch style was adopted here, 
and why in the next valley you may find 
still maintained an Italian garden, studded 
with mold-green statuary, brought from 
Rome and Florence, when. Milord returned 
from the grand tour in seventeen hundred 
and something. We are not blameworthy 
that no such scenes beautify our land, but 
it is time we began— and yet, what is the 
use? Few men really form or think of 
forming family " seats " in this country- A 
home is rarely made with the expectation 
that it will last even a. lifetime, not to 
speak of passing to posterity and being pre- 
served. Something better may present 
itself, and then we must be free to take it, 
and as for tying children to our ideas— the 
idea! *So we won't plant for others to reap 
or see or smell. The institution of the 
entail may be, in many ways, undesirable, 
but it has its advantages, and among them 
is the slow systematic planning and the 
perpetuation of a noble garden. . 

But even this would not give- -us English 
gardens/ An hour with this beautiful book 
makes that plain. Their parterres and 
blossoming hedges and gay borders and 
picturesque walls and grottoes and terraces 
and statues would be racked to pieces by 
our Winters or ruined by Summer heat 
and drought, even If they could.be begun. 
But that 16 no reason why we shouldn't 
make our gardens beautiful in our own way 
—in our severttl ways, as here and there men 
And women are doing, especially under the 
gracious sides of California and of the 
Southern States. There are fine, century* 
Old gardens between Charleston and Mo- 
bile now, which only need .more care and 
more money to be models for their neigh- 
bors. 
. In carrying out such an ambition, as well 
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be culttrate* here and by 
similar methods. Moreover, the gufidaace 
Is always toward simplicity. . 
" For the beat of gardening is always the 

Sometimes in a little wagaWe 
■trip that is tended by lahurtug 
folk who love flowers, there may be 
•sea gome combination of one or two, or 
of two or three, kinds, of plants, that is of 
so high an order of beauty that one may 
look in vain for anything as good hi many 
a huge place." 

The volume closes with a long and per- 
haps complete catalogue of cultivated 
Plants, tabulating the name, color, time of 
flowering, and other particulars, so that 
you may tell at a glance whether it would 
suit your purpose. 




Two Books by Orme Agnus.* 

Only to those who appreciate and are in- 
terested in provincial life will the col- 
lection of stories entitled, "Love in Our 
Village," by Orme Agnus, appeal. Thess 
are stories of English peasant life in 
the locality of Dorset with the love af- 1 
fairs of the village for the motif. Love, 
Mr. Agnus assures us, is both the chief 
amusement and a serious business in jthe 
community. The peasant is not easy to 
know, and to the casual observer seems 
merely a part of his lethargic village. 
But a closer acquaintance shows that in 
each insulated life there are as exciting 
dramas and intense life problems as in 
the more demonstrative and metropolitan 

mankind.

in none pf these stories canr we find 

unadulterated amusement. In each Is a 
pathetic! humor. This is not because the 
love- m a king seems ( crude and almost 
vulgar in its simplicity- we can under- 
stand how it should naturally be ele- 
mentary in its performance— but because 
of the irony of situations, which, after all, 
are not confined to ' villages. The isola- 
tion merely emphasizes the - trag i c 

Thus we cannot laugh unreservedly at 
" The Dethronement of the King," by the 
two young women to whom he engaged 
himself simultaneously. In the heart of 
one of the girls there could not be the 
Joy of revenge in drenching him with cold 
water, nor a solace for dispelled illusions, 
in " making a vooil ov he *• before the 
village. The bashfulness of Mr. -Jesty. 
in managing his love affairs does not ap-" 
peal to one as altogether mirthful. And 
" The Miraculous Inspiration "of Mr. 
Jesty" seems rather desperation, "The 
Roses of June " is the nearest approach 
to sprightliness which the title of the book 
would suggest. "The Poet's Love" is a 
tragedy, the tragedy of a poetic soul 
and ineffectual expression. If it were 
not for the beautiful location of the vil- 
lage, a gracious heritage to any people, 
and obstacles in love affairs overcome, 
happy domestic^ life ensuing, also some 
cheerful details of village existence, one 
would! be more depressed than refreshed 
by the reading. 

The companion book to "Love in Our 
Village," "Jan Oxber," is the biography 
of a man of worth, whose name stands for 
an epoch in village history, "Jan Oxber' s 
Time.)' This story also exemplifies phases 
of the oppression of the peasantry by. 
the gentry. ' Jan was born into the simple 
life of his town with the elements of a 
revolutionist in his nature. This element 
might have lain dormant forever, even 
after the encounter with the arrogant 
vicar, and in the uneventful continuance 
of his life never to rouse again, making 
his life no* different from that of the 
other young men of his acquaintance, had 
not a single event changed / hi a career. 
Even then it is from no personal feelings, 
the author would have us believe, that Jan 
engages in a death struggle with bis 
young wife's betrayer, " the ^Squire," but 
in behalf of the peasants. \lt was for 
then* recognition as a people With rights, 
and with feelings to be resptected/>and 
for the honor of all peasant women. And 
how he accomplished this is well told. Jan 
was a whole-souled man, deserving o*f a 
better fate than that of making a fortune, 
alone, and in a strange land— Australia. 
But that's the story. He never returned 
to his native land, but assisted others 
from his home to make new homes in the . 
free country. So we must be satisfied 
that he had compensation for his suffer- 
ing in being of entity and count in his 
life, j 

In reading Mr. Agnus' s books we realize 
no - literary style or technique. He makes 
himself so much one of the people he de- 
scribes, and his descriptions are bo simple 
and convincing, that we do not consciously 
the finished - workmanship of -his 
1 It is only in those lapses from 
Dorset dialect, when the author makes 
a criticism, or gives a description of the 
village conventions and bits of personal 
information, that we are made aware of 
the onlooker and the* stylist.

The. ways of some transatlantic firms are 
known to be peculiar, if " pushful." A case 
we have just noticed deserves, we think, 
some comment In 1891, .just before the 
Copyright act, the " Love Letters of a 
Wofldly Woman " were published for Mrs. 
W. K. Clifford by Messrs, Harper in New 
York. The book was diligently pirated, 
and had an immense success in America. 
It consisted,, of three diferent stories, all 
told in letters, the last being " On the 
"Wane, a Sentimental Correspondence." 
"The Letters of Elizabeth" have Just been 
published In New York, as No. 179 of the 
Arrow Library, by Street & Smith of 238 
William Street, and at the end of " Eliza- 
beth " is Mrs. Clifford's " Sentimental Cor- 
respondence," but there is no sign of her 
name, so that it looks, of course, as if it 
were written by Mrs. Glyn. .Further, at 
the end of the volume the " Love Letters of 
a Worldly Woman "• are advertised as No. 
138 of the same series, without a word of 
the portion stolen from them to fatten 
" Elizabeth." We need hardly say that 
this "Arrow" edition of the f ' Love Let- 
ters " brings no penny to the author. The 
Eublic will be entirely in favor of the 
ooksellers. It may be remembered that 
a few years ago some officious vestrymen 
endeavored to shift the book-barrow men 
and others from Farrington Road, but 
the attempt was a fiasco. 

Far be it from us to defend such " push- 
fulness," nor would we retaliate by recall- 
ing to mind the editions Of Longfellow, 
(Emerson, and Lowell which thrived In Eng- 
land without putting a penny in the pockets 
of the authors, or the later books of Ameri- 
can fiction which are sold . broadcast at 6d. 
per copy; but we would call our London 
confrere's attention to a very curious phase 
of up-to-date London bookmaking. " Love 
Letters of a Worldly Woman," " The Let- 
ters of Elizabeth," and we may add, also 
" An Englishwoman's Love Letters," and 
. "Mrs. Green" have all authorized pub- 
lishers in this country. But why were not 
these works copyrighted? The. American 
publishers most interested tell us that the 
reason is to be found in the shortsighted- 
ness of the publishers in London, who, with 
supreme British indifference, Ignore the so- 
licitations of American .agents there.

Yinoed that we talk more about literature 

and literary people in America than they 
do In England or on the Continent. It Is 

■not the matter of everyday gossip among 

well-bred English people that it Is with us. 
I have tried In vain to make a set of well- 
bred, well-taught English ladles of the best 
position tell me about the success of the 
season. Mrs. Clayton Glyn, a very pretty 
•tut fashionable Woman, who has written 
that very sprightly book M The Visits of 
Elisabeth." That she Is very beautiful, with 
auburn hair and a sweet, small figure. Is 
evident from her portrait; that she leads a 
quiet home life at Sheering Hall, Essex, with 
her husband, Mr. Clayton Qlyn, and two lit- 
tle girls; that she is fond of rural life, and 
that in the season she is very fashionable, 
Ac., in London; that the French part pf the 
story Is' an autobiography, but no other 
part— all the rest fancy— I have learned Also 
that the portrait In her book Is not her own, 
but that of Lady Angela Forbes; but I have 
not heard that intimate talk which we have 
in our country of the particular cast of her 
mind, with which we always greet a book 
of Katrina Trask, or Julie Cruger, or Mrs. 
Julia Ward Howe, or Sara Orne Jewett, j>r. 
Mollle Elliot Sewall, or any of our dis 
gutehed successes. 

We -are more introspective— critics, I am 
sure-in America; yet this woman has 
shown a very fine literary instinct She has 
known how to reach her public, and she has 
told some truths of English society which 
many Englishwomen wish that she had not 
told. When you ask out and out, " Is this 
an honest picture of English society? " they 
all reluctantly say " Yes." When you ask, 
•• Did she mean it as a satire-* Thackeray 
unveiling of the truth," they are apt to 
hesitate and for \he moment to deny, and 
then they Bay there are many such moth- 
ers, alas! who could receive such letters 
from their ingenuous girls and not blush. 

I think they talk less of 'literature be- 
cause they talk so much about the King, 
even a past and gone King, even of 
Charles II:, of whom Andrew Lang says: 
" The King had. no literature, but had got 
a right notion of style," (what else Is liter- 
ature?) " He had a tremendous will, which 
was never exertedjwhen a petticoat or a 
frolic came in view." The present King has 
a literary taste, and contrives to read much, 
but tiie Court gossip is not of books. It is 
more just now as to the pageantry of the 
coming coronation, and of the King's new 
title given by Lord Rosebery, which is cer- 
tainly in a literary sense very fine, indeed, 

as a title. 

But one English lady tells me much of^ 
«*>». novels, of Gorky, a Russian, whose 
bSfcs sell by thousands. He is a tramp, 
who has for thirty years wandered^ over 
Russia doing odd Jobs for a living and 
now, having become rich by his books, re- 
fuses, as a Russian lady says, to M clean 
Up," and who confesses, " I like to go about 
In the meanest of towns because where 
everything is dirty, all is simple and sin- 
cere." I could never agree with the con- 
nection between dirt and sincerity, as the 
least sincere people I have ever seen have 
been always the dirtiest. However, ft may 
be" different in Russia. His story " Kon- 
ovalof," or " Konovalov," is very striking. X 

This author is fond of telling how he was 
born outside the pale of civilization, and 
that he cannot endure the sickly refine- 
ments, the Infinite fcomplicatlons df Rus- 
sian society. <To us who read Cou^t Tol- 
stoi, these " sickly refinements ,r seem very 
far off. I should think this amazing, au- 
thor, Gorky, whose books sell by thousands, 
might have found dirt and degradation easy 
to come at. I do not find in talking with 
Russian ladies that many of the highest 
class write novels. They have not that 
cacoettes scribendl which affects the Eng- 
lishwomen, but they talk of literature more 

willingly. 
Dean Stanley thought very highly of the 

Intelligence of the Russian ladies, and in 

my humble way I should like to add my 
very good opinion. No one can doubt the 
Intelligence of the English Princess just 
dead, the Empress Frederick. She aston- 
ished even the German savants by her 
learning, and always rivaled Lady Jane 
Gray and Lady Mary Mortley Montague 
in her erudition. Andrew Lang says that, 
the latter was a far better Latin 1st than 
Pope. 

As to another aristocratic authoress, the 
titles to distinction are many, Constance, 
Lady Russell, whose " Swallowf ield and Its 
Sounds " is called , the most important se- 
rious book of the season. She is the widow 
of Sir George Russell, the famous Judge 
who died in 1898, and . the- daughter 
of the late Lord Arthur Lennox, Her 
grandmother was Lady Charlotte Gordon. 
one of the famous four daughters of the 
Duke of Gordon. She married the Duke of 

Richmond, and gave the famous ball the 
night before Waterloo,

If ever a woman had a right and title 
to be reminiscent, Constance, Lady Rus- 
sell, has. There Is a younger woman 
who has a hereditary right to genius, and 
that Is Miss Bessie Hatton, whose last pub- 
lished novel, " The Master Passion," is clev- 
er and readable. She is the daughter of the 
well-known editor of The People, Joseph Hat- 
ton, and has been favorably known to the 
readers of fairy stories for a long time, hav- 
ing published a volume known as the " Vil- 
lage of Youth." She Is also a clever actress.

Literary La dmaf ks of Lake 

Geneva.* \ . 

Mr. Gribble's volume, which received a 
snort notice some weeks ago, is so un- 
usually vivacious that it Is well wdfcny of 
greater attention. In his preface we au- 
thor says his book Is not Intended to be the 
complete history of Geneva, which perhaps 
ought to be written. 

I have not tried to write it, because the 
task affords too many opportunities of 
being dull and tedious. • • • What I have 
tried to write is an informal history of 
Geneva, with special reference to the 
careers of the many eminent men of let- 
ters, native or strangers, who have lived 
or sojourned there. . * _ ' 

In this aim Mr. Gribble has entirely 
succeeded. Throughout the book we find 
Vivid lifelike pictures of Bonivard,- Calvin, 
Beta. Voltaire, Rousseau, Madame Necker, 
Madame de Stael, de Saussaure, and other 
celebrated men and women around whose 
life-stories Mr. Gribble contrives to throw 
a most fascinating glamour, without in any 
way departing, from the truth. For the. 
first time many'of these personages live, 
move, and have their being in an environ- 
ment and society the author makes per- 
fectly familiar to us; real personages whose 
careers we follow with an interest never 
so awakened by the usual treatment of 
historic figures. 

Before 1535, Geneva- was merely a place 
on the map like'any other, whose authentic 
history went back to Caesar; but from 1558 
onward it became the centre of a rich in- 
tellectual life, its story being full of illus- 
trious names and memorable literar 
sociatlons. Mr. Gribble say a this ra] 
development was due to the genius of Cal- 
vin, a born schoolmaster, .'" who, at a crit- 
ical moment took the town in hand, and 
proceeded to govern it as though he were 
not quite sure whether he was in*charge 
of a university or a reformatory." 

Mr. Gribble follows Geneva's early his- 
tory; her people^ being as immoral as they 
were merry and dirty. A striking pic- 
ture of the city at this early day is shown 
In the following: 

Th« street was the people's drawing room. 
They stood and gossiped there, they sat 
about on benches underneath their win- 
dows. Or, some musician would strike up 
a lively tune, and ladies of the highest po- 
sition in society; the wives and daughters 
of Councilors and syndics, attired in vel- 
vets and silks, would.- dance round dances 
in the open ^ir. For all their political 
anxieties, these., early Genevans were, on 
the whole, -a- merry people. But— tet there 
be no, mistake about it— they made~ merry 
in the midst of filth and evil smells. 

As early as 1478 Adam Steynschawer pf 

Schweinfurt set up the first printing press 

at Geneva, soon followed by others; the 

city's greatest progress toward culture, 

however, being evidenced by the dramatic' 

entertainments organized for the diversion 

of the Dukes -of Savoy. Bonivard is one 

of the most lifelike characters Mr. Gribble 

T . 

has given us:" 

• A scholar and gentleman, he played the 

gart of a patriot when it was obviously to 
is interest to play that- of a courtier. He 
paid for his patriotism— with two ions terras 
of imprisonment, and when he got his lib* 
erty he never posed as a martyr, but sat 
down and wrote a most interesting history 
of the city for which he hfed suffered, with 

hardly a reference to his sufferings.

Surely the fact that he was sued by. an

Gibbon's name Ms closely connected with 
the city to which he was exiled by his 
parents for. the crime of becoming a con- 
vert to Catholicism.

Mrs. Hovenden's father-in-law, George 
Corson, was one of the leaders in the Abo- 
LHtion movement When most doors in 
, Pennsylvania were closed to Abolition 
speakers and even the Friends refused to 
allow anti-slavery assemblages to be held 
In the Plymouth Meeting House, George 
Corson erected on his farm a large barn 
containing a hall in which the evils of 
slavery might be freely discussed, and 
where many slaves could find protection. 

Soon after Thomas Hovenden became 
known In the art world through his first 
successful picture, "Elaine," he wooed and 
won Helen Corson, the daughter of the 
Plymouth Abolitionist. She herself had 
studied art in Paris, and after their mar- 
riage the old Abolition Hall became the 
studio of husband and wife. 

Inspired by these surroundings, 
painted " The Last Moments of John 
Brown," and when the picture was exhibit- 
ed the painter's fame was established. 

Hovenden entered heartily into the life of 
the little community surrounding him. He 
had none of the arrogant pride that often 
creates a gulf between genius and its hum- 
bler surroundings.

Told with Charity. 

Magnanimity is easy for victorg^^ra, 

from the days of "Lionel Lincoln, " Amer- 
ican novelists have scrupulously endea- 
vored to adorn the novel of the Revolution 
with at least offe noble Briton, and, in later 
years, even the Tory has been granted 
tho grace of toleration, . but Miss 
Sarah Orne Jewett is the first to make 
Tory and Whig equally lovable. In her 
M The Tory Lover," she has introduced her 
first villain, and he is neither Tory nor 
Englishman, but . a pretended patriot, de- 
voured by a gnawing envy of all superiors. 
Through him. bitter sorrow and long sus- 
pense come to the fair, courageous patriot 
heroine and to the brave and loving lojftfl- 
ist great lady, and through him ruin al- 
most comes to John Paul Jones, and in the 
end ho earns a traitor's doom and is left 
despised of all men. Miss Jewett has de- 
scribed him perfectly, yet wit|prat one of 
those acrimonious phrases which few au- 
thors can refrain from bestowing upon their 
villains. 

This is not the. only piece of reserve in 
the story: it is not even the most remark- 
able " The Tory Lover '* Is a war novel 
without a battle, and with the merest 
sketch of Jones's daring but fruitless at- 
tach upon Whitehaven, to satisfy those 
who like talk of guns and drums and 
swords. . 

Miss Jewett has studied John Paul Jones 

carefully, with perhaps even more than due 
"charity for his vanity, and his raging desire 
to exercise his genius for command under 
one. flag or another, but all her views of 
him are tinged by well-beloved traditions 
absorbed in childhood from narrators speak- 
ing with earnestness and conviction as sin- 
cere as if they and not their sires had 
trodden the deck of the Ranger. 

Mary Hamilton, heroine of the tale, is be- 
loved not only by Roger Wallingford, the 
herj, but by Jones, and hardly knows to 
which she has given her heart until the 
news of Roger's captiyity in England and 
doubts of his faithfulness to the patriot 
cause come to her ears. It is love of her 
which gives Roger to his country, for an 
English education and his mother's loyalty 
have made him a King's man, but once he 
opens his mind to patriot argument he 
gives no half-hearted devotion to the cause, 
and sails with Jones, accepting a commis- 
sion. The villaiA contrives to make him 
appear ^/traitor,, andt inflicts _a weli r nigh 
fatal wound upon him, and he tastes the 
mercies of a. military prison. He owes his 
pardon and release, not to Mary alone, but 
also to Master Sullivan, the father of Gen. 
Sullivan! the schoolmaster to whom Ber- 
wick acknowledges great .debt for the noble 
training of her boys, the exiled companion 
of Derwent water and the first Pretender. 
He gives her letters to the kinsmen of his 
former companions in arms, and her suc- 
cess is instant. 

The story of her voyage to England with 
Madam Wallingford, of the love of the 
mother country swiftly springing up in her 
heart, and giving her clearer understand- 
ing of the loyalists, is beautifully narrated, 
but the most exquisite touch In the story Is 
the last. In the very last pages of the book, 
when, all troubles past, all perils vanished, 
united and happy, the lovers speed up the 
river through the evening shadows to the 
home landing, with the welcome of their 
firesides shining warmly from the windows 
of their houses for a beacon, and a great 
company of their friends coming down the 
terraced gardens to meet them. 

The frontispiece of the book reproduces 
a miniature long In Miss Jewett's posses- 
sion, an inheritance from the days of Mary 
Hamilton, and Mr. and Mrs. Woodbury add 
other pictures, among them a view of the 
Hamilton mansion, a superb Colonial house, 
quite warranting the boast that life in. the 
Piscataquis plantations was as stately as 
In Virginia.

An Abridged Poole.* 

When we are reminded that the well- 
known Index to Periodicals by Dr. Poole, 
although first issued no longer ago than 
1882, has already reached four massive vol- 
umes, which cost $30 or $40, It Is plain that 
an abridgement had to be made if the work 
were to have any popular use. There are 
many libraries, even, that cannot afford to 
buy it, not to speak of its ever-increasing 
supplements. It is, indeed, a task that 
might well have made even Sisyphus go 
on strike, for here the stone ever rolling 
backward is ever enlarging with the an- 
nually augmented output of the periodical 
press. But there is ah immense number of 
references in the exhaustive original, which 
net one in a thousand can utilise, or cares 
to. The subjects or the articles are trivial, 
or the ma ga sines are beyond the reach of 
all who are not neighbors to a few metro- 
politan libraries. It is in this respect, quite 
as much as in any other, that the. editors 
of this abridgement (one of whom is Libra- 
rian at Amherst and the other the daughter 
of Dr. Poole) have rendered a service to 
the student-readers of the country, for 
they' have selected for them what is or- 
dinarily accessible and broadly; considered 
most worth -having. 

They have, in the first place, limited the 
range to thirty-seven, periodicals, all of 
which are American except six, vis., The 
Contemporary, Fortnightly, National, and 
Nineteenth Century Reviews, The Geo- 
graphical Journal and The Magastne of Art. 
Besides the principal, literary and illus- 
trated monthlies of New York, Boston, and 
Philadelphia, a few 'Such special ones as 
Education, Outing, The Outlook, Popular 
Science Monthly, and Political Science 
Quarterly axe included.

The book purports to be the true story 
of Robinson Crusoe, but it is by no means 
a travesty on that immortal work. It is 
no less than the manuscript written by 
the original Robinson himself, who was 
employed by Defoe to go to sea and fur- 
nish the enterprising author with material 
for a story. He met so many Surprising 
adventures, however, in conjunction with 
his companion, a talking chimpanzee an- 
swering to the name of O'Toole, and em-, 
ploying a remarkable brogue, and a won- 
drously voluble parrot, that ' Defoe re* 
fused to credit them- and sat down to com- 
pose " Robinson Crusoe " out of his own 
unaided imagination. The real Robinson 
has a deep scorn for the story as pub- 
lished, accuses the author of a lack of in- 
vention and literary jealousy, and attrib- 
utes the introduction of Man. Friday to 
the account of O'Toole contained In his 
own memoranda. _

An interesting item in the Fall list of 
Henry T. Coates is the republication of 
Catharine Crowe's "Night-Side of Na- 
ture." Every one whose Interest has been 
awakened in the psychical nature of man, 
and to whom such things as dreams, pre- 
sentments, or second sight mean more than 
mere superstitions, knows this book as 
a veritable class*. It appeared fifty-three 
years ago, the first volume of Its sort. 
In those days experimental psychology 
had no existence even in name, and yet 
the author assumed an attitude so scien- 
tific and handled her subject so judicious- 
ly, that even then she foreshadowed with 
remarkable exactness many of the conclu- 
sions now reached in modern science. 

Dr. T. J. Hudson, whose •• Laws of 
Psychic Phenomena " is authoritative, 
adds value to this new form of "The 
Night-Side of Nature " with a preface. 
He Says of the book: "It rises to the dig- 
nity, if hot of a scientific production per 
se, at least of a repository of traditions 
and beliefs that are of great and real 
interest and importance to science. Con- 
sidered merely as a collection of stories 
the work is far more interesting and fas- 
cinating, thrilling even, than any novel 
which has ever been written."

The Coates house has also republished 
those three hovels of Elizabeth (Mrs. 
Richard Henry) Stoddard, which, though 
called by Mr. E. C. Stedman. " essentially 
modern and in keeping with the choicest 
types of recent fiction," have yet not 
hitherto been obtainable in sightly and uni- 
form edition. "Two Men," "The Morge- 
sons," and " Temple House " may not find 
at the hands of the fickle " general public " 
a wide welcome in their new dress, for 
the reason that that autocratic and unde- 
pendable body prefers the new and untried 
to the old. however tested, but all good 
readers who admire and look for the sound 
and sane and stable in bur literature will 

be glad to own and re-read three stories 
which have been too long neglected. One 
volume carries an appreciation from the 
pen of Mry Stedman, which, though schol- 
arly and pleasing, yet comes somewhat as 
the unnecessary bush for good wine. » An- 
other volume opens with a delightful pref- 
ace from the novelist herself, telling us in 
a charmingly .naive way how her stories 
grew, Topsy-like, in spite of discourage- 
ments and set-backs, till -et the last came 
the genial praise of " Mr. Lowell of ' The 
Atlantic,' " and that note from Hawthorne 
which ended with:- " There are few books 
of which I take the trouble .to have an 
opinion at all, or of which I could retain : 
any memory so long after reading' as I do 
of * The Morgesons.' " 

Apropos of women in literature, it may 
be chronicled that Agnes Repplier, 2d, is 
now wiping for one of the Sunday papers 
here some nonsense verses, rather more 
interesting because of the name of their . 
literary parent. . than either original or 
unusual. Her work is somewhat of that 
sort in which Mistress Carolyn Wells has 
proved herself adept, with a Hoodish seek- 
ing after puns and a not unpleasing jingle 

Mrs. Caroline Atwater Mason is another 
whom the country correspondent • would 
describe as " the lady aspirant for the ■ 
laurels of literature." It is to be added 
that her " A Lily of France." recently 
issued from the' Griffith & Rowland Press 
of this city, is a story of such real merit 
as to entitle her quite justly to much higher 
praise than the country correspondent has 
at his command. She has written a story 
about the character of William the Silent, 
whose crtitral theme is his love for Char- 
lotte de Bourdon, which involves all the ■ 
chief rulers and stirring events of the 
most stirring period In the history of the 
Inquisition, and she has accomplished her 
work in a manner fitly described as judi- 
cious and masterly— and surely entertain- 
ing. 

Writing in the current issue of The La- 
dies' Home Journal, Mr. Bok says: "There .

Not Approved by This Writer: 

To The. Hew York Time* Ssfsrssy Sevlem: 

I am among the constant readers of your 
paper, It comes to me. every week as "a 
cordial," If I may "use the favorite phrase of 
the historian Gibbon in acknowledging- the 
receipt of a welcome letter from a friend. 
The reviews of new books are fair in spir-^ 
it and stimulating, and your liberality in 
admitting courteous criticism of such 
books is one of the best features of your 
paper. Your brief editorial on "American 
Anthologies" in the last issue opens the 
way for me to write what I have intended 
for some weeks to write. 

I am among those of your readers who 
purchased Knowles's "Golden Treasury of 
American Songs and Lyrics" and Sted- 
roan's M American Anthology," and both 
books are on my library shelves. I bought 
them because I am a lover of poetry. Of 
the two books the former Is in my Judg- 
ment the better, so far as it goes. I found 
Mr. Stedman's book disappointing. Yet it 
has generally* received extremely lauda- 
tory reviews in such of our American lit- 
erary papers as I have read. 

All recognize the deservedly honorable 
position which Mr. Stedman holds as a poet 
and a critic I own and value highly his 
" Nature and Elements of Poetry," a col- 
lection of his lectures delivered at Johns 
Hopkins University. Those lectures are dis- 
tinguished by fine taste, critical Judgment, 
and a true ' grasp of his subject They 
should be studied by every student of 

poetry. 
U I understand what an "anthology" 

means, it is a collection of beautiful poems 
or of passages from poems; not trash, dog- 
gerel, or imitations. An "American An- 
thology" should mean a collection of the 
best, most enduring, most artistic, and 
noblest expressions of our National poetry, 
in which, unfortunately, there Is no em- 
barrassment of riches. The volume of 
American poems, which have— to use Mat- 
thew Arnold's term— high and rare excel- 
lence, is not so large that It could not have 
been easily compressed Into a collection 
much smaller than Mr. Stedman's. 

His compilation errs In two directions; 
by exclusion and by Inclusion. Too. much 
poor stuff— some of it waterish and ser- 
vile Imitation, principally of Kipling and 
Whitman— has been admitted; poems which 
will have only an ephemeral life. They 
must have found, a lodgment in' Mr. Sted- 
man's anthology by reason of his desire 
to compliment their authors ex gratia. 
A reader fifty years hence, who consults 
it as I now do Mr. R. W. GrlswokVs 
"Poets and Poetry of America"— a book 
for its day of far greater merit than that 
of either Mr. Stedman- or Mr. 
will wonder that such tinsel could 
have passed as current coin. Whatever 
of permanence it may have will come not 
from its merit, as an expression of " the 
vision and the faculty divine,'! but be- 
cause Mr. Stedman has garnered It; as 
wheat instead of winnowing it out as 

chaff. 

But what shall we say of an "American 
Anthology," In which'some of the noblest 
poems In American literature are ignored, 
some of which are types of the finest 
thought our country has developed? Why 
Is D. A Wesson, one of the subtlest think- 
ers we have had, and the author of sev- 
eral noble poems,, not even mentioned? 
Wesson's work was uneven, but at times 
he rose to a noble height. Few American 
poets have sung in a higher strain than he 
In his great lyric, "Airs WelL" What 
more beautiful line can be found in our 
poetry than- that with which he closes 
this glorious poem, which is as fine In 

'thought as in expression? 

"As morning drinks the morning star." 
The absence of such a lyrical poem, writ- 
ten in the heat of the transcendental phase 
of American thought, impoverishes any. 

. anthology.- There can be no excuse for its 
omission. Another beautiful poem which 
I looked for in vain Is D wight's M Rest," 
one of such delicate texture, that to this 
day it is commonly attributed to the great 
Goethe. It has been quoted over and over 
again by our best writers and preachers, 
and yet has no home in this anthology. 
Why -should we have only one.stansa of 
C. P. Cranch's poem, "Thought is deeper 

than ell speech T' I have thought the sec- 
ond atansa very fine. 

We are spirits clad in veils; 

Man by man was never seen; 

All our deep communing falls 

To remove" the shadowy screen, 



can hold the balance more Justly than the 
exalted mind of the creative poet. Saint- 
Beuve, Amiel, Haxlett. and Whipple did 
not know how " to build the lofty rhyme," 
but they had a keenness of analysis and 
sense of proportion that made them great 
critics of poetry as well as of prose. Even 
that literary autocrat, Dr. Johnson-clarum 
et commemorabile nomen-fmade egregious 
work In Judging the greatest poets of our 
language, Shakespeare and- Milton. 4 

Of Knowles's "American Songs anfl. 
Lyrics " I can add little to your criticism. 
As you have indicated, the book is disfig- 
ured by the admission of some trash. But 
we must remember that tt is narrow in 
limit and was not intended to sweep the 
compass of American poetry. I remember 
that on my first reading of the book I was 
delighted to find in the notes an apprecia- 
tion of Edgar Allan Poe, " as the greatest 
master of musical quality in verse whom 
America has produced." Mr. Knowles Is 
right in this. Poe will yet come to his 
own. He has fared hard; was his own worst 
enemy. But I am not the only student of 
American poetry who regards his contribu- 
tion as the most valuable element in it. 
The dirge " Nevermore " will not be sung 
to his fame while men continue to read 
"The Raven," "Israfel," ", Annabel Lee" 
and " The Haunted Palace." 

By the way, how many of the American 
literati, who felt that Poe had been unap- 
predative of their genius, have survived " in 
the dark backward and abysm of time"? 
He was hounded for pricking the vanity 
of some contemporaneous writers and 
shattering the " Insubstantial pageant " of 
their fame; he was accused of malevolence 
and Jealousy, and yet all know now that 
he erred only on the side of overindulgence. 
Ho often failed, as all poets seem to do, in 
the Just equation of the work of other 
poets— but few of ' bis adverse Judgments 
have been reversed. 

So, what Is wanted is a satisfactory 
American Anthology. It must be largely 
a work of love It must come from some 
one, not .necessarily a poet, who is a 
lover and student of poetry in its best 
form; from one who is familiar with the 
finer thought of the American people and 
with their history. He must be in sym- 
pathy with their deepest and holiest as- 
pirations, which have found voice in the 
highest of all arts. Our country has not J 
had a Shakespeare, Milton, Wordsworth* 
Keats, Shelley, Browning, or Tennyson, 
but it has had a Longfellow, Lowell, Bry- 
ant, Poe, Whit tier, Dickinson, and Whit- 
man. It has also has many a humbler 
•poet; 

Whose' songs gushed from bis heart. 
As showers from the clouds of Summer 

Or tears from the eyelids start. 

. Who through long days of labor, 
And nights devoid of ease. 
Still heard in his soul the music 

Of wonderful melodies. 

It Is from these humbler poets that the 
literary art of our country is. to be mostly 

Illustrated. Their poems "smell more of 
-the soil." \ t . 

Since literature became a well-paid pro- 
fession, the tendency among authors is to 
overproductlveness. Their art becomes 
a pot-boiler. Hence the compiler must 
use the nicest discrimination. He must 
distinguish the inspired from the machine- 
made rhyme. His ear must catch the 
music of the heart gushing into verse and 
detect the creak of the pump-handle. 

Such an anthology would require years 
of study; not only on the sunny uplands, 
but In the shy forest^openings and shady 
coverts where the poetic art often lurks 
In quiet beauty. • 

Who will give It to us? It need not be 
impressed with any magnl nominie unhra. 
The one Who does this work well will do 
for America what has never yet been done 
for Great Britain, for If there be any sat- 
isfactory anthology of British poetry, I 

never have succeeded in finding it The 
best is the charming little work by Pal- 
grave; but this Is the merest teak from 
the great reservoir of the poetry of our 
language in its ancestral home. Will It 
come soon, or must we wait, to feed on a 
faint hope, inani pascere spe?

of English Verse"— may well serve as a 
model for a new edition of Stedman's an- 
thology of American poetry, to the end 
that an edition agreeable to book lovers 
may be produced. Although it has 1.804 
pages, it is a pocketable book, being but 6% 
Inches by- 4ft Inches hi slse and only seven- 
eighths of an Inch thick. The edition of 
this book, printed from the same plates 
upon ordinary book paper, is more than 
twice as thick. (As I do not have it at 
hand, I am not able to give its exact dimen- 
sions.) It Is too bulky for easy handling, 
and must discourage the prospective pur- 
chaser who is also a lover of the book 
physical. The edition on India paper is, 
he wever, a gem in bookmaking. The type 
Is ten-point, (long primer.) leaded, and is 
pioperly spaced. The pages are perfectly 
proix rtloned, though the uneven and ex- 
cessive side margins Incidental to poetical 
works make them appear too long, but this 
apparent effect exaggerates the margins 
enough to permit of the use of smaller 
leaves without giving the impression of 
niggardly margins more than occasionally, 
as when dealing with Wordsworth, for ex- 
ample, or Browning or Shakespeare. 

The examples of the type line not being 
adequate for the poetical line, and conse- 
quently that painful and Inartistic thing, a 
"turned" line, are of rare occurrence. I 
would like to continue to catalogue the ex- 
■ cellencies of this beautiful book, but I only 
Intended to draw attention to it to suggest 
the use of similar paper for an American 
anthology that should be also a good book 

_ • , 

artistically. How sinful it is to entomb the 
choicest examples of American poetry in 
a book so unworthy; that so grossly vio- 
lates or ignores the canons of typographical 
and general art as to make it non grata to 
the litterateur who is likewise a book lover, 
who belongs to the class most concerned 
to purchase it. 

If Mr. Frowde controls the use of this 
particular India paper, as I seem to re- 
member having heard, we have paper mak- 
ers equal to any attempt, and with a record 
of performance along mercantile, lines at 
least excelling all the others in the world. 
If the Oxford India paper Is not available 
to American publishers, let them demand 
Its equivalent from the paper makers, and 
then let us have some books printed upon 
it-but first of all let us have Stedman's 
anthology revised and so printed. . ' '

' LONDON, Aug. 20.— There is evidently a 

growing conviction among: English critics 
that the American book boom is a purely 
^ commercial affair, and should be credited 
to the enterprise of American tradesmen, 
rather than to the genius of American au- 
thors. During the last year or two a number 
of American novels have been republished 
here, with the announcement that they have 
cold to the extent of several hundred thou- 
sand copies each in America. The British 
public has thus been induced to buy them, 
and it is easy to see that the result has 
been, as a rule, disappointment. Now and 
then some one of * these extensively adver- 
tised books has become popular here, as in 
the case of " David Harum," but as to most 
of them the wonder has been why they 
have sold so largely in America. 

It does not follow, as most of the critics 
have affirmed, that the extraordinary sales 
of certain American novels have been 'due 
purely to skillful advertising. It should be 

• remembered that a large proportion of them 
are purely American in their subjects andL- 
appeal to the spirit of American patriotism, 
which of late years seems to have grown 
in intensity. Of course this does not 
appeal to English readers. The American 
Revolution, the civil war, and the skirmish 

, with Spain are naturally of intense inter- 
est to Americans, whereas to the average 
English reader they are of . less Interest 
than any of half a dozen little wars waged 
by England in India, Africa, or New Zea- 
land. Then, again, while Englishmen have 
a keen appreciation of true American hu- 
mor, they have naturally little interest in 

* American character, and the novel that is 
popular in America, because it contains 
faithful studies of New England or West- 
ern characters does not attract English 
readers. Doubtless some of the recent great 
book booms in America have been due to 
other causes than the intrinsic merit of the 
books, but ;t is not safe to assume that, be- 
cause an American novel sells to an enor- 
mous extent, the credit, belongs wholly to 
the publisher. " David Harum M sold here 
simply because it was readable and its 
humor appealed as forcibly to the English- 
man as it did to the American. On the 
other hand, an American historical ,novel t 
which also sold largely in America, meets 
with little favor here, for the reason that 
it deals with matters that are of no inter- 
est except to an American. It is unsafe for 
an American author t;o assume that be- 
cause his book has been immensely popular 
at home it will be equally popular here. 
Let him ask himself if it appeals chiefly to 
American patriotism. If it does, the chances 
are that it will not greatly interest the 

' British public. 

* . • 

The death of Signor Crisp! will naturally 
awaken interest in his memoirs. These 
were completed some time ago, but owing 



to their length and the cost of production 
no Italian publisher ventured to print them. 
In Italy the author usually pays for the 
production of . his book, and Crispl, who 
died in poverty, had no money.* to spend in 
book publishing. The memoirs will fill 
^ twelve volumes, but in spite of their length 
they must contain a great deal that is 

unique and valuable. Crispl had been more 
than sixty years a conspirator, a soldier, 
and a statesman. He knew everybody in 
Europe who was worth knowing, and he 
knew the secret history of Italian conspir- 
acy and Italian politics as no one else knew 
them. There will be revelations in the me- 
moirs which will astonish the public and 
will seriously change the estimate which 
has hitherto been put upon certain Italian 
statesmen. It would be difficult to even 
think of any modern political memoirs 
which could rival those of Crispl in interest 
and importance. Whethex* any publisher 
will have the courage to undertake the 
publication of them remains to be seen. I 
fancy that Americans as a rule do not take 
sufficient interest in Italian affairs to 
make it safe for an American publisher to 
undertake so large a book, and It is doubt- 
ful if the number of Englishmen who know 
enough of Crispl to be willing to buy his 
memoirs is very large. However, it is 
hardly probable that a work of so much 
importance will be suffered to remain in 
manuscript,. though there will be a vigorous 
effort made on the part of Crispi's oppo- 
nents to prevent the publication of memoirs 
which may present them in an unpleasant 
light I sincerely hope that they will be 
printed during my lifetime, for there has 
been no public man within iny recollection 
who has been so persistently and sys- 
tematically lied about as has been Crispl, 
and I am anxious, to see the liars discom- 
fited, as they certainly will be if the me- 
moirs are published. • • 



Mr. C. Arthur Pearson has launched his 
scheme of simultaneous newspapers m all 
parts, of the world. He announces the ap- 
proaching issue of The Northern Mail, a 
newspaper to be published at Newcastle, in 
which will be reproduced, to some extent, 
the contents of The Express, Mr. Pearson's 
London daily. Mr. James Gordon Bennett 
had something of the same idea when he 
published the London and Paris editions 
of The New York Herald. The latter was 
a success, and is now the only paper pub- 
lished in English on the Continent which 
has any large sale. Of course it is no way 
a "European edition" of The'New York 
Herald, inasmuch as it is a totally different 
paper-* in every respect. Mr. Pearson's 
Northern Mail will be much more like an 
edition of The Express than the Paris 
Herald is like an edition of The New York 
Herald. The matter seems of interest to 
me for the reason that it foreshadows a 
future development in the newspaper world 
which can hardly fall tp take place. 
Linked newspapers, as they might be called, 
published simultaneously in different places, 
but' using the same telegrams, and to some 
extent the same ^general contents, could 
be published much more cheaply than could 
the sahie number of independent news- 
papers, and Mr. Pearson will probably be 
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remembered in years to come as the origi- 
nator of . the linked newspaper system.

Count Tolstoi is apparently much better 
in health than he was a few weeks ago, 
when his death was daily expected. Living 
the sort of life that he has lived since he 
invented the religion of hoeing potatoes, 
he ought to be strong enough to resist al- 
most any attack. Some one has recorded 
that Tolstoi once said that he could not 
understand why the English thought so 
much of Gladstone, when they had a much 
greater man in the person of Ruskin. Very' 
possibly Ruskin would have been a greater 
statesman than was Mr. Gladstone, but 
could there be a greater absurdity than to 

rank Ruskin as the Intellectual superior of 
Gladstone? Doubtless Tolstoi possesses 
more genius than the present Czar, but 
perhaps the Russians will do better under 
Csar Nicholas than they would do under 
Czar Tolstoi.

Mr. Anthony Hope is several writers in 
one. He can write the novel of adventure 
in a way that puts other contemporary 
8 tory tellers in the shade. Then, again, 
he can write novels of modern society as 
no one else can write them. I do not mean 
by this that I particularly admire him as 
the author of " The God in the Car," or of 
his last new book, " Tristram of Blent," 
for I have never been able to take very 
much interest in the former of the two 

stories, and I have found the latter some- 
what dull, in spite of its cleverness. But. 
this is only # my idiosyncrasy. The public 
appreciates Mr^ Hope as a writer of real- 
istic novels concerning modern men and 
women, and doubtless they are entirely 
right in so doing. 

" Tristram of Blent " is certainly a book 
that deserves to be read. • It -shows a won- 
derful insight into character, and it is full 
of- the brilliant' and subtle conversation in 
which Mr. Hope so easily excels bis rivals. 
To my own taste the " Prisoner .oftZenda" 
and " Rupert of Hentzau "—I have for- 
gotten precisely how that entertaining per* 
son spelled himself— are much- more de- 
lightful than Mr. Hope's more serious . 
books, but then I have always preferred 
stories in which something happens to 
stories which deal in psychology. This is, 
of course, a low and unrefined taste, but I 
fancy that a good many people share it 
with me. 

• * 

The revival of Sherlock Holmes has led 
to a discussion as to whether an author, 
having once thoroughly killed a -character, 
has the right to bring him to life again. 
This Is tfffe sort of discussion that could 
only take place in weather hot enough to 
weaken the intellect Sherlock Holmes 
doubtless died in the Alps, as his biog* 
rapher has recorded, but that fact does 
not prevent the biographer from relating 
events in the dead man's life which took 
place long before he made that fatal jour- 
ney to Switzerland. The question whether 
on the whole It was advisable for Dr. Doyle 
to write any more Sherlock Holmes stories 
is a totally different one. The answer to 
it must be sought in his publisher's account 
As for the new story In The Strand, it 
promises exceedingly well. I am a little 
sorry- to find, however/ that Holmes still 

talks about his *' methods." I doubt if he 
really did use that term as frequently as 
he is represented as doing. If he did use 

it every time he and Watson had a con- J 
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versation together the wonder is why Wat- 
son did not kin him long before he went 
to Switzerland.

It looks as if there were to be an attempt 

to revive Samuel Richardson and his once 

famous " Clarissa." Paragraphs relating 

to Richardson are creeping into the literary 

newspapers, and this sort of thing seldom 

happens, fortuitously. I suppose there are 

still people who can read "Clarissa,:' and 

who like it, but it does not seem as if it 
contained the elements of popularity in the 
present century. Doubtless it is a great 
work, and one which we all admire, pro- 
vided we do not undertake to read It, but I 
fear that there is no great demand for a 
new edition at the present time. 

Mr. Barry Pain has collected in -a two- 
shilling volume some of the dialect papers 
which he has written in To-Day ever since 
Its first number, under the title " De Omni- 
bus." They are supposed to be the re- 
flections of a London omnibus conductor, 
and their humor is so genuine and delight- 
ful that it ought to appeal to an American 
audience, in spite of the fact that the con- 
ductor writes the purest of cockney dialect. 
The conductor's old friends. Old Ike and 
Hankin, are most delightful, and the con- 
ductor's ".missus," who kept her pet cat in 
a basket before the kitchen fire V sime as If 
he was the Prince of Wiles," is as true to 
life as is the conductor himself. I shall 
watch with interest the success of the 
book In America. If it succeeds it will 

show that the cockney dialect cannot con- 
ceal genuine humor from American appre- 
ciation. English readers have been able to 
appreciate certain American dialect stories. 
In spite of the strangeness of the diction 
and surely Americans ought to be able to 
perceive the humor of Mr. Pain's cockney 
conductor. Besides, reading the book will 
be equivalent to a complete education in 
cockney dialect . W. L. ALDEN. 



Reprints of the Second, Third, and 

Fourth Folios. 

P. A Daniel, who edited in the Dr. Fur- 
nivall series of fac simile Shakespeare 
quartos' the plays of "Merry Wives," 
" Richard III.," " Much Ado About Noth- 
ing," " Richard II.," and " King Lear," has 
written to The London Athenaeum suggest- 
ing accurate reprints of the Second, Third, 
and Fourth Folio editions of Shakespeare's 
plays. He points out that this would be a 
great boon to Shakespearean scholars. Of 
reprints of the First Folio of 1023 we have 
had four— Wright's, of 1807; Booth's, 1861- 
64; Staunton's. 1854-65; and Halliwell's. 
1876— and another, edited by Sidney Lee, is 
soon coming from the Oxford Press. 

The collation of the three lesser folios as 
given by Lowndes is not always to be 
trusted, though it is true that many errors 
were corrected as the latter part of the 
edition Was being printed. An accurate 
reprint of the Second Folio is badly needed 
on account of the variations existing in 
different copies. Mr. Daniel states that 
Lowndes's collation of the section of this 

folio, comprising " Henry V." to " Henry 
VIII.," Pp. 69-232, agrees with . his own 
copy; I. e.. Pages 94, 95, 164, and 209 being 
misprinted 49, 59, 194, and 120. In Edward 
Hartley's copy it seems that Page 164 is 
correctly printed. Mr. Daniel's copy has 
another misprint, not noted by Lowndes- 
Page 136 is misprinted 135. If a reprint Is 
made of the Second Folio it might be well 
to use the Earl of Orford's copy, in the 
original calf, measuring 13% by 9% inches, 
and Justly called the largest and finest 
known. This sold In 1895 for £540. which 
the elder Quaritch called' a' " fantastic 
price,** though it wouM undoubtedly be ex- 
ceeded to-day.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 81.— Further con- 
sideration of the letter ' of Rear Admiral 
Howison to Assistant Secretary Hackett 
does not make it any more acceptable to 
the counsel of Rear Admiral Schley than 
it was on first perusal.

Heaviest Yield Ever Known— Eastern 
Buyers Enter the Market—Efforts 
■ for Equitable Freight Rates.

Whitman County alone will produce 10,- 
000,000 bushels this year, and present ex- 
pectations are that the county will give an 
average yield of 35 bushels of wheat and 
65 bushels of oats, and barley. All agree 
that this is the greatest average yield this 
State has ever known. The quality of the 
grain was never better. 

Many stories of heavy individual yields 
are being told by grain buyers. Alexander 

Hickman, living near Pullman, had an 
average yield of 67 bushels of wheat from 
a field of 160 acres. Another farmer 
thrashed an average of 45 bushels per 
acre- from 160 acres. Frederick Hungate, 
living near Union Flat, reports a yield of 
52}fc bushels per acre, machine measure, 
from 212 acres of Little Club wheat 
No yields of less than 35 bushels have^ 

been reported from the newly settled cpuh^ 
try along the Snake River. Of the wheat 
thrashed the average yield has been 40 
bushels per acre. From every part of the 
grain, belt come reports that the yield of 
grain is surpassing the first estimate by 10 
to 20 per cent 

The grain crop of Washington will be di- 
vided about as follows between the three 
wheat-growing sections of the State: Walla 
Walla Valley, 6,000,000 bushels; Palouse 
district, 10,000,000 bushels; Big Bend dis- 
trict 9,000,000. Besides this a number of 
smaller sections -of the State, which have 
heretofore been * unknown • factors In the 
grain yield, will furnish a considerable 
grain tonnage. 

FOr the first time in Its history Franklin 
County is harvesting a wheat crop,, part 
of which will come to Tacoma for export. 
Franklin County lies In almost the centre 
of the . arid, belt of the State. The county 
contains a population of less than 1,000, 
and it has long been supposed that without 
water for extensive irrigation enterprises 
1 its land could not be made to prodace any- 
thing more than a few stunted vegetables. 

A year or so ago CoL N. A. Puffer of 
Walla Walla County made a trip through 
Franklin, and became convinced that cereal 
production could be made a success upon 
the sage-brush land, which comprises al- 
most the entire area of the county. Last 
year the first wheat was grown, giving 
good results. 

. Since then settlers have been /steadily 
coming in. Over 500 homesteads have been 
entered on Government lands during the 
past year, and nearly as many tracts have 
been sold by the Northern Pacific Railway. 
County Assessor Corke, who has just been 
through the county, says this year's crop 
will amount to half % million bushels, and 
for the .first time the supply will' more 
than equal the local de^nantf 

Inquiries are being made Into local condi- 
tions by. Duluth and Minneapolis 
and if the Eastern market is 
to warrant it, extensive purchases "are lilce- 

ly to be made. In this event most of the 
wheat will go to Duluth. - Eastern grain 
men have been figuring somewhaft in the 
Washington market for a number of^s 
and several good-sized shipments haveNoetn 
made to Eastern 3 terminals. 

The heavy charter rates asked by cargo' 
carriers- between Tacoma and Europe dur- 
ing the last two seasons have had the ef- 
fect of keeping down, the price paid to the 
Eastern Washingtori farmers. They receive 
a price which approximated the Liverpool 
quotation,, less the cost of carriage to Ta- 
coma and thence, by- water to Europe. For 
thit; reason the farmers have made an ef- 
fort, but so far unsuccessfully, to secure 
railroad rates which will make buying by 
Eastern houses a permanent factor to the 
marketing of their crop. 

Seven grata exporting firms situated at 
Tacoma have charted more than 40 vessels, 
most of which are now on the sea head- 
ed for this port Other charters are being: 
made daily, and it is believed that the ves- 
sels will arrive fast enough to carry away 

the , grain as rapidly as it arrives at tide- 
wat er.

Its strong 
point will be the "short haul," as the 
" long haul " is the strong point of the 
steam trunk lines. It is expected that. local 
traffic will grow so rapidly that it will ulti- 
mately tax the resources of both steam and 
electricity to handle it

30,000 SAW THE GREAT RACE. 

The day was an ideal one for a great 
rajce, and the attendance was typical of a 
great racing day in New York. Estimates 

placed tlie crowd at numbers ranging from 
25*,000 up to nearly double that number, 
but officials of the track fixed the figure 
at about 30,000. That, estimate seems a 
fair ; one, fd'r the grand stand was crowded 
to the limit, while the roof was filled to 

the danger point, policemen being stationed 
on' the stair just before, the Futurity was 
run to stop further crowding in the upper 
parts of the stand.: The field stand was 
so overflowed before the first race was run 
that the track attendanta^bpened the gates 

and let all who wished into the inner field, 
where a crowd ten deep lined the rail 
through the full length of the stretch for 
the remainder-cft the afternoon, while other 
thousands sought places of vantage further 

back toward the centre of the great oval. 

The club stand and the paddock, too, were 
filled so thoroughly that passage was. diffi- 
cult, and in the paddock policemen had to 
" make a* lane for the horses when they went 
on the track for each race. Women made 
a great part of the immense gathering, and 
gay colors and handsome gowns were 
sprinkled; all over the stand, while in the 
,%jOxes .society was unusually well repre- 
sented. In the throng that surged back 
and forth from betting ring toj paddock 
. were all the people who usually attend 
great racing events. There, too, were all 
toe. people who have to go to great races. 
the actors, politicians, office holders, and 
sem>poblic men, who must be seen on all 
great' occasions at any sacrifice. The po- 
litical contingent was especially strong, but 
oh- the Whple had a rather bad day of It, 
for the political tips were uncommonly un- 
fortunate, the most disastrous ' of these 
being the Tammany tip to all " In the 
know" to back Frank Farrell's colt De 
Reszke for third place in the Futurity. 

The track was fast and saf e> though a 
few wiet spots were in evidence far up 
the Futurity course. Bright sunlight wel- 
comed the early comers, , however, and the 
weather held bright and clear until the 
fifth race was run. The Futurity, the 
great event of the afternoon, was the 
fourthf race on the card, but the betting 
on it began with the betting on the first 
race, a half dozen or more of the hundred 
and odd bookmakers in the betting; ring 
devoting themselves exclusively ' to the 
Futurity, and laying odds through all the 
early part of the afternoon, with the under- 
standing that bets' made on the horses 
which did not start should be refunded. 
The withdrawals, however, from the big 
race were few. Mr. . Whitney's Goldsmith 
was th* first of .the horses named for the 
i 1 - Wr-eyant ta.be withdrawn, that being 
" 2 Ortbck. Next was Blue Girl of the 
dden stable, this reducing the two 
ble entries to two horses each as actual 

•-'starters. 

. .The ohly other non-starter was W. C 
Daly's Carroll D. In the meantime, 
one Futurity runner not In the original 
announcement of starters was published 
on the programme in J. -Dunn's filly Sun- 

. shower, while three other horses were 
added starters, these being G. B. Morris's 
Homestead. F. M. Taylor's Utopian, and 

. T. Monahan's Broadstreet. None of these 
added starters, however, made any change 
in the betting. 

The first odds posted were 8 to 5 against 
the Whitney entry, which meant in actual 
result King Hanover and Nasturtium: 
The Madden entry was second choice at 
4- to 1. this being Yankee and Gunfire, 

, while 10 to 1 was against the third choice, 
.Clarence H. Mackay's Heno. The next 

. horses in the betting were Barron at 12 
to 1, and Hyphen and. Lux Casta at 15 
to 1 each, the prices against the others 
ranging from 20 to 1 each' against Fly 
Wheel. Pentaeost. and Saturday, up to 
!i00 to 1 against Sunshower, Homestead, 
and Broadstreet. 

. The third race was run at 3:40, and the 
Futurity then was set for 4;10 o'clock, the 
finish for the third race being accepted 
generally as. the signal for the rush in 

• search of the latest paddock Information 
concerning the Futurity entries. It was at 
this time that the paddock was most 
crowded, casual racegoers for that half 
hour elbowing the professional betting men 
and forming crowds with rubbers, train- 
ers, stable boys, and the casual paddock 
element about each horse in the great 
contest. Nasturtium was the lion of the 
occasion, and' had a great crowd about him 
from the moment that he appeared in thf» 
paddock until he was lod to the gate after 
the call to the post had sounded, and there 
mounted by Jockey Nash Turner. King 
Hanover, running in the same interest, also 
had a crowd about him. while Yankee of 
the Madden pair was another centre of in- 
terest, the remainder of the horses being 
comparatively neglected.

. flnst place in the parade past the grand 
stand. King Hanover in the lead "with

SUICIDE IN CENTRAL PARK.; 

A Veteran of the Civil Wac Shot H 

self Through the Head. ^ 

While Policeman Moore was patrolli 
Central Park, in the vicinity of the Ramb 
near Seventy-sixth Street, yesterday aft« 

noon, he heard the report of two pistott 

shots. He Jan in the direction from.whic 

the reports came and found the body of _ 
man lying on its back In some bushes, a 
smoking revolver by his side. Two bullet 7 
wounds were in the forehead. The man' 
evidently had acted with the greatest de- 
liberation: for near his left hand, On the 
ground, the policeman found a small hand 
mirror, which probably had been used & in 
guiding the man's aim. 

An ambulance was called from the Pres- 
byterian Hospital and the body was taken 
to the Arsenal Station, where on it papers 
were found that showed the suicide to be 
Joseph R. Henderson of Suterville, West- 
moreland County, Penn. Other papers 
showed that he had been taking treatment 
at a sanitarium kept by Dr. August Hein- 
le hold at 823 Lexington Avenue. 

Dr. Reinhold when told of the man's 
death said that he was not at all surprised, 
because Henderson had shown "symptoms of ' 
suicidal mania. Dr. Reinhold says that 
Henderson had told him that he had been 
a sufferer for seventeen years from stom- 
ach trouble and other complaints. He was 
a veteran of the civil war and had been a 
member of Company I, Second Pennsylva- 
nia Heavy Artillery, and had received a 
pension of $6 a month since 1890. 

Elevated Guard Found Dead on Track. 

W .8 .Tuttle, living at 2,026 Third Avenue, 
a guard employed by the Manhattan Rail- 
way Company, was found dead on the 
tracks on the curve at Coenties Slip and 
Front Street at 9 o'clock last'^night with 
his skull crushed. The body was examined 
by Ambulance Surgeon Nelson of the Hud- 
son Street Hospital, who said that the man 
must have been killed instantly. The 
supposition Is that Tuttle was adjust- 
ing the rear lamps of his train when the 
sudden swerve of the cars caused him to 
lose his balance and to fall, striking his 
head on the steel rail, which caused his 
death. 



PITTSBURG, Ann., Aug. 31.-The 
strikers are claiming to-night the biggest 
victory since the fight began, in the closing 
down of the open hearth department of tho 
Duquesne Steel Works. The Amalgamated 
people, state that the open hearth men 
have struck and the entire plant will have 

to close down when the men fall to return 
Sunday night for work. \ 

j The Carnegie steel people make light of 
the matter and say that the close down of 
the open hearth department to-day was 
merely the usual Saturday afternoon close, 
and maintain that the men will be on hand 
for work Sunday evening as heretofore and 
that no stoppage will result. 

They claim the trouble at the plant Fri- 
day night has been exaggerated very much, 

that instead of a large number of.m«n hav- 
ing quit work only a few boys were escort- 
ed from the mill by policemen, and the 
places of the ejected were filled at once. 

Last evening a committee of employes 
from the open hearth department notified 
the foreman not to recharge the furnaces, 
as they were going out on strike this morn- 
ing at the end of the turn. The foreman 
Immediately notified the officials of the 
mill of the intentions of the men and a 
hurried conference wa» held. It was then 
decided to v make wholesale discharges in 
the effort to stay the tide of union senti- 
ment - 

. The <meh discharged were two helpers, 
twenty ladlemen, two engineers, three elec- 
tricians, two boss stokers, and two brake- 
men. Eleven of the discharged men were 
escorted from the Works by policemen and 
were not allowed to talk to their fellow" 
workmen while going out of kthe works. 

Until to-morrow night it will not be 
known certainly which side is right in Its 

contention. The Amalgamated people claim 
to be able to tie up the plant and the steel 
• company say they will resume without any 
material inconvenience. - • 

The shutdown of the Duquesne Steel 
Works would have a far-reaching effect, 
seriously crippling the American Tin Plate 
Company. When the Bellaire Steel Works 
closed down the orders for tin-plate bars 
were all transferred to Duquesne. Since 
then the Duquesne plant has been stocking 
the tin-plate plants. Some of them have 
two weeks' supply on hand. , 
. Denial is made in McKeesport this morn- 
ing of the report that a break had been 
made in the strike through the return of 
about forty men to the seamless-tube de- 
partment of the National Tube Works. It 
is stated that the seamless-tube department 
did not start up, although there were a 
number of men at work in the plant. These 
men, however, were repair men, a number 
of whom have been busy there for some 
time. 

Aside from the Duquesne incident, the 
reported conference by long-distance tele- 
phone between President Schwab of the 
Steel Corporation and Simon Burns, Presi- 
dent Of the Window Glass Workers' Asso- 
ciation, furnished the chief food for com- 
ment. It seems that the two men really 
communicated with each other Jby tele- 
phone, but what the subject or result was 
Is not known. Mr. Burns is mysteriously 
silent and says he can say nothing just yet. 

It is learned to-night from reuab'3 
authority, in spite of the great secrecy 
maintained by Messrs. Burns and Shaffer 
concerning the telephone conversation be- 
tween President Schwab and President 
Burns, that something decisive may result. 

It is said that President Schwab de- 
clined to have any conference with Presi- 
dent Shaffer of the Amalgamated Associa- 
tion on the ground that he no longer rep- 
resents any of the men employed by the 
corporation. .All union, men have left the 
employ of the company.

■■If these return to work at once, and the 
'mills resume operations in full, the whole 
matter is said to assume a different aspect 
and a. discussion between the. officials of 
the trust and the Amalgamated officials 

can take place. 

Immediately after this conversation Mr. 
Bums went to President Shaffer and urged 
him to call a meeting of the Executive 
Board of the organization at once, so that 
the men could be ordered to work at the 
earliest moment possible. 

It is understood that this order will be 
issued not. later than Tuesday, and should 
have been issued before then had it been 
possible to get the Executive Committee 
of the organization together.

4,000,000 Tons Annually Conditioned 

Upon a Terminal at Pittsburg. 

PITTSBURG, Penn., Aug. 31.— There are 
good and cogent reasons why the Wabash 

Railroad desires to make Pittsburg one of 
its terminal points. In a. safe in the offices 
of President Joseph Ramsey, Jr., St. Louis, 
is a contract for the transportation of 
4,000,000 tons r l of iron and steel products 
yearly for the Carnegie Company. • 

President Ramsey -himself secured this 
contract, probably the largest single. con- 
tract ever gotten by a railroad company 
upon the condition that the Wabash own 
and operate a line into this city. When 
he closed the contract with the Carnegie 
Company he provided that nothing in the 
way of a. combination should invalidate it. 

When the United States Steel Corporation 
took over the Carnegie Company the con- 
tract was included in the deal just as 

much as the plant and other assets of the 
latter' company. 

. In order to reach Pittsburg it was neces- 
sary for the Wabash to get control of the 
Wheeling and Lake Erie, a deal involving 
the purchase of $7,000,000 or $8,000,000 in 
securities and the construction of terminals 
in Pittsburg at the expense of several mill- 
ions more. 

The decision of Judge McClung, rendered 
on Friday, permitting the Wabash Com- 
pany the right to construct a bridge over 
the Monongahela, means that work on 
the new line to connect with the Wheeling 
and Lake Erie will be pushed to comple- 
tion without delay, and that Pittsburg will 
soon have another of the great trunk lines 
of the country.

Aug. 31.— Russian agents in 
Persia are interfering with the'Quetta- 
Nushkl trade route, between- India and 
eastern Persia, opened by the Indian Gov-

{According to a dispatch to The Times 
from Simla, Russia, by virtue of the loan 
contracted in 1900, has effective control of 
the customs, and Is giving endless worry 
and trouble to traders by means of cus- 
toms regulations, especially quarantine re- 
strictions. It is possible for Russia to para- 
lyze British trade by long detentions of 
caravans and travelers. The native belief 
that Russian influence is, supreme in East- 

■ era Persia is having a bad political effect. 
Sir Rowland Blennerhassett, Bart, (Com- 
missioner of National Education in Ire- 
land,) writing on the general subject of 
Russian and British relations, says: 

" We must stride for a final settlement 
with Russia or gird ourselves for a fight." 

t The Times editorially says Great Britain 
must decide whether it is *' compatible with 
our interests, commercial and political, to 
allow a foreign power like .Russia i to es- 
tablish itself on the Persian Gulf. Possibly 

it may be expedient to purchase political 
peace by the surrender of commercial in- 
terests which might cost too much to de- 
fend. But, if we are resolved to defend 
them, we must not wait until it is too late 
to declare our intentions and take action." 
Frederick Greenwood, who is regarded as 

an acute and far-seeing observer of foreign 
affairs, analyzes in The Daily Mail to-day 
the recent Blue Books on Chinese affairs, 
particularly the. facts concerning the Rus- 
sian seizure of the Peking-Shan-hai-Kuan 
Railroad. 

"Count Lamsdorff," *he says, "finds no 
difficulty in telling our Government *in the 
plainest language permitted by diplomacy 
that if it does not like the Russian ar- 
rangements in Mandhuria, for example, it 
Is at liberty to resent them in any way it 
pleases. Russia is not disposed to explain, 
but is quite prepared to fight."

PARIS, Aug. 31.'— As the day set for the 
arrival of the' Czar In France approaches 
interest in his Majesty.!* visit is quickening 
Into excitement. The newspapers are de- 
voting columns daily to the various ar- 
rangements under way. 

The official programme te still unpub- 
lished, but it is now known that the Czar 
will reach Dunkirk on the morning of Sept 
18. He will proceed to Compiegne the same 

afternoon, and will go to Rheims the fol- 
lowing day to witness from Vitry.Fort the 
sham fight with which the grand manoeu- 
vres will close. Sept. 20 is held open, and 

is spoken of as a day of repose, but if the 
Czar visits Paris it will be on that day. 
Finally, Sept 21, he will go to Betheriy, 
near Rheims, to be present at the review 
of the whole army engaged in the eastern 
manoeuvres, and will probably start on his 
way home early the next morning. . - 

In order to make the naval display at 
Dunkirk more imposing, the French North- 
ern Squadron will be reinforced by three 
battleships and a cruiser from the Mediter- 
ranean fleet, giving a total of thirty-nine 
warships, composed of eleven battleships, 
five cruisers, three torpedo boat destroyers, 
seven teeen torpedo boats, and three sub- 
marine boats. The Czar will be on board 
the imperial yacht Standart, which will be 
escorted only by the Polar Star, unless he 
Invites the Grand Admiral, the Grand 
Duke Alexis, to accompany him, when the 
cruiser Svietlana will join the escort.

LONDON, Aug. 31.— Partridge shoot- 
ing, which begins now; is, in these days, 
essentially the sport of men of moderate 
means. The opportunities of the grouse 
moors are only for the wealthy and their 
favored friends. 

Modern partridge shooting means the 
killing of hundreds of brace ot driven 
birds daily, with improved breechload- 
ers; but still the old-time votaries of the 
sport seek the stubble fields in secluded 
rural neighborhoods, where modern agri- 
cultural implements have not made the 
fields smooth, and follow up the game 
with a good dog, getting fewer birds but 
more genuine sport. 

The condition of the birds is reported 
good from all over England. '

Each 
house has been examined, and the occu- 
pants have been compelled to give detailed 
information regarding themselves. Access 
of visitors to the Chateau at Compiegne j 
is forbidden except to holders of special 
passes. Electric light is being installed, 

and the wires from the generating stations, 
which will pass through the park, will be 
watched by sentinels. 
■--"Military engineers are constructing a 

light track from the railroad to the tribunes 
on the review ground at. Betheny. Grand 
stands capable of accommodating ,20,000 
spectators are now being erected. 

Immense crowds of people are expected 
at Dunkirk, ^and the railroads are arrang- 
ing excursions. A fleet of pleasure steam- 
ers will gather in the roadstead. The 
townspeople intend to make hay while the 
sun shines. For bedrooms which can 
usually be hired for $1 a day, they are 
now asking $15, and fancy prices are being 
asked for windows overlooking the scene 
of the Czar's arrival. The same conditions 
prevail at Compiegne. 

The Parisians will be jgreatly disappoint- 
ed if the Czar does not visit the French 
metropolis. Efforts are being made to in- 
duce his Majesty to come to Paris on Sept. 
20. It is proposed that he should arrive 
here in time to take luncheon at the Rus- 
sian Embassy, and then drive to the Alex- 
ander Bridge, where certain ceremonies 
would take place. There would be a ban- 
quet at the Elysee Palace in the evening, 
and the Czar could return to Compiegne 
the same night. •>.

Charge that the Admiralty Refused to 
Examine an Important Inven- 

tion Untrue. 

LONDON, Aug. 31.— With a laudable de- 
sire to enliven the dullness of the papers 
here during London's empty season, one 
dally has been endeavoring to get up a 
scare on the subject of Great Britain's 

overwhelming deficiency in submarine 
boats. 

Among the alleged crimes attributed to 
the Admiralty is that of allowing the 
United States to secure, this ^reek, a sub- 
marine invention which the Admiralty de- 
clined even to examine, and which is like- 
ly to revolutionize that method of war- 
fare. It is, however, ascertained that the 
invention in question was examined and 
declined by the Admiralty, was submitted 

to the United States Naval Attache, Com- 
mander Clover, and was forwarded by him, 
in the usual routine, to Washington. . The 
indorsement accompanying it and the 
opinion of other naval experts Is said to 
render it improbable that the invention 
will receive any more consideration from 
the Navy Department at Washington than 
from the British Admiralty, which, by the 
way, Is busily engaged in getting its Hol- 
land, boats, ready for launching. 

The Admiralty has called for volunteers 
to man the submarine boats, but only a 
few adventurous- spirits have responded, 
and almost all of these have been rejected 
on account of their inability to pass the 
severe medical tests imposed in this class 
of the service. It is quite probable that 
five Holland boats will be ready for launch- 
ing before their crews are secured. 

The reports that the Vickers-Maxim 
Company has added several secret and im- 
portant additions to Holland's inventions 

are apparently untrue.

On her recent speed trial the Savoie de- 
veloped a speed of 22 knots, and is expect- 
ed to reach this port some time next Fri- 
day. She is a sister ship of the Lorraine, 
though faster and more elegantly furnished. 
The new liner was constructed at the yard 
of the Compagnie Generate Transatlantique, 
and has been inspected by the French Gov- 
ernment and accepted as an auxiliary cruis- 
er. La Savoie has six decks, with sixteen 
transverse and one longitudinal water bulk- 
heads. Her engines are of the triple-expan- 
sion type, while her shafts are of nickel 
steeL • 

The Savoie is 580 feet In length, is 60 feet 
wide, and has a depth of 39.6 feet. She dis- 
places 15,300 tons, and develops 22,000 horse 
power. . 



. Lord Kitchener has hardly ever before 
referred In terms similar to those contained 
in the foregoing dispatch to a deceased of- 
ficer, and this shows the esteem in- which 
Lieut.. Col. Vandeleur . was held better than 
anything else could do. The Irishman who 
lost his life through the blowing up of the 
train near Waterval was not only one of 
the most promising but also one of the 
greatest favorites in society among the offi- 
cers of the British Army. His career was a 

brilliant one almost from the day he entered 
the service, and he was honored in a man- 
ner that was unique, becoming a Lieuten- 
ant, Captain, and Major in the same year. 
At the time of his death he was one erf the 
youngest officers of his rank in the service. 
C. F. Seymour Vandeleur was born on 
July 11, 1869, being the son of Hector S. 
Vandeleur of Kllrush, Ireland. He was 
educated at Eton, and from there went to 
Sandhurst. In 1889 he entered the army as 
a Lieutenant In the Scots Guards, and soon 
afterward became a Captain and a Major. 
In 1894 he was sent on • special service to 
Uganda, and from then on had seen al- 
most continual service. In 1895 he took 
fjart in the Unyoro expedition; the follow- 
rig year he served on the Nile; he took a 
prominent and gallant part in the Niger 
expedition of 1897, and the same year the 
Royal Geographical Sbclety awarded the 
Murchison Grant to him for his issu- 
able work in surveying in East Africa and 
the Niger district. Se surveyed no less 
than 2,073 miles. 
* After a few months In England as aide 

de camp to Lord Methuen, commanding the 
'home district. Major Vandeleur went out 
to Africa again, and served with the Egyp- 
tian Army in the Soudan expedition of 1898, 
He was wounded at the battle of Khar- 
toum,, and received the Med J id i eh Medal for 
his gallantry.

isthmus. The recent Liberal concentration 
in this vicinity seems to have disappeared. 
While yet more or less numerous, the 
Liberals are poorly armed and without 
leaders. They lack organization for con- 
certed action, and hence are missing op- 
portunities to damage the Government. ' 

Endless rumors are afloat, but the con- 
sensus of the best-Informed conservative 
opinion discredits serious hostilities on the 
isthmus or anything more than a continua- 
tion of the Liberals' guerrilla engagements 
with the Government forces. 

The Liberals are anxious to get a sea- 
port. Hence their recent approach to Bocas 
del Toro, , west of here, to which place the 
Government" sent reinforcements last week. 
Bocas del Toro is still quiet. The rebels 
are encamped on Provision Island, oppo- 
site, the town, while the town itself is oc- 
cupied by Government troops. The itrade 
of Bocas del, Toro is mostly in bananas 
with the United States. 

The Government is not bringing rein- 
forcements to the isthmus. There are about 
400 men at Colon, and at Panama 1,000 
men are available, if needed. 

The general situation in Colombia is di- 
visible under three heads— the isthmus rev- 
olution, the progress made by the Liberals 
throughout the rest of the country, and 
the situation on the Venezuelan and Ecua- 
dorian frontiers. 

The revolution is progressing in the coun- 
try outside the isthmus with varying suc- 
cess. The Liberals hold various towns and 
districts and decline to meet the punitive 
Government expeditions, withdrawing upon 
their approach and returning after their 
departure to engage in other and similar 
tactics, with occasional small engagements. 

One thing is certain— all the Government- 
al systems of communication are inter- 
rupted or delayed and are unreliable, hence 
it is impossible to secure news on the coast 
of happenings on the frontiers. All the 
news emanating from the coast towns, con- 
cerning the frontiers Is unreliable. Colom- 
bia doubtless has troops on the Venezue- 
lan and Ecuadorian frontiers, although 
their numbers reported are believed to be 
vastly exaggerated. It is difficult to draw 
a line of distinction between the troops of 

..one country and the revolutionists of the 
other. 

It should be borne in mind that the fron- 
tier offers indefinite protection to Colom- 
bians and Venezuelans of both political 
parties. It has been the favorite field of 
operations for the revolutionists of both 
countries, and the same conditions have 
existed on the frontier whenever either Cfl- 
lombia or Venezuela has had a revolution 
on hand. 

It is said here that Colombia has 10,000 
men on the Ecuadorian frontier.

Innumerable annual meetings of one 
sort or another have been held in Buffalo 
this Summer by organizations, the- mem- 
bers of which wanted to combine their 
special 'business With the pleasure of see- 
ing the Pan-American Exposition. So far 
as known, the plan has worked satisfac- 
torily enough iii most cases, and to it 
the show has undoubtedly owed not a lit- 
tle of its success. The American Institute 
of Electrical Engineers, however, seems 
to have had an unfortunate and unpleas- 
ant experience, and, judging from the 
comments in the electrical papers, the 
members of that particular organization, 
despite their claims to special considera- 
tion, were treated with scant courtesy 
and were the victims of somewhat out- 
rageous carelessness by the city and ex- 
position officials . Nobody met them on 
their arrival in Buffalo, they had to find 
their hotels without assistance of any 
kind, they were forced to pay every time 
they entered the grounds on the way to 
the building that had been allotted to them, 
and the building itself was wholly unsuited 
for the purposes of the meeting. Says The 
Electrical World and Engineer; "Travel- 
ing long distances in sultry weather in 
street cars filled to suffocation, and with 
the entire commercial element of the city 
apparently banded to extort, if possible, 
your last penny— these are conditions not 
conducive to that serenity of mind which 
should preside over the discussion of ques- 
tions of science. In view of the general 
objection to 1 institute meetings in connect 
tion with expositions and the particular 
ones arising from the Buffalo experience, 
we hope the Institute may not consider 
It again desirable to assume the r61e of 
an unappreciated side show to an exposi- 
tion." The Electrical Review is equally 
emphatic in its complaints against Buffalo 
and the exposition and says: '* To speak 
the plain truth, the meeting which should 
have been an event to command the inter- 
est and enlist the most hospitable efforts 
of any cummunity honored by its selec- 
tion was lost in the seething spectacle of 
the. Rainbow City. No official recognition 

was extended by either the exposition or 
the municipal authorities to the Institute, 
whose members have made the exposition 
possible, have made Niagara a city, and 
Buffalo an industrial miracle."

In Europe a liberal provision is made for 
talented students, hence all the artists we 
have are Europeans. Is It not strange 
that, while so many of our great philan- 
thropists give millions to colleges, libraries, 
churches, «;., and are really trying to 
think out a plan by which they can best 
serve humanity, or do the most good for the 
poor and needy with their money, not one 
of them ever thought to create a free 
scholarship in music; not one of them ever 
thought to encourage or elevate the art in 
this country. \ 

What greater monument could a Carnegie, 
a Rockefeller, a Gould, or any one of our 
great multimillionaires build for him- 
self than to found a free college of music, 
or make some provision for the benefit of 
poor, deserving, and talented students?

CORPORATE STOCKHOLDER'S LIA- 

BILITY. 

• • • . 

To the Editor of The Xctc York Times: 

Section ."»2 df the State Bank law, in 

part, reads as- follows: 

Except as presorlbed In the Stock Corporation 
law the stockholders of every such corporation 
(hank) shall be Individually responpible equally 
and ratably, and not on; for another, for all 
contracts, debts, and engagements of such cor- 
poration to the extent of the amount of their 
stock therein at par value therof. In addition to 
the amount invested in such shares. Ac, &c. 

The National Bank Act, Section 3,151 R. 
S., has the same provision, substantially. 

Suppose the Legislature amend the State 
law, and the Congress the National law, 
by striking out? the words " equally and 
ratably, and not one for another," and all 
after the word '•' corporation," so that the 
law would read, in this part, as follows: 
" Except as prescribed in the Stock Cor- 
poration law the stockholders of every 
such corporation shall be individually re- 
sponsible for all contracts, debts, and en- 
gagements of such corporation." 

Why. not? Indeed, why not go somewhat 
further and prohibit the formation in this 
State of, or the transaction of business in 
this State by other than full liability cor- 
porations? Then pars a law prohibiting an 
individual or firm from using a corporate 
name, and would not the formation of fake 
enterprises receive such a set-back . as 
would make their existence exceedingly 
precarious, and would not it be more diffi- 
cult- to get men of standing on the Board 
of Directors to lure the credulous to ruin? 
Is it not a. fact that "so-called." or 
"otherwise." or "presumably " reputable 
men with business, or honorable standing 
in the community, sometimes consent to 
belong to the directorate of concerns In 
whose securities and enterprises they 

would not be willing to Invest their own 
money? 

If all corporations were full liability cor- 
porations would not the Directors be bet- 
ter informed and more active in the way of 
personal protection and. therefore, better 
protect the stockholders and the . public? 
Would it not do a great? deal to ameliorate 
the condition of labor, and make more ap- 
parent to all the real mutuality of interests 
existing- between the employer and the em- 
ployed? Because, not only the compara-

Changes in 
the programme from both sides, however, 
have made it necessary to amend this de- 
cision. The Englishmen have arranged a 
match with McGill College, Montreal, for 
Sept. 14, and it is doubtful whether they 
would be willing to make the trip to New 
Xork and prepare for the great meet be- 
fore Sept: 23 or 24. The yacht races at 
about this time also have worked to disar- 
range the plans, so «that it is impossible to 
say Just when the meet will be held. As 
Harvard, by Faculty ruling, cannot take 
part in any meej during term time except 
on college grounds, this is another item to 

consider, maJTing it impossible for the 
games to beBield in New York later than 
the 25th, the day previous to the open- 
ing of college. These details, however, 
■will be arranged in the near future at a 
meeting of graduate advisers from both 
sides. 
There will be nine events contested at 

. Berkeley Oval—the 100-yard dash, quarter 
mile, half-mile, mile and two-mile runs; low 
hurdles, high and broad Jumps, and ham- 
mer throw.

One of the most significant developments 
of yesterday was the fact that Commis- 
sioner Murphy did not include the com- 
plete report of his interview with O'Neill 
in the so-called stenographic report which 
ho made public. All reference to an excise 
arrest made by O'Neill was suppressed from 
this report. The patrolman had openly 
declared that his arrest of a saloon keeper 
at One Hundred and Twenty-first Street 
and Eighth Avenue in March last had been 
the last straw of the burden of his troubles. 
Commissioner Murphy was asked the fol- 
lowing questions yesterday: 

M In your interview with O'Neill on Fri- 
day, according to the stenographic report, 
you did not question him about his state- 
ment that his transfer from the West One 
Hundred and Twenty-fifth Street Station 
to Madison Street was caused because he 
had made an excise arrest." 

" Oh. yes, I did." replied the Commis- 
sioner, " but,, unfortunately, that part 
didn't get into the typewritten copy, and 
so I asked him some additional questions 
in your hearing, you remember." 

"What did he tell you about that?" 

"He simply said he made an excise ar- 
rest—I can t remember how just what he 
did say. It was something trivial. I didn't 
want to go too far. I knew he had been 
before the District Attorney and was to 
appear before him again, and I didn't want 
to interfere." 

The arrest made by O'Neill was in a place 
which has since been closed entirely on 
account of the protests of the people living 
near by. Dog fights, pugilistic contests., 
and other things which were in violation 
of the law were nightly occurrences in the 
place. As a matter of fact, the Commis- 
sioner touched very gingerly on this ar- 
rest when he questioned O'Neill, and the 
" additional questions " had no bearing on 
he matter. O'Neill has told about the ar- 
rest at the District Attorney's office. At 
the same time he has furnished that office 
with the name of the policeman who at- 
tempted the '* shake-down." While the 
name of this policeman cannot be made 
public, it is known that he has been and 
is now attached to Headquarters. 

Commissioner Murphy's attention was 
called to O'Neill's statement that the Com- 
missioner was all right, but that Devery 
was the real head of the department. . The 
Commissioner laughed good-naturedly. 

" Why. he's just repeating what vour 
papers have been saying right along." he 
replied. 

" Don't you regard - as insubordination 
the statements made by O'Neill in his in- 
terview, that you were only a figurehead' in 
the department? " was asked.

SCHNAKENBERG LOCKED UP. 



Man to Whose Arrest Policeman O'Neill 
Attributed His Troubles Knocks 

Down -a Woman. 

Out of a children'! quarrel . PoMceman 
O'Neill, defier of Devery, may be- avenged 
on Charles Schnakenberg, the saloon keep- 
er for whose arrest he says his troubles 
in the Police Department began. Schnak- 
enberg, who is thirty-eight years old, was 
locked up in the West One Hundred and 
Twenty-fifth Street Station last night on 
a charge of felonious assault, in the course 
of a lively tenement row, upon Mrs. Mary 
Monaghan, his neighbor on the third floor 
of 301 West One Hundred and Nineteenth 
Street * 

There have been many quarrels between

the children of the Schnakenbergs and the 
Monaghans. Schnakenberg returned home 
intoxicated last evening, and, meeting eight- 
year-old Patrick Monaghan on the stairs, 
slapped his face." George McGrath, who 
boards with the Monaghans, saw him strike 
the child and resented it. Schnakenberg 
struck him and threw him down stairs. 

Hearing the screams of her little boy 
and the tumult in the hall Mrs. Monaghan 
threw open the door of her apartment, and 
Schnakenberg struck her In the ' face, 
knocking her down. Monaghan had gone to 
bed, but he ran out in his night clothes 
to defend his family, and as he did so 
Schnakenberg ran back into his own rooms 
and got his revolver. Monaghan drew his 
family aside, and locked and fastened the 
door, as the infuriated saloonkeeper threw 
himself repeatedly against it. 

Schnakenberg' s wife and some other wo- 
men finally persuaded him to go back into 
his own apartment. Meantime other ten- 
ants were shouting " Police! M in the street 
before the door, and Policemen Mott and 
Dundon of the West One Hundred and 
Twenty-fifth Street Station responded. 
They found the Schnakenberg' s door oarri- 
caded, but forced it. Schnakenberg at- 
tacked them as' they leaped through the 
opening, but a tattoo of their nightsticks 
upon various portions of his person soon 
convinced him that resistance was useless, 
and they took him along.. • 

An ambulance came from the J. Hood 
Wright Hospital and the surgeon dressed 
Mrs. Monaghan's injuries and she remained, 
at home.

ers, the question of the Incorporation of 
trades unions will be considered in the near

future by the principal labor organizations. 

It is realized by the labor leaders here 
that since the strikes of the "steel workers 
and the machinists were in violation of an 
agreement, .it win* be difficult for National 
bodies of workingmen to secure agreements 
with National organizations of employers 
again. * . . 

A' number of conventions of labor bodies 
are approaching, at which the subject of 
incorporation will be considered. The first 
of these conventions will be that of the 
State Branch of the American Federation 
of Jsaoor in Syracuse on Sept. 17. Labor 
men who were seen last week were as a 
general rule opposed to the incorporation 
of labor unions. 

Ernest Bohm, Secretary of the Central 
Federated Union, said that the unions 
would be the losers if they were incorporat- 
ed. Nothing would prevent non-union .men 
from bringing suits continually for dam- 
ages, in cases where strikes were ordered 
against them, and mis could be kept up 
indefinitely. • . .. 

"In fact," he said, "the treasury of the 
union would always be open to attack, u 
there was a desire to ruin an organization, 
so-called aggrieved non-union men could 
harass it with suits." ■ ••• „ . w 

Mr. Bohm said that the United Hebrew 
Trades and Bast Side. Organization was 
incorporated, but that did not make him 
favor incorporation of unions. He believed 
that there would be no general sentiment in 
favor of incorporation among the trades 

unionists. _ . ^ ■,'''-, 

Henry White, General Secretary of- the 
United Garment Workers, was against in- 
corporation, as was also John J. Pallas or 
the Central Federated Union committee, 
which settled the strike on the rapid transit 
tunnel, and several other labor men. Pallas 

" The wages and hours of labor will- be 
largely influenced by supply and demand. 
When work is plentiful and there is a de- 
mand f of men, they can command good 
wages. The union is useful in keeping up 
good wages, and incorporating a union 
would not make matters any better. The 
only way. for the people to keep up their 
wages is by thorough organization.' * 

William A. Perrine, business agent of the 
Iron Molders' Conference Board, was an 
exception to the rule and strongly favored 
incorporation. • He believed it would be 
better and fairer for both employers and 

employes. ■ ■ . 

" By the unions becoming incorporated, 

he said. " and meeting the employers on a-, 
business basis, they can accomplish more 
than by strikes, which are about the last 
weapon that should be used. When unions 
are incorporated, they will get down ' to 
business ideas, and that is what they sadly 
need. There is no reason why a union 
should not make a business agreement with 
an employer or a set of employers, which 
would be binding _on both. When a mer- 
chant makes an agreement with a whole- 
sale firm neither would dream of breaking 
it if he could. Mutual confidence between 
employers and employes is what is needed. '*

York and vicinity within the r.ast year or 
so. It was stated that a "communistic 
settlement may be founded within the city 
limits if a plot of ground suitable for the 
purpose can be had at low enough rates.

DEATH FOLLOWS DOG'S BITE. 
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John Hopper of Polifly, N. J., Injured 
Three Months Ago, Expires . 

in Convulsions. 

HACKENSACK, N. J., Aug. '3i.-Jolm 
Hopper, one * of tlfe wealthiest and best 
known citizens of Bergen County, died at 
the Hopper homestead, . at Polifly, at 3 
o'clock this afternoon. * 

About three months ago Mr. Hopper went 

to the barn to gather eggs. He stooped 

over to pick up an egg and a strange dog 

jumped from a manger and bit him on the 

upper lip. Mr. Hopper Immediately called 
Dr. D. D. St. John. The wound, which 
bled prof U8ely, was cauterized, and it healed 
rapidly. 

Last Thursday while Mr. Hopper was tak- 
ing a bath he was seized with convulsions.

MAN HURT IN A RUNAWAY.

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Servant Mistook It for Whisky and Died

Corrosive sublimate swallowed by Ralph 
Vaughan, thirty-six years old, a servant 
in the employ of Mrs. Margaret Boyle, 
mother-in-law of Coroner Hart at 203 West 
Sixteenth Street, who, in the half light 

mistook the stuff for whisky, caused death 
in five hours yesterday morning.

M., and, going to the cupboard, he took a 
long pull at the bottle. He instantly 
screamed for help, and some stablemen 
across the way telephoned a hurry call 
for the ambulance, and at the hospital 
every effort was made to save his life. 
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Explosion in Nassau Street. 

Shortly before 6 o'clock yesterday af- 
ternoon an explosion occurred on the sec- 
ond floor of 78 Nassau Street, which tore 
iron, shutters from their fastenings and 
showered passersby with glass from the 

broken windows. Nobody was injured, ex- 
cept Henry J. Foster, a resident of Tenafly, 
N. J., who turned in the alarm, and who 
had. his new derby hat almost cut into 
ribbons by the flying glass. The floor is 
occupied by Achilles Brile, a picture frapie 
manufacturer, and the explosion was 

caused by a large bottle of alcohol, which 
is used for making shellac, igniting from 
some unknown cause. The damage is 
estimated by the police at $1,000.

In a 
circular Just issued Mr. Nagle' s conduct of 
his office, his failure to keep the streets 
clean, and the disposition of garbage con- 
tracts are referred to in condemnatory 
terms. This circular is headed, */ What 
Tammany Has Done for the Streets." It 
reads: 
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To the Ed U or of The yew York Timm: 

Reading the obituary notice of J the well- 
known Philadelphia philanthropist, John D. 
Lankenau, in your to-day's issue.^I beg you 1 
will insert these lines in your valuable pa- 
per, in order as I hope to draw forth testi- 
mony from sources better qualified than I 
am to speak of the pre-eminent merits of, 
Mr. Lankenau, who, although principally 
identified with the City of Philadelphia, de- 
serves a more fitting recognition "from the 
New York. press than has been accorded 

him by the papers which* have come under 
my notice. j 

As you state, Mr. Lankenau, born and 
brougnt up in the tree city oi Uiemcn, be- 
came identified at the ear.y age oi nineteen 
witn American Commercial auairs and soon 
achieved success and distinction. Retiring 
lrom commercial lite with, as you put it, 
*• a large lortune," he devoted h.s time and 
wealth to- the alleviation oi suifenng hu- 
manity, and in this way became particu- 
larly interested in the uerman Hospital in 
his city, Philadelphia. As is well known, 
the hospital service and attendance at that 
time was far from perfect, in tact it was 
in a very crude state, and it is primarily 
due to Mr. Lankenau' s advanced ideas, his 
great Intelligence, and the more than lib- 
eral' spending of. his great means that # the 
hospital service of nis adopted country 
stands where it does to-day. i 

What did he do? I will try and tell you 
a little of it. 

.Mr. Lankenau, feeling for suffering hu- 
manity, and feeling that he could not spend 
his money in a better and nobler cause, 
established the House for Deaconesses, a 
large and complex system of buildings op- 
posite the Girard College, Philadelphia. As 
deaconesses were entirely unknown in this 
country in the Protestant churches at that 
time, Mr. Lankenau went to Germany, 
where similar institutions existed, and in- 
duced six ladies (I desire to say that I am 
using this word in its highest and true 
sense) to go to America to take charge of 
this noble work. , | * ' . 

To these six women, who formed the 
nucleus of what is now the Mary J. Drexel 
House of Deaconesses at Philadelphia, 
(named after Mr. Lankenau's wife, who 
was one of the Dflexcl family,) with 
branches in other American cities, and to 
those women subsequently.trained by them, 
is due to a very great extent the excellent 
and highly intelligent care now bestowed 
upon the hospital patients. 
, The Philadelphia institution, where, as I 
understand, there are. now between seventy 
and eighty deaconesses who give their serv- 
ices gratis to hospitals and the sick all over 
the city, where these noble women have a 
home, and where they are finally taken 
care of after they have spent their strength 
In the service of their fellow-man, also 
comprising, separate buildings for the aged 
and infirm, for-chtldren. and perhaps others 
who need help, is beyond question the most 
complete, the most perfectly organized, and- 
the costliest building or set of buildings of 
its kind, not only in this country, but in 
the world. It 4s this institution upon or 
after which all similar Protestant institu- 
tions In tfcis country— and here let me ex- 
pressly include those of the Episcopal 
Church, which church sometimes resents 
being called Protestant— are modeled. To 
this institution Mr. John D. Lankenau gave 
not only of his wealth— I understand that 
he paid all expenses out of his own pocket 
—but he gave much of his time and his wise 
counsel. . ;. 

How, many of our citizens, whether native 
born 'or citizens by adontion. leave behind 
them a monument as did Mr. John D. Lan- 
kenau?

" In its contempt for the comfort and 
safety of the people of the east side, Tam- 
many Hall shows at once its absolute cor- 
ruption and the falseness of its claim that 
it is the * poor man's friend/ While other 
departments of the city administration have 
by their corruption borne heavily upon th2 
people of the east side, the notorious neg- 
lect of the streets, in the midst of the most 
densely inhabited part of the city, has 
been one of Tammany's most flagrant mis- 
deeds. .'-.? 

" Tammany has left the streets foul, un- 
clean, and dangerous to the health of every 
man, woman, and child who uses them. 

44 For years this foul condition of the 
streets was counted inevitable. Then War- 
ing came, and cleaned the streets. He in- 
creased the comfort of the tenement dwell- 
ers. He lowered the death rate. 

" Tammany has changed all this. . In- 
stead of carefully cleaned streets, flushed 
every night with clean hydrant water, 
what have Tammany and Nagle given to 
the east side? Streets covered with dust, 
waste paper, horse refuse, and decaying 
swill, from which a sickening, disease- 
breeding vapor rises through the streets, 
floats into every window of every dwelling 
house, and raises the death-rate, as Tam- 
many's own figures show!

" Seven hundred and fifty street sweep- 
ers were laid off in the middle of June be- 
cause Nagle had spent all his money. At 
the very beginning of the hot Summer sea- 
son Nagle took off the men who should 
have been cleaning the east side streets; 

" Nagle had spent all his money, and he 
wanted to use what little he had left in 
making a show on Broadway and Fifth 
Avenue. He cared nothing for the people 
of the east slde^-until just before election, 
when Tammany was ready to make the 
same old promises that it has never kept, 
and never has meant to keep." 

The circular then asks where Mr. Nagle's 
money went. In 1900 the Street Cleaning 
Department, with 164 fewer men at work, 
spent $51,502 more than in 1800. The docu- 
ment declares that the Commissioner wast- 
ed money by raising the salaries of Tam- 
many officials who did not earn their pay; 
by employing sweepers, who did no work, 
at the request of politicians.

That $2,000 a week 
would have paid 105 sweepers at $2 a.day, 
and they ccruld have been at work in the 
east side to-day, keeping the streets clean, 
if it hadn't been for Tammany."

the building laws; and. in failing jto provide 
playgrounds and parks, has driven the 
children to filthy, disease-filled streets as 
their only playground. 

It is also charged that Tammany has 
levied unjust taxes, in the form! of black- 
mail upon the tradespeople of that section 
and bullied the pushcart peddlers into, pay- 
ing for protection. | 

•The Citizens' Union has also had printed 
a number of colored cards on which are 
displayed anti-Tammany epigrams.

for some time. Last Tuesday night th«r 
went to Mount Morris Park to listen to the 
band concert. They did not return to the:? 
homes that night, and the next day, it b*- 
ing feared they had eloped, Mrs. Hicfes 
and Michael Conway; brother of Thomas, 
started out to hunt for them. 

The 1 quartet yesterday were traced to a 
house in East Ninety-eighth Street, be- 
tween Second and Third Avenues. Michael 
Conway kept watch and saw 'his brother 
and the two girls leave the house, and had 
them arrested by Policeman Entwistle of 
the One Hundred and Fourth Street Sta- 
tion. The trio said they had made a.l 
arrangements to be married yesterday aft- 
ernoon, but that Heaney had not returnei 
from work, he being employed somewhere 
in Fifty-third Street. 

Mrs. Hicks and the sister of Mamie 
Healey were sent for, and when they en- 
tered the police station they were furiouF.

The wreck w.as caused by the breaking in 
two of a freight train on the steep grade.' 
The rear of the freight tore loose ffom the 
head end, dashed backward down the 
mountain, and .crashed into the rear end 
of the passenger train, which ifras just 
pulling out of the station at Nyack. The 
rear car of the passenger train*' was the pri- 
vate coach of Superintendent' Downs. He 
and his son. Kirk, and their cook, Henry 
Blair, were Instantly ■ killed. The car just 
ahead contained forty-six laborers from 
Duluth, Minn., of whom thirty-three were 
killed wholesale, only thirteen being taken 
from the debris alive. 

Fire followed the collision and quickly 

destroyed the private car, cremating the 

bodies of those ' within. The flames were 
communicated to the car ahead, or rather 
to what remaiaed of it, and the bodies of 
twenty-eight of the unfortunate laborers 
also were burned to cinders. The third car 
from the rear was then burned, but those 
within managed to escape when the col- 
lision first occurred. The fire afterward 
spread through the mass of debris caused 
■by the destruction of the dozen or more 
freight cars and their consignments of val- 
uable freight. .t . " . 

Finally the passenger train was cut in 
two between the third and fourth cars from 
the rear, and the rest was drawn- to a safe 
distance from the fire. All telegraph wires 
on the poles alongside the track were soon 
melted, communication being thus cut off 
soon after the collision. 

Physicians were taken to the. scene from 

this citv, and all traffic remained suspend- 
ed while the wrecking and train crews en- 
deavored to recover the bodies of the dead 

and clear up the debris. Of the bodies of 
those who were killed only five were re- 
covered altogether. 

Mr. Downs started life as a railroad man 
on April 1, 18G8. as a brakeman on the Cen- 
tral Vermont Railroad. In 1886 he became 
Master of Trains on a division of the Louis-, 
vllle and Nashville Railroad, and, after 
holding various positions with various 
Southern and Western roads, he entered 
the service of the Great Northern in 18S>7. 
His appointment as Vice President of the 
Spokane Falls and Northern Railroad 
would have become effective to-morrow.

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Not since the new customs regulations 
went into effect .was such trouble encoun- 
tered in the examination of passengers* 
baggage as was met with on the docks of 
the Cunard Line when the steamship Cam- 
pania arrived yesterday morning. There 
were nearly 800 cabin passengers aboard, 
and just twenty-two inspectors to examine 



The Campania docked at a little after 8 
o'clock in the morning, and some of the 
passengers did not get away from the dock 
until 2 or 3 o'clock in the afternoon. -At 
one time there was a line standing in wait 
for Inspectors containing some 300 pas- 
sengers, many of these representing fami- 
lies or parties. I. 
" Friends of the passengers were rigidly 
excluded from the dock, and after all the 
trunks and parcels had been landed, women 
and children were seen here and there sit- 
ting helplessly on their trunks while the 
long line of men stood in front of Inspector 

Lockwood's desk waiting for an examiner 
and none apparently in sight. 

Passengers grumbled so bitterly at the 
delay that Mr. Lockwood telephoned down 
to the American Line docks and asked that 
some of the Inspectors from the St. Louis 
be sent up to relieve him. / 

." It is an unfortunate condition," ne 
said, •• but we will get the people off as 
fast as we can. It will always be this way 
when there are such enormous passenger 
lists." 

One passenger, Henry C. Rheam, a promi- 
nent business man from England, said that 
he had been to this country several times 
on business. " But this is my last trip, if 
I can make it so," he said. •• Here a man 
loses more than half a day by the dilly- 
dallying of incompetent officials." 

Another passenger said that in England 
the whole dock would have been cleared 
within an hour after the baggage had been 
taken off the ship. " It Is an outrage," he 
said. 

Even the Inspectors were desperate. They 
were so pressed by importunate passengers 
that they could give only the most cursory 
examination to the baggage they did in- 
spect. One of them, who has an interest in 
politics as well as his own particular work, 
said: 

"The present administration of the cus- 
toms laws at the Port of New York is doing 
more to hurt the Republican Party than 
any other one fact in the American Nation. 
The experienced men we had here were dis- 
charged a few months ago* and the men 
that now examine the baggage know noth- 
ing afiout it, and annoy the passengers 
when the declarations are made by insult- 
ing questions." 

In spite ofV the fact that the Campania 
reached Quamntine several hours before 
the St. Louis on Friday night, the St Louis 
docked first yesterday morning, and owing 
to the greater number of Inspectors on the 
American Line docks her passengers got 
y from the pier long before the Cam- 

None of the officers of the St. Louis or 

the Campania would acknowledge that 
there had been a race between the two ves- 
sels coming over, but passengers stated 
that the Campania had the St Louis on her 
starboard from about 7 o'clock until noon 

SB Thursday morning. The St. Louis was 

SO far away that only her smoke could be

COURT STOPS CONTRACTOR. 



Injunction Hastily Secured to Prevent 

the Tearing Down of a Herald 

Square Building. 

Despite an injunction Issued by Justice 
I Blanchard in the Supreme Court last June 
preventing the contractors for a new store 
at Thirty-fourth Street and Broadway from 
Interfering with the property held on a 
lease by Mrs. Laura Haskins of 117 West 
Thirty-fourth Street, a gang of workmen 
were set to work yesterday afternoon tear- 
ing down the upper stories of the building, 
a restaurant Occupying the basement. 

The building, a five-story brownstone 
structure, is, with the exception of a small 
corner building, the only obstacle in the 
way of the contractor who is erecting a 
massive building. Several efforts have been 
made to purchase the lease held by Mrs. 
Haskins, which was renewed last Novem- 
ber for three years, and it is said that 
$10,000 has been offered for it, but its own- 
er, who says she makers $500 a month in 
the restaurant, asks $23,000. 

When Lawyer James A: Allen of 35 Wall 

■ 

Street, counsel for Mrs. Haskins, was in- 
formed of the action of the contractor, he 
went before Supreme Court Justice Dugro, 

at the -Savoy Hotel, and secured an injunc- 
tion compelling the contractors to stop all 
work on the building immediately. Allen 

took the papers and, with Patrolman Hes- 
sion of the West Thirtieth Street Station, 
attempted to find the man in charge of the 
work. 

A man who admitted to Mr. Allen that 
he was the " boss," and that his name was 
George F. Balmer of 832 St. Nicholas Ave- 
nue, was found. Ha- glanced at the papers 
and then declared that he didn't have time 
to read them over. Balmer was invited to 
go to the station house, and: there he de- 
hiaa that he was the boss, but said the 
men employed on the building would take 
orders from him. 

Capt. Flood told Lawyer' Allen to find 
the man in charge of the work and to 
serve the. injunction on him. Then, the 
Captain said, he would see that the work 
was stopped. N 

After Belmer left the statlonhouse, Police- 
man Hession and Lawyer Allen went to the 
restaurant. There were two special patrol- 
men from Holmes's Agency standing guard 
at the door. They refused to allow the 
lawyer to enter the building, telling him 
that their orders- were to allow nobody 
to enter. 

Lawyer Allen then noticed a man stand- 
ing on the sidewalk, and,, walking over to 
hfm, attempted to put the papers in his 
hands, but the man, who is said to be an 
architect, ran down, Thirty-fourth Street, 
with the lawyer in pursuit. The archi- 
tect, however, was a better sprinter, and 
soon lost the lawyer. 

Returning, the lawyer than gained ad- 
mittance, with Policeman Hession, >and 
searched the building, but found nobody in 
it but a man who said he was a servant. 
Mr. "Allen handed the papers to the un- 
suspecting employe, who took them and 
placed them in his pocket. 

Police Captain Flood had come up mean- 
time and ordered the men to stop work 
on the building. Balmer then appeared 
and asked the Captain if he could not put 
some tar paper over the roof, but Capt. 
Flood would not fet him do so. 

Considerable excitement prevailed in the 
vicinity, and during the evening a crowd 
of fully 5<K) persons stood on the* opposite 
side of TJh.irty-fourth Street and watched 
the building.

Eight More Bodies Recovered Around 
City of Trenton's Wreck Yesterday. . 

PHILADELPHIA, Aug. 31— The list of 
dead as the result of the explosion of a 

boiler on the steamboat City of Trenton 
in the Delaware River last Wednesday has 
now reached twenty-one. Sixteen bodies 
have been identified, and five still await 

identification at the Morgue. Eight were 
recovered ^"day in the vicinity of the dis- 
aster. Nine persons are still reported as 
missing, but the five unidentified are prob- 
ably included among these. 

Bodies identified to-day were those of 
Marian Ashmead, aged sixteen; Annie B. 
Herr, aged sixteen; Mrs. Matilda Ceoss, 
aged twenty-on.e; Mrs. Alice Matthews, 
aged forty-one; Irene Wield, aged sixteen, 
and Dora Wield, aged twelve, all of Phila- 
delphia; Harry Johnson, aged thirty-six. of 
Hulmeville, Penn., and Montgomery Mar- 
vel, twenty- four years old, Seaford, Del. 

Federal and local Inspectors to-day began 
an investigation of the. hull of the City of 
Trenton, which is docked at Neafie & 
Levy's shipyard. The port boiler, which 
exploded, is still at the bottom of the river, 
having been blown out of the boat.

For 
most of the past five years he has been 
High Commissioner for Canada at the capi- 
tal of the* British Empire, anor returns now 
for a month to assist in the entertainment 
of the Duke and Duchess of Cornwall and 
York, who are expected to arrive in Hali- 
fax on the 15th of this month.

Accompanying Lord Strathcona were his 
wife. Lady Strathcona; his son-in-law and 
daughter, Dr. and Mrs. R. J. B.. Howard, 
and foiir children of the Howards. All 
were en route to Montreal to prepare Lord 
Strathcona's town house, on* Dorchester. 
Street,- Montreal, for the reception of the 
royal visitors. . 

Lord Strathcona talked very freely to a 

New York Times reporter about British 
affairs, and there was a note of optimism 
in all that he said which was somewhat 
different from the spirit of some other Ut- 
terances recently made by prominent Eng- 
lishmen, visiting this country.^ 
; "I have lived In England for most of 
the past five years," said his Lordship. 
" It has been a delightful stay, and I have 
In that time been struck with nothing so 
much as the remarkably strong ties by 
which the outlying parts of the British 
Empire are bound to the mother country. 
Evidr nce^.of this feeling has been strik- 
ingly displayed in -the visits of the Duke 
and Duchess of Cornwall and York to the 
English colonies. Everywhere there has 
been an outpouring of y cordiality. It is 

happy, too, to note that the royal couple- 
have made not a single mistake on their. 
whole trip. This Is unusual, for we know 
that in practical affairs the man who suc- 
ceeds Is not the man who makes no mis- 
takes, but he who makes the fewest. Eng- 
land Is delighted with the demeanor the 
Duke and Duchess have displayed. The re- 
ception of the royal couple in Canada will 
be exceptionally hearty. All of the cities 
they will, visit have appointed committees 
to receive and entertain them. They will 
land at Halifax, stop at Quebec, staying in 
the Government House there, and then 
visiting all the important places of the Do- 
minion, as far west as the Pacific Coast. 
Just before sailing from Halifax in return- 
ing they will cross over and spend a day 
In Newfoundland. ' 

"Will the Duke and Duchess visit the 
United States? " Lord Strathcona was 
asked. . . 

." No,"-' he said. V You can readily under- 
stand that the royal pair have received a 
great many invitations to visit countries 
not of the British Empire, but it has been 
Impossible to accept all of them, and it 
was necessary to decline the invitations to 
visit the United States, although this coun- 
try is very different in the English mind 
from all other nations. I always think of 
England, Canada, and the United States 
as one. There are pending questions ber 
tween the countries, «euch as boundary and 
fisheries issues, but I know England and 
Canada well enough to say that, out of 
these questions there can never grow any 
hard feeling toward the United States. 
Such questions 'cannot be settled in a day, 
but they will all be arranged eventually, 
and to the satisfaction of all concerned." 
, Lord Strathcona stated that he himself 
was very much interested in American en- 
terprises. He said that one of the first in- 
vestments he ever made was in the Great 
Northern Railroad, even before the ascend- 
ency of James J. Hill. He said that he 
still held considerable stock in that con- 
cern. It might be mentioned incidentally 
that Lord Strathcona In aa business way is 
President of the Bank of Montreal, arid 
was the last resident Governor and Chief 
Commissioner at Montreal of the Hudson 
Bay Company. 

" What do you think of the- growing 
commercial pre-eminence of the United 
States? " the High Commissioner was 
asked* He smiled, placed his hand upon 
the shoulder of the questioner, and said: 

" Sufficient unto the day is the evil there- 
of." 

" What is the feeling In England with ref- 
erence to the Boer war? " 

" Well, the war seems to drag on. 9 We all 
want -it. to be ended at. the earliest possible 
moment. It has been an unfortunate war* 
one that England would have been most 
glad to- avoid. But the Boers forced it upon 
us by their ultimatum. Had It not been 
for that I believe all the troubles would 
have been settled satisfactorily by peace- 
able means. 1 feel that it has been a just 
war, and I think most Englishmen feel 
the same way; in fact, I believe that the

majority of the thinking people -in the 
United -States sympathize • with England's 
position in this struggle. .

England does not want to rule 
tyrannically . over the country, but wants 
to give to the Boers the same measure of 
self-government she has accorded, and with 
such successful results, to the Dominion of 
Canada and the Commonwealth of Aus- 
tralia." 

" What would you say as to the Irish an- 
tagonism to the war? " 

44 Believe me, 8Sir,. England feels very 
kindly toward Ireland. No soldiers have 
fought more valiantly In the Transvaal 
than these same Irish. Their conduct has 
been most valiant." 

"Is there very much sympathy and re- 
spect for President Kruger personally, in 
England?" 

" I believe that the thinking people of 
England feel that Mr. Kriiger was a seri- 
ously misguided man. They sympathize 
with him in his loss of his wife and in his 
political misfortunes, but for his caUse 
there is absolutely no sympathy— none." 

Lord Strathcona was told of the recently 
cabled reports that after the coronation of 
Kng Edward VII. Lord Salisbury would re- 
tire from the Prime Ministership of Engv 
land. . When asked as to the, accuracy of 
this report, the High Commissioner, his 
eyes twinkling, replied: 

" We have .Marconi to-day telegraphing 
without wipes, and we have people taking 
photographs through doors, but you can 
never tell what a man will do until he has 
done- it. But, seriously, no such reports 
can be 'founded upon any accurate infor- 
mation. Complications may arise which 
will make it absolutely essential that Lord 
Salisbury retain his present office. He is 
still strong and vigorous, and the empire is 
back of him In all that he does." » 

"Whet is the present state of the health 
of the King? Reports have reached this 
country that he is suffering with cancer 
of the throat" 

"There is not one word of truth in any 
•such report. The King is to-day one of the 
most vigorous men I ever saw. He is the 
very picture of health. I suppose that the 
fact that his sister died from this trouble, 
as well as her husband, the Emperor Fred- 
erick, is responsible for these reports. This 
has come to be a period when so many 
people know so much more about their

Philbin is reputed to have requested the 
Appellate Division to relieve. Justice Furs- 
man from service in the Criminal Branch of 
the Supreme Court. Justice Fursman was 
assigned to this court for the entire year 
by the Justices of the Appellate -.Division, 
and* Presiding Justice -Van Brunt declined 
to grant the District Attorney's request. 
It is said that the District Attorney sub- 
sequently endeavored to have the Crim- 
inal Branch done away with entirely on 
the ground that the Courts of General Ses- 
sions were quite able. to dispose of all the 
criminal business arising. 

It was the custom of ex-District Attorney 
Gardiner to try most of the homicide cases 
before Justice Fursman. Mr. Philbin de- 
parted from this practice and placed on 
Justice Fursman's calendar cases of much 
less Importance. There are now in the 
Tombs awaiting trial more persons charged 
with homicide than at any previous time 
for many years. The number is about 
thirty-five. 

Justice Fursman, It is said, became cog- 
nizant of the District Attorney's efforts to 
have him relieved and resented them ac- 
cordingly. When it became known that 
some indictments found against certain per- 
sons accused of poolselling had been dis- 
missed by Justice Fursman, Mr. Philbin 
had the complaints resubmitted to the 
Grand Jury. This did not tend to promote 
cordial relations between the two. The 
breach was further widened when District 
Attorney Philbin declined to retry. the Ken- 
nedy case before Justice Fursman after the 
* disagreement in his court, despite the fact 
that he is reputed to have been told that 
Justice Furpman would take it as. a per- 
sonal affront if the case was not again 
tried in the Criminal Branch. The case was 
heard before Judge Newburger in General 
Sessions. . j 

During the recent trial of Miles McDon- 
nell, charged with killing George Price in 
the Onawa Caf6, Mr. Philbin, without as-. 
signing any reason, suddenly requested Jus-* 
tice Fursman one day to adjourn his court 
for the day. It had come to the District 
Attorney's ears that Justice Fursman in- 
tended to direct the Jury to acquit McDon- 
nell. After the adjournment had been 

granted Mr. Philbin, accompanied by his 
assistants, Messrs. Garvan and Delany, 
went into the Justice's private chambers. 
Mr. Philbin is understood to, have told Jus- 
tice Fursman then thajt the McDonnell case 
was of such. Importance that he deemed the 
county entitled to the Justice's best judg- 
ment In the matter, and that he thought it 
best to request an adjournment. It is 
common rumor that the lie was then passed 
and the District Attorney left the chambers 
without bidding him good day. 
. When Mr. Philbin requested that an ex- 
traordinary term of the Supreme Court be 
convened justice Fursman was assigned to 
hold it in September. The District Attor- 
ney then asked for another term, to be 
held in August. Justice Gildersleeve was 
assigned to hold this..

The importance of this as a 
factor can scarcely -be overestimated, for 
if the huge crop now produced had met 
equally large production in competing 
countries the price of wheat, must have 
sunk to a very low point. As it is the

country's wheat crop is an unmixed 
blessing and source of wealth, and the 
sale of Its surplus will mean riches to 
the Wheat producing community. There 
could be no more solid foundation for se- 
curity values to rest upon— none more in- 
spiring market wise. 

The latest reports of the Weather Bu-

089,800, legal tenders decreased $99,900, 
and specie decreased $6,135,200. The de- 
crease in specie represents the loss by the 
banks due to shipments to the interior and 
to Treasury operations, while the increase 
in loans is due to the stock market activ- 
ity. - The reported decrease of $6,228,175 
in surplus reserves is therefore quite nat- 
ural.

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The technical situation of the security 

market did not materially change last 
week. The heavy existing short Interest 
is still a supporting Influence. At times 
during the week there were pronounced 
efforts to depress values, but they were 
invariably met by a quiet but confident 
buying which absorbed all Offerings be- 
fore material recessions could (be scored. 
The dealings of Thursday and Friday 
wiped out what declines had been brought 
about, leaving the market as a whole 
without noteworthy change from the 
preceding week. 

Bear attack had to confront some of 
the most remarkable reports of railway 

earnings ever published. Conspicuous 
was the July report of Union Pacific, 
which showed a ;net increase of over 
$100,000, and this net n increase was 
only some $50,000 less than the gross in-

crease, a most gratifying result of oper- 
atLve economies. ' While this report was 

* • • * 

exceptionally favorable there were many 
others of Important character, notably 
St. Paul, Canadian Pacific, St. Louis 
and San Francisco, and Southern Rail- 
way. Selling stocks short in the face of 
such phenomenal earnings becomes a 
risky operation, a fact which the bear 
party is beginning to appreciate. Nor 
are these increases confined to any par- 
ticular territory; Grangers, Pacific 
stocks, Southwestern stocks*, Southern 
stocks, and Eastern Trunk Lines all par-, 
ticipating in the yield of prosperity. 
There can be no delusion or imagination 
about earnings— they are concrete facts, 
explicable by simple arithmetical pro- 
cess ; and they furnish the soundest argu- 
ment in favor of American securities. 

The tendency is growing to allot a 
larger share of profits earned to share- 
holders, railroad managers feeling that 
their properties are now on so sound a 
basis that the necessity for increasing 
surpluses is diminishing. Illustrative of 
this is the raising of the dividend on Col- 
orado and Southern first preferred to a 
3 per cent, basis. It is a matter of com- 
mon knowledge that most of the more 
important American railroads have been 
and are paying out much less in the way 
of dividends than the full " available- 
amount of earnings— the policy of forti- 
fying railway treasuries having been rig- 
orously followed since the advent of 

* 

prosperity. It is, therefore, reasonable to 
expect that the near future will witness 
many increases in dividend rates, and 
such increases will simply be the dlstri- 
bution to shareholders of what belongs 
to them. This phase of American finance 
is more Clearly recognized abroad than 
at home and will bring large buying or- 
ders from foreign markets, the foreign 
investor seeing in the United States the 
only railroad properties possessing in- 
herent capacity of growth— the ratio of 
decrease in European railroads being 
fairly balanced by the ratio of increase 
in America. Thus the world of finance 
adjusts itself to circumstances— thus the 
only security market in the world capa- 
ble of buoyancy is found on the New 
York Stock Exchange.

Favorable to speculation and reviving 
activity is the continued ease of the 
money market, all predictions of tight 
money having failed of fulfillment. Not 
long ago sterling exchange was rising to 
a point which threatened gold exports, 
but the tide was turned by the immense 
shipments of wheat flooding the ex- 
change market with drafts on Europe, 
bringing exchange rates down with a 
rush. It is quite plain that if demands 
from the interior should prove excessive 
on the New York banks it is within the 
power of New York to call gold from Eu- 
rope whenever such action is desirable, 
the exchange market being kept up chief- 
ly .by the willingness of American cred- 
itors to permit their balances to remain 
abroad. . This removes from speculative 
consideration the fear of excessive in- 
terest rates, though present rates are 
perhaps abnormally low, certainly not 
profitable to the lenders of money, who 
would welcome a chance to make them 
up even moderately. 
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The steel strike, on its last legs, ceased 
some time ago to be a matter of much 
consequence In Wall Street; The fail- 
ure of this strike and the public support 
and indorsement of the attitude of the 
United States Steel Corporation is of in- 
calculable value in the future relations 
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CORN CROP AND BUSINESS. 

Some time ago Bradstreet's, with a view 
to obtaining the present condition of com- 
as** to whether or not, that is, it haa been' 
benefited by what was claimed to be late 
favorable growing weather— sent out to all 
its offices and correspondents inquiries 
asking for information on the subject. 
Many answers have been received, the re- 
sult being best summarized by Bradstreet's 
itself, as follows: 

• * 

The general tenor of the report as a whole Is 
quite favorable, more so, in fact, than would 
have been possible some weeks ago, when the 
■extent of the recuperation >since shown by the 
plant could, not be seen or appreciated. This 
was true of places where the' plant was not so 
far gone as to be beyond help, and, even where 
this latter condition existed, the effect of timely 
moisture upon other crops has been so good as 
to deserve special notice. Special attention would . 
naturally be concentrated upon the leading corn- 
producing States lying east and west of the 
Mississippi, which furnish the greater portion of 
the surplus corn which is used by the rest of the 

country. 
•A consolidation of the replies from the seven 

surplus States of Iowa. Kansas, Nebraska, Illi- 
nois, Missouri, Indiana, and Ohio, percentages 
of increase or decrease by States being based 
upon the reported yields as indicated by the De- 
partment of Agriculture, point to a reduction in 
the yield of those States of not far from 050.000.- 
000 bushels from a year ago. Smaller decreases 
are likewise Indicated In the smaller corn-pro- 
ducing States, like Texas, Tennessee, and Ken- 
tucky, sufficient to swell the shortage by per- 
haps 25,000.000 bushels. 

Against this are to be noted larger productions 
reported in such States as New York, Maryland, 
Virginia, and South Dakota, which, while not 
sufficient to offset these decreases, still limit the 
falling off so that a shortage of not to exceed 
675,000,000 bushdts in the country's total crop is 
to be looked for. The continuance of the Im- 
provement noted in the late planted corn crop, 
with the holdlng # off of frost, may still further 
operate to enlarge the total yield. On the face 
of the returns, however, a yield not less than 
1,400.000,000 bushels is indicated /or 1901, a drop 
of about 30 per cent, from a year ago. 

Questions as to the percentage of -the Old crop 
left in farmers* hands now as compared with a 
year ago, contrary to some expectations, show 
that it Is smaller than a year ago. and the con- 
sensus of opinion appears to be that In the sur- 
plus-producing States such supplies are consider- 
ably smaller than a year ago, the old crop held 
being auite generally reported as smaller than 
usual, owing to the high price paid for corn 
this year.. Replies to the question of farm prices 
bring out the fact that present prices per bushel 
are fully 40 per cent, higher than a year ago. a 
feature which deserves notice, in view of the fact 
that the indicated yield is placed at 30 per cent, 
less than a year ago. The farm price for the 
entire Ut.itcd States a year ago. as reported by 
the Department of Agriculture, was in the neigh- 
borhood of 3d cents, and a 40 per cent, increase 
in price would point to at. least . 51 cents per 
bushel being realized this year, which, applied 
to a total yield of 1, 40O.O00, 000 bushels, yould 
n«»t a total return df about $715,000,000 this year, 
against $751,000,000 a year ago, a decrease of 
only $36,000,000, or less than 5 per cent. 

Special interest, of course, attaches to the an- 
swers 6.1 to the probable effect upon general 
business the coming season of the shortage in 
corn, and lt Is* in a high degree Encouraging to 
learn that Bradstreet's agents the country over, 
in the majority of instances, look for little that 
Is hurtful to flow from the corn shortage this 
year. This view, in fact, is so unanimous as to 
attract attention v because of the natural ten- 
dency, when looking at the crop results, to see 
things in a more or less unfavorable light. The 
fact seems to be that tbe agricultural interests 
are in pretty good shape at present. The wheat 
yield generally has been good. In some districts 
very large, and the prices received have been 
very good. Those sections sending the poorest 
corn crop reports, in fact, send the best advices 
as to wheat yield and returns. In addition, the 
breaking of the drought has rendered possible 
"the growth and gathering of good forage crops, 
and the problem of cattle and hog feeding has 
been rendered simpler thereby. 

The results of the inquiry are, therefore, to 
indicate that, far from being the failure earlier 
indicated, a fair crop of corn will be gathered. 
and that, thanks to the good wheat and other 1

IBitt.ee on Information and Statistics has 
forwarded a petition to the Department of 
Agriculture, asking that the monthly Gov- 
ernment crop report be issued at noon in- 
stead of 4 P. "M. The petition has the in- 
dorsement of the grain Exchanges in Chi- 
cago, Duluth, Milwaukee, Kansas City, De- 
troit, San Francisco, New/Orleans* Phila- 
delphia, and Baltimore. / 

The reason for the petition is that, If the 

icrop report came out at noon, Washington 

time, export merchants could cable to their 

foreign correspondents and execute their 

orders in American markets during busi- 
ness hours on the same day that the Gov- 
ernment report is issued. 

Under the present method of issuing the 
crop report at 4 P. M., the estimate reaches 
foreign markets and is traded upon for 
practically a whole business day before 
the same information can be used for trad- 
ing purposes in American markets.

■'■ The sale of the New York Orphan Asy- 

lum's Riverside Drive block and specula- 
tion as to the identity of the buyer have 
naturally furnished abundant) material for 
gossip and comment throughout the week. 
"The future -of the' block is a matter of 
general interest in real estate circles, and 
seemingly the three possible ways of utiliz- 
ing the property have all received their full 
share of attention in the rumors which 
have been circulated in connection with 
the sale. As the site for a magnificent 
mansion, its advantages would have to be 
largely determined by the would-be pur- 
chaser. Charles M. Schwab will not discuss 
in any form the persistent reports that he 
is the buyer, but denials have been forth- 
coming from what ought to be authorita- 
tive sources. As the site for a hotel, more 

* 

sumptuousxin its surroundings and arrange- 
ments than anything now to be found in the 
city, the block undoubtedly has attractions 
—so great, it is said, that they have tempt- 
ed George C. Bold t to acquire it, but in the 
tatter's absence from the city his associ- 
ates are most strenuous in their denials 
that any such project is in course of de- 
velopment. 

The other possibility that the block wilt 
be cut up into residence sites and resold \ 
to builders is perhaps the most probable 
of the three, although it is pointed out that 
this propositipn is not so attractive as it 
would have been a few years ago, owing to 

the fact that residence property in that 
section of the West side has at best only 
held its own recently^ whether viewed in 
the light of its marketability or its borrow- 
ing capacity.- The successfuL operations 

of speculative builders in Fifth and Mad- 
ison Avenue, and even the old Murray 
Hill, sections,, show clearly enough where 
lies the, demand for modern high-class 
dwellings. And the attitude of lenders 
points to the same conclusion.

The Orphan Asylum block has not, how- 
eveVbeen the only noteworthy transac- 
tiorflKT the week. Below v ill be found de- 
tailfof the sale of one of /the unimproved 
corners on Columbus Avenue— the north- 
east, at Eighty-first Street. As was the 
case in the sale of other properties belong- 
ing to the Marshall. O. Roberts estate, 
contracts must be sent to Europe for sig- 
nature, but it is stated on .excellent au- 
thority that the. terms in the "present ^trans- 
action have all been satisfactorily arranged, 
and that, aside from the formalities, the 
sale is an accomplished fact. 

A block seldom heard of in realty deal- 
ings— «that on Bioadway, between f»iirk 
Place and Murray Street— figured in the 
business of last week. Assemblyman Gher- 
ardi Davis's purchase of 241 Broadway is 
of no immediate significance, but, with Mrs. 
Davis's ownership of 3 Park Place, may 
facilitate a building operation in the future 
upon that block which so far has with- 
stood the advance of the skyscraper. 

Added importance is given to the recent 
sales of 751 Lexington Avenue and 137 
East Fifty-ninth Street, because these par- 
cels adjoin the Bloomingdale store, and 
will in all probability soon be covered by an 
extension of that structure.

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WINE AT BALLROOM SUPPERS. 

WHILE it has been well said, in regard 
to the quality and layishness of the 
collation or supper furnished at so- 
cial entertainments in America, that these 
improve, as a rule, every mile south of 
New York, and while Southern hospitality 
is proverbial, it is rather curious that 
Southern hosts and hostesses, in Summer 
at least, seem to pay comparatively little 
attention to the more solid portion of a 
feast at a dance or ball, but a great deal 
to the liquid part of the entertainment. 
• Even, at Newport, society devotes itself 
quite as much to eating as drinking at the 
dances and balls of the season. At the 
White Sulphur and other leading Southern 
Summer resorts, the so-called . collations, 
cir suppers, furnished at the conclusion of 
or during the morning germans or evening 
cotillions, consist of little more, as a rule, 
than sandwiches. Where at Newport, how- 
ever, there is always enough wine to ac- 
company a supper, at the Southern resorts 
champagne fairly flowed. 

. This wine has largely gone out of use in 
the North as a morning or even afternoon 
beverage, but it is drunk in the South as 
freely in the morning as at any other time 
of the day. It is a decided novelty to a 
Northerner to see the dancers and guests 
at a morning german, which generally ends 
about 1 or 2 o'clock, quaffing champagne in 
the freest possible manner. * It must be 
said to the credk of the Southerners that 
this free use of wirte is seemingly never 
abused. The same amount of Champagne

Vogue of the British Blondes

An Attempt to Re- 
vivify the Sensation of 
the Black Crook Days 




THERE Is at hand a renaissance of the 
ballet in America. We have had signs 
and signs, but now it seems to have 
come. Probably the best of these signs was 
the ballet of " Versailles," given in Koster 
& Bial's Thirty-fourth Street house several 
years ago. •' Versailles " was doubtless the 
most\pmplete and artistic ballet seen here 
Since the glory of the 4i Black Crook " 
dawned uptu a virtuous but discreet pub- 
lic. There is no comparison drawn here, 
however. , 

During the past season we have had bal- 
lets at the New York Theatre, at the Vic- 
toria, and there now begins an inaugural 
season of ballet which Is but the herald 
of a five years* spectacle of the kind, which 
shall precede the Wagnerian season at the 
Metropolitan Opera House. 

This new ballet is clever in conception, 
and it only remains to be seen how well the 
Idea of an " Around Town Ballet " has 
been carried out by Mr. Aarons, whose en- 
terprise It is, and by Signor Albertieri, who 
has the ballet, tm^er hack. 

The "Around Town Ballet" marshals 
nurse maids, letter carriers, policemen, 
messenger boys, Tenderloin damsels* and 
Waldorf-Astoria dames, all In Amazonian 
order, and a shipload of British blondes has 
arrived to march in the ranks of the 
Broadway Squad and to appear as some of 
"The Finest." 

But America welcomed the seed British 
blonde of the universe many years ago, and 
they must be blondes indeed and British to 
the backbone and wicked and. skittish and 
all the rest of it to a superlative degree to 
make the man of Lydla Thompson's day 
turn a hair. 

Never again can come the good old times 
of 1867— when the original " Black Crook " 
burst into view. Later the beauties of the 
blondes were of a more bursting order yet, 
and a dignified journal of that time said 
deliriously: "The season of golden hair is 
upon us." . 

But the blondes were not the ballot. It 
had arrived before them. Fannie Ellsler 
had danced here, but her appearance was 
several times in period of years beyond that 
time, " whereof the memory of man run- 
neth not to the contrary." The inaugural 
ballet of our time was that of the." Black 
Crook," given by " Jarrett and Palmer's 
Great Parisienne Troupe." Men still speak 
of the ((awn of those beautiful women, and 
women of genius, with a kind of awe. They 
revealed to a startled public the true poetry 

of motion. 

■ 

Never has there been anything like It 
in heaven or on earth," said an old man the 
other day, who admits having occupied a 
box during the initial run of the •• Black 
Crook " for thirty nights without interrup- 
tion. He said, in speaking of It: "And if 
I had not run short of money I had been 
there yet." • 

There were fortunes spent In flowers 
alone, in those days of tl^e " Black Crook." 
One florist said not long ago: M Bonfanti 
made my fortune. You see that house out 
there?" He referred to a palatial country 
house owned by him. "Well, Bonfanti* s 
flowers alone nearly did It. Every night, 
every night. Rich men, and men who could 
• not afford it. If an admirer left town I 
received a telegram from him: ■ Do not 
forget Bonfanti, Sangalli, Rigl, or who- 
ever the favorite might be— and I dicta' t for- 
get. There were others than Bonfanti, but 
they meant less. The " Black Crook " did 
it. Such days can never come again.' I don't 
know whether the women no longer exist 
to furnish the powerful provocation or why 
~but I am sure it will never happen again." 

One rich in reminiscence tells of the first 
night of " The Black Crook "; M New York 
did not know what it was going to see, and 
consequently It turned put to learn en 
masse. The curtain rose on a spectacle be- 
fore undreamed of as a possibility to stage 
mechanics, and eight premieres occupied 
the first row." This last bit of artistic 
and managerial superlative was told with 
an impressiveness th$t would befit the 
most tremendous occasion. 

" There were twelve premi&re danseuses 
In all. and every member of the ballet 
trained in. the ballet schools of > France or 
Milan and representing the perfection of 
the art of dancing. * / / 

" There were two bright particular stars 
among them— they danced together— Bon- 
fanti and Rita Sangalli. There certainly 
was never anything like It. I am not re* 
'to the anatomical part of it. I 
m that we old feUoWs thought 
t; It was^art, magnificent art. It 
•Tcnocked' us emotionally. But I 
if any of us stopped to dissect or to 
It was the coloring, the aggrega- 
tion of beautiful women, the music, the 
■I, everything. Oh, it was great! Our 
mU'never see anything like It. Tastes 
become too vitiated nowadays for 
appreciate anything 1 so delicately 
We saw then, and for the first 
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never see anything like - The Black Crook ■ 
—thank Heaven, for it made me poor. 

" Sangalll -$nd Bonfanti danced together. 
Sangalli : was a full-grown, woman, expe- 
rienced, and had had ten years' at La 
S^Ia. Her dancing was very fine, nearly 
perfection. It was precise, technically 
beautiful, and all that a reasonable mortal 
would exact, but— she danced with Bon- 
fanti. That settled Sangalli. I guess she 
was the best the management had to put up 
alongside of Bonfanti, but it couldn't last. 
It was Bonfanti. She was the xpost ador- 
able creature |fver seen in this country. She 
was little and dark— a flashing, scintillat- 
ing point of fire. . She was a little girl. 
When she came she seemed to be a bursting 
bud. Two years later we could see the wo- 
manishness that had crept upon her almost 
under our very eyes. Bonfanti was an in- 
spired fairy. That first night I got behind 
the scenes as .soon as I could shake my sis- 
ters— I had 'ep there, two of them. They 
were a bit slocked, but they were so de- 
lighted with the shock they went three 
nights running. 

"One of them is old and fat, as I am; 
but the dear woman, woman of the world 
as she ih 9 still shakes her head and looks 
solemn when that night is recalled. She 
says, 4 There was. never anything like it, 
was there, Tom? ■ Ttfere never was. 

m I went behind, as I say, and all the 
people were shouting tot Bonfanti. Np- 
body could find her at first, and Wheatly 
And the others were fuming about when 
^one of them nearly fell over her, tumbled 
down upon a bit of prostrate scenery, fast 
asleep. She had left the stage and in one 
second had forgotten where she was, and 
had gone 4 dead off/ She was just a lit- 
tle girl and tired out. They waked her 
up and towed her toward the entrance, 
and she took her encore. - Whenever she 
came off that night she went to sleep. 
Later In the engagement dissensions arose. 
Sangalli became soured. It was all Bon- 
fanti with the pubfic. I don't know that 
she did anything to Sangalli. It was just, 
her % youthful splendor. However, Sangalli 
gave the. management the alternative— 
Bonfanti should go, or Sangalli. Sangalli. t 
went— nice dancer, too. 

"After that night everybody was scan- 
dalized. Iliad never realized how virtuous 

people could be till then. When I am in 
doubt If there are any virtuous people I 
hark back in mind to the morning after 
" The Black Crook." It was so scandalous a 
thing— that modest ballet— that every 
mother, husband, son and daughter had to 
go lest one or the other should find him- 
self there unprotected. It was a great 
old time. I believe that gave the sign for 
Young America's latch-key. We went 
night after night, then met to talk it over, 
then to serenade the girls. The florists 
kept open all night." 

" That's a long tinfe ago? 

•Thirty— thirty-four, five years isn't it? 
I was only twenty-six! The dress of the 
ballet in those days was modest . in the 
extreme. None of your wisps about the 
middle and a ' guess coming ■ for the ' 
rest. Modest and beautiful. Women were 
chosen for their ability to dance, not for 
their avoirdupois. They were more fra- 
gile, more petite than otherwise. Preach- 
ers added to the clamor. It Is certain that 
when they saw the house doing -so well 
because of the gossip the management 
hired divines to preach against the ballet. 

"There was later a ballet of torches, if 
I remember rightly, and It was popularly 
called 'the burni. ^ "shame/ As a matter 
of fact, upon that occasion Eve's fig-leaf 
was a waterproof cloak as compared with 
the costumes of the women who danced 
* the burning shame/ But these tactics 
should not be confounded with the more 
artistic performance Qf M The Black 
Crook." 

" I recall the fact that a member of 
Palmer's company. Miss Wells, who was a 
rare comedienne, tobk the part of an old 
woman in • The Black Crook/ and used to 
amuse the audience greatly by pretending 
that she believed the flowers thrown tf> the 
premieres were for her. She would advance 
to the footlights as ft overwhelmed, and 
with a comical manner all her own would 
pick up the flowers. Afterward she would 
resign them to the owner. She had but one 
fault. It seemed, to me, as an artist; she 
often enjoyed her own fun and the absurdi- 
ty of u her situations- so much that it be- 
came- evident to the audience, and then 
they laughed with her and not at her. 

"Troops, groups, and' vast agglomera- 
tions of girls crowded the Niblonian stage, 
and if I am not mistaken, there was a male 
dancer imported, once, who performed the 
feat of jumping into the air and turning 
round three times before touching . the 
ground again. I do -not mean - somersault- 
ing, but keeping hW body vertical, twist- 
ing around as if upon a pivot run through 
him perpendicularly, from top* to toe Try 
It— before breakfast. It used to give me 
the something-articularis every time I be- 
held the performance. There w^e changes 
of Ugh t and many beautiful effects pro- 



obtain now. But all such advantages are 
lost because applied to such poor material. 
"I recall another night of glory at the 
performance of 'The Black Crook.' It 
seems Bonfanti had danced and danced till 
she had become too tired to maintain a 
certain poise longer. She then executed a 
step which was unfamiliar to her admirers, 
and the house rose as one person. Bonf^ti 
thought the house was on fire. She cor *| t 
speak a word of English. She turned and 
ran like a deer. The manager wis Jumping 
up and own, trying to get her back for her 
encore. Bonfanti was turning round and 
round like an eel in his hands, talking loudly 
In Italian. After a f&w moments he made 
her understand there was nothing wrong- 
just an uproar oi enthusiasm, and riot a 
fire— and all because Bonfanti had tried 
to rest her toe. 

I " Then' came the last night, before the 
trdupe left for Chicago. Everybody was 
tired to death. Nobody got started for 
borne until long after 1 o'clock. When Bon- 
fanti got to her house there was u regular 
election night cro\^d about it. Policemen 
had to help her through to her door. In 
front of the house stood an immense wagon 
with choice wines, in which the two or 
three thousand people were continually in- 
vited to drink to Bonfanti's health. Strange 
men and women went up and down her 
stairway till daylight,, just to say •■ good- 
bye, Bonfanti; come back." And flowers, 
flowers everywhere. The halls were full of 
policemen to keep order and see that noth- 
ing went wrong, and the best that could be 
got .were there to serenade her. ( It kept up 
until broad daylight, and Bonfanti depart- 
ed, half asleep .and smiling, with a string 
of carriages behind her three blocks long. 

" The most I recall of her fads was the 
fad to be ' good/ The women were In rap- 
tures about her, and I remember that she 
used to say in the queerest kind of Eng 
lish; ' I mus' be ver' good/ And she always 
was ver' good. She married into one of the 
proudest and richest families of this town. 
She was as good as she' was brilliant and 
wonderful, and her big tee was certainly 
the greatest thing In the world thirty-four 
years ago." \ . f 

| Marie Bonfanti still voices her fetish in 
broken English. She lives In New York 
City, a charming, engaging, black-haired, 
black-eyed wdman, her English only slight- 
ly improved. She speaks little of her tri- 
umphal days, but what she says shows her 
to be the same "good" Bonfanti. In a 
short interview she kept to the subject of 
the dance and away from the subject of 

' herself.

."Everybody lost his or Tier mind when 
you came here, did they not, Madame? " 

" Ze ladies, zay like me,"' discreetly an- 
swered Bonfanti.

He 
have ze Fifth Avenue long ago. • I never 
dance zat he do not go in front to zee me. 
A man like Augustine Daly was no man to 
waste ze' time seeing a woman dance. But 
he always come and pay ze tribute to my 
art.

After "The Black Crook " came the del- 
uge—the British Blondes fairly Inundated 
the town. 

No manager can show more girl than 
was then shown to the public. No public 
will ever again appreciate seeing so much 
girl at one time as that public did— they ab- 
sorbed their dose at that time up to the 
full physiological effect 

The British Blondes, of which Pauline 
Markham was one of the greatest in sev- 
eral senses, did not represent the ballet; 
even the element of the ballet introduced 
in their burlesque was truly a burlesque of 
the honest, beautiful ballet. A man of .lit- 
erary fame sang sonnets to Pauline Mark- 
ham's eyebrows and sold his magnificent 
library for her and did all sorts of absurd 
things as if she were beautiful, talented, 
and as overflowing with genius as with 
avoirdupois. 

If the beautiful ballet had given cause 
for remark, what did Lydia Thompson's 
Blondes do? The Tribune of July 23, 
devoted three-quarters of a column to tell- 
ing the public what a shame it would 
to^notiA the show. Three-quarters of 
column was hardly space enough in 
to explain how indecent a thing we 
In our midst.

"The Black Crook " was written of as 
the " centipedal drama." and it was writ- 
ten that Mile. Bonfanti was plunging th« 
moral Chicagoans ■ " into the seventh 
heaven." But the British Blondes were 
another story. When matters ran too high 
or not high enough a delegation of cler- 
gymen were invited to go behind the scenes* 
and see how modest and shy the show was. 
They accepted the Invitation, and needless 
to say the blonde contingent was oh its 
best behavior and the verdict was emi- 
nently satisfactory. This gave the bur- 
lesquers a new lease of life. 

After this period there seemed to be 
" nothing doing." Or perhaps so much had 
been done that whatever was done after 
that seemed unworthy of notice. But about • 
ten years ago dancing took a new start, 
and women pranced before us doing splits, 
winks, and acrobatics of r various kinds— 
but principally the dance came to us in . 
skirts. They were skirts that were meant 
to outdo any nakedness of the past in 
point of Immodesty, because with those 
skirts came no skill, and they spoke too 
loudly of that which was hidden. From this 
moment all the dancers of the stage ran 
to- clothes. The magnificent toe of the 
premiere disappeared. The well-timed, 
hard-worked ballet dancer gave place to 
arms that waved wildly and none too 
well, and feet that simply got in the way 
of those they belonged to, and In .the way 
of those who were looking at the stage. 

After a while qame Versailles— imported 

from London, I thinkr-and if it was a wild 
waving of the hands and none too much 
technique, about it, it was a good effort in 
a better direction. " 

Now we are at it again. 

Dancing abroad has ever been a serious 
matter to those who danced. In Italy it 
has meant first, a certain knowledge be- 
fore a candidate for membership was able 
to- qualify for admission into the school of 
dancing. Once admitted, the pupil danced 
from 9 o'clock in the morning till 5 o'clock r 
in the afternoon, every day from three to j 
seven years. When such a one received her 
diploma, that was all she got. No effort 
was made to place her or to help her make | 
a living. But since she possessed the ca- 
chet of the school, she was recognized 
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one worthy of attention and managers werei 
pretty sure to engage her. \ 

There are several distinct schools or meth-i 
ods of dancing which are significant of na-j 
tlonal characteristics. The Italian school 
teaches the simplest step, but that step is,* 
of a kind the most difficult of execution. 
It requires more attributes than any other 
of the several methods. All is elegant, de- 
tailed, poetic! 

The French school of dancing is full of 
eccentricity; more action, more abandon- 
more personal, if one may so describe it. . 

The German school is composite in meth- 
od. The Germans have adopted that which 
is most excellent in either school— French 
and Italian— and made it theirs. 

Again, the Russian knows a method pe- 
culiar to the country and to the Russian 
temperament. All that is barbaric enters 
into the dance. A -Russian ballet may em- 
ploy swords, cutlasses, &c, in forming Its 
figures. The dance itself appears to the 
Western mind to smack of savagerj-. The 
Russian ballet is most eccentric. 

America is not without her " school." And 
that school is precisely what might be ex-, 
pected of America when she came to dance. 
All that is extreme in the dance America 
has adopted. Dancing America will kick 
higher, when called upon by the exigencies 
of the case to kick at all, than any other 
nation in the world— the height of her wo- 
men makes that possible. If an American 
ballet decides to perform pianissimo, as It 
were, one could hardly perceive her. If the 
American ballet should find it desirable to 
be elegant, it would certainly be eleganM 
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ft seems to me she only succeeds 
damn grand.

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CANVASS of the smart tailors and 
haberdashers In New York reveals the 
fttct that there are to be some radical 
innovations in men's wear this Fall and 
Winter. The word Innovation is to be un- 
derstood only in a comparative sense, for 
tbfr changes will be as compared, with last 
year rather than as related to what men 
have ever worn years before. 

The styles as a rule are to bp simple, and 
every effort is to be made to make gentle- 
men as inconspicuous as possible. " This is 
by the dictate of the best-dressed Ameri- 
cana, men whose tastes direct what the. 
best tailors do. Men's furnishers make lit- 
tle effort nowadays to shape the fashions. 
They wait until the men of best taste come 
from abroad, their country places, and 
clubs to give th.elr Pall and Winter orders. 
Then the furnisher considers their orders 
as the style for the uninitiated who does- 
cot give so much of his attention to plan- 
ning his clothes. 

The furnisher makes a number of vent* 
ures or suggestions, and the gentleman 
makes his own selections. His idea is to 
improve what has been found satisfactory 
in the past season, to discard what ha3 be- 
come common.* The fashions are a sort of 
evolution, the furnisher will tell you, and 
really radical changes are seldom intro- 
duced with any degree of success. 

The most striking innovation for the Fall 
and Winter will be the discarding of the 
dinner coat or Tuxedo. The best-dressed 
men have decided that it is common, and 
the fashionable tailors. are not making it 
lor the coming season's wear. In fact, the

In collars there will be a reversion to 
the old wing design.

These "will be 
made in both wide and narrow stitching. 
The wing collar with the wide stitching 
will not be as smart as that with the nar- 
row stitching, owing to the liability of the 
edge, where the wing bends, to swell and 
gap= The wing collars have well balanced, 
moderately spaced wings, the bottom of the 
wings' forming a straight line.

For wear 
on evening occasions there Is a new tie. It 
is cut perfectly straight, has square ends, 
and is of uniform width throughout. When 
tied it shows a square, fat centrepiece, 
and the cjtds stand out straight and come 
to the edge of the shirt bosom:

Shoes display an evolution. The style is 
a very heavy shoe, with large, rounded toe.

Memories of " 




Haverly. 
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REPORTS of the serious and probably 
fatal illness of " Jack " Haverly in 
Salt Lake City bring memories of a 
man who, for many years, stood forth as 
a bright particular star in the firmament 
of purveyors of public amusements. Insa- 
tiable in his ambitions, belfeving firmly in 
h^s own judgment, and ready to risk all 
he had on any venture that appealed to 
him, J. H. Haverly in his time rose to the 
extreme exaltation of success. And his 
descent was as great " 

Forty years ago Samuel P. Stickney, a 
famous equestrian performer, was in the 
habit of careening around the circus ring 
twice daily in an act that the bills termed 
" The Courier of St. Petersburg." The 
rider bestrode four horses all abreast, and 
to the audiences of the day his feat of 

horsemanship was little short of marvel- 
lous. . " ' % 

"Great guns! " ejaculated a rustic one 

day, at sight of Stickney's feat. " For the 

Lawd's sake, hold up! Stretch your legs 

another inch and you'll split clean up to 

the chin." - 

And in the days when Jack Haverly 

• \_ ^ * • 

thought nothing _ot running a score of 
theatres, stars, theatrical combinations, 
race courses, and hotels, there were plenty 
of persons who looked, on, predicting a 
direful, split ' up for this insatiable man- 
ager. But for a long time failure did not 
come, and Haverly's appetite increased 
with every success it fed on. 

When he took hold of the theatre in 
Fourteenth Street it had become a sort of 
burying ground: of the hopes of many man- 
agers. A legion of ill-omened birds of ad- 
vice settled about Haverly, croaking forth 
direful prophecies. » " 

^ Don't take it, Jack; it will be your 
ruin." J 

" Haverly, old boy, it's, the last straw 
upon the camel's back. Don't." 

"Now, see here. Jack; don't be 'a fool. 
.Look at the rent— the dead weight. Let it 
alone. From Fechter to Matt Morgan arici 
on id Kate Claxton, it has been a failure. 
Don't touch it." 

Not a manager who did not say " Don't " 
—not an actor who did not sniile supercil- 
iously and echo that " Don't." 

But J^ck Haverly had a rule of his own. 
" The pack-mule luck," he jised to say, 
" is too slippery-footed a steed for me. I've 
a better nag to take me across the black 
pool of adversity to the shining shore of 
success. Common sense, saddled with 
judgment, that's the horse I ride." And so, 
when the croakers were shaking their 
heads, he merely smiled blandly and jvent 
to work- after his own method. ^ 

" What the people want," he used to say, 
"they will patronize if they have to put 
up a five spot for it. - If they don't want 
it you can't force ;it on 'era # with a club. 
Give me a show v?fth merit to it and you 
may go to the dogs with your luck— you're 
sure to go there anyhow, if you have a bad 

show." -:Vr . > ■ 

• In Chicago, where he made a venture 
with another {"Jonah house," he met the 

same advice in the -game way. But success 
came, and then he. began to branch out. 
He secured an interest in the Bush Street 
Theatre, in San Francisco, took out two or 
three traveling companies, and opened a 
theatre in Ohio. But the Oliver Twist note 
in his make-up still cried for "more." 

Aj^ain he-wont in search of material 
wherewith to give the public an amplitude 
of amusement by means of which he could 
reap a harvest of profit. He conceived the 

idea of " an aggregation " of negro min- 
strel performers, which, when ready for 
the road, he styled " The United Mastodon 
Minstrels,* with the legend of "40, Count 
'em, 40." They were forty in number, and 
again the predictions «of old showmen 
proved false, for the enterprise was a sue* 
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cess.. He later increased the number of 
his "drove of dark horses," taking to 
England more than 100 men on two occa- 
sions. 

In 1880 he was at the height of his power. 
Among others, he controlled Haverly's 
Theatre, in Fourteenth "Street; Ni bio's, the 
new Brooklyn Theatre, and a theatre in 
Chicago. He started Haverly's Grand Ath- 
letic and Pedestrian Exercises and the Hav- 
erly National Printing Company. He took 
the Fifth Avenue Theatre on a five years* 
lease from the Gilseys after Stephen Fiske, 
Maurice Grau, and Max Strakosch, suc- 
ceeding to Augustin Daly, had had a try 
at it. 

During the height of his prosperity his 
lieutenants included most of the men who 
have come to the front in recent years as 
purveyors of amusement Charles Froh- 
man, Daniel Frohman, Al Hayman, Gus- 
tave Frohman, Will J. Davis, Harry Mann, 
Frank McKee, Frederick E. Wright, 
Thomas McGuire, Charles L. Andrews, and 
William Fitzslmmons were among the 
men who were In his employ. 

He was the promoter of the Chicago 
Jockey Club race track, paying $150,000 for 
the controlling interest. He was identified 
with various mining enterprise^, and had of- 
fices in this city, Chicago, Boston, and Den- 
ver. In .1884 his love for speculation caused 
him to overreach himself, and he failed. But 
he was always a successful showman, and 
his collapse was due to his mining "In- 
vestments" and the accompanying specu- 
lations in the Western mining exchange* 
and in Wall Street. 

Eugene Field thus apostrophised him: 

"Jack" Haverly, "Jack" Haverly, I wonder

- Then we'll play One freeze-out for 
the whole sum." The Southerner gasped, 
but was game. In twenty minutes his roll 
had passed to Haverly's Inside pocket. 

Haverly's generosity was also a favorite 
topic with his friends. On one occasion a 
treasurer of ^ne of his companies turned 
out' a defaulter. Haverly called the man 
to his office and asked him to tell his 
story. The man broke down and confessed, 
describing the temptations he had been 
under. When he had finished, Haverly

The "Top Liner," as nearly every one 
knows was the man or woman who might 
be selected by a vaudeville manager to 
head the list of . " artists " on the pro- 
gramme he had to present as a current 
attraction. The term " Top Liner " Is a 
quite recent designation in theatricals, and 
will live longer than the conditions that 
produced It, for It is a colloquialism of 
vaudeville, and as such can be made to fit 
for a long time. But the character to 
which it was originally and distinctly ap- 
plied has outlived his usefulness. 

Jessie Bartlett Davis, she of the marvel- 
ous contralto voice, was a " Top Liner " 
at $1,000 a week. -Camille D'Arville was 
willing to wear the title for $700. Ezra 
Kendall got In and* became one for $300 a 
week. Rose Coghlan and Louis Massen 
— ^were willing to be pried loose from the 
* Legitimate Drammer " for $1,000 a week 
betweeen them. Maurice Barrymore/ who 
is spending his last days at a Long Island 
sanitarium, left the stages of Frohman, 
Hayman f and the other big producers of 
high-class plays to become a " Top Liner*" 
In vaudeville at $800 a week. 

Before such folks were tempted- into* 
vaudeville there were a few " Top Liners " 
who rose from tbe lower ranks of vaudeville 
and parity with merit and largely through 
good press agents secured an eminence that 
made . them just claimants for the title. 
England supplied the first and most notable 
of these, and at about the time that Koster 
& Bial's became known as a feature of 
New York's. night life, there were a number 
of spectacularly featured men and women 
brought from London and Paris who were 
really the pioneers of the "Top Liners " 
in America.; J 

One or two successes started the fever 
and in a short time the Music Hall of Eng- 
. land and the cafe chantant of France 
were being scoured for V Top Liners." 
During the first stage of the top line 
fever " Carmencita," " Lachita," Lottie 

• Collins, Chevalier, " Charmion" and a half 
hundred other more or less well known 
names were-' enrolled on- the lists of the 
American vaudeville managers, and they 
came and went,, leaving the Top Line fever 
still at a maximum of temperature. In a 
. short time the foreign market gave out 
and managers scoured the concert halls 

and Vaudeville agencies of the Old World 
for new " Top Liners " . in vain. With the 
fever still at its height, there was nothing 
to take its place and a scarcity of material 
to feed it on. 

At about this time the continuous per- 
formance was securing a firm and affec- 
tionate hold on the public notwithstanding 
the ridicule it was sometimes subjected to. 
Its promoters were men allied with vaude- 
ville. The continuous performance grew 
apace and made an increased demand for 
m Top A Liners," while the Top Liner de- 
creased in availability. 

One day a " continuous " manager had an 
inspiration. Said he to himself, " HI buy 
seme theatrical * stars ' to do some spe- 
cialties, or if I can't find a star to do 
a specialty I'll buy one with a well- 
known name. I must have a Top Liner* 
and I'll make an experiment." He suc- 
ceeded in securing his "•star." He put the 
. name on the top line of his * programme, 
and sent the press agent out to proclaim 
it to the world. The name of the "st^r" 
was a good one, and had commercial value . 
as a drawer of persons to a playhouse, and 
his name had never been seen on any but 
the bills of first-class theatres. The public 
was surmised and went to -see if it were 
true. So many went to verify It that the 
manager began offering thousand dollar 
bills right and left to other men and women 
who were known to the theatrical world 

as " stars " to come and shine a& his " Top 

9» ' ' . '- 
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Other continuous and vaudeville managers 
were first skeptical about it, then incred u- 
lous, and then amased at the success of 
the idea. Then they began to cast about 
securing a "star" or two themselves. In 
a short time the fever was raging at an 
Increased rate and for awhile the "star" 
as a vaudeville f? Top Liner" occupied the 
very center of the theatrical heavens, with. 
tbe theatre-going public and the manage- 
rial world looking on' in wonder at the 
money involved. Almost every day there 
were announcements that this or that well- 
known actor or actress had " gone into 
vaudeville." But as an amelioration to tbe 
fact the price for which they went was al- 
ways plainly stated, and in more than o3e 

that " For $10,000 
consented to appear at 
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Interesting and lost their worth as news 
items. When a thing is no longer new 
It has no interest for the general public 
that patronizes the theatre unless It be in 
the nature of a renaissance. 

At any rate therVtma been a surfeit of 
" Top Liners," and the fever began to ebb. 
It died when the theatrical season closed 
last Spring. ' ' .' • - " 

And the " Top Liners." Wliat of them? 
Some of them have gone back from whence 
they came. Others, well provided with 
cash, have retired temporarily to recuperate 
from the strain of two performances a day 
and wait for a favorable time to re-enter 
the field they left to appear In the vaude- 
ville shows. Still others are quite content 
to remain in" the ranks of the vaudevillists, 
although In most cases the amount of 
money contained in the little yellow en- 
velope at tbe week's end is not as big by 
half as it was when they first became top 
liners. In addition to that, many Of them 
would not be drawing any money at' al^ 
from the vaudeville manager had they not 
had the foresfght to make new contracts 
before the fever passed away. 

And what has taken their place? . The 
playlet and the ballet. 

It has been a natural reaction, the vaude- 
ville manargers say, and the change comes 
like a soothing draught after the riotous" 
dissipation of the " top liners." In some 
of the continuous performance and vau-! 
deville houses bits of old comedies and 
thirty-minute play lets, are being presented 
and are in preparation almost to the ex- 
clusion of individual acts. In addition to 
ttis there is to be an attempt to make 
ballet a feature of these places. 

It must nbt be understood by this that 
vaudeville is of any less importance to the 
theatrical business or has lost any of its 
charm for its admirers. The old-time 
and new time variety performer who 
makes up the body positive of vaudeville 
is doing business at the old stands and with 
the same regularity as he did before the 
meteoric flight of the " top liner." Withr 
out him vaudeville would not be vaudeville 
in any sense of the term and the song and 
dance man, the sketch team, the serio- 
comic singer, the juggler, tlje gymnast, and 
the monologist are as fixed in their vari- 
ous spheres as Bernhardt or Irving. Their 
respective lights are dimmed at times by 
the passing of greater bodies of this or 
that sort, but when the sky has Cleared 

again, there they are rotating round and 
round, trying to scintillate a bit stronger 
in the eyes of their following, for every 
one of them has his following as surely 
as hasva Fa vers ham of a Maude Adams. 

The trouble that the vaudeviller is most 
concerned with is to get new things. The 
ground over which the specialist must tread 
has been gone over 30 thoroughly that it 
is packed hard and crusty and spots that 
yield pay dirt are hard to find. He asks 
the playwriter to help him; he turns to 
the newspaper man and the magazine wri- 
ter to help him find something new. When 
he can get it he will generally pay hand- 
somely for it, for it means that much more 
to him to keep up a reputation with mana- 
gers and the public as a producer of new 
things. < • * 

Here and there one still sees an " act " 
in the vaudeville houses that tickled one's 
inmost risibles into life in those. long-gone 
days when a visit to the theatre was an 
event and generally meant a matinee with 
mother or some school chum. But these 
" features " have for the most part been 
incorporated into a playlet or made into a 
sketch. Wherever an act is presented on 
its merits, as an " act," it is apt to have 
some semblance of up-to-dateness about it, 
or the persons who do it must have a solid 
reputation as * r artists." " * <» 

One of the men identified with vaudeville 
Who is thoroughly qualified to speak on the 
passing of the "top liner" and of .vaude- 
ville ih general Is Manager Sanderson of 

Tony Pastor's Theatre on [ Fourteenth 
Street. Sanderson says that it does not 
require a very tenacious memory to recall 
every changing, period of features in the 
vaudeville world since its Introduction in a 
serious way in America. Perched on a high 
stool, alternately making suggestions 
about changes in ah." act " that was being 
rehearsed and making decisions in the con- 
struction of the next week's bill, he had 
this to say of the present condition of 
vaudeville: 

" No one expected that the conditions of 
last season would continue. It would be 
Impossible to sustain a hysterical order of. 
things such as was riiade by the fancy 
priced . * top liner* that were recruited 
from the legitimate. We had our share 
of them, but, our forte and fancy is straight 
vaudeville all the time and we were not 
disturbed by the conditions of last 'year 
as much as were some others. Now that the 
fever 4s over, it .has left the business in, a 
somewhat unsettled state, and it will prob- 
ably be some time before the real ad- 
justment occurs. Here we are used to 
looking ahead for the newest in vaude- 
ville. Most of the other houses are look- 
ing for anything at all that Is new, and 
vaudeville is no more to them than light 

opera or tragedy, if they can make it sulk 
their patrons and the public hi general, 
which after all Is the real Jury on what 
shall and shall not be offered.

some cases even to * combinations/ but he 
has grown to be a pessimist on vaudeville 
.in general, and cannot be taken as indi- 
cative of the general feeling toward it 
by managers. Another has already ar- 
ranged to give up about half of the time 
of his houses to playlets and ballet. There 
is no reason why ballet of a certain sort 
should not please the patrons of the con- 
.tlnuous houses. The other half of the time 
will be given over to the vaudeville of in- 
dividual acts. In this latter line of the 
profession the same old grind keeps 
up. We still have the mediocre talent that 
does to fill in with, men and women who 
keep pegging. away at their work till they 
succeed in making a hit that "will demand 
big salaries and newspaper notices,, or 
else they get discouraged and drift out of 
the business or into the small parts of a 
traveling combination where they help swell 
the army of actors who spend half the year 
looking for work, and the other half in 

dodging it 

* 

i * On the other hand, there Js the usual 
percentage of success. I have an Instance 
here to'-day of a young fellow who was a 
• spare writer ' on Park Row, who tried 
unsuccessfully for several yetfrs to break 
into vaudeville. He finally got an opening 
with a little sketch he had written. It 
was: not much of a success, but he kept 
on forking and trying to get something 
that would do. At last he"got it. He came 
to us and we produced it for him. It went 

off like a rocket The people took to it at 
once. In other words, he has at last * made 
a hit,* not only with his work, but as an 
attraction himself. It is .safe to say that 
if he puts half the work Into his future he 
ha§, in the past few years he will rank as a 
staple Al attraction and .will always be 
In a position to draw a comfortable figure 
for each week's work, no matter what the 
existing condition of the business, may be. 

•■ Then we have another case here of a 
man who just put on a dress suit and 
comes out and sings * cdon songs.' I never 
heard of him before he asked for a rehear- 
sal. He has already been offered twice, and 
it won't make any difference what he sings 
or what he may do, he will always be a 
sure vaudeville man, for he was born one. 

" It Is Instances like these that keep the 
ranks of the vaudevillists up to a certain 
standard. There are not many instances 
where the business turns out phenomenal 
talent So it Is seldom paid much attention 
to by the world- at large until something 
unusual turn% up to call attention to a per- 
former. - v 

- • 

V I predict that, now the fever of the past 
dozen years Is over, vaudeville, will resume 
the even tenor of its way and supply the 
ranks of the upper theatrical world with 
an occasional star In return for the ones 
lent to It lately. The old-time acts, such as 
Wood and Shepard did, or those of Weber 
& Fields, the Russell brothers, the Rogers 
brothers, the Dal ys and a lot more I could 
mention, are still popular when fixed up to 
suit the times by the right people, and they 
make as much fun as ever. There is an 
even run of road combinations' that need 
vaudeville talent all the time, and between 
them and ; the continuous performance 
houses of the Country that deal only with 
vaudeville, the steady-going variety per- 
former never has much trouble in finding 
an engagement. • 

" " A few years ago, when the English spe- 
cialty people began to get backj. to 'their 
heaths in Europe, they told the English and' 
European managers about the [ class of 
talent in the variety business over here. 
So when the first class variety folks began 
to find their field filling up with the * stars ' 
from the legitimate stage, many of them 
found no trouble in making engagements 
on the Continent The first to go over at 
that time were successful; and they blazed 
the way for more, and at the present time 
I should say there were not less, than a 
hundred first-class vaudeville performers 
whom I know personally who are making 
all kinds of a hit and money in Europe. 
This would indicate a sort of tit-for-tat 
game, it seems to me, and England is pay- 
ing back some of the money we paid out 
for the English ■ top liners ' that were 
imported for us some time ago. 

" To return to our original subject, I wish 
to say that while we recognize all 'big acts* 
in proportion to their value, we always try 
to' make it understood that this is Pastor's, 
and we have never cared to give any fea- 
ture precedence over the name of the house. 
We recognize the- conditions of each season 
and follow it as closely as we can without 
disturbing Mr. Pastor's main policy. We 
have the playlet here, but .in smaller doses 
than it will be served to people in some 
other houses. Not so very many years ago 
Mr. Pastor made the same innovations as 
to the playlet by introducing acts from 
some of the old ^operas and even ballet 
such as will be the vogue" this Winter. It 
didn't last long, and the plain, old, unadul- 
terated variety resumed Its even tenor af- 
terward. There have been few instances 
of managers sticking insistently to vaude- 
ville. Many of them have made fortunes 
out of the song and dance man. and then 
gone into mediocrity by spending them 
trying to make innovations.- Mr. -Pastor 
has never tried innovations, except when 
it was necessary to put a little extra 
touch on a bill to keep up with the times 
or to see* whether his public were tiring 
of vaudeville. He has seen dozens of men 
and women leave his employ and go up 
to the more conspicuous places in the 
theatrical world, some to fame, others to 
failure. Some of the people who were 
on the bills with him in the same sized 

type when Fourteenth , Street was way up 
town have risen and fallen as stars. He 
has an abiding faith in vaudeville, and 
it will live longer than either you 
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tlnue to have , a fair consideration, but 
the .tendency of the public they cater to. 
Is to the higher class of comedy, done la 
short, quick, and crisp fashion. It is at 
Keith's where the ballet is to be tried« 
and arrangements have . been made to 
produce bits of the old comedies that mads 
our parents lau^h many years ago. Af 
these .require a little more talent than the 

vaudeville performer usually possesses, spe* 
cial companies are to be formed for their 
production.. The belief of the Keith 
agement is that the public have hi 
surfeit of vaudeville as an entirety, but 
that its best features will always be 
popular, and therefore, will always be 
found in the theatres under Mr. Keith's 
management. 

Much the same policy will be pursued by 
Mr. Proctor, at whose four theatres in this 
city the light comedy produced by com- 
petent stock companies has proved such 
a thorough-going success that steps have 
been taken for. an even more pretentious 
production of ttiese light plays than in the 
past Vaudeville acts between the acts of 
the comedies' and in the. time intervening 
between afternoon and evening productions 
will be retained to meet the " continuous • 
idea. But managerial energies will be 
devoted particularly U> the revival of old 
comedy- and farce-comedy successes of 
past years, . Including those of the Da l 
period, when . John Drew, Ada Rehan, 
"Jimmy" Lewis, Mrs. Gilbert, and their 
associates Kept the, town in continuous 
laughter by their clean, wholesome, and 
contagious fun. Mr. Proctor has perhaps 
gotten further away from the vaudeville 
than* most of his\ associate managers In 

this field. But he has found the har- 
vest profitable, his audiences satisfied, and 

his policy a continuously profitable one. 

Mart Fuller, who has charge of the of* 
fice of, the White Rats, the organization 
of vaudevillists banded together for mutual 
benefit, says that "Vaudeville, like all 
other business, has its ups and downs. 
Just now there * are lots of * Rats ' in 
Europe, and they are all doing well. In 
this country there is a steady demand 
for the first-class variety performer from 
many sources, although the percentage of 
theatres that employ, vaudeville people 
exclusively is less than it has been for 
many years. . T. O. McGlUL. 



A FAITHFUL DCG'S EPITAPH. 



A TRAGIC story of a dog's devotion 
• faithfulness to his master, even onto 
death, is graven deep in a tablet hewn 
In the. face of a rock beside the KaatersUIl 
Falls, at the time of the occurrence thirty- 
three years 'ago. It has interested many 
thousands of visitors to this beautiful and 
romantic region of the Catskills, who have 
made the descent into the wood-lined 
abysm where the falls plash and murmur 
and extend in a crystal brook that ser» 
pentihes} among the boulders to a more 
level course in Sunset Gorge at the foot of 
High Peak Mountain. * 
The epitaph is as follows: . . 
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To the Memory of 

V1TE, 

The Bayard of Dogs. 

Sans Peur el Sans lieproche. 

. Killed 
June 10. .1868, by Leaping from tbe 
Platform Above the Kails to N 
the Kocks Beneath. 

This Epitaph Is Inscribed to His 

Memory by His Kriencjs 

J. S. McK.— W. E. I\-J. K. M. 
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Vite was. a spaniel. His master, with his 
/riends, went to the foot of the falls, leav- 
ing the dog above. The animal could not 
see them, as they made the precipitous da* 
scent, and was in great distress when at 
last they emerged from the woods into the 
open on the rocks, nearly 280 feet below. 
As his master appeared Vite barked for 
joy, and perceiving no other way. to reach 
him, unhesitatingly made the fearful leap. 

Vites feat has been embellished by legend 
in the recounting of it by the few denisens 
of the mountain solitudes who abide thera 
from year's end to year's end. They tell 
how toward midnight on every June If 
the ghost of the spaniel haunts the vicinity 
of the falls, and how, as the hands of the 
clock mark the witching hour, a succes- 
sion of short, sharp barks is heard, fol- 
lowed by the flight of the apparition 
through the. air over the falls into tho 
precipice, whence arises a prolonged howl . 
which echoes and re-echoes among 
Cimmerian recesses of Sunset Gorge 
the forest-clad slope of High Peak Mouiv- 
tain. 

However this may be— for there are 
who solemnly asseverate that they 
both seen the apparition and heard Its 
howling— the fame of Vlte's exploit 
spread beyond the Atlantic, borne to «_- , 
rope by travelers who have read the epl-' 
taph on the rock. A few days ago Anton 
Christian, proprietor of the Laurel 

at the head of the Kaaterskill Falta, 
ceived a letter from John T. Haigh oC 
Huddersfield, Yorkshire,- England, In 
the writer, -who is unknown to 
tioned that he had journe^d in the Cat*- / 
kills in 1883, and had seen the tablet, 
had recounted, the circumstances of 
dog's devotion to many friends, who, like* 
himself, were desirous of securing a oops 
of the epitaph. Mr. Halgh explained tlim 
he did fiot expect ever to visit AmerW 
again, and .desired to know whether 
some one among the guests of the place 
would not do him the favor of sending him 
the exact wording of the inscription. Mr. 
Christian turned the letter over to his asj 
sistant manager, C. R. Haner, who took 
steps not only to procure a copy of the epi- 
taph, but also a photograph of it and of tM 
falls, which 
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THE astronomical features for which 
September Is most noted will be the 
harvest moon and the crossing of the 
equinoctial by the » u n. Close to these events 
in importance to poor suffering humanity 
is the ending of the dog days, when general 
humidity will be shorn of his glory until 
i another Summer comes around and he is 
again commissioned to lead the disagree- 
ables. His chief vocation seems to be to 
prevent action, and he may therefore be 
very well considered as belonging to the 
vanguard of that distinguished body that 
u Is bofn to fight another day." 

The full moon, which occurs nearest the 
. . Autumnal equinox, is popularly termed the 
harvest moon. On Sept. 28 the moon will 
be full, and the honor will fall to its lot 
The peculiarity of the full moon that comes 
nearest the Sept. 22 or 23 is that it rises 
at near the same time for several nights in 
succession. A full moon always rises about 
the time the sun sets, but on the evening 
following the day oh which the moon 
reaches its full stage ft rises after sunset 
at periods ranging from a few minutes 
to more than an hour, depending on season 
and latitude. Those intervals are shorter 
with the September moons than with those 
of the other months. The difference of time 
between successive risings of the moon 

after sunset, comparing September with 

■ 

March, practically ' disappears around the 
' equator, and increases with the distance 
from that line, being greater here than in 
New Orleans, and greater in Alaska than 
here. 

Around the time of the Autumnal equinox 
the angle between the plane of the hori- 
»on and that of the ecliptic, or of the path 
which the earth traverses in its yearly 
Journey around the sun, is smaller than it 
is at other times during the year. This is 
why the. moon of that period^seems to rise 
about the same time for several successive 
nights. In England, where so many of the 
crops are gathered in September, the full 
moon for the month, which comes up for 
many evenings just after sunset, leaving 
only a brief interval of darkness, was once 
deemed to be a special provision of Provi- 
dence to enable the farmers, to continue 
* their work onward into the night without 
Interruption, and thus it popularly became 
known as the harvest moon. 

Twice each year— around March 31 and 
Sept. 22— the sun is said to "cross the 
equinoctial/' or " cross the line." The 
earlier date is called the vernal equinox 
and the latter one the Autumnal equinox. 
When the sun crosses the line it is in the 
zenith of all places on the equator at noon. 
Consequently its rays reach from one pole 
to the other. On or about the above-men- 
tioned dates each year the sun is above the 
horizon of every point of the earth, and 
approximately for the same length of time 
as it is below the horizon. Thus the days 
and nights at those dates, making no air 
lowance for refraction, are about equal in 
duration. On Sept. 'S2 the six-months day 
at the north pole will end and the six- 
--- months night begin, while at the south 
pole they will just be beginning to get 
their Spring wardrobes in order, and will 
be discussing the m«»st successful^ of . our 
Summer shirtwaist patterns. n 



Is a morning star for the present, and must 
use his trident to hold up the dignity of 
being the only one of his class for the 
month. 

Jupiter, on the 28th, the day of the won- 
derful full moon, is the third planet that 
reaches quadrature on his way to fight 
more closely with lovely Venus for the 
supremacy of the evening sky. From now 
one all must turn interested eyes toward 
these two wonderfully beautiful celestial 
gladiators, and watch them as night after 
night they get nearer and somewhat n«ir- 
er, until just after the middle of November 
they will be at their closest. This meeting 
needs only a very little closer proximity 
to afford,us a picture of vanishing beauty. 
But as it is we can watch them approach 
until they get as near as they are allowed 

to be on this occasion, and then, see them 

■ - > • 

gradually widen the space that separates 
them, as Jupiter moves in toward conjunc- 
tion with the sun, and Venus draws away 
to Jthe far eastern end of her tether. Here, 
possibly overcome with remorse at not hav- 
ing been more sociable when the occasion 
offered, she turns and pursues her hero 



toward the goal from which all derive their 
light, too late, alas, to catch the mighty 

uplter, who, unmoved by all this appeal, 
continues majestically on his way. 

Mercury Is moving away to the eastward 
from the snn, and is, consequently, another 
of the evening stars, but in response to 
the great attraction of the sun, whose pull 
Is fir too powerful to resist, he turns again 
to the westward and becomes a morning 
star some time before the great struggle 
between the two larger and more important 
planets above mentioned. Mercury and the, 
two-days-old inoon are in a somewhat dis- 
tant conjunction on the 14th. 

Saturn sets shortly after midnight, and 
will be in quadrature early in October, 
being the only planet for that month to 
reach that distinguished position. This Js 
the planet that is so close to Jupiter. The 
latter gets to his highest altitude at about 
7:30 in the evening, and Saturn gets there 
about 8 o'clock." Jupiter is a bit further 
frouth, not quite a degree, however; and 
in the latter part of November the two 
planets will be almost close enough to 
touch one another. Jupiter Is far and away 
too mighty to have anything to do with 
rings, so he keeps Saturn at a proper dis- 

tance. 

Mars; another evening star, has the dis- 
tinction for the month of being occulted 
by the moon, there being but 11 minutes of 
arc separating the two on the 16th. To our 
eyes it will look as though the planet and 
the moon were at hide and seek. As we are 
told that clouds, fogs, and mists are scarce- 
ly ever visible about Mars, the planet will 
have to do a deal of seeking in order to 
find a proper place to hide, thereby some- 
what reversing our worldly custom. 
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The September sky will be alive 
clustering constellations that shine 
renewed lustre in tlie crisp and 
Autumnal atmosphere. Amnn^ them 
be noted the gr«*at square of Pegasus ris- 
ing in the east, irnil low down in the. north- 
east is the lovely cluster of the Pleiades. 
The three stars. Arcturus, Vega and Capel- 
• la, known as the northern brilliants,, are 
specially worthy of observation, for they 
are all visible, and opinions differ as to 
which is the brightest of the trio. Karly in 
September Arcturus is the brilliant red star 
near the northwestern horizon, Vega the 
superb star high in the north, not far. west 
of the meridian, and Capelia will be found 
in, the northeast outshining her neighbors. 
These three stafs form an irregular 
triangle. 

On Sept. 28, the day of the full moon, 
these beautiful bright diamond points will 
be in about the same position. But planets 
and stirs will lose their lustre when, at 
the close of the month, the rounded orb of 
the harvest moon looms above the eastern 
horizon as the sun sinks below the west- 
ern, and ""seated in her silver car " rises 
slowly to the zenith, putting out the small- 
er stars, flooding the sleeping earth with 
silvery light, casting weird shadows over 
the Landscape, and painting, wherever 
moonbeams rest, pictures of ineffable love-

In the sections of Italy before mentioned, 
suffering seems to be general. Referring to 
Apulia, the writer of the article states 
that the agitation which culminated in the 
street barricades in Milan in 1808 were 
directly traceable to the Apulian peasantry. 
The revolt was suppressed with a heavy 
hand. There were wholesale arrests of 
hundreds of peasants, and they were sen- 
tenced tb long terms of imprisonment. Ap- 
parently the revolt was crushed, " but 
under the embers of apparent quiet the fire 
of dissatisfaction and despair is smoldering, 
and may at any moment burst forth into 

fierce flames." 

» 

The cause for the troubles In Apulia is. 
thus explained: 

. " Formerly there were few more flourish- 
ing or contented regions in Italy than Apu- 
lia. The abundant crops of oil and wine 
were* a source of riches to the landed pro- 
prietors, who employed thousands of peas- 
ants In the cultivation of their vast estates, 
and peace and plenty reigned supreme. 
Bat the appearance of a terrible little in- 
sect, the mosca olearia, abruptly , changed 
the spirit of this charming dream. Slowly 
and insidiously at' first, then with alarm- 
ing rapidity, as if carrying out the precon- 
certed plan of a general attack, the mosca 
olearia fastened ,on the magnificent olive 
groves. One after another the beautiful 
.trees of Minerva, some of them many hun- 
dreds of years old, withered and died, 
« . strewing the ground with their gray-green

N Italian laborer was at work some 
three years ago, digging a trench. In 
a N^w York street. He was active, 
Industrious, good-looking, and about five 
feet eight inches In height. On account of 
some slight stiffness of the muscles of the 
neck, he had probably escaped conscription. 
The man was asked what was the reason 
for his coming to America. His answer 
was, ;• Because I starved in Italy. My poor 
mother died of hunger. My father would 
have been alive to-day had he had enough 
to eat. A good friend, a compatriot, who 
was in Chicago, loaned' me the money for 
my passage. Thanks be to God and the 
Virgin, I have been able to pay him back 
and have saved enough to bring over here 
my sister and my little brother. That is 
all the family left me." This was said 
with such an air qf resignation as to Im- 
press the hearer with his truthfulness. . 

Curiosity on the part of the listener, who 
could speak Italian, induced him to make 
a fairly careful examination as to the 
precedents of the man. He said he was 
from Apulia. Inquiries were made abroad, 
and the man's story was found to be true. 
The kindly priest of Lorenzo's parish in 
Brooklyn reported that the man was per- 
fectly honest,, and that with him were liv- 
ing a girl of fifteen and a little boy of 
seven. Th#y were going to school Lorenzo 
was from near Oria, in Apulia, so said the 
priest. When some slight aid was prof- 
fered, the man politely declined assistance. 
A better place was, however, found for 
him, and he is now a gardener in a hand- 
some country seat in New Jersey, and earns 
good wages. He* has a little house to live 
in, and his sister and brother are with him. 
The children are the playmates of the 
younger hiembers of the employer's family, 
and Lorenzo is the happiest of men and 
with some money in the savings bank. 

No*w how cam^ it about that a strong. and 
able man should tell of starvation in Italy 
as the reason for leaving his country? 

In The Monthly Review for September, 
Mr. Kdward C. Strutt, in an article entitled 
" Famine and its Causes in Italy," gives 
what are the most painful of details as 
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give them the shelter of the prison for at 
least three months. With the touching in- 
genuousness of children they told how the 
theft had been a preconcerted affair in or- 
der to escape the terrors which the Winter 
(a particularly bitter one this year.) held In 
store for them, and how they had even con- 
sulted a lawyer, who had planned the whole 
scheme, assuring them that, according to 
the Penal Code, they would be sentenced to 
three months at the very least. And now 
the poor girls saw their dream of prison 
paradise, with its bed and blankets and 
dally soup and bread and meat twice a week, 
a princely fare, vanishing like a mirage be- 
fore them Just as they thought themselves 
on the point of entering the blessed portals. 
They were being ruthlessly thrust back into 
the. world of honesty and squalor to slave 
and starve and suffer/ and they made one 
last desperate stand against their fate. The 
poor Magistrate actually had to sustain a 
juridical discussion with the would-be vic- 
tims, who were led away sobbing in a 
broken-hearted manner, as if they saw 
stretching before them the long vista of 
weary Winter days, with its attendant train 
of cold, hunger, and dishonor." 

It is not alone the peasantry who suffer, 
but also the owners of the land. Though 
the olive crop may be a total failure, never- 
theless the taxes must be paid. A case is 
cited of a landed proprietor whose entire 
crop was estimated to be worth only 1,800 
lire. " He had to pay 1,500 lire for land tax, 
180 for feudal tributes, and the cultivation 
of his estate cost 4,200 lire; total 5,880 lire," 
It Is not to be wondered that the land 
owners cannot give work to the peasantry, 
"for it is sheer loss of time jmd money to 
cultivate olive groves, as the bitter ex- 
periences of the last ten years have shown/* 

The moneyed institutions of Italy as the 
Banca d'ltalia and Banca di Napoli can 
make no further advances. Mortgages on 
non-productive land cannot be considered 
as valuable. From the official returns these 
figures are presented. Once in the fort- 
unate period the income of the land owners 
of Apulia represented 100.0U2.000 lire. To^ 
day this has been lessehed some 76 per cent 

" Small wonder, then, that the peasantry 
starve, and that the .branch offices of the 
banks of Italy and Naples are full to over- 
flowing with jewels and ancient trinkets 
which glittered on the sword-hilts of Cru- 
saders and decked the beautiful Apulian 
ladies of the Colirt of Frederick II. Nor is 
there any prospect of these relics of ancient 
splendor and prosperity ever being restored 
to the quaintly carved caskets or to the 
snow-white necks from which they have 
been' taken, not without tears, to appease 
the inexorable Shylock, or to keep the wolf 
from the ancestral door. 11 

Desperate as Mr. Strutt believes to be 
existing conditions, he thinks that there 
are remedies to be found. Apulia particu- 
larly suffers from the want of water. There 
was a project of constructing an aqueduct 
and bringing supplies of water to the 
parched land, but money for public works 
is. not readily procurable in Italy. The 
army and the navy absorb all the available 
funds. As to vine culture, save, for home 
consumption,. Italy has no market for her 
wines. Greater facilities should be given 
to the growth of corn. Even seed corn is 
wanting. If statistics are to be relied upon, 
the present grain crop 1 of Italy is reported 
to be - good, but if there is no money how 
are the poor to buy their b\ead? With po- 
litical considerations having to do with the 
parties now in power in Italy, we have 
nothing to do. Mr. Strutt coifeludes as fol- 
lows: 

" The popular Cerberus Is beginning to 
bay ominously, and history has shown 
time and time. again that it is much wiser 
and cheaper to appease his hunger with 
bread, especially when that bread has long 
and unjustly been withheld from him. than 
to excite his fury with the prodding of 
bayonets. * • • King Demos is the mas- 
ter of the situation, and what is more, he 
knows it. From a political and social and 
economic point of view, Italy has never yet 
traversed so important and highly inter- 
esting a period of evolution as the one 
which we are now watching." 



it is. therefore, with pained surprise that 
we discover the footprints of grim famine 
in the home of prosperity. But what as- 
tonishes even more .is the fact that these 
ominous footprints are more clearly dis- 
cernible and more numerous precisely in 
those southern provinces hitherto famed 
for the inexhaustible productiveness of their 
olive g&fVes apd for the fertility of the 
undulating, vine-clad country." 

Prosperity seems. to decrease as the ad- 
vance is made southerly from the Alps. 
It rises in Tuscany, "only to fall abruptly 
in Apulia, Basiiicata, Calabria, Sicily, and 
Sardinia, the unhappy, island which holds 
the record of Italy's misery." What must 
be the reward of labor in It*ily when in 
Piedmont and Lorpbardy, the men and wo- 
men who •• work from morning to night in 
the rice fields, exposed to the pestilential 
emanations of the marshy land, in which 
they sink knee deep, are content with 
wages of GO centimes (about fivepence) a 
day? " 

Nothing has been written of late *>f that 
dire disease known as pellagra, tjiis malady 
arising from the forced use of spoiled meal. 
Mr. Strutt says that the pellagra is on the 
increase, among the Lombardy peasantry. 
Now, in Piedmont" and Lpmbardy, there are 
many manufactures, and with employment 
bread is procurable, but what about other 
parts of Italy, where, there is no work,, and 
even if there was, food is scarce? 

In Sardinia, during the period ranging 
from Jan. 1, 1885, to June 30. 1897, "no 
fewer than 52,060 judicial sales of homes 
and lands took place for non-payment of 
taxes," This astonishing: conclusion is ar- 
rived at, that one out of every fourteen 



the soft green tints, and the country, seen 
from a distance, offers an indescribably 
bleak and desolate aspect. :This wholesale 
-destruction of the olive groves cannot be 
attributed to the mosca olearia alone, and a 
Government commission now studying the 
question, under Prof.Comes^ is of opinion 
that the>vil is even more serious, and that 
a mysterious and hitherto unknown malady 
has attacked the trees, leaving little pros- 
pect of their preservation." 

- 
- Therp are then thousands of men, women, 

and. children who are starving, " like help- 
less animals, among their dead olive- 
groves and withered vines." The fru- 
gality of the Pugliese peasantry is pro- 
verbial. They live on beans and Indian 
corn, eaten without even salt, and occa- 
sionally, in the season, baked chestnuts. 
Bread is a luxury. They are an industrious 
race and have no Neapolitan traits. The 

author cites instances where the 'peasants 
begged for work not for money, but for 
the food necessary tor their wives and 
children. " We are willing to work night 
and day," said one of the men, " but save' 
our wives and children from starvation.** 

In Apulia, Mr. Strutt writes, that in parts 
of the country where crime was almost un- 
known, the terrors of famine are such that 
petty misdemeanors are carried out purr 
posely so that there may be imprisonment. 
Then there is the change of having some- 
thing to eat. This . sad story is told, of 
three young women, charged with stealing 
olives. The magistrate, pitying the misery 
of the women, sentenced them to the mini- 
mum penalty, which was an Imprisonment 
of three days. 
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Then a tragic scene took place. Bursting 
into tears, the prisoners flung themselves 
at the Magistrate's feet, imploring him to 
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Society and the Cup Races. 

IT is difficult to estimate the upsetting 
influence on social life and conditions 
in New York and Its suburbs, and even 
at the further resorts, Qf the coming Amer- 
ica's Cup races.. Many a hostess at New- 
port, Lenox, Southampton, and all through 
the suburbs is already bemoaning and be-

• Lenox, whose season falls In September 
and October, is this year posing almost as 
a martyr among the resorts, for it can have 
little hope of much life or gayety during 
the week or fortnight that the white- 
winger -racerg are competing for the prize. 
Everywhere the. plans of society are based 
upon the cup races, and all invitations for 
house parties, as well as replies to the 
same, bear the lines .^barring the week of 
the cup races."'

The Secretary of the National Consumer*' League Speaks of the 
Benefits Its Application Would Bring: to New York. 
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R9. FLORENCE KELLEY, Secretary 
of the National Consumers' League, 
holds a very exalted opinion of Mas- 
sachusetts as regards that State's stand- 
. ards of thought and action in the jgatter 
of the rights of labor. Mrs. Kelley ^J^may 

be remarked in passing, probably^Hio^s 
inore about factory conditions- than>- any 
Other woman in the world. She Is th4 ■dptafrl 
woman who was ever Chief Factory In- 
spector, and she has been studying fac- 
tories in this country and Europe for* the 
last twenty years. f * 

"Massachusetts is so far ahead/ 1 said 
Mrs. Kelley the other day, " th^t it JsAs 
if she made one country by herself, an^he 
rest of us made another. Rufus Wade has 
been the Chief Factory Inspector there 
for twenty-two years. He has held his of- 
fice under both Republican and Democratic 
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has ever suggested his removal. The same 
policy of continuance has been observed 
with regard to his subordinates. 

M Factory inspection began in Massa- 
chusetts with the passing by that State of 
the first law in this country regulating 
hours of jabor of women. This law al- 
lowed a maximum of sixty hours a week 
and ten hours in any one day for women 
and children in mills and" factories. In 1§94 
the number of hours was reduced "from 
sixty to fifty-eight in factories, and quite 
recently this law has been made to apply 
to stores and laundries. 

M In 1873 a law was enacted prohibiting 
the employment of children under ten years 
in mills and factories. The law has been 
extended gradually, generally on the rec- 
ommendation of the department, till Mas- 
sachurfetts has now the best code for the 
protection of labor in the world. For in- 
stance, the plans for every factory erected 

in the State must be submitted to the archi-

tect of the department, and he enjoys large 
discretion in the matter of safe exits In 
case of fire and so on* His specifications

The worst thing about the home work is 
that when there i* a sick child the mother 
sits by the bed, a and throws the garment 
she is making on the bed. You can see that 
there is no such danger of infection when 
the garment does not go into the tenement 
at all, and when the worker passes through 
the open air on her way to the shop. • 

"Since 1893. the number- of applications 
for licenses in Massachusetts has fallen 
from 8,000 to 2,000, and there are only about 
1,500 outstanding licenses to-day. The 
workers report infectious disease imme- 
diately. They don't dare do otherwise. 
The department has ah admirable systeta 
of checking them. Every morning a clerk 
sits down at the long-distance telephone 
and receives reports from all the Boards pf 
Health in the cities where there are 
groups of workers. The department com- 
pares the names and addresses given with 
the names and addresses on their books, 
and if a new case of infectious disease is 
found in the home of one of their workers 
they visit it immediately.

The oysters are now ; ready for their 
washing. They are not shipped in their 
own juice, for this spoils too readily. This 
•fact. and the necessity for shipment in plain 
water takes away much of the rich natural 
flavor of the oyster, which is never so good - 
as when used immediately after opening. 

This washing process is done very thor- 
oughly. A bucket of oysters is dumped 
Into a' large pan, with holes in the bottom, 
for draining off the oysters' own liquor. ' 
Many buckets of -water are. now poured 
upon the bivalves, and the water immedi- 
ately runs off, the oysters being stirred 
meanwhile. In a few ^minutes' the -whole 
bucketful Is cleaned, ahd the oysters a 
poured into a fresh wooden bucket hoi 
about five gallons. This is filled" about half 
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It doesn't work In other New 
States aa well. .

The New Yorker or the visitor to this 
metropolis who has not visited the oyster 
market has missed one of the quaintest 
sights In this city.

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These boats go out from Staten 
and in water from ten to fifteen feet deep

They don't have any ice aboard, 
and no matter how hot it is they dump 
the bivalves on their boat and keep at it. 
A good oyster in ordinary weather will last 
four or five days without spoiling even 
without ice. 

When a boat has been filled the fisher- 
man sails up to the oyster basin, which is 

just back of the old houseboats. Sometimes 
the entire basin, which reaches several 

hundred yards out into the water, will be 
crowded with boats ready to unload their 
burdens. The fishermen are paid for their 
product by the basket, and the basket will 
contain both " counts " and " culls." The 
cufrls are the small oysters used mostly for 
stews, and are so called because they are 
culled out. of the miscellaneous collection 
the fisherman gathers in. The .counts are 
so called because it is worth while to count

This arrange- 
ment is an extraordinarily thick brass shell 
fitted with a hollow steel rifle tube through 
its centre. .In order that they shall fit

fronted with a remarkable proposition. It 
is said that he first attempted to count 
them after having hardened the roe in a 
preservative; but as this evidently was the 
work of years and vjould In al^ probability 
become a heritage in his family, to be 
completed in some future generation, he 
compromised by counting a spoonful, and 
by careful estimate so reached a logical 
conclusion and gave to the world the fact 
that the codfish would, if all its eggs 
hatched and came to maturity, have given 
birth to five millions of young. 

It is very evident to the statistical and 
mathematical mind that if all these cod- 
fish lived, and all their descendants, and 
so on for five or six years, that the At- 
lantic Ocean would become clogged. by cod- 
j fish, Atlantic liners would be stopped in 
[ midocean, ^nd the resultant plague would 
sweep the world of its human inhabitants. 
This dreadful fate is happily averted by 
nature, who provides so delicate an adjust- 
ment that the supply of fish is apparently 
equal to the demand. • 

Nearly all fish Gcposlt eggs by the 
millions, the number being extraordinary, 
and at the present season the waters along 
shore are teeming with the delicate spheres. 
The moment they hatch they constitute the 
food for prodaceous fish. Sardines, her- 
ring, mackerel, and countless small fish 
feed upon their own spawn, and as the 
young grow they become the prey of myr- 
iads of fish, birds, and seals, so that the 
survival of the millions produced represent 
but a fraction of the original deposit. 

The methods of fish protection and di- 
minution present an interesting subject, 
but in investigating the former one is at 
once struck, with the fact that in almost 
every instance the mother deserts her 
progeny, leaving them to the care of the 
male. Many of the fish, as the mackerel, 
sword fish, and others, deposit their e 
in the open sea, where they float al 
the prey of various animals. Others 
posit them upon the bottom, and amMff 
the latter are many which erect struct "^ 
of various kinds— barricades or forts, 
were, for their protection. An i uteres 
illustration of this has been- noticed in 
Saco -River, * where the .lamprey eel bui 
veritable fortress. This. was of. 
stones, some being half as large 
heaped ' up in the 1 orm Of 
twenty feet 
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together was a mystery until the act was 
observed by some one. The eels foraged up 
stream and, grasping a stone in their 
suckerlike mouths, lifted themselves from 
the botton with a wriggling motion, allow- 
ing the swift current to carry them down 
to the heap, where the stone was dropped. 
If a stone was found too large for one, two 
lampreys would, lift it from the bottom 
and allow it to be carried down stream 
to the fortress. In this aggregation of 
j- rocks the eggs of. the lamprey were depos- 
ited, and about them the . young were 
reared, so escaping their many enemies. 
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A number ot fish conceal their eggs in 
piles of stones which are heaped up in this 
way. The dace is one— the pile or-heap be- 
ing very small. The stone toter is another 
example. The latter fish retains the castle 
year after year. The visitor to West- 
minster Park, in the centre of the St. Law- 
rence, will, find by careful search in the 
immediate vicinity piles of stone three and 
"a half feet in height, some reaching so 
near the surface that" the writer touched 
the top of the nest and a boat woilld run 
into it. The crevices afforded every pos-. 

sible security for the young fish. 

• * * 

Among the ingenious methods for caring 
for the young and protecting them is that 
in vogue by the lump fish. The ventral 
fins form small suckers in the fish, and by 
them the youijg cling to the parent, often 
almost covering it, and. undoubtedly weigh- 
ing It down. When the fish is swimming, 
followed by countless numbers. It presents 
so singular an appearance that it is called 
the H hen and chickens." 

In one of Dr. Livingstone's works on 
Africa he refers to the legend or belief of 
the natjyes that a certain small fresh- 
water fish carries its eggs and young in Its 
mouth. This was considered a mere story 
of the natives, but later investigation 
showed that, this was a habit of the fish. 
Prat Agasgfz discovered a fish in the Ama~ 
BOB which carried not only the eggs In its 
th, but the young, and they remained 
:ed away in Its cheeks until they were 
Jly forced ou^ The writer has ob-= 
the male stickleback take its minute 
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be depended from stalks, dangling as thQ 
fish moves along, and here they remain 
until the fish are batched. 

The malt of the little sea horse receives 
the young into a pouch and holds them, 
and one of the pipefish has a similar ar* 
rangement, though not so perfect A little 

fish in the Amazon seizes.- a root or vine 
hanging in the water, attaches refuse mate* 
rial to it, and in the interstices conceals its 
eggs, which remain there until they Am 
hatched, t In these ways the young flshi 
are protected from the many .enemies that 
are looking for them. 

But when the eggs are hatched then thejj 
become victims. In many instances they, 
are decimated by their own kind, and few 
escaped compared -with the number 
hatched; and if nature were not 90 prolific 
many tribes would soon become extinct 

The little fish floating on the surfaco 
resemble glass, but are seen by the hungry, 
throng below and devoured. Many seek 
protection in strange places. Thus poison* 
ous jelly fish and other animals afford 
protection to many small fry. In the Gulf 
of Mexico, on the outer Florida reef, the 
writer found that almost every large jelly 
fish examined had from one to five small 
fish swimming about beneath the long, 
poisonous tentacles, perfectly safe, as the 
predatory fish would never attack them* 
fearing the poisonous darts of the lasso 
cells, and, singularly enough, the small fry. 
were not caught by the jellies. So pro* 
nounced is this immunity that some nat- 
uralists have thought that there was a bond 
between the two. 

The mo3t striking illustration of this was 
seen between the deadly physatta or Portu- 

•guese man-of-war, and countless little 
mackerel-like fish known as nomeus. The 
phygaiia is a bubblelike animal floating in 
the water, with a long mass of blue tenta- 
cles of so deadly a nature that the writer 
has seen a sardine but touch them and roll 
over dead, pierced, shocked, almost electro- 
cuted by the discharge of lassoes which 
must have an effect like an elecrtric shock. 
Among these deadly weapons are always 
found from one to five of these little fish, 
and colored the exact tint of the tentacles, 
so that it is almost Impossible to find the 
fish unless the physalia is taken by the 

sail and lifted out of 'the water when tho 
fish c 7 art about wildly as though alarmed, 
immediately seeking the physalia when it is 

replaced on the surface. From long expert* 
ence fish avoid »thc physalia, yet the little 

nomeus'makes. its home beneath the poison- 
ous streamers. The statement has been 
made that the physalia eats its blue-tinted 
companions; this*is impossible; but in the 
great numbers of specimens examined by 
the writer through a period coyering six 
one of these fish, was never found 
of misplaced confidence.

color. A huge ray of Southern California 

deposits eggs which resemble pieces of 

scrap iron. The most remarkable mimic, 

however, is the egg of Callorhynchus, a 

curious deep-water fish, whose egg is a 

perfect leaf in shape, texture, and color. 

Many young fish are totally unlike the 
adult form Many imitate weeds in color 
and shape. The young of a little fish which 
lives in a sea cucumber, or holothurian, 
has a dorsal or top fin which is a perfect 
vine, almost as long as the fish. Many of 
the fish are covered with tentaclelike 
objects making them resemble seaweed, 
thus aiding in their protection. The most 
perfect protection is? afforded by the as* 
similation of colbr. The* fish adapt them* 
selves to the tint of thei? -surroundings 
and literally drop out of sight, so that 
while the eye Is searching ■ for them, and 
they are but a foot away, they are invis- 
ible. The flat fish—flounders and soles- 
are particularly protected* in this way, 
while the ^commoh sculpins are also mar- 
velous color-change artists, rapidly adapt- 
ing themselves to different conditions. The 
writer once watched a large sculpin from 
a rock on the Maine coast. The fish first 
appeared on a white sandy bottom and was 
only discovered when it moved. Tossing 
some bait down the fish wriggled up the 
black or mottled kelp bank which lined 
the rock, and In a few moments had as- 
sumed a mottled black and light color 
which was very protective. 

Nature provides a vast supply of fish 
knowing that it will be depleted, and also 
furnishes the survivors means by which 
they are protected in divers ways.

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SPORTSMEN are not accustomed to 
thinking of the wild hog as game 
that may be hunted In the United 
Btatesf but the fact remains that there are 
thousands upon thousands of the animals 
wandering through certain sections of the 
South. They are as wild as deer and well- 
nigh as formidable as the bear. For some 
reason the hunting of pigs has not yet come 
to be generally classed as. sport by Southern 
hunters, probably for the reason that for a 
good share of the year the flesh of the wild 
hog is not good for food. But such is the 
case likewise with the deer, the squirrel, 
and In fact, every sort of game, and little by 
little hunters are coming to wait for the 
pig to grow fat on the mast of the forest 
and then to hunt him both for sport apd 

food.

The home of the American wild hog be- 
gins in the Southern Appalachian Mount- 
ains *.and extends westward to what is 
known as the "Delta," the name locally 
applied to -the low bottom lands of the Mis- 
sissippi from Memphis to the Gulf. One 
finds them in the forests and mountains of ( 
North and South Carolina, Kentucky, Ten- 
nessee, Georgia, and in the lowland forests 
©f Arkansas, Mississippi, and Louisiana. 
. Like the wild horse of the West, the hog 
is not a native. of the American continent, 
but has degenerated from domesticated 
sires of European origin. It is hard for us 
to remember this about the horse, yet it is 
true that all the herds which roamed the 
plains of the West, set the American youth 

wild to handle the lasso, and demoralized

trainers when captured, were the offspring 
©f ancestors introduced from Europe after 
the discovery of America. So with the hog. 
Its ancestor was no doubt fat and content- 
ed as any well-organized pig should be. It 
voyaged across the ocean with the early 
colonists, and then raised a family whose 
offspring has degenerated until the sire 

Would never guess them to be his kin. 

It was in the mountain region that the 
hog first became wild. Settlers moved 
Into the Southern mountains from nearly 
all of the Atlantic settlements. Many of 
the poorer Virginians went westward' to 
the trills because they found themselves un- 
able to compete successfully for the rich 
tobacco . fields of the lower lands. North 
and South Carolinians sought the same 
refuge when "the old hunting lands had 
lost their game. The Georgia debtors who 
came with Oglethorpe fotfnd forgetfulness 
of failure in the same region. Hessians 
captured during the Revolution and re- 
leased when the war closed made homes in 

the high lands where Kings and Princes 
could never again compel them to fight 
•against men with whom they had no quar- 
rel. All ' these peoples sought the South- 
ern mountains, and with every family went 
a Pi&- - * , 

There were two essentials In the domestic 
economy of the mountaineer. These were 
pigs and corn. The former were 1 lied 
and salted, to be eaten in the hot months. 
They made meat and fat and butter. With, 
pork and cornmeai a family could live out 
its natural life. 4 So pig raising prospered 
in the mountains. Sometimes the animals 
were penned up, but more often they were 
allowed to run wild and gather the mast 
which in Autumn covered the ground about 



mountain forests. Gradually they began i than sport. 



out with his gun and salts down a few of 
the fattest.. But even mountaineers find 
this method less satisfactory than raising 
hogs in a pen, so in general -the work of 
pig hunting is left .to those who have a 
taste for that sort of thing. 

There has been no organized "pig stick- 
ing " among the sportsmen of the South as 
yet* Men from a number of aristocratic 
Southern clubs who go into the mountains 
for a Jfew weeks of hunting in the Fall 
stalk the animals and shoot them. The 
young pig of three, or four, months' growth, 
when fatted on mast, has none of .the 
strong, taste that will come to it later on,, 
so the hunting dinner in the mountains is 
considered a feast if there is such a pig 
to be brought on roasted as any darky 
cook knows how to roast pig. Morer and 
more each year this sort of appreciation of 
the pig increases, and the time is not far 
distant when the Southern hunters will 
find some way to have sport with this sort 
of game which will be comparable with 
that furnished by the wild hog of Europe. 

Perhaps the " pig killin* " of Eastern 
Tennessee may point out the way. This 
differs from the Fall round-up of pigs in J 
dealing with the wild ones alone. It hafl 
not yet become a general feature of mount- 
ain life, and perhaps never will, for the 
reason that only men with a taste for ad- 
venture and a love for the chase will adopt 
it in preference to the more usual method 
of killing tame ones, ft is practiced by a 
few f and these few have as much sport as 

profit 

There is, fifteen miles west of Ducktowu, 
Tenn., a stretch of country where settlers* 
are few and far between, where the farms 
are all so steep that a stone kicked loose 
on the upper edge will roll to the lower* 
without stopping. In the woods thereabout 
the pigs are so numerous that one cannot 
follow a deer In the snow for the tracks. 
Here each Fail is held a "pig Mllin\" 
The institution includes something more 
than the name Implies, for the killing is 
only part of the work. The aim is to kill 
only fat pigs and to capture s 8uch as prom- 
ise to be fat later on and pen them up. 
It iV the discrimination between fat and 
leap^and catching those not. killable .that 
gives excitement to the chase and places 
it on the borderland of sport.- 

Four neighbors are in the clique that 
manages this " pig stickinV [Chief among 
them is Dan Go forth, a hunter who has 
more bears to his credit than the average 
sportsman has squirrels. It is his duty to 
bring the animals to bay and kill, or cap- 
ture, as is desired. The others attend to 
the dressing of the killed, the transporta- 
tion and fattening of the captured, ahd 
all share equally in the profits. 

Dogs trained specially for pig hunting are 
used. These are taught to act very much 
as bear dogs. They must follow a pig, and, 
bring it to bay by nipping at its heels or 
sides. When the pig starts to run the dog 
bites it. The pig turns, charges with its 
tusks, and the dog darts aside. The pig 
turns to run again, and is again angered 
by a nip in the heel into turning round for 
a charge. The hunters approach while this 
is going on, and if the pig seems fat enough 
to make good pork it is shot and the matter 
is- ended. This smacks more of butchery 



ribs and found Its way to the heart. 
The wild pigs of the Delta originated 
much as did those of the mountains. Nu- 
merous plantations were ruined by the war, 
and on some -of these second growth forests 
Ve flourishing. With the decline of the 
plantations such pigs as escaped the armies 
and negroes became wild, and fed, like 
their mountain cousins, on mast and the 

grass of -the forests and cahebrakes. These 
are fully; as wild as the pigs of the moun- 
tains, and it is here that the young pig 
is coming to - be appreciated by hungry 
sportsmen. • ' ' 

Last' year one sportsmen's club, made up 






chiefly of gentleman 
undertook to make sport try h untin g the 
pig with revolvers and shooting at close 
range, but the accidental death of the best 
pig dog from a revolver shot put a stop 
to this sort of shooting. But the attempt 
was a move in the right direction, and it 
will not be long until some such method as 
is used in the old world will be tried, and 

then, perhaps, the boar spear will become 

■ 

part of the outfit of every man who goes 
hunting in the Delta or the Southern moun- 
tains, and a sportsman will invite his 
friends to eat a Christmas pig of his own 
killing.

to grow fearful of the pen and of man, and 
little by little the broods which -were born' 
in the forests and ran wild during the 
Summer months became harder to round 
up when killing time came. Now ahd then 
one especially wild would escape and never 
be caught. Pigs of this sort would natural- 
ly be the wildest, and their' fear of man 
would be contributed with double force to 
their -offspring. So the wildness of the 
breed Increased with each generation. 
They multiplied rapidly. Of course, some 
of the wild ones would be killed each year, 
but the numbers were not appreciably di- 
minished in that way. " 

And what a change came over the pig as 
it dropped away from the ways of its cul- 
tured ancestors and became once more a 
savage! Its short hair became lone and 
coarse. Mountain climbing is a great re- 
ducer of obesity and effected the pig as the 
stout man hopes to be affected by " anti- 
fat." His ribs became visible and he was 
long, lean, and lank, like a mountaineer 
or a clay-eating "cracker." Running de- 
velops long legs, and the pig, whose an- 
cestor had possessed legs which! barely 
nerved to carry It around the narrow limits 
of the pen, stood as high as a hound and 
ran like a frightened deer. Perhaps it 
the need to reach down between stones; 
into rock crevices that affected Its nose; 
at any rate this feature, which m the 
ancestor had been short and stubby, length- 
ened with each generation until now' it re- 
sembles the trunk of a diminutive elephant. 
Two harmless teeth, which the aaocator 
found metal In- mastleatinc food, grew 
long and sharp till they projected from the 

mouth as tasks- some Inches in 




But when the quarry is not ready for 
killing, and it seems desirable to make it a 
prisoner, the case takes on a different 
aspect. m The hunters approach as closely 
as they can. If the dogs are we 11- trained 
the pig never gets to the man, but is forced 
by savage bites from behind to turn again. 
But if the dogs fail, then the hunter must 
look out and avoid the rush as best he 
may. While the dogs keep the angry ani- 
mal busy the hunter takes . a rope and 
manages in one way or another to catch 
the pig in a slip noose. It does little good 
to catch the animal about the neck, for 
then it can pull the average man through 
the woods its- a team pulls an empty sled. 
It must be caught by the leg. When this 
is done the hunter takes a turn or two 
around the nearest tree with the rope, pulls 
it tight, and has the pig in a position where 
it is an easy matter to fasten the remainder 
of its legs. / .. ? 

Accidents will happen now and then in 
spite of the best dogs. Last year in this 
Fall " pig killitf " Goforth waa assisted by 
his son In the work of capturing the hogs. 
The dogs bad brought a yearling pig to a 
standstill at the foot of an old tree which 
had been blown down and had a giant root 
sticking upward at its base. The pig 
treated to this root,- and with its 
protected from attack faced the 
Young Goforth, rope in hand, ran along the 
log and approached the pig from behind 
by leaning down from this root. He was 
dangling a noose where the first movement 
of the pig would be likely to tead to Its 
entanglement when the root broke and the

THAT odd difference of opinion In which 
those who are responsible for the 
making of the game laws for New 
York, New Jersey, and Pennsylvania per* 
sist has for years maintained a situation in 
the contiguous sections of those States' 
unique in its incongruity and extremely per- 
plexing to the sportsman. For instance,* 
Orange County, N. Y. f joins upon Sussex 
County, N. J., and Sussex County, N. J., is 
separated from Pike County, Penn.* by the 
Delaware River, which is in few places 
along the border'more than 100 yards wide.. 

Nowhere are there more famous wood- 
cock haunts than in the wide area of that 
particular border land. That game bird 
there finds sstfe nesting places and prolific 
feeding grounds, especially among the hills 
and plafna of southern Orange County, 
those of northern Sussex County, and the 
flat lands of the Delaware in that county 
and across the river in Pike County. 

The game law -of New Jersey permits the 
shooting of woodcock during: the month of 
July, forbids it in August and September, 
and permits it again from Oct. 1 until Dec. 
10. The game law of New York regulating 
woodcock shooting in Orange County keeps 
the season close until Sept. 16, and opens 
it from that day until Dec 31, while Penn- 
sylvania agrees with the New Jersey dic- 
tum regarding woodcock so far as the 
shooting of the bird during July and its 
protection during August and September 
are concerned, but extends the time. of the 
interim of protection to Oct 15, and the 

duration of the final open season to Dec. 
15. 

The theory on which the New" Jersey and 
Pennsylvania woodcock provisions of their 
game laws are based is that the young 
woodcock of the Spring' s hatching are of 
sufficient size and strength of wing to 
warrant the turning of the gun loose upon 
them by July 1, and that the birds are all 
of fine feather and substance during- that 
month, but that with August the period of 
molting begins, which period/ according 
to the sense of the New Jersey legislator, 
is over by Oct. 1, when the birds are once 
more in fit condition for shooting. The 
limit of this condition, the New Jersey Idea 
declares, is -reached by the 10th of Decern-, 
ber, and consequently fine or imprisonment 
awaits the man who raises his gun in that 
State against a woodcock after that date.. 
The Pennsylvania legislator, though, de- 
clares that New Jersey is wrong in its con- 
elusions, as to the molting period, and 
that the woodcock is not fit for game again 
until Oct. 15; also, that by closing the sea- 
son on the 10th of December New Jersey 
robs its' sportsmen of five days wherein 
some of the choicest birds might be bagged. 

But New York State's theory of woodcock 
legislation is a positive intimation that 
neither New Jersey nor Pennsylvania has 
any thing -approaching the right idea. Ac- 
cording to the New York theory, in this 
latitude, severe frosts and heavy rains may 
be expected to destroy the prospects of 
hundreds of woodcock nests in the Spring, 
perhaps three seasons in four. Nature im- 
pels the parent birds to- prepare for a sec- 
ond nesting frequently at times when their 
first fledglings would have been able to 
fly if the nests had been undisturbed, con- 
sequently seasons are rare when the birds 
that fall before the gun in July are not 
weak of wing, small in body, and so tender 
and sensitive that they frequently become 
worthless from taint before they can be 
brought to the table. The result of tills has 
been; under the law permitting an early 
open season, so the New York lawmakers' 
theory insists, that when woodcock shoot- 
ing should be at its best— when the in- 
creased power of flight in the birds and the 
necessity of greater skill and alertness on 
the part of the sportsman give increased 
sest to the sport— the game haunts ;have 
been so thoroughly beaten and shot over 
that if slaughter had not depopulated them,, 
terror at least had driven the birds else- 
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The New York lawmaker takes more 
radical Issue still with his New Jersey and 
ftansylvania legislative brethren on the 
question of the molting period, and holds 
that, although they are correct as to the 
time of its beginning; they are ridiculously 
at sea as to the time when it is over, and 
that the middle of September is an ample 
limit to fix it at So the New York law 

protects the woodcock during its alleged 
weakling days and through the accepted 
time of Its knotting, and then gives it up 
to the sp o rUsft a n until Dec 31, tram two 
to throe weeks longer than the. 
ill the other two States may shoot it. 
Thus the situation is, owing to this dif- 
ot trt-8tate opinkm as to the 
slHHtJes of the woodcock, that a sports- 
man on the Orange County side of the 
New Jersey line may only sit and look on 
while the sportsman on the other aide of 



the line bangs away at the birds all 
through July, without daring to raise his 
gun against one himself, for although be 
might step over the border and do some 
shooting there on his. own account, the 
New Jersey law will not permit him to 
take his dead birds out of the State, and 
if he should manage to smuggle them over 
the line he would stand a chance of run- 
ning up against the vigilance of the New 
York game protector and be hauled up and 
fined heavily for having woodcock in his 
possession out of season. ^ 

On the other hand, the gunner on the 
Jersey side of the line has to be aggravated 
by the fact that on this side the sports- 
man is having fun with the birds from 
September until the end of the year right 
through, while the Jersey birds can't be 
touched until October. The Pike County 
man not only has to submit to the same 
exasperating condition, but to the added 
one of having to glare at his New Jersey 
neighbor bagging the birds right under his 
nose, almost, for a good two weeks in Oc- 
tober before he can start in with his gun 
again, a circumstance that the five days 
in December that he has the advantage 
over the New Jersey hunter do not make 
amends for. 

Just why a woodcock should be unfit for 
game, so long as it is on one side of a 
State or county line, and become fit the 
moment it flies to the other side, or why 
on one side of the line it can complete 
its molting in six weeks, while it would 
be from eight to ten weeks at it across 
the border line, is something -the game law 
savants of the three States iq question 
. do not attempt to explain, but from the 
nature of these laws on the subject it 
would seem that they insist that such must, 
be the case. 1 

As to fish, the legislation of these three 
States, so far as it affects the Delaware 

River at least, is calculated to be a source 
of endless wonder to the fishermen who 
seek that stream when the fishing season 
opens, or is supposed to open. The Del- 
aware .River divides both New- York and 
Pennsylvania and New Jersey and Penn- 
sylvania. There- are plenty of black bass 
in the river, and the fishing is _good. 

According to the New York game law 
black, bass mav be taken from the . Del- 
aware from June 16 to Dec. 31. New 
Jersey's open season for black bass in the 
Delaware is from June . 15 to Nov. 3Q. 
Pennsylvania permits angling for that fish 
in the Delaware from May 30 until Jan. 1. 
So the stranger trying his luck for bass 
in the Delaware is apt to become a law- 
breaker without knowing it, for there is at 
least one: locality in the river where he 
might book his bass in Pennsylvania, where - 
he had a perfect right to be fishing under 
the law, but in the course of .his ma- 
noeuvres to secure it he might play it into 
and across New Jersey, and land the fish 
in New York State, and thus become 
liable to arrest and fine. This locality is 
just below Port Jervis, where the boun- 
daries come together in such a way that 

* 

a person may place his hand on three 
States and three counties at one time. 
He might sit on the west edge of a rock 
in the river at that point, and throwing 
his hook into the water in front of him, 
catch black bass to the limit every day 
after May 30, and no one could disturb 
him. But if he shifted a little to the 
north, east, or south, and fished in the 
water facing these points, any day, be- 
fore June 15, each bass he caught would 
be liable to cost him 95, for he would then 
be trespassing f against the laws of New 
York and New' Jersey. , • 

After June 15, though, lie could fish to 
all points of the compass from the rock 
with impunity until Nov. 30, but if be. 
happened to pull out a baas from the 
south edge of the rock after that date a 
New Jersey game constable might be af ten 
him, for he would be In New Jersey waters > 
and a lawbreaker. 

The Pennsylvania law. gives the fisher- 
man on that side of the river the best 
of the New York and New Jersey fish- 
ermen, so far as black bass fishing in 
the Delaware Is concerned, but the latter 
than get even with him when it. 
to eels. The Pennsylvania 'game 
lav prohibits the placing of eel weirs ia 
any of the waters of that State, but New 
York and New Jersey permit eel weirs in 
the Delaware, so in the Fall the queer 
sight may be seen of eel weir after eel weir 
in the river just outside the Pennsylvania 
limit of the stream, from which New York 
and New Jersey owners take wagonloads 
of eels nightly, while the Pennsylvania

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Daily Routine of a State Senator Who Wants to Keep a Political 

Hold on the District He Represents. 




ANEW YORK State Senator !s a per- 
sonage of importance far beyond that 
attached to him as he sits with lite 
confreres in the paneled chamber . at Al- 
bany, helping to 'make laws for the people 
of the Empire State. 

If any one doubts this, let him but spend 
any part of these late Summer days trying 
to "keep tab" on the thousand and one 
things a Senator has to do in a day, in 
addition to dodging anything in the nature 
of a mistake that might be used against 
him in a future campaign. 

He may* be a pleader in. a court in the 
early morning, sponsor at a christening f at 
JO, best man at a wedding at noon, toast- 
master at an impromptu lunch in a German 
Rathskeller at 1, Chairman of a committee 
meeting at 2, looking after the interests ot 
some patient in a hospital at 3, taking care 
of a dispossess case at 4, meeting a labor 
delegation at 5, keeping an appointment 
with some, up-t he-State Solon at 6, attend- 
ing i>nme district meeting at 8, giving let- 
ters of recommendation to the faithful 
from the 1 district club at 9:30, stopping in 
at a card party or two on his way from the 
* clubrooms or going to see some one who is 
seriously III, who needs some encourage-- 
ment, possibly to be found later at some 
Summer garden buyir g things for the 
young folks who are attending a local fest, 
and from then on till any time he can get 
to bed visiting resorts in his district whore 
most of the tigns have a barrel on them. 

In between times he may haye-found time 
to attend to a little personal business, to 
get a little firmer hold on some contract in 
which he Js interested, and the income 
fiom which may help to tide him over be- 
tween dividend days. 
■ > • 

With unimportant variations, the forego- 
ing is the programme a Senator in New 
York City pursues day in and day out from 
the time he leaves AUfany in March or 
April till he goes back in the following 
January. If his term has expired and he 
is a candidate for re-election, of course his 
work is doubled up, his engagements are 
pushed up to a half hour schedule, ^nd his 
expenditures for carriage hire and car fare 
would make an ordinarily liberal man groan. 
When a campaign is on, he lives in a state 
of nervotis tensity such as would send 80 
per cent, of the average man to a sanita- 
rium.. This statement is not in any sense 
suggestive of drinking, for it is a fact that 
not more than three or four of the Sen- 
ators from New York City touch liquor at 
all, and those as a rule, do so only on oc- 
casions of unusual festivity or as a stim- 
ulant pure and simple. He Knows too well 
as a result 6i ocular demonstration that 
liquor is the deadliest foe to a clear head, 
and that the latter is as essential to him 
as the vctes that give him his title. 

The Senator is the man who distinctly 
has to keep in touch with the social relar 
tions ot the community about him and his 
organization. Assemblymen -do their part 
_ of ' this, and once in a while there is a 
leader of an Assembly district who is a 
good hand at this sort of thing, but the one 
conspicuous apd generally known man, 
looked up to by the social organizations of 
the city, is the Senator, lie is fixed and 
has an absolute rating because he holds 
an office. The district leader seldom holds 
. office, and the average Assemblyman gen- 
erally uses his position as a means to se- 
cure a law practice for himself, for he does 
not expect to be re-elected more than once 
anyway. . • 

The Senator, on the other hand, knows 
that he has only begun to " find out 
things " about politics by the end of his 
first term, and the pursuit for further 
knowledge in this line would alone prompt 
him to seek re-election. So he is quite will- 
ing to accept all of the grinding social 
duties, not only of his own Assembly dis- 
trict, but even of a territory extending out. 
beyond his Senatorial district lines, which 
in some cases comprises four Assembly dis- 
tricts. 

If he is a success as a Senator, he soon 
grows to -ly a cenfessor for a great number 
of people who need some one to advise 
ihem. if he is a lawyer, so much the better 
£or him politically, for he can then stand 
between the malcontents of the district or- 
ganizations and the leaders; he can and 

■. has to be the mediator In the quarrels of 
important men in the districts with the 
leader, or even with the M boss " at head- 
quarters. He has. to keep an eye out for the 
ambitious persons who are looking for his 
place and head them off when there Is 

— any danger of their doing something to 
catch the crowd of his locality by efforts 
which he hinself has not thought of. He 
Las to furnish tuch literature as the State 
prints for the seriously inclined of his dis- 
trict with as much dispatch and as little 
partiality as possible. He has to keep his 
iijorals so absolutely intrenched at all times 
that not one of them may break out and 
offend any of the. women folk of his com- 
irunity. 

A popular Senator must also be familiar 
with the most obscure city ordinances so 
as to he able to advise the tradesmen of 
his district; he must have a general knowl- 
edge of the State laws that he may appear 
properly wise when he is called upon to 
. settle disputes .of the argumentatively in- 
clined in the clubrooms; he must never be 
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caught In a He, must always have his good 
rianners with him in addition to a "bank 
roll," be ever ready to be a conservative 
adviser or a bit of a good fellow, and, if 
he has any troubles of his own, he may 
keep them, for all any one cares, for the 
average person who knows him will always 
say: " What a snap that fellow has! " That 
expression gives a fair id 3a of what the 

average voter thinks of a Senator and his 
position.. '. . * 

*A few evenings ago the writer was in 
company with a Senator who had just 
performed some service of a purely compli- 
mentary nature for a man who is of aver- 
age Intelligence, and who was not too warm 
a friend of the Senator who had done him 

the favor. In explaining -the matter the 
Senator said: "I would have attended to 
that matter several days ago, but I have 
been very busy with some matters up in my 
own district." *To thla the citizen replied: 
"Oh, yes, I know; its too bad about you 
poor fellows. All you have to do is to go 
up to Albany for a couple of months a 
year and draw ?15 a day and car fare for 
It, and yet ypu-'re always 'bluffing' about 
being busy." : . •• 

The man had no Idea of being insulting, 
for he spoke in a good-ratured, laughing 
way, and what he said shows how a Sen- 
ator is regarded by the average person. 
He did riot know that he was only one of 
at least a dozen pecple for whom the 
Sei'ator had done something in the way of 
a favqr that very day. 

A typical State Senator is Thomas F. 
Donnelly, a Tammany Democrat who says 
he has to employ, a bookkeeper to keep 
track of the "chowders " and outings given 
by politicians and political associations 
from July to October, and to which he has 
been invited. These things come as extras 
to the usual day's routine of the State 
Senator. "When the dates happen to con- 
flict," said Donnelly, vj have to use all 
the strategy of a Salisbury to get ferace- 
fully around them, for I flatter myself 
that I have a lot of real persona! friends 
on both sides of the political fence. The 
other day some good friends of mine over 
in a west side Republican district sent 
word they wanted .me to come to a ■ chow- 
der f down on the Jersey coast. I looked 
my date book ever and did not have any- 
thing particularly Important on that date, 
so I sent word I'd come. Now, I had no 
moie than accepted the invitation when I 

ml 

received one from one of our own clubs to 
go with them on that day. Fortpnately 

f'*r me, I had the price of a tug, arid I 
managed to keep both engagements, but it 
was a hustle. Ordinarily one might say 
i hat I could easily have missed the one 
given by the Republicans, but I know a 
rian who was defeated for re-election 
through just such a slip. 

"The average person has no idea of how 
a man occupying the position of Senator 



has t^ hustle to make hi* 
over the things to do when he is in his dis- 
trict or town or city, between sessions of 
the Legislature, and I suppose no one really 
caries. But, as a matter of fafct, I wonder 
to myself sometimes what they do it for.

<4lT THENEVER the dairy business of 
YY New York • State is mentioned 
the. average New Yorker associ- 
ates it In hte mind simply with the keep- 
ing up of the milk supply for this city." 
said a dealer in dairy products, "so it may 
be a surprise to a good many to know what 
a trifling part of that business the supply- 
ing of New York City with milk is, vast 
as that branch of it is. 

■" There are, In. round numbers, 1.500,000 
cows in this State, and of that number 
123,000 are all that are required, with, the 
aid of perhaps 3,000 .or G,000 more in the 
near-by territory of New Jersey and Con- 
necticut, to w keep the milkman on his 
rounds in this town. The cows of Orange 
County do little else but let down milk 
for consumption in New York City, and e 
good many of the-cows of ten other South- 
ern Tier and Central New York and Hud- 
son River counties contribute toward the 
sum total of the city's supply. 

" But there are sixty-one counties in the 
State, and so the cows of fifty of "them 
crop the meadows with never a care 
whether New York 7 City has any milk; 
One may see, therefore, that when we rim 
up against statistics we find that the keep- 
ing of New York City in milk -is so small 
a part of the dairy industry of the state 
that if it dropped out entirely the business 
at large would scarcely miss it. 

"But even the person w-ho has regarded 
•the supplying of this city with milk as the 
sum of the dairy business has never 
thought what that comparatively small 
proportion of the business represents In 
capital, production, and cost. ? 

" The last census report fixes the aver- 
age value of cows at $31.00 each. Calcu- 
lating in round numbers, that will show 
the money invested in the 123,000, cows 
owned in the eleven counties supplying 
New York City's milk to be $3,930,000. Not 
less than 1,000,000 acres of farm land are 
required to support these cows, and a fair 
average valuation of that land would be 
$30 an acre, so that the farmers have 
$30,000,000 invested in It. At least 30,000 
horses are needed to haul the milk of those 
Uo,0W) cows to the shipping stations, hay 



from the meadows, and feed from' the feed 
stores— particularly feed from the feed 
stores— for your average dairy farmer to- 
day buys more feed than he raises. .Now, 
it would be a difficult matter to find a 
dairy farmer who would admit that he had 
a horse on his farm that didn't stand him 
In at least $100, so in those eleven counties 
the milk producers have $3,000,000 tied up 
in horseflesfi. Then, wagons, milk cans, 
machinery, and various odds and ends nec- 
essary to the business will conA very close 
to representing a cost of $2 t 0OO,pOU more. 
There are riot less than 13,000 farms on 
which New York City's milk from those 
counties is produced, and a low average 
estimate on the cost of the - farmhouses, 
barns, and outbuildings necessary for dairy 
purposes on each of these farms would be 
$i,000> footing up a total of $13,000,000. 
Thus, the plant, so to speak, that the dairy 
. farmers of those counties- have had to 'pro- 
vide to furnish this city with its daily 
supply of milk represents a total capital 
of $51,000.000-more than the capital of 
every bank, factory, and store in the eleven 
counties combined. 

"Besides all that, the employment of. an 
army of farm help numbering not less than 
20,000 persons, at a cost of $2,000,000" a 
year, and the expense of feed of various 
kinds <qt the stock, amounting to as much 
more, must be added to that capital every 
year, so that, small as this branch of the 
business is, compared with the total of the 
business generally in this State, it has 
bulk enough, I take it, to stagger almost 
anybody. 

" Outside of the business of supplying 
New York City with milk, the farmers of 
this State have an investment of $43,430,000 
in cows, and a corresponding amount in 
dairy farms and fixtures— an amount, not 
less than $150,000,008. New York State 
has more cows than Pennsylvania and New 
Jersey combined, and more than any other 
one State in the Union, Iowa being second. 
Illinois third, and Wisconsin fourth. The 
entire number of cows in the States and 
Territories, in the exact census figures, is 
16,202,3G0, with a total valuation of $314,- 
812,100/" ' 



PacS Ring's Bridge Road Cottage 



KING'S BRIDGE ROAD boasts many 
dwellings which, especially the newer 
ones, are far from being unpreten- 
tious -either in design or magnitude, yet the 
least assuming of them all is by far the 
most noted, and is a very , distinct factor 

in the present growth of the neighborhood. 
At periodical intervals, too, this building 
—which Is simply an old house— becomes a . 
bone of contention and, a fruitful source of 
debate. It is a painfully plain old structure, 
peaked-roofed, with shingled sides, and Is 
only a story and a half high. As a place 
of habitation It would be considered dear 
at $500, but it is rated by Its owner as 
worth $10,000, quite apart from the land on 

which It stands. 

The cottage's claim to notoriety comes 
of the fact that it was where Edgar Allan 
Poe lived" for five years. It is claimed 
that the poet wrote " The Raven M there, 
but this is one of the side issues of dispute, 
ajong with other matters relating to Poe's 
life and character. 

A sign on the house announces its claim 
to attention. It reads: 

THE EDGAR ALLAN POE COTTAGE. 

ISM— 18*0. 

E. J. CHAUVET. 

D. D. S. 

The sign is ornamented with the rough 
sketch of a raven. The dates refer to the 
interval when the poet occupied the struct* 
ure, and the name id that .of the owner 
of the house, Dr. Chauvet, a dentist 

The cottage has already been responsl- ' 
ble for the birth of a park at a cost ot . 
$10,000. A recent proposition to use this 
park as a site for one of the Carnegie 
libraries has revived the old excitement and 
debate as to the future of the cottage. 
The suggestion was made by Col. J. A* 
Goulden, President of the Fordham Club, 
to the joint Carnegie Library Committee 
of the Taxpayers' Alliance and the North 
Side Board of Trade,, and was well re- 
ceived by the respective associations. 

The. park is about two acres in extent, 
is bounded by King's Bridge Road, One 
Hundred and- Ninety-second or Primrose 
Street, and the proposed* Concourse, which 
was planned during Commissioner Heintzs 

administration, and has been held in abey- 
ance ever since. The park was purchased 
as a site for the !poe cottage some five years 
ago, when the two socipties.each anxious for 
the credit of preserving It, agitated the mat- 
ter with much persistence. These were the 
Shakespearean Society, with Appleton Mor- 
gan as President, and a guild of which 
Miss May Pierce of Chicago was the active 
representative. Miss Pierce secured the ear 
and interest of such men as Gen. William 
H. Morris, CoL Goulden. the late Prof. 
Dundon of the Normal College, John F. 
Dunn, then of the Department of Street 
Opening; Samuel McMillan of the Park 
Board, and Edward Rowell, Deputy Com- 
missioner of Tuxes, 
Mayor Strong was finally enlisted in the 

plan, and allocated the park sit* opposite 
Poe Cottage, that side of the thoroughfare 
being almost unimproved, while buildings. 

had alrea-dy begun to crowd the original 
• cottage site. ■ 

The site. was purchased and a bill was 
( passed appropriating $10,CtHJ for the ac- 
i quisition of the cottage, and for preparing 
j ami Improving the park for its reception. 
Half the amount was 'considered liberal 
pay for ^he old house, but Mr. Chauvet re- 
fused to, he satisfied with mmh less than 
the Whole amount, and Miss Pierce re- 
fused to be satisfied with less than the 
preservation of the old site as will as the 
.building. So negotiations for the cottage 
were stopped and have- never since been 

renewed. 

The cottage was built in INK! by a Mr. 
Wheeler on lands belonging to John Valen- 
tine, head '**bf a family -which dwncd "large 
estates in the neighborhood, and softer 
whom Valentine Avenue was named. 
Twelve years ago the land about the cot- 
tage was laid out in building lots, alld the 
cottage and land, with a frontage of 30 feet 
were purchased by William Fearing -Gill 
to save it from destruction A year after- 
ward he resold the property to the late 
Austin Ford, who in turn sold it to the 
present owner. " 

Dr. Chauvet built a house close to the 
cottage and rented the latter while await- 
ing a purchaser. The tenant is still in un- 
disputed .possession, and Dr. Chauvet fetls 
confident that it is only a question of time 
when he will receive $lo,ouu for his prop- 
erty. 

Meanwhile the cottage has been moved 
twenty fe<*t back of its old site to make 
room for widening King's Bridge Road, 
which has been enlarged to a hundred-foot 
thoroughfare. This work was begun nearly 
two years ago, but the road is in a condi- 
tion of confusion wor$e than in its most 
rustic days. It is a desert of sand and dust. 
Incumbered with boulders, tracks, and dor- 
ricks in dry weather, and a slough of des- 
pond on stormy days. A great ditch for 
sewer purposes gapes wide for some seven- 
ty-five feet, and the hill is as steep, near- 
ly, as in days of yore. 

Yet hundreds climb it every Sunday and 
holiday to look at the outside of the cot- 
tage. Visitors used to get a glimpse of the 
interior, but now the tenants deny all visit- 
on* admission. Aside from necessary paint 
and paper the interior has been unaltered 

since the day Poe left it. 
Advocates of Poe Park as a site for the 

cottage tell of the time Poe used, to spend 

there under the big old apple trees, -which 

have now disappeared. They argue that it 

iu too small for a Carnegie library site, and 

if large enough, ought not to be diverted 

from the original plan as a new site for the 

cottage. They suggest that St. James's 

Park, nearly double* in size, with a front- 
age on Jerome Avenue and a trolley line 

now operating along that thoroughfare, is 

a far better site for the library. Meantime 

Dr. Chauvet awaits with more or less com- 

iacency a purchaser at $10,000, 
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MAN who has been out of town on a 
vacation has returned, and Bays that 
s one day he watched a nest of three 
little wrens, and this is what he tells of 
them:

The nest contained three little wrens of

the " bottle " age. In four hours and a 
half the mother wren made 110 journeys 
from the nest for food. In that space of 
time the three little wrens ate sixteen big 
May flies, twenty-nine insects, (which the 
veracious (?) chronicler couldn't identify,) 
eleven worm*, twenty •three green .cater^ 
pillars, eleven grasshoppers, two bugsp 
seven spiders— and something else. 

It may be that. the man, fresh from his 
vacation, told the truth, but there is a 
seeming discrepancy between the cubic ca- 
pacity of the three little wrens and their 
alleged contents. 

However, -the only eccentricity in the 
matter of getting- stuffed which the wrens 
displayed was the amount necessary to fill 
them. If they had been a cassowary, for 
Instance, or a rhinoceros hornbill, it 
would have required more than quality «and 
quantity to satisfy them. 

If you happen to own a cassowary, you 
must have its food cut Into cubes. It is a 

matter for speculation how this is done 
when the noble cassowary is loose In its 
original habit, but In captivity his food is 
carefully and mathematically measured 
into cubes, and thus his digestion is pre- 
served. At least, that's what one casso^ 
wary " sharp " says. 

The cassowary appetite, too, waits upon 
certain acrobatic performances. To begin 

with, the bird feeds upon rissoles. After 
the meat balls are made, the one who 
serves them must stand off and toss them 
up, whereupon he catches them with his 
bill. This performance must be repeated 
a sufficient number of times to satisfy the 

bird, after which he plays ball with him- 
self, the game ending when he devours the 
meat ball. He goes to a deal of trouble to 
obtain a poor meal. 

Nobody but the man who imports them 
knows the enormous risk involved in buy- 
ing parrots. Of a batch of 7,000 with which 
he started a man recently arrived here 
with 2,000. The dealer must sell one at the* 
cost of three, for that Is all he gets out of 
a bunch of the latter number. The disease 
peculiar to the parrot is catarrh. There 
is no known cure for this, and it is the 
despair of bird dealers. All treatment for 

it is more or less empirical. 

A parrot's age may not be told by its 
teeth, but it can be discovered. When 
44 Double Yellow Head" is so young that 
it does not care whether its age is known 
or not it wears a small yellow spot on the 
top of its head. At the age of about seven 
years the spot assumes certain standard 
dimensions. About the age of twelve years 
the parrot's entire head becomes yellow. 

This evidence of age is supplemented by 
other Indications. A parrot's tongue gives 
him away, though not by speech, and, en 
parenthdse, the hard-looking little ball on 
the end of his tongue is porous and- used 
principally for absorbing fruit juices and 
. the like. It serves as a sort of sponge. 
Look a parrot In the eye, and if the original 
brown of the Iris has changed to a lighter 
shade the bird has attained a certain rec- 
ognized degree of maturity. In old age this 
portion of the eye becomes red. 

But it Is the little canary that presents 
the greatest number of possibilities to the 
neurologist, the 'surgeon, and the general 
practitioner. Canaries may have almost 
anything, from nervous prostration to 
smallpox. And they have all that they 



well, but camphor is sure to coothe. Do not 
give your birds "bay salV or it may 
cause their feathers to grow Inward in* 
stead of outward, and then they would 
look ridiculous even if they did not die. 

If you would know when your bird Is 
starved to death, do not feed him, watch 
him, and he will puff out and be unable to 
keep his balance. It may be that h6 Is too 
full of air, as he looks to be, or it may be 
that he is too weak to walk, as he cer- 
tainly would be- He will look like a balloon, 
anyhow. ^ 

When a bird begins, to sneeze it is a se- 
rious matter It is useless [to hold your 
finger on his upper lip or to drop a "cold 
key down his back— a thing prescribed for 
sneezing as well as for bleeding from the 
nose, if you are a man. If the sneezing 
of a bird becomes violent and -un control- 
lable, put a feather up his nose And await 
the result Phthisis requires heroic- treat- 
ment. That which is recommended sounds 
not unlike that school of. treatment which 
prescribes M cat fat " sandwiches for men 
tubercuiously^ inclined. The house spider 
is the physic, and one is the dose. It would 
seem that one tvas enough for any one. 
House spiders are good, but the introduc- 
tion of iron into the "bird's system by 
means of a rusty nail is absolutely essen- 
tial. 

When a bird faints, as it may do, his po- 
sition must not be reversed when he is 
lifted from his cage where he has fallen. 
His original* position must be preserved. 
The heart action of a bird is so uncertain a 
thing that the slightest maladjustment of 
the body at such a time would probably 
kill It. A bird may have epilepsy. When 
you who have canary birds want them to 
stop singing, that you may read the morn- 
ing paper r don't throw things at them, be- 
j cause fright caused by these things it not« 

unlikely to produce' epilepsy^ * 

A surgical operation is necessary to re- 
vive a bird in the throes of a fit. In such 
case, blood must be let, and this is don* 
by plucking a feather from the bird's tall. 

If a bird fractures its leg it is not a case 
for the surgeon, but for the grocer. Take 
out all the perches and cover the bottom 
of the cage with oatmeal and leave the 
bird alone. The oatmeal is soft and does 
not hurt the part affected, and it is cura- 
***** 

In the breeding of birds, closest attention . 
is paid to. the application of the rule of 
contraries. The mating of two birds with 
fine crests will result in a nest full of bald- 
headed birds if the parents have good luck. 
A pair of blondes will raise brunettes, Jkc. 
There is. a story to the effect that If a 
cock bird loses his mate during nesting 
season he will remain a widower for the 
remainder of the year, but this is pur* 
romance. The cock bird, in that respect, 
is like any other male creature. He is 
likely to mate again as soon as he can 
afford it. v . % 

It may not be generally known that birds 
lay their eggs at .certain fixed times— al- 
ways between the hours of 7 and 9 o'clock 
in the' morning, and if a canary does not 
find her breakfast ready at that time she 
forms a habit of breakfasting off new-laid 



and after that he does not flinch or refuse 
to. perform when he . is wanted as .an 
"artilleryman." Again, "dancing birds" 
have been taught that it is better to dance 
than to stand still when the cage is fur- 
nished with red-hot perches. A trick bird 
would be better off on a woman's bonnet. 

A dealer may make a bird appear fit by 
keeping it in a room so hot that it will 
sing feverishly. There are " dipped " bird? 
as weH, and after you have bought a bird 
it is as well not to leave him out in the 
rain till after the company have gone. If 
you are not a bird fancier yourself, you 
may have bought a "dipped M bird, and it 
won't look so yellow after it has been 
washed. 

Foreign birds have extraordinary appe- 
tites. They are most active in the morning. 
In the afternoon foreign birds sleep a great 
deal. They are. also the most companion- 
able in disposition. We all know that the 
love bird, whose whole existence seems to 
be one paroxysmal kiss, will die if left 
alone. The love bird does not demand a 
companion of the opposite sex necessarily, 
but it must live in pairs. It cannot survive 
solitude. This is true in a less degree with 
most tropical birds. 

The spice bird should never occupy a 
place in the aviary of aught but a strictly 
temperate man, because when it wants to 
sing it opens its mouth and goes through 
thfe motions with none but a pantomimic re-* 
suit. It is as uncanny as a piano with a 
patent attachment which causes the. thing 
to play of itself. If one stands quite near 
the spice bird one may hear a faint, ghost- 
like sound, but he must listen with atten- 
tion. 

A Java. sparrow is as vicious as a Union 
Square sparrow or any other kind of a spar- 
row. All sparrows are degenerate of pur- 
pose, but a Java sparrow squats about, 
dancing to its own limited musical sounds, 
and behaves like a very monkey of a bird. 
The English bird is the most peacefully 
inclined, and will often have a protecting 
care for the small foreigner. This is sup- 
posed to be a national characteristic, and 
when the English bird gradually makes the 
foreign birds its own— for once In a while 
the English bird will eat a foreign one— it 
3s supposed we are observing another na- 
tional characteristic- 
Love birds are called stupid, aud so they 
are, perhaps, but it does not matter, be- 
cause they have such beautiful methods! 
They nest at Christmas time, and a cocoa- 
nut shell is their home. They are always 
in love and always faithful while it lasts, 
and it lasts rather long. 

Birds universally have a strange sense 
of death. If a bird dies in a cage that cage 
may be disinfected and hung away, and 
long afterward, birds of the same or of 
different species may be put Into it, and 



they will refuse to stay, beating their 
wings and making what protest they can* 
and if their confinement is - persisted im 
they mope and refuse to be comforted. 
This is authoritatively vouched for. 

Foreign or domestic, the songster or the 
silent, fine or otherwise, a bird in the b»*4 
is. worth two in the hand, because the bird 
in the bysh is happy.

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WITHIN st very few years a very large 
part of the trans-Mlsslssippi area 
was designated In our school geog- 
raphies as the Great American Desert. The 
E&'*' enterprise of railroad builders, the courage 
of the adventurous pioneer and prospector, 
and more especially the recent work of 
the United States Geological Survey, have 
rescued this vast area from the realm of 
mystery, and we are now beginning to un- 
derstand what goes to make up the Great 

Desert 

■ 

It has teen wisely said that when the 
work of the geologist is completed, the last 
chapter he writes will be the longest and 
most Interesting. Describing, as It will, the 
latest geological epoch, it will deal with 
..facts, and not with speculations. The 
changes of each period— Its erosion, sedi- 
mentation, and reconstruction— so confuse 
and obliterate the records of .these which 
have preceded, that the Intimacy of our 
knowledge of geological facts must ever 
be in the inverse order of their antiquity. 
The history of the Great Basin is all com- 
prised in the postertiary division of geo- 
logic chronology, the last before the open- 
ing of the age of man. 

The greater part of North America Is 
drained by streams which ultimately find 
their way into the ocean. There are, how* 
ever, a few areas without such drainage. 
All that la tributary to them flows Into 
them, and nothing flows out Obviously, 
the conditions which permit such pheno- 
mena must be unusual. Wherever in the 
East we find a sunken area inclosed by 
walls of sufficient height, into which flows 
irom some more elevated water shed a 
stream, however small, we have a lake. 
The level of this lake will rise until, like 
an overfull goblet, it spills its surplus over 
the brink Into some convenient valley. With 
the undrained basins of the West it Is very 
different. They are like broken cisterns. 
In that they "hold no water." The largest 
of these is the Great Basin, as it was called 
by Gen. Fremont, who was the first to gain 
an adequate conception - of Its character 
and extent It was to this uninviting re- 
gion that the Mormons fled from civiliza- 
tion, and, passing the cordon of deserts 
and mountain ranges which cut Jt off from 
the rest of the Continent, thought they 
had found a home forever isolated, where 

they might live unmolested. . " ' 

* 
■ 

The Great Basin is not, as might t>e in- 
ferred from its name, a single cup-shaped 

depression, gathering its meagre waters 
at a common centre, but a broad area of 
wonderfully diversified topography. Its 
area is . vast On the north a mountain 
range divides it from the great valley' of 
the Columbia; on the east a range separ- 
ates it from the Colorado Basin; on the 
west it IS cut off by a range from the San 
Joaquin and Sacramento Valleys, while its 
southern extremity extends into Mexico. 
The general form ol the area is a rude 
triangle, with its most acute angle to the 
south. Its greatest length is 880 miles, 
its greatest width 572 miles, and its total 
area" is 210,000 square miles. For purposes 
of comparison, I can say that this area is 
about equal to the combined areas of New 
England, New York, New Jersey, Pehn- 
sylvania, Delaware, Maryland, and West 
Virginia! It includes nearly all Nevada, 
the western half of Utah, a large part of 
Eastern and Southern California, a great 
part of Southeastern Oregon. Southeastern 
Idaho, and Southwestern Wyoming. 

In this area are a number of mountain 
ranges, approximately parallel, so disposed 
en echelon that a traveler might wind his 
way in and out between .them without a 
material change of level. Here and there 
•among these ranges are smooth and some- 
times fertile valleys, floored with disin- 
tegrated material washed down from the 
mountains. In a general way these valleys 
are troughlike depressions, but in many 
instances they take the form of extensive 
plains, locally known as deserts. Where 
the basin "s widest, its valleys and desert 
plains have -an average elevation of 5,000 

ieet nbove sea level. With a less arid eli- 

■ 

mate, or favored with abundant irrigation, 
these stretches of comparatively level ter- 
ritory might become richly fertile and sup- 
port a population of millions, but, unfor- 
tunately, they are more like the plains of 
the moon— treeless, waterless, almost air- 
less under normal conditions. On the broad 
plains extending from the Mississippi River 
to the great Appalachian Range, and from 
New England to the Gulf of Mexico, the 
average annual rainfall is 4:> inches.. On 
the lowlands of the Great Basin it is but 
7 inches. In the region we have chosen for 
comparison, ^he average moisture of the air 
is (X) per cent, of that necessary for satura^ 
tion— in the Great Basin it is 43 per cent. 
Such a count m* cannot but suffer from 
perpetual drought. From the surface of 
Lage Michigan a layer of water 22 inches 
thick is annually removed by evaporation, 
from the surface of bodies of water in the 
Great Basin the evaporation removes from 
80 to l.*tU inchev. There a river presents the 
surprising phenomenon of diminishing as 
it flows. Here in the East we find a rill 
starting in some mountain gorge far in- 
land. Presently another joins It, and they 
flow on together, gaining a little here and 
a little there, unti. we have a considerable 
stream. Follow it further and we find that 



it becomes a mighty river, at last empty- 
ing Into the sea. The further we follow a 
river in the Great Basin, the smaller it 
becomes, until it loses Itself in the sands 
and disappears, beginning in nothing and 
literally ending nowhere. To .'see it leap 
from a cafion after a cloudburst, one might 
imagine he hac\ found one of the fountains 
of the great deep, .but it soon becomes a 
creek, then a rill, and finally it comfcs to a 
standstill in a pool marking a depression in 
the playa, or alkali flat, where it makes a 
damp spot in the crust of salt. Even Niag- 
ara would succumb to such a climate. The 
thirsty air would lap it up like a sponge, 
and leave Ontario dry. The Mojave River 
is a good illustration. It is nearly 100 miles 
long, flawing eastward from Its source in 
the melting snows of the Sierra Nevada 
Range.' but it preserves its existence only 
by hiding itself In the gravel strata under 
the surface, and Is only found when some 
great Impeding rock forces it upward. 
Twice it disappears entirely— the second 
time in final extinction. 

That portion of the bed of the basin 
which is habitable, and which contains the 
cities of Salt Lake, Ogden, and their en- 
virons, has the advantage of proximity to 
the Wasatch Range whlph, though less 
favored in precipitation than the Sierras* 
catch enough rain and snow to maintain 
Great Salt* Lake and irrigate the inter- 
vening plain, but it has been, found neces- 
sary to conduct the water for Irrigation 
through great pipes Instead of ditches, as 
the loss from evaporation was more than 
the whole delivery of the trenches. All the 
mountain ranges of the Great. Basin are 
every Winter whitened with snoW, but 
much of this is absorbed by evaporation 

and never has a chance to trickle into the 
drainage ways and gullies. A large part of 
this great area is wholly without streams 
or springs. r 

One of the most interesting of the locali- 
ties in this district is Death Valley. It is 
appropriately named, though We canuot 
dissociate the ide% of the Valley of Death 
f rem that of a shadow. It is a vast alkali 

sink extending north and south between 
precipitous mountain walls. It would be 
impossible to describe adequately the whol- 
ly unnatural scene, the vast stretches of 
white plain variegated with black lava, 
the alluring mirages, the strange appear- 
ance of the tower-like hills outlined against 
the yellow sky, the total absence of trees, 
the dearth of animal life, and the intense 
heat from which there is no escape. Here 
and there are pebble beds miles in ex- 
tent, made up of agate, chalcedony, jasper, 
arui obsidian. Of plants there is scarce 
anything to be discovered In Death Valley, 
except cacti and clumps of chaparral, that 
are gray instead of green. One sort of 
cactus that grows to be five or six feet in 
height is called the * 4 dead, man." because 
it looks at night like a sheeted corpse 
standing by the wayside. In rare, spots, 
where water has gathered, may be seen, a 
singular fleshy bush without leaves and 
with thick green stems. What vegetation 
there is is rank and spiny, its gray or dull 
olive hues . harmonizing with the parched 
and barren aspects of the landscape. This 
astonishing desert, however, is by no means 
so devoid of life as its aspect by daylight 
would lead the observer to imagine.. As 
soon as night falls it swarms with creat- 
ures of various sorts. Countless lizards 
cotne out of their burrows to look for In- 
sect prey, slakes wriggle across the alkali 
crust, horned toads creep about, ana scor- 
pions and tarantulas of enormous size 
sharpen their claws and teeth for combat; 
rats, -mice, and squirrels trot about in 
active pursuit of game, and wildcats and 
coyotes eorpe from their lairs on the moun- 
tain sides and rdam over, the plain in pur- 
suit of all sorts of smaller animals. 

Nearly all the creatures found in this 

valley are nocturnal in their habits, be- 
cause the great heat in the daytime makes 

a 

it impossible for them to venture out. Here 
may be found three species of ground 
squirrels, which live in burrows and feed 
at nighi uponiroots, leaves, and the seeds 
of plants. One of the most curious of the 
rodents common in Death Valley is the 
M scorpion mouse,'/ which lives almost 
wholly upon scorpions. Instinct, which 
means generations of Inherited experience, 
teaches it at which end to attack its prey. 
Another creature of this valley .that also 
likes scorpions is the " chaparral cock," 
which gobbles them by. thousands, and is 
not less fond t of centipedes, lizards, taran- 
tulas, and horned toads. These last are too 
large to swallow at a. .gulp, so the fowl 
tears them to pieces before devouring them. 
The most beautiful mouse in the world is 
found in this valley. This "grasshopper 
mouse M is a lovely beast, fawn-colored on 
the back, with a snowy belly and sides, a 
short tail, and pretty little ears. 

Only liny miles west from Death Valley, 
which is 140 feet below sea levels Mount 
Whitney, the highest mountain in 'North 
America, uplifts its mighty peak, covered 
with perpetual snow, three miles into the 
air. Thus, within a day's journey of each 
other, are the lowest and highest points of 
this Continent. The chief of the Death Val- 
ley exploration wrote *to Secretary Rusk 
that he had that morning breakfasted on 
eternal snow, and was composing his re- 
port at 4 1'. M. in an altitude of rather 
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' _ Considering the area of tKe Great Basin* 
even 7 inches of annual rainfall would be 
sufficient to make the lowlands a perfect 
paradise of luxuriant vegetation, If the 
drainage of the -mountains all reached the 
valleys where It could do good, but this is 
not the case? As in all desert regions, the 
rains of the Great Basin result from 
cyclonic disturbances, extremely Irregular 

and often violent. The showers are cloud- 
bursts.' These Infrequent, brief, and par- 
oxysmal outpourings of the skies sweep 
everything before them, and leave In their 
courses nothing in which even a sage bush 
could find root. The ground is dry again 
almost before t^e clouds have broken and 

scattered. 

I had an experience of this near Lead- 
ville, -Col., which illustrates the phenom- 
ena of rain In a dry climate. While on 
a visit to that section of the country I 
rode in the saddle from Leadville to Green 
Lake, a memento of the melting glaciers 
of Mount Massive. While there ths most 
terrific thunder shower I have ever seen 
began. I sought shelter, but as my horse 
became frightened and tried to break away, 
It was necessary for me to stay with him. 
quieting him and guarding against the im- 
mediate danger of being left on the mount- 
ain without transportation.. As the result 
I was as thoroughly soaked as if I had 

'been literally ducked In the lake. 'Even my 
shoes were full of water. When the storm 
was over 1 mounted my wet saddle and 
proceeded back to Leadville. but before I 
had gone a mile I was as dry as before, and 

"at every step my horse raised a little cloud 
of dust. .. 

Except along the lines of the diminishing 
streams, which are marked by a struggling 
growth of cottonwood, the valleys and 
plains of the Great Basin are treeless. So 
also, as the rule, are the foothills and 
mountains. Nature cannot wholly restrain 
her impulse to. " grow something." but her 
attempts in this direction, until aided by 
|"*the hand of man, are pathetic. On the 
.plains and in the valleys the omnipresent 
sage bush abounds, but nowhere close or 
large. Further we find the yucca, a kind of 
cross between a cactus and a palm, with 
a considerable woody stalk and a green top. 
The oak and maple have made a brave 
^effort for centuries to grow there, but they 
rarely become more than Scrubby bushes. 
The characteristic covering of the low- 
lands is a sparse growth of stunted bushes 
and grass tufts, with great spots of sterile 
earth and bald rock between them. With 
one exception, all the plants of the region 
arc dusty gray in color, like the soil. Go 
into a country road during a Summer 
drought, find a place where hens have 
scratched and children played, and In its 
tumbled configuration and uniform color 
you may see * a landscape of the Great 
Basin in miniature. 

In the northeastern quarter of this basin 
lies what remains of Lake Bonneville, 
known as the Great Salt Lake. It is cer- 
tainly 'salt, but not In any sense great 
Shrunk to unimportant proportions, and 
altogether unattractive in its surroundings, 
it has few charms to invite the tourist. But 
as one examines the mountains which in- 
close this sunken area, his eye, even if un- 
trained to read the records of geologic 
changes, cannot fail to note the long hori- 
zontal terraces extending as far as one can 
see in either direction. There are several of 
these terraces, more or less broken by 
gulches and recent erosion, but their con- 
tinuity \s obvious. These terraces mark the 
Successive levels and shore lines of the 
•great fresh water sea, 20,000 square miles 
In area, larger than Lake Erie and On- 
tario together, which once filled the Great 
Basin and found its outflow through the 
Columbia River Into the Pacific Ocean. 
Time was when the lake was 900 feet deep 
over the present sites of Salt Lake. City 
and Ogden; when the mountains which now 
rise from the plain were little islands or 
shoals; and when the now T>arren and 
desolate slopes which mark its ultimate 
boundaries were verdure-clad shores, as 
beautiful, no doubt, as those which fringe 
Lake George. On the bed of this ancient 
Ake lives the present population of Utah. 

It Is obvious that the conditions exist- 
ing when this inland -sea of fresh water 
occupied by the greater part of the Great. 
Basin must have been very different from 
those we find existing at present, and It is 
much to be regretted that it Is beyond the 
power of engineering skill to turn the 
waters of the Pacific into the vast area 
that is below sea level and convert it again 
into an inland, sea. Whether in the progress 
of time the climate will change and the 
Great Basin fill up to the level of Its orig- 
inal outlet, ho one can say, but since we 
have no reason to expect it r we can per- 
haps devote our space more profitably than 
in speculation on the possibilities of the 
future in a study of the causes which have 
degraded this vast lake of the not remote 
past, into an inconsiderable pool of brine 
with aii average depth not exceeding fif- 
teen feet. 

- ■ 
It is agreed by geologists, on -evidence 

gathered by the staff of the United States 
Geological Survey, and compiled by Prof. 
Gilbert with admirable patience and care, 
that the Bonneville Basin had its origin in 
distortions*of the earth's crust due to vari- 
ous causes, volcanic among others, and 
that It existed as a depression before the 
Bonneville epoch. Little can be known of 
its climate or physical conditions, but it is 
believed that it was comparatively dry for 
a long period antedating the formation of 
the lake whose shores we may now trace, 
on the mountain slopes. It contained some 
small lakes, but none of consequence. Then 
followed two periods of high water. The 
first of these periods! was of great dura- 
tion, the second comparatively brief. Be- 
tween them was a period during which the

the rim was erode* by the escaping waters 
to such an extent that they fell some 875 - 
feet ait one magnificent . gush. From that 
point the subsidence was gradual. 

In its progress of final drying, Lake Bonne- 
ville 1 waa divided into 'ten or' twelve sep- 
arate lakes, of which only two remain. : 
When first surveyed, less than half a cen- 
tdry ago, the Sevier Desert contained a' 
lake about thirty miles long and probabtjf 
two to five mites wide. This has since dis- 
appeared entirely, partly fr6m natural 
causes and partly because the water of Its 
tributary str jams was diverted into Irri- 
gation canals. Between 1845 and 1879 Great 
Salt Lake, the principal memento of Lake 
Bonneville, subsided some ten. feet, but 
since the last-named date it has remained 
at about its present average level. 

The causes which in turn created and 
destroyed Lake Bonneville are pretty well 
understood by geologists, although on all 
points they are not in entire agreement. 
It filled bec.tuse it* was a great natural 
depression without outlets. It emptied be- 
cause it was subjected to local upheavals * 
which caused the water it held to break 
over and through the retaining • walls 
*hich inclosed it These great gaps in time 
filled up by the erosion of the surrounding 
hills, but their position .is still recognisable. 
When its walls were mended the basin was 
partly refilled by melting glaciers, and the 
second emptying was due to causes sim- 
ilar to those which acted in the first in- 
stance. Evaporation must also be taken . 

into, account as an agent in destroying the 
lake. 

The aridity of the climate of the Great 
Basin finds its explanation in the general 
configuration of the land, the general cir- 
culation of the atmosphere, and the cur- 
rents of the Pacific Ocean. There is a slow 
aerial drift from west to east; consequent- 
ly the air currents which move across the 
Great Basin have come from the Pacific, 
to which their temperature and humidity 
have become adjusted. Off the west coast 
of the United States there is an ocean 
current sweeping southward. Being derived 
from a southwest moving current, it 
reaches our shores with a temperature con- 
siderably above that which it would have 
if no such currents existed. As it works 
south its temperature is somewhat below 
that normal to the latitude. Air passing 
over it to the land in our higher latitudes 
becomes saturated, is cooled by the land, 
and precipitates its moisture in the almost 
constant rains of Oregon and Northern 
California. On the other hand, air cur- 
rents crossing it at lower latitudes are con- 
verted into drying winds. The Great Basin 
is traversed by ~these drying winds, its 
southern areas being more affected by 
them than those lying further north. Be- 
tween latitudes 35 and 41 the Sierra Nevada 
Range interposes an almost continuous 
barrier between it and the Pacific, aver- 
aging about 10,000 feet in height. This 
range acts as a great natural condenser, 
in passing which the air loses most ot Its 
moisture as rain or snow, and reaches the 
Great Basin. as dry as a squeezed sponge. 
Under such natural conditions. the rainfall 
is meagre and the evaporation enormous. 
Where irrigation Is possible much of the 
soil Is fertile and will grow good crops. 
The redemption and utilization of most of 
it are only questions of time— provided, of 
course, the land is needed- Much of it is 
as good as Palestine was before the Ca- 
naanites and other heathen predecessors of 
the Jews provided the artificial irrigation . 
which made it fertile and attractive to the 
tribes looking for a place to go when they 
got cut of the wilderness.. 

In the neighborhood of Salt Lake we 
find conditions which render life tolerable, 
and even comfortable. The proximity of 
the Wasatch range furnishes a scant, but 
sufficient, water supply for domestic, use 
and irrigation, and the plain is tolerably 
fertile. Probably the Mormon leader Brig- .. 
ham Young stopped there instead of going 
further West, as was his qrlginal inten- 
tion, because the local topography sug- 
gested the Promised Land. In Lake Utah, 
its outlet, and Great Salt Lake, we have a 
close parallel to the Sea of Galilee, the 
River Jordan, ani the Dead Sea. This gen- 
eral resemblance to the hydrography of the 
Holy Land was a happy coincidence of 
which the elders doubtless made good use 
in impressing their following with the idea 
that what was good enough for God's 

chosen people was good enough for them. 

* . 
It has probably been a cause of wonder to 

many who have not given the subject 
serious thought that Salt Lake is as salt 
•as it is. The reason is the same as that 
which explains the saltness of the ocean. 
Sodium chloride and sodium sulphide are 
very abundant salts in nature, and being 
soluble In water they are readily taken up 
whenever opportunity is , offered. The 
formation of Salt Lake Basin yields so 
much of these compounds that many of the 
springs discharging into it are sensibly 
brackish. The salt gathered up by the in- 
flowing streams and deposited in the 
lake are left behind, as in the case of the 
sea, bjl the vapors absorbed by the atmos- 
phere. Evaporation is distillation; and .akes 
only jiure water. Thus we have a con- *. 
stant accumulation of salt in the lake, 
which would go on forever if the point of 
saturation had not been reached; causing 
precipitation whenever the water level de- 
clines. Various determinations, extending 
over several years, show that the dissolved 
salt' in the lake ranges from 14 to 22 per 
cent, of its volume. It has been accumulat- • 
Ing ever since the second subsidence of 
Lake Bbnneviile. .. ' •

Gastronomy has been practiced for ages, 
and the sense of taste refined upon with^ 
the most anxious care through wine and 
food. The sense of smell has been cultivat- 
ed through perfumes natural in the way of 
flowers, and artificial in the way of 
incense and fragrances. The ear has been 
brought to even more marvelous perfection 
through music, poetry, and oratory. But 
the sense of vision has only begun to be 
exercised by the art of the painter, espe- 
cially the landscape painter and the sym- 
bolist of modern times, and a pleasure 
won through colors, independent of any 
story which landscape or marine or figures 
may have to tell. This is so late of date 
that in order to express the feelings that 
certain colors or their combinations pro^ 
duce in the mind, it has been necessary 
to borrow words that belong to the sense 
of hearing and speak of ? tones M of color, 
and a "gamut." the "harmony" of a 
picture.

sations produced by the use of opium. 
The tribe Is the Kiowa, and the means 
is an element contained in the buds of 
the mescal, a variety of the American 
aloe or century plant From the sap of 
certain varieties, called by them maguey, 
the Mexicans make pulque, their national 
drink. The effect produced by the buds 
of the mescal appears to have impressed 
these Indians with the idea of something 
supernatural, somewhat as the old Hindus 
of the Vedic age were impressed by the 
" soma m drink. While they do not wor- 
ship the plant, nor exactly connect the 
enjoyment derived from the buds with 
religious ideas, they treat the matter with 
a solemnity that rouses suspicion in the 
missionary's mind, and he calls It the 
mescal "rite." 

It was the Indian, we should not forget, 
the Indian of North America in all proba- 
bility, who discovered the properties of 
" divine tobacco," as Edmund Spenser calls 
It. When the Northwestern lands about

make the moot of our capabilities. That 
the; faculty of vision is capable of greater 
perfection is true in a general sense, on 
the principle that all our senses, within 
limits, are perfectible, but little has been 
done to train and exercise sight. The study 
of photography and sunlight on the one 
hand and the eyes and phosphorescence of 
deep-pea fishes and insects on the other, 
are accumulating facts which hereafter 
may lead to bold generalizations and effect 
seriously an Improvement in the human 
eye. In the mescal juice we have a stim- 
ulus which may be found of use; It may be 
applied for Inward training like belladonna, 
just as glasses, the microscope, and tele- 
scope are -used on the outside. Since these 
Instruments have added enormously to our 




sight, but that Is rendered abnormal, being knowledge of the world we live in and 



perturbed and intensified to a degree un- 
heard of until, the person under the Influ- 
ence of the drug becomes a prey to most 
wonderful aberrations of the color sense." 
His eyes become kaleidescopes, In which 
the color visions grow and change, rolling 
up the most extraordinary Illuminations, as 
of the aurora borealis intensified a thou- 
sandfold, fading again and returning In 
different hues with marvelous intensity, 
and a variety that seems to have no limit.

On the first occa- 
sion he repeats the ceremony, and present- 
ly forms the mescal habit, as it is called, 
a habit which has roused the anxiety of 
the clergy, who find it interferes with 
church going, and of the Indian agent, 
who seea Its possible connection with the 
ghost dance and other manifestations of 
belief in supernatural powers which can 
be turned by clever politicians Into a move- 
ment dangerous to the interests of the 
Indians, and possibly to the safety of the 
whites. 

As a matter of fact, the Indians who 
make this singular use of their faculty of 
vision are those who have been roused rt - *>, A «,♦•««*-, „_*i~ ^-*w * « - ■ 
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saved us from Incalculable sadness and 
pain, why may we not hope to find means 
to exercise and improve ordinary sight up 
to the mark, let us say, of the Australian 
blackfellow or the American Indian? Indi- 
viduals of the white race generally man- 
age to equal and often to surpass Indian 
or black in any special line wherein the 
latter excels, whether dexterity or endur- 
ance be the point. 

The mescal rite has Its violent denounc- 
ers. It may be that the habit interferes 
with the Church. Very likely it prevents 
Hhe Kiowas and Comanches from a strict at- 
tendance at prayers, but so does golf; yet 
every one recognizes the usefulness of a 
game that adds to the health of city dwell- 
ers and improves the sureness of a man's 
hand and eye. Why, then, should not one 
approve of a habit that increases the capa- 
city for enjoyment through the sight, if it 
Is certain that this habit has no baleful ef- 
fects on body or mind? Rather let us take

the great lakes were visited by the whites 
there were nations of red men found, whose 
chief claim to local prominence lay in 
their cultivation of the tobacco plant; they 
traded it for other articles. The Sioux are 
thus spoken of in the " Jesuit Relations." 
Since the natural home of the tobacco 
plant lies further south, the inference Is' 
that many centuries, passed ere the culti- 
vation of " petun " was carried northward 
from tribe to tribe and tobacco became a 
necessity rather than a mere luxury in the 
north, as It was in Virginia, Mexico, Cuba, 
and the West Indies generally. Tobacco 
smoke was also an incense and formed part 
of ceremonial fumigations. So, too, the In- 
dians of South America, not to be out- 
done by their northern cousins, discovered 
Paraguay tea, which lightens labor by 
strengthening the breathing organs— not to 
speak of quinine, cacao, chocolate, maple 
sugar, pulque, or mescalli, and other juices 
of tree or plant, either merely palatable* or 
medicinal or intoxicating. So It is not so 
astonishing, after ail, that the Indians 
should have discovered a juice that affects 
the sight ■-$.- 

What is singular about the mescal drug 
ts the suddenness of -Its appearance. The 
accounts of Catlln and Schoolcraft and the 
earlier records of Spanish and French ex- 
plorers and. missionaries seem to warrant 
the conclusion that the effect of the bud 
of the mescal is a discovery of living Kio- 
was, or possibly Comanches. It has al- 
ready spread to the Caddoes. So Car as can 
be seen at present, it Is recent, and cannot 
be traced back of the tribes just mentioned. 
But It should be remembered that the plant 
belongs to the Southwest, where a dose 
observation of. the habits of Indians is of 
comparatively late date. Spirits made from 
the mescal plant are, mentioned by the 
Spanish chroniclers, but never a word of 
the vision-brewing drug. . -*

No little ceremony is used by the Kiowas 
and Comanches when pleasing their color- 
sense by the use of mescal. In lieu of going 
to church, they will have a lodge or large 
tepee prepared, with a fire burning in the 
middle. As the Europeans did in the sev- 
enteenth century, when smoking was a nov- 
elty, the Indians come with a certain for* 
mality well called a rite, to a place where 
they can indulge themselves undisturbed in 
a new form of aesthetics. Having no tav- 
erns, they meet in a lodge to eojoy them- 
selves socially, but in silence./ After all 
have taken their prescribed seats, bowls 
or baskets containing the dried buds of the 
American agave are handed about Each 
brave takes one and puts it in his moutfe. 
After chewing it well, the properties of 
the plant begin to work; a second or a third 
suffices to send them off in a ecstacy of 
vision, while it casts a benumbing influence 
on the body. Magnificent gleams of light 
appear to them as they sit in a waking \ 
dream, followed by sheets of color, alter- 
nating and blending one with another, the 
soft or brilliant hues that All. the horizon 
being smitten ever and anon by confisca- 
tions that set up a never-ending series of 
changes, the colors fading and increasing, 
varying and blending, while the mind fol- 
lows in breathless wonder the play of light 
" mocking the, air with colors idly spread." 
And this novel form of aesthetics is prac- 
ticed by the Indian, and practiced, so It 
Is: said, without any bad effects, after the 
Influence of the dru* has passed off. In 
this respect it is similar to the Yerba Mate, 
Paraguay tea, just mentioned, the leaves 
of a South American holly, which stimu- 
late the nerves without affecting them de- 
leteriously,or leaving any ill-results behind.

One can readily perceive that anything 
which exercises the color sense must in 
time devejpp the faculty. We have but to 
look about us to realize how stunted we 
are on .this side of our minds. It is only 
necessary to consider the dress and garb 
of civilisation. Inclusive of the habiliments 
of the' sex which devotes much time and 
thought to personal adornment Ugly col- 
ors, false combinations of colors, and absurd 
outlines are the rule. The exterior of our 
buildings is another measure of the weak- 
ness of the color sense in educated man- 
kind, especially that' portion of mankind 
which thinks itself artistic ' Can anything 
be uglier than our modern cities In Europe 
and America; anything more commonplace, 
when fear of going wrong in color confines 
us to brick and browns tone; anything more . 
hopeless, when soma enterprising architect 

attempts to rise above the dead levtfl of 

mediocrity and produce a color harmony, 
for the proper understanding of which 
neither he nor his client is trained? There 
have been epochs when houses were deco- 
rated with colored stone, mosaic, paintings, 
and sculpture which showed a far higher 
development of the color sense than exists 
at present aznbng the people. We are in 
this respect inferior to our ancestors, show- 
ing, a distinct retrogression from conditions 
that obtained among early peoples and are 
found still among savages. 

Indeed, children and primitive races have 
a healthy, normal appetite for color, and 
all languages contain words and expres- 
sions that testify to the continuance of 
such tastes in older persons end more 
sophisticated civilisations. To look blue, 
to whitewash a reputation, to paint the 
town red, to turn green with envy, 
a •• jaundiced " or yellow look, acting 
" white," looking •■ black," turning M crim- 
son," and so forth— these are expressions 
we use without thinking of color, so com- 
pletely is the idea of color merged in the' 
conception itself. The vestments of priests 
in the Catholic Church have become con- 
ventional as to color— black for death, pur- 
ple for penitence, red for joyous festivals, 
green for resurrection. . 

The Mexican and other Indians used col- 
ors to indicate ideas almost as much as 
figures. The qulppus or memory knots of 
the Peruvian Indians were brightly colored 
strands of wool, each color meaning some- 
thing definite in the way of a department 
of thought, while the knots made in the I 
wool recalled special facts in that depart- 
ment. The Maya Indians personified the 
four points of the compass as the Fouur 
Giant Bacabs, sons of Ix-Chel, Goddess of 
the Rainbow, and thought of the northern 
giant as white, the southern as yellow, the 
eastern as red, and the western as black. 
These colors wiere differently arranged by 
the Metican Indians, who spoke Nahuatl. 
A natural arrangement of colors for the 
four points of the compass would be white 
for the north, because snow arrives from 



Ojibways, whfte by the Navajos and 
Apaches. The south is painted green by 
Ojibways and Apaches, white by the Chero- 
kees and AzteCs. East is red 'among Oma- 
has, Cherokees* and Ojibways, yellow among 
Navajos and Apaches. The west is blue 
among fcunis, Axtecs, and Navajos, black 
among the Cherokees and Apaches. So that 
local peculiarities must have outweighed 
general ideas. 

There is a symbolism in colors based on 
certain broad natural phenomena which we 
ignore for the most part White and pink 
are suggestive of early morn and of Spring; 
morn because of the white and rosy lights 
in the sky and the rosy and white night- 
blooming flowers. Spring because of the 
blossoms and the absence of Winter. Black 
Is the hue of night, the tomb; and while 
white is the symbol of innocence and youth, 
black is that of treachery and death. Green 
is the restful color that acts as moderator 
and harmonic to the others; It is the sym- 
bol of life and happiness. Red is the agi- 
tated color, signifying action; it stands for 
the ripening fruit, manhood and the 
picturesque side of -war and games. Blue 
makes one immobile, absorbed and pensive, 
evert as one feels the beyond in gazing on 
the sky and distant hills. Yellow is the 
harvest, the sunset, the man who has 
passed his active period and ponders what 
the future has in store for him. 

The chromatic scale contains a host of. 
suggestions to those who analyze the sev- 
eral colors; but like music they are sugges- 
tions only. When we try to fix them and 
make them obvious, pinning "certain labels 
to certain hiies, we are as pragmatical and 
unaesthetic as the anclehts, who expected 
that the playing of a given air would cure 
a given disease. It Is clear, however, on 
the other hand, that within certain limits 
there are rules for the use of colors which 
must be followed in the main or there re- 
sults a disagreeable Jar to the sensibili- 
ties. 

It is a fact, however, that the century 
jyst elapsed has laid the foundation for 
improvements in' the color-sense. Scientists 
like Chevreul and Helmholtz, painters Hft* 
Delacroix, Cbtot, Monet, La Farge . 
Whistler have studied theoretically 
striven to work out in practice a number off 
intricate problems in color.

through a terrible storm; in the seventh 
two young Zerroatters fell, after they had 
been noted to be going carelessly; the 
eighth case was that of Mr. Sloggett'S 
party, where no want of care is to be im- 
puted; in the ninth, and last, accident the 
guides were too few for a large party and 
the climb ?rs were novices. Thus, while in 
climbing, as in war, skill does not absolute- 
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While leaving the famous ice cavern, hewn 
grottolike In the glacier, a huge falling 
icicle or block struck Mrs. Smith on the 
back of the neck. She became instantly 
unconscious and survived less than a half 
hour. This might seem an accident of 
almost the same kind, and as rare, as 
being killed by bricks falling from a street 
scaffold, yet it is in fact one of the great- 
est dangers of Alpine climbing. On some 
slopes when the sun softens the surface 
the release of boulders and fragments is al- 
most a bombardment of the lower levels. 
Scarcely a week earlier a Prenchman— M. 
Frochet— met a similar death. He saw the 
fall of the rock which killed him, but made 
no attempt to escape it. The boulder came 
leaping and crashing towafd him, plainly 
seen by all his company, who cried out 
to him. But he stood as though fascinated, 
and was struck full In the chest. He was 
thrown backward with terrible force, his 
body ricocheting down the glacier and his 
head striking each irregularity. Although 
he broke no bones, and received scarcely, 
a scratch, bis scalp was completely torn 
off, but doctors say he never knew what 
happened to him. ' 

An even more shocking accident, and one 
more strictly " mountaineering" than being 
killed by a falling missile, occurred in. the 
last week of July. A party of five, In- 
cluding two ladies of London, started with 
two guides to climb the Matterhorn. One 
of the ladies said "What a view!" and 
turned as for a wider look. In the move- 
ment she lost her balance on the ice, and 
with It her nerve. She slippped, dragging 
with her her two companions on the rope. 
They transmitted the entire strain to the 
guide with a terrific jerk. But he was ex- 
pecting It, and was braced with his Ice 
axe. For a moment he held them all above 
an abyss, and . then was torn away. 
The* others in the party, two gentlemen, 
seeing the fall, involuntarily started to 
help the women, forgetting that they 
were roped to another guide, whose prompt- 
ness in throwing the rope around a rock 
saved the lives of his party.* "When the re- 
lief party arrived they were surprised to 
hear shouts Where they thought to find 
only corpses. The first party had fallen 
a . thousand feet, yet one . lady and the 
guide survived, the latter being insane 
through horror and anxiety for his charges. 

These instances give point to these grim 
statistics Issued by the Alpine Club this 
year: " In 1SD3 nineteen people lost their 
lives, while the following year saw twenty- 
four victims. Again, In 1807. the number 
increased to thirty-four; to thirty-seven in 
1808; to forty-seven in 1890, and last year 
the record was reached with forty-eight 
fatal accidents. Unfortunately this year 
points to an increase of victims, as up to 
date a higher percentage of accidents has 
been attained than in former years. 

The Matterhorn alone ha§. claimed thir- 
teen victims in thirty-six years. The first, 
the Why m per accident, in 1865, was fol- 
lowed by two deaths in 1870. -Dr. Moseley, 
an American, fell on the Furggen Glacier 
because he thought he could dispense with 
the rope. When he was found it shocked 
one of his friends,to find hardly any nails 
in one boot. The'year 1880 was noted for 
another death, through inexperience. Borck- 
hardt and Da vies, two friends, said they 
hadlreardladlesand youths had climbed the 
Matterhorn, and they would. Borckhardt J 
died on the mountain. In 1800 Herr Goehrs, 
a young man from Strasburg, and two 
friends lost their lives; the opinion was 
at that time want of experience. Up to 
now the accidents, without exception, had 
occurred on the east face— the Zermatt 
side. Late in the same year the famous 
guide, Carrel, died from exhaustion on 
the Italian side, having nobly held out to 
the last and saved the whole party he was 
responsible for, who had been lost in a 
snowstorm two days. In August, 1893, 
young Seller and his guide lost their lives 
on the south side. Seven years elapsed, 
and last August the guide Furrer was 
killed on the Matterhorn Ice gulley by fail- 
ing stones. 

It is interesting to analyze the accidents, 
and to note how far want of skill is re- 
sponsible for the deaths. On the Matter- 
horn there have been nine affairs in which 
there has been loss of life. The first and 
greatest of all was probably due to want 
of skill in one of the climbers; Mr. Hadow, 
who was young and inexperienced. The 
second fatality was due to the abandon- 
ment of a sick guide In a hut, 13,000 feet 
above the sea, by his comrades; the third 
was due to pure carelessness, the climber 
having, few nails in "his boots; the fourth 
% was caused by the weather, Mr. Borck- 
hardt being left by his party dying on the 
slope of the mountain; in the fifth case 
two young and inexperienced guides, were 
killed with their " Herr," cause unknown; 
In the sixth J. A. Carrel died' of exhaustion 



mizes it. 

Th<» explanation of such a death roll is 
simple. Mount Washington is perhaps the 
most famous of our Eastern peaks, yet 

there are few who have ascended it who 
have not been disappointed; The aggre- 
gate height— G,2S8 feet— does, indeed, seem 
an understatement, owing to the config- 
uration of the plateau from which it rises, 

■ 

not in bold leaps, but in a succession of 
piles of boulders, or broken rock. A pile, 
however large and containing however 
many millions of stones, seldom exceeding 
the slse of a loaded hay wagon, is much 
less imposing and dangerous than steep, 
massive cliffs. The travelers who at this 
seasen pass between Capes Trinity and 
Eternity, on the Saguenay River— a noble 
stream which should be seen by all who 
think the Hudson has no. peer on this con- 
tinent—get an impression of mountainous 
grandeur surpassing that given by Wash- 
ington's greater height. There are but few 
places on Washington which It seems to 
require more than industry to climb. But 
looking at the Saguenay capes from the 
distance of the decks of the steamer which 
passes between them it does not seem pos- 
sible that foot of man has ever trod them 
or as though any wingless creature could 
ascend their faces. But far above their 
heights the Matterhorn thrusts an icy 
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similar challenge oh this „ continent la 
afford**! by Mount Aesinlboine, among the 
Canadian Rockies. It is b till a virgin, un- 
conquered peak, despite many attempts to 
climb It This year Henry 3ry*nt, for- 
merly President of the Philadelphia Geo- 
graphical Society, reached 11,123' feet upon 
Hm Bide, but the peak has probably never 
been trodden. In North America there Is 
no elevation of 10,000 feet east of 104 de- 
grees west longitude* "Westward of that 
degree there are no fewer than 412 peaks 
of that height or over, and the pioneer of 
the Matterhorn— Whymper— is said to in- 
tend accepting the challenge of the Cana- 
dian Rockies. The world's highest mount- 
ain is supposed to be Everest, in the Hima- 
layas, 29,002 feet Still, some say Mount 
Hercules, in New Guinea, is 32,786 feet 
high. 

Jt thus appears that not height alone 
makes the danger of mountain climbing. 
Steepness and quality of surface are 
also factors. " Mountain sickness" is 
negligible below 10,000 feet, and not 
periou> below 16,000 feet. Abov* that even 
the stoutest and most experienced can 
scarcely endure the nausea, dizziness, faint- 
neps, and even bleeding of the mucous 

membranes due to-ihe rarefied atmosphere. 

* * * 

Presumably women are liable at much low- 
er altitude's to what attacks the strongest 

men, sometixftes unexpectedly. When wo- 
men- speaking generally— and some men at- 

■ 

tempt clljnbs such as cause accid£nt$, their 
guides regard them as so roura luggage. 
For a guide to decline to take them Is not 
only to lose their fee, but to give a check 
to .mountain-climbing ambition at large. 
Put mountains can no more be trifled with 
than the ocean. Both have their storms, 
both have dangers" which are the delight of 
the skillful and experienced, but which are 
deadly to rash experimenters. And the un- 
expected lurks tor the wary and unwary 
alike in the surf and above the clouds. 

Why seek such dangers Is the natural 
question of the unadventurous. There is no 

pnswe.r except in the breast of the advent- 
urer. To swim ^mid the whitecapped com- 
bers, to shoot big game, to ride out a storm 
in a well-found bottom, to climb unclimba- 
ble heights, are .among the highest pleas- 
ures to experience or to remember, in this 
life— for those who like them. To those qt 
different tastes such sports are simple mad- 
ness. - 



Negro Laborers on the Subway 
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HERE are more negroes at work on the 
Rapid Transit Subway now than ever' 
before since it was -begun, and it is 
said by engineers and inspectors along the 
line that the percentage of these laborers 
over Italians, Irish, and others will be 
enormous before very. long. Already one 
section has more negro hands at work on 
it than of all other classes combined. . 

" A casual consideration wouldn't lead 
you to think that the negro's idea of time 
and melody serves him in good stead in dig- 
ging and hauling," remarked an engineer 
the other day. *" But it's true, all the same. 
We find them especially adept as signallers 
for hoisting machines. No doubt you've 
noticed, in walking along, that the men who 
stand off and direct these machines do 
their work by certain hand motions. When 
the holster's carriage is below the street 
level they wave slowly; when it rises safe- 
ly, out of the way of obstructions -their 
hands go faster; when It Is still higher up 
the motions become very speedy. A good 
signaller has to have an idea of time, for 
the more even and regular his- motions, the 
better fitted is he for the job. If you go 
close to the negro as he does ^his work, 
3*ou may hear him hum a tune, and his 
motions are In unison with his music, which 
is slow or fast according to the position of 
the holster." 

Not. often do the negro subway workers 
sing loud enough to be heard by pedestri- 
ans. Most of them have either worked on 
other jobs in the city or have heard how 
folks here laugh at laborers who make the 
movement .of pickaxe or drill harmonize 
with farm melodies. Several years ago, 
say' the Inspectors who are used to bossing 
gangs of men, negroes sung here just as 
they do in the; South. But they soon left off 
their old habits, owing to the jeers of fel- 
low-workmen and passers-by. 

- M It's a great pity they have stopped 
their tunes, from our point of view." said 
an engineer. Then he told a story of how 
a "singing darky" set the pace for some 
Italian workmen. - 

It seems that the negro and a gang of 
Italians, who are dubbed "guineas" by 
their bosses, were digging together in some 
excavation at Mount Vernon not long ago. 
The inspector of the work noticed that the 
negro, singing continually, worked very 
fast. The Italians, seemingly impelled in- 
voluntarily by his example, plied their 

picks with unwonted energy and speed, so 
that the job progressed faster than any job 
the Inspector had ever bossed. This kept 
up for several days. At last the Italians, 
whose unaccustomed energy had not abat- 

ed, were seen conversing together in 
whispers late one afternoon, and two hours 
afterward, when it was dark, the inspector 
heard wild Tries out In the street near his 
house. Until the next morning he did not 
connect the commotion with his work, but 
he learned then that the singing negro 
had been chased out of town by the 
44 guineas/' who ran him through the 
streets and brandished long knives around 

his head as he fled.

Some <Jf the Italians admitted later that 
they had gotten rid of the musical work- 
man because he made them dig too fast.. 
' Only last week the same Mount Vernon 
inspector, who is now working, on the sub-

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way, heard a humming noise that seemed 
familiar to him. He looked around and 
saw that a hoisting signaller was doing the 
singing.

44 Say," cried the inspector, 44 didn't you 
work for me once before? " 

"Yas, Sahl I did," was the reply, to 
which was added: M But I've learnt not tuh 
sing so loud."

The engineer above mentioned says that 
negro labor Is the best that can be ob- 
tained in this city, all things considered, 
and that he hopes nearly all of the men 
under him will be of that race before long. 
Inquiry along his section showed that the 
negro workmen comprised what might be 
called " the half-skilled labor branch.?' 
There were negro drillers and stationary 
^engine workers a-plenty. Most of the .most 
skilled workmen, however, were fairly well 

educated men— Englishmen. Germans, Irish, 
and " native-born United Statesmen." The 
best 'iron workers, among whom two skilled 
negroes were on the point of starting in 
not long ago, protested that they wanted 
noBe but whites In their midst, and their 
wishes were regarded. 

. The inspectprs will tell you that there's 
almost every kind of a man at work on the 
great city tunnel. They will tell you how 
the Irishman is as good as any of them— If 
he is allowed to boss; but how he is no good 
to obey. He Is not only a capable boss, 
they say, .but is better than any of t the 
others at that job. Further, if he is" the 
right kind of an Irishman, he is the sort of 
man the employer likes to have around. 
for he Is big-hearted to an extreme and 
.will stick to his contractor through thick 
and thin, even in circumstances when all 
the Italians and negroes and the rest are 

striking and deserting. 

• 

The Italian, or ' 4 guinea," is described by 
the inspectors as a dogged, saving, frugal 
; machine^ He eat$ bad food at little or no 
cost and saves his money so that hte can 
return to Italy and splurge among the poor 
kindred and associates he left there. He 
works steadily, but none too fast— just 
enough to hold his job. This, of course, 
applies but to the average Italian, for there 
are those of them who are ambitious and 
who come in time to be excellent foremen. 

• .There is no Ibve lost between the different 
races in the subway. It was comical- ton 
watch the other day an Irishman who had 
been placed at work with five Italians in 
a narrow trench. The five chattered in 
their oWn language incessantly. Plainly 
the Irishman, a big fellow, with red hair" 
and an equally ved face, was trying to 
understand tbem.V He would. drop his pick 
for a minute, lean forward, strain his 
ears, and then go back to work, again with 
a ferocious look on his face. He grew 
more and more" Impatient, until finally en- 
raged to the' point of bursting, he cast aside 
the .pick and rushed out of the trench. 
Going up to the foreman, he announced 
with gesticulation and profanity, that he 
would not work with the ■•guineas" any 
longer. The foreman— incidentally he hap T 
Opened to be an Irishman, also— saw to it 
that- the complainant was transferred. 




THE attitude of the people of Ixm*m 
toward that most respectable body,.

London begged for municipal 'reform for 
generations. It has it now, and is be- 
ginning to regret it ■ >-* 

From . the time of Its Kirst meeting the 
Council seems to havgr been guided by 
the principle that whatever is old is bad 
and is to be done away with as soon as 
the money for the purpose can be ob- 
tained. Doubtless much that is admirable 
has been accomplished— streets widened, 
slums rased, open spaces provided. But 
the average Englishman is nothing If not 
conservative— in sentiment if not in politics 
-rand fce would like his reform with a little 
less iconoclasm. 

In regard to the County Councirs ef- 
forts to improve London, the sentiment of 
the visiting American Is likely to be not 
far removed from that of the Londoner. 
The American tourist goes abroad to find 
the picturesque, the romantic, the historic. 
When he finds the things he has read 
about destroyed to make room for model 
lodging house? or to save truck drivers 
from Inconvenience he is apt to think him- 
self^ defrauded- . 

The book collector from these shores 
who has. read Andrew Lang, or other 
writers on bibliography, for instance, would 
naturally pay a visit to Holywell Street 
immediately after his arrival in London. 
He can do so no longer, for the reason 
that Holywell Street, does not exist. The 
last of the booksellers was gloved out 
about a month ago, and now the ram- 
shackle old houses are being torn down 
in order that traffic between Fleet Street 
and the Strand shall proceed with greater 
facility. A praiseworthy purpose, doubt- 
less, and a necessary improvement, but 
the booklover will, wonder whether the 
thing might not have been done in an- 
other way, and Holywell Street, with ilta 
gabled houses and the ancient sign of 
the crescent moon with a face in tJJie 
centre left as a concession to the anti- 
quarian and collector. . tj 

Most of the booksellers have moved to 
Charing Cross Road, but they know 
their business will probably be ruined, 
wide street is somehow fatal to their 
trade. The surroundings in Holywell 
Street were just what they needed, and 
there is absolutely not another available 
thoroughfare in London that will answer 
their purpose equally welL -I 

Too narrow for vehicular traffic, Holy- 
well Street was broad enough for the 
crowd of leisurely collectors, who would 
spend hours in turning over the contents of 
one outside stall in order to find a bargain 
for twopence. And many a treasure waa 
obtained in this way— many an Elzevir 
with the red lettering or the wrongly 
numbered pages, and therefore pricelesp; 
many a first edition of Lamb and M Earjy 
Tract Upon Peru " has been gathered by 

the patient hunter. Even such a blue rose 
of bibliography as a first edition of a 
Moltere play with the authors autograph 
has been discovered in the Vtupenny 

stall." ' ' . | 

It was in Holywell Street that one of 
Charles Lamb's earliest works was found, 
when it was supposed to have disappeared 
entirely; it was there that a clergyman 
from the country once purchased a first 
edition of Shelley's rt Adonais " for Sixpence; 
it was there that a visitor from France 
picked up the •• Pastissier F^anQaise, ,, that 
rarest of Elzevirs, for, half a crown. It 
was in Holywell Street that the Grangerfte 
found his happy hunting ground, pur- 
chasing tracts and prints with little in 
themselves, but which; when combined 
with, others, and bound in morocco, went 
to grace the shelves of a Daly or a Hoe. 

Three feet was the amount of space 
above the sidewalk allowed to the book- 
sellers, and marvelous was the Ingenuity 
exercised in making the most of It. Some 
dealers exhibited almost as many books 
outside as in. One man, In particular, near 
the east end of the street, bad one of 
the most delightful stores in London. 
Nothing modern was ever seen in or out 
of It. but there was a perfect library of 
incunabula, Aldines, Elzevirs, Immense 
volumes bound in stamped vellum, antique 
parchments, Diirer engravings, and pages 
from illuminated Books of Hours. 

Many of these seemed more valuable 
than they really were, a large proportion 
of them coming under the head of "two- 
penny treasures/' but there were also 
tomes of rarity and value. It says much 
for the honesty of bibliomanics (Mr. Lang 
to the contrary notwithstanding) that this 
trusting dealer hardly ever lost a book. 

The old shopkeepers, turned out by the 
heartless .County Council, have further 
sorrows. At their new stores in Charing 
Cross Road they are not even allowed 
the paltry privilege of displaying* : . their 
wares outside. The following- notice is to 
be seen in the window of one of these 
transplanted shops: . * 

11 Owing to the tyrannical action of the 
association of pothouse politicians and 
gassy demagogues, known to us rate- 
payers' sorrow as the Aldermen and Coun- 
cillors of the City of Westminster, we 
are deprived of the right we have enjoyed

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NEARLY half a century has elapsed 
since the first fresh-air charity was 
instituted In New York by a kin^- 
hearted editor who pitied the waifs playing 
about City Hall Park in sweltering mid- 
summer days, whose little blistered feet 
might not run upon the cool grass beside 
them. . . . • 

But for the saving help of the many 
fresh-air agencies in this city thdTJsands of 
little ones would have perished during the 
recent hot wave which dealt suffering and 
death In unsparing measure in. the crowded 
tenement districts of the city. 

Nearly all the large churches in Manhat- 
tan conduct fresh-air charities for the poor 
of their districts, some for two weeks, some 
for the Summer, others for a day, but. trie 
burden of such work falls upon the Chil- 
dren's Aid Society, the Association .for 
Improving the Condition of the Poor, St. 
John's Guild, St. Vincent de Paul Society, 
the Mont Lawn Home, Edge water Creche, 
and Gilbert Robertson Memorial Home. The 
great work of these associations is supple- 
mented by many smaller ones, and the 
work' of each rendered more effectual and ' 
far-reaching by co-operation made possible 
by the Charity Organization Society. • 

The Secretary of this association stated 
that during the hot spell not half his invi- 
tations to go to Bath Beach were accepted.. 
The poor people were too prostrated by the. 
heat to come for their tickets and make the 
journey thither. Mr. Brace of the Chil- 
dren's Aid Society, on the contrary, was be- 
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who sh^ll have charge of the children. 

Thev must be womc^n of agreeable man-

ners, sweet dispositions, refined, and highly 
educated. There is little actual study, but 
instruction is given' in various ways. 

All caretakers are salaried, and number 
graduates of Pratt and Armour Institutes^ 
Vassar, -Smith, and" Teachers Normal Col-^ 
leges, and occasionally public school Prin- 
cipals. The same set of teachers are re- 
tained as far as possible.

A etyld at Mont Lawn is never struck 
or spoken to harshly, and this law of love 
works wonders* in "the manners and morals 
of the little children of the slums. 

Probably the only fresh air organization 
which takes whole families for a two 
weeks" vacation Is the Gilbert A. Robert- 
s6n Home in Westchester County. Its 
managers state that if they had $300 more 
they could accommodate twice as many 
people. ' TheFe Is room enough, but not pro- 
visions enough. Families pay their own 
carfare, which they get at a reduction, and 
whtfn more cannot be accommodated at 
the home board is secured for these In sur- 
rounding farmhouses for $1.50 to $3 per 
week apiece. The home entertains eighty- 
six families each season, numbering on an 
average 54 men, 8G women, and 220 chil- 
dren. Some men only spend Sundays with 
their families. Besides these 4,§70 trau- 
sients are entertained for a day each. These 
visitors feast on fruit, vegetables, and milk 
raised on the place, drive about the coun- 
try, or amuse themselves in the beautiful

Barns were like glimpses of paradise 
to the poor, little waifs from east side 



The same state of affairs prevailed at 
Mont Lawn, near Nyack-on-the-Hudson, 
where for a number of years a home has 
been maintained In which 2.000 children of 
the slums may spend two weeks. Some 
children have gone there eight successive 
years and show In every way the benefit 
Which they have derived from their sur- 
roundings. When a child Is over twelve 
years of age' it / Is not eligible for Mont 
lAwn, although some young people are 
token as helpert stoat the place.

Many thousands of mothers and children 
are treated in the splendidly equipped hos- 
pital at New Dorp, Staten Island. But St. 
John's Guild, like other fresh air charities, 
is hampered In perfecting and extending its 
good work by lack of funds. It needs more 
wards where mothers with very sick chil- 
dren may obtain isolation and quiet, just 
as the Association for the Improvement of 
the Condition of the Poor finds crying need 
for an isolation hospital where children 
suspected of having infectious diseases may 
be detained. - . j 

At Sea Breeze, L. I., the association has 
at present but one room for that purpose, 

while among the poor families in their 
charge in this city are at present many 
cases of smallpox, measles, chickenpox, 
scarlet fever, diphtheria, and minor dis- 
eases. Sorting, well from sick children is 
a difficult and dangerous task, and one 
which confronts every fresh air association 

The Association for Improving the Con- 
dition of the Poor has spent $8,500 on im- 
provements at Sea Breexe since last sea- 
soif, and now has 18 new bathhouses, one 
new suithouse, a fine pavilion for children 
and mothers who come on day parties, &ixd 
new fences around its property. 

Last season 17,814 people enjoyed the day 
trips, and 1.31Q spent two weeks each. As 
an average 5,300 have an outing of t*o 
weeks at Sea Breeze, Bath Beach, and the 
home for crippled children. 

Edgewater Creche on the Hudson, oppo- 
site Fort Lee Ferry landing, .has for sev- 
enteen years proved a blg^ij^wto lit

Tickets to . the creche are fur- 
by -the Charity Organisation So- 
ciety, and 7,000 children, attended by par- 
ents, sisters, hospital nurses, of mission- 
aries, enjoy the shady playgrounds, bathing 
pools, pavilion, hammocks; and cribs pro- 
vided by "the creche. Lunches and milk a*e 
furnished for a few pennies, and nothing 
Is lacking to insure cdmfort and health. 
Mothers with sick infants are kept at the 
creche until they can be sent to some 
fresh-air home for treatment. 

Always most Interesting is the work dene 
by the Children's Aid Society, who have 
nine agents in this and six Western cities 
seeking oat and placing In good homes 
pauper children. More than 70,000 have 
bee^ placed to *" ^~ * — ~" — := ~ 
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during the past 



forty-seven yea'rs, and the city has heen 
relieved of their care. Of these two have 
been Governors of States, several are mem- 
bers of Congress, and large numbers of 
them stand at the head of every profession 
and of many great commercial enterprises. 
Boys are sent to the Brace farm and 

school and remain there until they have 

« i 

learned how to be useful and the manners 
and morals of gentlemen. Homes are then 
found for them, usually by adoption, and 
each child is visited until its future happi- 
ness is thoroughly assured. 

Besides the fresh-air work on the farm 
carried on all the year, 3,163 homeless bovs 
and girls have been sheltered during the 
year in the eight lodging houses provided 
by the society, and 'homes or situations 
found for aH. Families and children have 
been helped^to reach friends, twenty-.«lx in- 
dustrial schools, both day and evening, 
have aided American, German, and Italian 
children— including cripples— who could o'Ji- 
crwise not; attend school at all, and five 
fresh-air homes at Bath Beach. West Coney 
Island, Kensico, N. Y:, and East Broad- 
way have car^d for the ill or helpless or 
poverty-stricken children and brightened 
their lives, not only for a Summer, but 

for always:

It cost $35 apiece to place in permanent 
homes 381 children, who would otherwise 
Have cost the city 9V2Q per annum if placed 
In an orphanage. 

The average attendance at Bath BeacTi 
is 6,508; of whom 3,055 remain a week each. 
At Coney Island 7,385 mothers with sick 
babies find apt and health, and 1,810 *oys 
frbtn thsrtodnstrial schools spend a week 
aUkrSoys* Farm School In Summer.

New York leads the country in the num- 
ber and efficiency of Its fresh-air associa- 
tions, and these attest to the wonderful in- 
fluence for good exerted by- fresh air and 
happy summndiugs upon the ignorant the 
sick. 
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MRS. WILLIAM PAYNE THOMPSON 
wore one day at the tennis court 
of the Newport Casino a gown of 
rose pink organdie cross-barred with white.

BERLIN is full of American girls study- 
ing music, and year by year the tide 
seta that way with increasing 
strength. The life led by some of these 
girls is a hard one. Brave, proud, and am- 
bitious* they are struggling along on small 
means to acquire the education they have 
felt obliged to go there to obtain, because 
of the vogue for European-educated musi- 
cians as teachert. 

• They have money for the necessaries of 
life, but mamy. are obliged to economize in 
every possible way. They board as cheaply 
as possible; they cannot afford pretty 
clothes or amusements. Many are obliged 
to choose the cheapest and dingiest of pen- 
sions, and their only social life is found 
within the walls of the latter. They study 
unremittingly . from daylight till dark; for 
In addition to - their music they usually 
master two or three languages while 
abroad. And their lives are clouded still 
further by the constant haunting feeling 
that they are draining the resources of the 
family at home, which must go pinched'for 
years in order to supply them with the 
necessary funds. Even girls more comfort- 
ably-situated often spend many lonely and 
homesick hours in Berlin before they be- 
come familiar with the language and cus- 
toms and make acquaintances among the 

people.- : \

that the American Women Students' Club 
w%s formed. It hat pleasant, clubrooma at 
Klelst -Street, 11, prettily furnished, and In- 
cluding a library and reading room which

combined. 

This Is always spoken of as a land of 
freedom and a land of free women. Yet 
where in all the wide world is there a 
country where almost the entire feminine

This year the monsoon was first reported 
off Colombo, at about the usual time, and 
soon afterward made its appearance on 
the west coast. There, however, some ad- 
verse meteorological influences set in, and 
for a period of two weeks or more the 
monsoon stuck fast. Even when it did 
begin to move again slowly northward it 
failed for a time to penetrate inland to 

any extent # " 

Thus for some weeks there was very 
great anxiety, especially In parts of the 

Bombay Presidency* Another failure of 
the rains, coming so soon after the recent 
exceptionally severe famine, would have 
been a catastrophe the possibilities of 
which neither rulers nor the ruled cared to 

contemplate.

Meanwhile the available period for the 
sowing of cotton and other important crops 
was rapidly passing away. In many parts 
of India the action of aj>urnlng sun on a 
soil of peculiar consistency is such that 
the ground is so baked and hardened that 
until it is moistened and softened by co- 
pious rains It is impossible to plow or in 
any way prepare for sowing. If the rain 
is late, therefore, the sowings must also 

be late— sometimes too late. 
It was just as matters had reached this 



critical stage that the monsoon current province, lying alongside Afghanistan, are

Prom- 
inent among these are portions of the Dec* 
can, high-lying stony wastes where the 
rainfall is always, slight and where large 
schemes of irrigation are impossible in 
every way. . 

-In what passes there for a good year the 
hardy Deccani peasant probably just man- 
ages to make both ends meet. If there be 

any delay or any serious deficiency in the 
Tains his chronic condition of scarcity de- 
velops at once into ope of famine, pure 
and simple. -The failure of the rains two 
years ago in some of the Deccan districts 
was almost complete, % and famine, of 
course, was rife. Last year things were 
but little better, though elsewhere in India 
the monsoon was so favorable that the 
number of people in receipt of famine re- 
lief dropped from some 0,000,000 to 250,000 
thin a comparatively short time.

Any attempt to cope witt^ an outbreak of 
this pestilence on scientific lines is at once 
regarded as part of some insidious ^and 
deep-laid scheme for the undermining and 
desecration of their religion. To disinfect 
a drain may cause a riot ; to isolate a fam- 
ily stricken with the disease may probably 
mean bloodshed. So absurd, indeed, are 
the beliefs of the people that a short time 
since the story was circulated and Im- 
plicitly accepted by natives of a class 
which might be supposed to know better 
that the results of the recent census had 
disclosed . such an excess of population in 
certain districts that the Government had 
determined to readjust matters by taking 
measures to kill off, by means of a certain 
epidemic disease, the superfluous thou- 
sands.

Native underlings, servants of the sani- 
tary authorities, discovered with permanga- 
nate of potash, used for disinfecting wells, 
were in some cases half killed by the ex- 
cited populace, who were convinced that 
the red . crystals contained concentrated 
doses of the disease. In other cases the 
luncheon baskets of European sportsmeh 
were carefully searched by the villagers 
to see if they contained any form of the 
approved pestilence. With people holding 
beliefs like this it is impossible to do much.

I in those desolate regions is enormous, and 
out of all relation to results achieved.

The blockade of the Mahsud- 
Waziri tribe, which was begun as 1 
ago as December last, still continues, 
tribesmen have paid up more than four- 
fifths of the fine which was inflicted on 
them for a series of outrages long con- 
tinued. But raids, murders, and so on 
are yet matters of almost weekly occur- 
rence on this bit of the frontier. 

The military authorities are now busy 
Improving the position on the frontier, so 
that the tribesmen in future will be able 
to achieve less than they have In the 
past. Railways In two different sections 
will now enable a rapid concentration of 
troops on the merest symptoms of coming 
disturbance, a thing which has hitherto 
been impossible. 

From Afghanistan, that mysterious, gate 
of India, of which so much is heard and 
so little known, there come rumors of the 
ill-health of the Amir. For some years 
this potentate, who Is now some three- 
score years and ten, has been suffering 
from senile decay, though he still rules his 
country with a rod of Iron. It Is evident, 
though, that in the natural course of events 
he cannot last many years longer, arid 
what is to happen when he dies is a ques- 
tion which no Indian statesman cares to 

• 

contemplate. 

His eldest son may, perhaps, take over 
the reins of power without any greater 
disturbance than that occasioned by the 
assassination of the more prominent of his 
brothers. This would perhaps be the best 
solution of the problem. But It Is far more 
likely, in the opinion of some good judges, 
, that the decease of Abdur Rahman will be 
the signal for complete anarchy In the 
Kabul Empire. With Russia intriguing on 

the northern frontier, and possibly openly 
espousing the cause of one or other of the 
numerous claimants to the throne, Britain 
would probably coffsider herself compelled 
to step in, for her prestige, almost her ex- 
istence, in India would be at stake.

Plague, It is to be feared, is to be always 
with India. The mortality from this hor- 
rible pestilence was extremely severe dur- 
ing the Winter and Spring months which 
have passed, many thousands of deaths 
occurring every week from this cause. 

The theory that the higher temperatures 
of the Summer months killed or rendered 
comparatively innocuous the plague germs 
baa now been abandoned as having* no sci- 
entific foundation. The explanation of the 
great decrease In mortality from this cause 
during the Indian hot weather Is simply 
that during those months the people leave 
their slums and unsanitary surroundings 

and lead a healthier outdoor Htfe. They 
discard nearly all clothing, and thus one 
fruitful cause of the spread of the dis- 
ease, through filthy rags, is removed. They 
leave their dirty hovels and narrow, gutter* . 
like alleys and sleep in the open. The 
tremendous heat of an Indian .

valuable in* the work! of commerce, sons of 
Indian women, not afraid of the woods, not 
afraid to fight intruders upon their settle- 
rariit. 

This family was secretive, and when any 
of its members reached the frontiers had 

little to say of the lands they had come to 
inhabit. The family increased, and In time 
there was a small tribe huddled around the 
base of the mountain. The Indians who 
lived nearest seldom, observed these settlers 
hunting or fishing, although it was done* 

occasionally: . Their settlement was devel- 
oped to an unusual degree, and signs of 
civilization, were apparent at many places, 
as not long before members of this 
began upj>earing periodically at -the 
mouth of the Orinoco with gold nuggets to 
exchange with foreign traders for what 
the}- wanted at home.

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Yale's Coming Bicentennial. 






NEW HAVEN, Aug. 31.— During the 
last jmonth the Yale Bicentennial 
s s Committee has macre rapid progress 
with the plans for Yale's coming great 
celebration of Oct." 20-23. Apart from some 
minor details, and the arrangements for 
the lodging of guests, almost alL of the 
necessary preparations are now complete. 

Both .President Hadley *and Prof. John 
t\" Schwab, who have borne the brunt of 
the work on -the. celebration plans have 
been at the improvised office of the com- 
mittee, in the house formerly occupied by 
President D wight, regularly throughout 
the Summer, and this week the perfected 
plans have been put on exhibition for* the 
first time. . 

Yale's bicentennial will be one of the 
most remarkable university events to be 
held"' in this country. Everything is 
planned on a large scale, and both the out- 
door and indoor ceremonies will be made 
as interesting as is possible. 

The celebration will be opened on Mon- 
day, Oct. 21, with public exercises, and 
in the evening will take place the under- 
graduate and graduate procession. On 
Tuesday there will be further exercises, 
and in the evening student dramatics oh 
the campus. Wednesday will be Commem- 
oration Day, and the presentation oi: de- 
grees will be held in the Hyperion Theatre 
at the close of the procession. 

The scheme for the illumination and 

decoration of the campuses has been de- 
cided upon* it will be on a magnificent 
scale, the general arrangement being sup- 
plied by Tiffany of New York. The main 

color scheme will be green, blue, and 

• ■ * 

orange r the general arrangements being 
in charge of a committee of New York 
artists, who studied the effects of electric 
lights produced at the Paris Exposition. 
Expense lias ijot be*sn sDared in -the pur- 
chase of material, and Mr s M. C. D. Borden 
of Fall River, Mass., l.a>» agreed to furnish 
the. greens, which wHI be cut from his own 
grounds in Rhode Island. * 

The central point in the scheme pf day 
decoration will be Phelps Gateway, on 
College Street. This building will be pro- 
fusely decorated, and the archway under 
it will be used as the main entrance from 

* the campus during the celebration. On 
College Street, from Chapel to Elm, below 
the canipus buildings, there will be a con- 

• tinuous line of Venetian masts, twelve 
feet high, set close together, each floating 

.a long Yale streamer at its top, and hung 
with garlands of green. 

Festoons of greenery will connect the 
masts, and bowered gateways will be 
placed- opposite Welch* Hall entrance* 
Phelps Gateway, and Battvll Chapel vesti- 
bule- The colonnade will probably reach 
around Chapel Street to Vanderbilt Hall, 
and around Elm Street to Durfee. A simi- 
lar colonnade will run the entire length of 
College Street from Elm Street to Grove 
Street, thus. connecting Sheffield Scientific 
School with the college proper, and in- 
cluding the hew* Bicentennial Buildings. 

: The effect of the campus decoration is 
expected to be striking. Each window of 
each campus building will have a blue 

Yale streamer, hung from a bracket at the 
lower left-hand corner, so that all the 
flags will be aligned and in uniform style. 
There are 1,-j<*J of these flags to be umhI 
by the university alone, while private 
houses all over the college section of- 1)m 
city will also- hang streamers. 
: On each building will be an emblazoned 
canvas copy of the bicentennial seal, de- 
signed expressly for the week, to consist 
of the circular Yale seal in the middle, two 
torches oil either side, and the State arid 
city seals. The largest of these seals will 
be on Phelps Gateway, directly over the 
arch. The gymnasium will have a large 
seal, surrounded with Yale blue stream- 
ers and bunting, and with greenery. 

Much is. promised for the illumination at 
night, it is planned to outline every col- 
lege building with lanterns and electric 
lights, and to hang festoons of lights 
wherever possible.

The city has decided to do its part In the 
general decoration, and will illuminate 
the Green in harmony with the campus. 
Great banners will be hung across the 
principal streets, and at night the latter 
will be ablaze with lanterns and electric 
display. 

Judging from the number of men who 
have already reported to their class sec- 
retaries their expectation of coming to 
New Haven in October the attendance of 
graduates will be very large. Conserva- 
tive estimates place the expected attend- 
ance at fully 7,000, -and it is probable that 
over 10,000 will be here on the most Ira- 
portant day. There will be added to this a 
great number of guests who are not gradu- 
ates, but who will come as friends of 
Yale ^nen and as sightseers. 

The Committee on Entertainment is 

making every effort to find rooms and 
boarding places for the throng expected. 
AlMhe hotels have been bought up for tho 
week by chartering parties, and a general 
call has been sent out for private house- 
keepers to- help keep house and feed the 
.visitors. Over a dozen shore resorts, from 
Milford to Bfcinford, are to keep open for 
the week, and the New Haven mad is to 
have its steamers anchored in the harbor 
as floating hotels. 

The undergraduate part in tho general 
programme. promises to be an entertaining 
feature of the week. In the torchlight 
1 procession of Monday night the students 
will march by classes, and dressed in va- 
rious fantastic costumes. Most of the stu- 
dent costumes, to the number of 2,500, 
have already been received, and are stored 
on the campus. " Accurate portrayals pf the 
dress of various epochs have been at- 
tempted, and. in the three-cornered Hat of 
the Continentals, the pearl waistcoat and 
stock of the men of 1S12, the buckskin 
trousers of the Rough Riders, and the 
navy bltie of the crew of the Yale, 
faithful representations have been borne 
out by the 'makers* / ' 

The route pf'mareh has now been defi- 
nitely selected. The procession will move 
down Chapel Street to Church Street, to 
Elm Street, to York Street, to Crown 
Street, down Crown Street to Orange 
Street, to Trumbull Street, to President 
Hadley's house on Whitney Avenue; thence 
to Hillhouse Avenue, and down that his- 
toric street to Grove Street, passing the- 
Bicentennial Buildings to College Street* 
and then down Wall Street to Church 
Street, ^up Elm Street to College Street., 
where it will move to the campus under 
Phelps Gateway and disband. 

Within the last two weeks the musical 
part of the programme has been definitely 
decided on. Profs. Horatio- W. Parker and. 
Samuel Sanford will have complete ^charge 
of the music. There will be three impor- 
tant concerts, beside minor musical affairs. 
Prof. Parker will personally conduct the 
rendition of his M Hora Novissima " by the 
Gounod Society of this city, assisted by 

the New Haven Symphony Orchestra, sup-' 
plemented by sixty musicians from New 
York and Boston. The soloists will be . 
Ericsson fiushnell, Mme. Zimmerman, 
Gertrude May Stein, Evan Williams, and 
Gwyllym Miles. The Boston Symphony ; 
Orchestra will give a .special concert on 
Monday afternoon, as the tribute to Yale 
of Col. Higginson of Boston. On Wednes- 
day morning the New Haven Symphony 
Orchestra will give a concert in the Hyper- 
ion. 

Beside the score of bands hired to march 
in the torchlight procession, the Second 
Regiment Band of New Haven, supple- 
mented by fifty- pieces from other bands, 
will give nightly concerts on the campus, 
and on Tuesday evening Prof. Sanford 
will take the baton and lead the band and 
some 4,0tK) young and old Yale men in the 
singing of Yale songs. This will be a typi- 
cally college" event.

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THE grinding of a nation's wheat and 
corn crop is no less important than 
the planting and harvesting. From 
the old stone-pounding mill of the early 
Colonists to the modern flour mill, with 
Its intricate and mammoth bolting and 
refining machinery, is a step in advance 
that Is not surpassed in any other indus- 
try. When the unlimited grain fields of 
the West were first opened to the settler 
the manufacture of flour was In its primi- 
tive state. The old wooden mills of out 
forefathers, turned hy some stream, ground 
the Nation's wheat between two millstones. 
The capacity of the flour mills was, then 
small indeed, and the wonder has always 
been that the millers ever succeeded In 
keeping pace with the marvelous multi- 
plication of the wheat crop after the West- 
ern movement began. The acreage and 
yield multiplied anjd quadrupled so fast, as 
settlers poured Into the new wheat dis- 
tricts, that for a time the transportation 
companies were nearly swamped. It was 
not until about 1870 that the millers sud- 
denly awakened to the great possibilities 

af their industry in the Far West 
The Eastern and Middle States were 

to * 

studded then with the old-fashioned water- 
power and Dutch wind-power^ flour or grist 
mills, and fanners around would bring the 
products of their eoil to the nearest mill 

to be ground. The work was usually done

on the share system. For a certain propor- 
tion of the wheat or floxir the miller would 
grind the whole product of the neighbor- 
hood, and then ship his part of tfie flour to

merchandise of one sort or another. This 
primitive sort of milling is still in vogue 
In parts of the Bast, but such mills are 
to-day held more valuable as venerable an- 
tiquities of the past than as possessing any 
Intrinsic worth. Artists and painters love 
to transfer the mills to canvas, but the 
average business man looks upon them with 
a smile of wonder. It scarcely seems cred- 
ible that within a quarter of a cen tu ry 
they have been replaced by the mammoth

• Thirty years ago the grain production 
of the West had assumed such proportions 
that the millers began to bestir themselves 
to meet the needs of the new Industrial 

situation. Between 1865 and 1870 many 
new inventions were made to improve the 
quality of . the flour, and new machinery 
was. produced to reduce the cost of manu- 
facturing. The modern middling purifiers, 
which separate more effectually the chaff 
and meal than could be accomplished by 
the old method, were invented In 1865, 
and five years later the first commercial 
"patent" flour was made. Then came 
the Invention of the machinery for re- 
ducing the wheat gradually to flour by 
passing it between many millstones in- 
stead of one, and finally the immense 
modern rolls and bolts. Innumerable other 

small and large Inventions quickly fol- 
lowed, all of which tended feither to simpli- 
fy the process of grinding the flour or 

to improve it in quality. 

With the invention of heavy, powerful 
machinery, the necessity of continuous mo- 
tive power to operate the mills was frit, 
and where swift and steady ■ currents of 
water could not be provided steam was 
adopted to drive the complicated machin- 
ery. Steam predominates as a motive pow- 
er In most of the States where milling is 
conducted on a large scale, but there are 
favorable locations on streams of water 
which will forever place steam at a disad- 
vantage. The building of the new flour 
mills in the West marked the new Indus- 
trial era of the last, quarter of this cent-* 
ury, and since 1875 the number of flour 
mills have Men steadily decreasing and the 
capacity increasing. Over 24,000 flour mills 
were officially enumerated In 1880, which 
in ten years had decreased to nearly 18,000, 
and In twenty years, or 1880, to less than 
16,00a At the end Of the present century 

.12,000 mills win probably do the grinding 
for the entire country, and they will do it 
so effectually that there will be less danger 
of a flour famine than In the days when 
the country was . supplied with thirty to 
forty thousand. The tendency toward con*

.wheat belt ffnd In cities favorably

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-yo tt tt ca l leaders whose . advice In 
party councils extends beyond the borders 
of their own cities and States, and labor 
employers who control, in a sense; the 
financial destinies of whole regiments of 
workmen. The millers of to-day are net 
the manual laborers, of yore, working daily 
at their rude machinery, watching the 
millstones grind and ^pulverise their neigh- 
borj wheat, but they are shrewd, progres- 
sive men of affairs, interested in e ve ry 
department of • human endeavor that 
touches 'their business. They must know 
what the farmers are doing, what the 
crops promise to be, what the world's de- 
mand is, and what speculators and wheat 
manipulators are doing. They must organ- 
ise in self-defense to keep the market 
from overwhelming them.

The shrewd 
grain operators who formerly found delight 
In squeezing the millers frequently took 
advantage of a critical condition of the 
grain market by leasing all the elevator 
privileges for months ahead. The miller 
then, whose wheat had to be delivered In a 
certain month, would find himself unable to 
store It without paying enormous prices in 
elevator charges. Nearly every mill of 
prominence to-day has its own private 
elevator, where the wheat can be kept until 
wanted, and It is usually transferred direct 
from the large market elevators to the pri- 
vate elevators of the milling concern. 
From this latter place it passes direct to 
the mill as needed to be converted into 
flour. 

The actual manufacturing of the flour 
begins at this point. That portion of the 
harvest intended for home consumption, or 
for export in the shape of American flour, 
has found its way into the mill elevators 
near the great centres of • this industry. 
The mill elevator stands close to the mill 
proper, and the grain is transferred by ma- 
chinery. A revolving belt carries a continu- 
ous stream of the golden grain from the 
storage bins <to the great cleaners. For- 
merly no attempt was made to clean wheat 

before grinding it Into flour, but to-day 

in the modern mill the wheat is purified 
and cleansed so that no dirt or foreign . 
substance can possibly pass through the 

machinery into the flour barrel. The wheat 

• • • 

Is cleansed by a stream of water, which is 
dashed against it with such force that all 
dirt is separated from it, and then it is 
dried in a few seconds by a blast of hot 
air. This dash of cold water and blast of 
hot, stifling air are the first violent treat- 
ments that the grain receives as it enters 
the mill by means of the troughHke con- 
veying belt Washed and cleansed in less 
time than It takes to tell it, the wheat is 
then passed on to the great grinding or 
rolling machinery. Sometimes there are 
several different cleaning processes through 
which the wheat passes before reaching 
the rollers, and it comes out of the wash- 
ing machines white and spotless, as the 

flour iUwiii shortly be made into.

ft* The old process of grinding flour was to 
set the millstones close together, and the 
wheat was ground. into fine flour at ohce. 
The modern mills grind the flour gradually. 
thus separating the bran from the flour, 
and the outside skin from the inside meat 
of the grain. There are pany different 
patent processes of making flour, and .there 
is consequently a variety of machinery em- 
ployed to manufacture the various kinds. 
The rolls into which the wheat first falls 
merely break the grain into pieces, and 
then It is conveyed by a belt to the puri- 
fiers. These consist of vast horizontal 
sieves, through which blasts of air from 
below are constantly forced. As the 
wheat comes to the purifiers , the 
air carries the. chaff and bran upward and 
"~ ugh a tube to a separate bin.

bread-eating countries. The milling inter* 
est of this vast food product Is grouped 
mostly in the large wheat-growing States,

New York State .stands high as a milling 
State because its western border touches 
the outer edge of the great lake system of 
grain elevators, and right in the metropoli- 
tan district itself there are two of the 
largest and finest mills in the country, 
each with a capacity of 8,000 barrels, and 
five others with a capacity of from 1,000 
to 2,000 barrels a day. 

With its several hundred monster mills 
Minnesota easily leads the country in its 
miillns industry. The annual output of Min* 
neapolis mills amounts to over 13,000,000 
barrels, and the combined capacity of the 
State's mills is considerably over 100,000 
barrels a day. The Minneapolis mills are 
the finest In the world, and one system of 
fiy<* of them grinds about twenty million 

bushels of wheat a year. Missouri, as the 
great distributing centre for Winter wheat 
flour, has both large and small mills which 
grind out over G0,000 barrels of flour a 
day. Ohio has more mills with an average 
lower capacity than either Minnesota or 
Missouri, but they add to the world's bread 
supply between 63,000 and 70,000 barrels of 
flour a day. Illinois, Michigan, Kansas* 
and Iowa contribute their share of medi-

He begins to see the philosophy of. all 
this government.

He feels grateful to the Government which 
informs him in a plainly printed sign that 
the water in this trough is for horses, not 
for men.

The apologists for Ney, and especially 
HeymCs. his aide-de-camp, deny that the 
Emperor gave Ney positive instructions to 
seize the position of Quatre-Bras at once. 
But there is overwhelming evidence that 
Napoleon did so. In the first edition of his 
M Observations sur la Campagne de 1813," 
published in Philadelphia in 1818. Grouchy 
tells us that the Emperor blamed Marshal 
Ney in his presence for having stopped the 
march of his" troops on June 15, and not 
pushing on to Quatre-Bras, which he could 
have reached early in th<S night. Other of- 
ficers who were with Napoleon during 
those memorable days give similar testi- 
mony. M. Thiers told me he often heard 
Soult say that positive orders were given to 
Ney to seize Quatre-Bras on the 15th of 
June with the division of Bachelu and the 
light cavalry of Pir6. But what puts the 
matter beyond doubt is the bulletin of the 
a*my>issued at Charleroi on the night of 

e 13, which appeared in the Moniteur in 

Parts on June IS, the very day of Waterloo. 
Tmit bulletin contains the following pas- 

rfee: • 

" The Emperor has given the command of 
his left to the Prince of Moskawa, who has 
his headquarters this evening at the Four 
Roads (Quatre-Chemins) on the- Brussels 
highway." 

I am not concerned to discuss how far 
the capture of the position of Quatre-Bras 
would have influenced the campaign, and 
even if space permitted me to do so," I 
should not waste time by speculations on 
the might-have-been. What we all know 
is that the Duke of Wellington, on that 
very night of the 13th, told the Duke of 
Richmond and other persons at Brussels 
that it was-. his Intention to appeal to the 
iron dice, not at Quatre-Bras, but in front 
of the village of Waterloo. It is only a 
few months ago since Lady Louisa Tighe 
departed this life. She remembered dis- 
tinctly the Duke of Wellington jnarking 
Waterloo with his nail on her schoolroom 
map, in her father's (the Duke^of Rich- 
mond's) room at Brussels, as the place 
where he intended to resist Napoleon. Mar- 
shal Ney, however, was justly blamed for 
not obeying his orders.

Peculiarities of Footpaths. * 

From The Spectator. * 
Footpaths are what roads are not, nat- 
ural productions, just as the paths made 
by hares, deer, and elephants are.' "No one 
really makes a footpath; that is, no one 
improves it. What is true of Central . 
Africa is true of England. " The native 
paths," wrote Prof. Drummond, "are. the . 
same In character all over Africa," (he has 
previously mentioned that you are almost 
never "off" one of these paths.) "They 
are veritable footpaths, trodden as hard 
as adamant, and rutted beneath the level 
of the forest by centuries of native traffic 
As a rule, these footpaths are marvelously 
direct. Like the roads of the old Romans, 
they run straight on through everything— 
ridge and mountain and valley— never shy- 
ing at. obstacles nor . anywhere turning 
aside to breathe. Yet "within this general 
straightforwardness there is a singular ec- 
centricity and indirectness in detail. Al- 
though the African footpath is, on the. 
whole, a bee line, no fifty yards of it are 
ever straight. And the reason is not. far 
to seek. If a stone Is encountered no* na- 
tive will ever think of removing it Why 
should he? It is easier to walk round it. 
The next man who comes by will do the 
same. He knows that a hundred men are 
following him; he looks at the stone; a 
moment, and it might be unearthed and 
tossed aside, but no, he holds on his way. 
It would no more occur to him that that 
stone Is a displaceable object than that 
felspar belongs to the orthoclase variety. 
Generations and generations of men have 
passed that stone, and it still waits (or a 
man with an altruistic idea." This is. per- 
haps, the locus clasaicus on the true in- 
wardness of footpaths. ,

The population of London, according to 
the authoritative and careful calculations 
of Mr. Wei ton, published in the December 
(1900) issue of the Royal Statistical So- 
ciety's Journal, amounted to only 1,060,000 
In 1801. This figure had doubled itself by 
1841; in 1801 the total reached 5,442,000, 
and by 1901 was probably 6,230,000. The 
area included, it should be said, is not 
precisely that of the census returns, so 
that the figures, though based upon the 
census returns, differ considerably from 
them. But practically we may say that in 
the. lapse of a century the inhabitants of 
London multiplied sixfold. This enormous 
population, greater than that of many Eu- 
ropean States of the second class, Is com- 
pressed within a space of about 130,000 
acres, or, say, 200 square miles.

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A Remnant of Buddha. 

From The Nineteenth Century. 

Discovery was first made at Bhattiprolu 
•f a great granite ball, nine or ten feet in 
circumference, bearing traces of heavy 
gilding. Extreme importance was attached 
to this find by the fact that' an inscription 
in clear Asokan characters was , discov- 
ered cut on the inner surface of the bisec- 
tion, by which the mass fell apart upon 
the application of pressure. This inscrip- 
tion stated, among other data, that prove 
the identity and intention of the original 
preservers, that the Bone of the Master lay 
within. In the centre of the outer ball, in 
a carefully hollowed recess, a second and 
much smaller one. about six Inches in dia- 
meter and nine in height, was found, and 
this in turn opened and disclosed a small, 
clear, transparent box of pure white crys- 
tal, circular in shape and about two and a 
half inches in diameter, wherein the pre- 
cious morsel lay. ' 

Th<? date of the writing (2T>0 B. C.) car- 
lies us back to the days of the council at 
Pataliputra. or Patna, and to within 150 
years— according to Prof- Rhys £>avids— ■ of 
the death of Gautama, and is, in fact, con- 
temporaneous with, the earliest records yet 
accessible to us, which, however unrelia- 
ble in some respects from the overgrowth 
of miraculous accretion, state definitely 
that, by his own wish, pails of Buddha's 
body were > distributed after his death 
among the faithful. 

The strength and costliness of the pro- 
tecting incasings, and the district in which 
It was found, seem to lend additional im- 
portance to the relic; but it is of no profit 
to ourselves to Investigate further the 
mere authenticity of this slight scale of 
bone, still as white and clean as on the 
day of its entombment 

It is enough for us to know that in the 
eyes of the Buddhist hierarchy it is admit- 
ted to be a treasure of the utmost religious 
Importance, and even were there no ob- 
vious use for the bone at the present mo- 
ment it would seem a mistake to surrender 
it to the Siamese without a quid pro quo: 

Gutta-percha and Telegraphy.

In the. tenth year of Queen Victoria's 
reign electricity was first employed as a 
means of telegraphing. The London Jour- 
nal of Botany for the year 1847 refers to 
the gum of a new plant from the Malay 
Peninsula which had found its way to Eng- 
land, and that the plant itself had then 
been named by Sir William Hooker, the fa- 
mous director of the royal gardens at Kew. 
The new-found gum. gutta-percha, was soon 
afterward discovered to have an extraor- 
dinary deg re e of electrical non-conductivity, 
and on that account it has proved indis- 
pensable in the manufactures of subma- 
rine telegraph cables. Since tta introduc- 
tion and the laying of the first Atlantic 
cable about 30,000 tons of this gum have 
been used for electrical purposes. Aa

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England, Victim of Its Virtues.

English public life threatens to become 
the victim of Us Virtues, and the empire 
to be ruined by moderation. Every strong 
trait in our political character has been 
wrested against its true purpose. Party 
fidelity has degenerated Into mechanical 
pretense, rational compromise into Ignoble 
compliance, and the patience and restraint 
of the people into national apathy and in- 
eptitude. ; We react by habit and with com- 
placency against what, we conceive to be 
the spirit of Prance. There is perhaps 
more urgent need to remember, at the pres- 
-^qt^ point, that Spain died of digtflty. A 
hundred years after the Revolution-France 
is still a first-class power, and more secure 
upon her level, were she content,. than any 
other in Europe. Her violence was at least 
better than stupor, which Is the opposite 
danger of a heavy-tempered race. With 
Spain the surer process of a deeper decay 
was covered by the delusions of a conserv- 
ative tradition hot all unlike our own. Her 
disorders came, but came too late. Eng- 
land has had alarmingly too -much of the 
appeals, on both sides to the eminently con* 
stitutional qualities of the -British mind. It 
Is not in the mouths of party managers that 
the principles of an effectual statesman- 
ship and of a virile public spirit are ever to 
be sought. The danger of this country may 
lie in the yielding reasonableness which in- 
duces the mass of its citizens to suffer in- 
definitely the things that fill them with 
discontent, but will never lead them into 
excitable and meddling faction. What we 
have to fear from our natural tendency is 
stagnation. What we require above all is 
stimulus, whether from strong personali- 
ties, or decisive undertakings.

It is a fact not easily 
realized that, in spite of 
the internal -convulsions 
.which have disturbed the dual monarchy of 
Austria-Hungary during the last few years, 
the Vienna Government has planned and 
put into execution one of the greatest sys- 
tems of public works in the world. With 
•the opening of the Vienna Metropolitan 
Railway through its entire circuit last week 
the difficult problem of providing for the 
crowded traffic of the city by a line which 
Is a combination of the underground, over- 
bead, and gallery systems, was solved. In 
the course of the construction of the work 
it became necessary, to regulate the River 
Wien, which certain changes of weather 
used to transform from a shallow canal into 
a flowing torrent,, which often swept away 
bridges and inundated houses along its 
banks. The work was accomplished by an 
elaborate system of coffer dams which op- 
erate automatically. 

An entirely new system of sewerage is 
about to be put in operation -after several 
years of elaborate preparation. The new 
method, which was developed by Richard 
Noebel and first applied to the town of Pp- 
sen, consists of the utilization of the liquid 
part of the city sewage for the double pur- 
pose of Irrigation and manure. In Vienna 
this sewage is still discharged into the Dan- 
ub, as it has been from time immemorial. 
Under the new system, which has been ad- 
vocated by both agricultural and sanitary 
authorities in Germany, it would be con- 
ducted in pipes across the river to . the 
Marchfeld;. an extensive plain, which suf- 
fers at the same time from a lack of water' 
and of manure. The essential feature of 
ithe Noebel system— the combination of irri- 
gation and manuring, \ the sewage being 
conveyed in underground pipes to the field 
upon which it 1$ sprinkled— renders it. of 
course, unsuitable for places which have 
adequate rainfalls. The Noebel system dif- 
fers from the methods employed in Berlin 
and Paris, which require extensive prep- 
arations and oveBsaturate the soil in course 
of time.

The Outlook in found in dispatches from

Friday morning that the

I'ntil the present moment the Au<tro- 
Hur>£arian Government had officially ig- 
nored the development of Russia's elabo- 
rate scheme to supplant Germanic influ- 
ence in the Balkans, the nature of which 
rivalry has already been set forth in these 
columns, but even before- the meeting of j 
the Roumanian Premier and Count Golu- 
chowski, mentioned in lart Friday's dis- 
patches, signs were not wanting indicative \ 
of Austria's action. There are several 
questions of r'onfoversy between the Ai;v- 
tro-Hungarian Embassy in Constantinople 
and the Porte, some of them believed to 
. be quite serious, but they have been Ig- 
nored for some time by the Ottoman Gov- 
ernment owing to alleged Russian influ- 
ence, so that the Austro-Hungarian repre- 
sentative, although doyen of the Diplo- 
matic Corps, has gradually lost pres-tige.

Crete and Canear Island of Crete, 

the Poweis. Russia, France, Italy, and 

Great Britain have sent a 
note to Prince George, the High Commis- 
sioner of Crete, reminding him that his 
mandate expires in December next, and re- 
questing him to state his intentions. . The 
communication is believed, in European 
diplomatic circles, to signify simply that \ 
the powers have no intention of encourag- 
ing ajiy scheme for union between the 
island and Greece. It will be recalled that 
it was for the purpose of laying before the 
powers such a ^lan tliat Prince George 
undertook a journey to certain European 
capitals last Winter. The refusal of the 
powers to entertain, for the present, the 
proposition has already been announced in 
these columns, and, notwithstanding the 
subsequent warnings of the four protecting 
powers, demonstrations in favor of the 
union with Greece have taken place in va- 
rious parts of the island; the forbidden 
subject has been broached in the Assembly, J 
and, in consequence, the relations between 
the administration of the island and the 

Consuls have become politically strained. 

Recently the* position of Prince George 
became quite embarrassing. As the Steward 
of the powers he was obliged to see that 
their desires were carried out, while as 
practically the Governor of the island, he 
has been loath to discourage the wish of 
the majority., for union with Greece. Such 
has been his position that absolutely con- 
tradictory reports have been published re- 
ccnlly in the European -press, based, it is 

supposed, upon Information furnished by 
foreign Consuls in Canea. For "example, 
The London Times recently stated that the 
relations between the Assembly and Prince 
George were strained to the point of break- 
ing, while, at the same time, La Tribuna di 
Roma, in making a denial that this was 
the cast, added: " The Chamber has al- 
ways shown full confidence In the High 
Commissioner and entertains for him the 
greatest respect. The Opposition is only 
directed against his advisers, w"ho alone are 
answerable to the Chamber in regard 'to 
legislative measures and to administra- 
tion/'

According to Le 
Petit Bleu of Brus- 
sels, the negotiations 
which have been proceeding for some time 
in that qity between the President of the 
Pittsburg Glassworkers' Association and 
some of the leading glass manufacturers in 
the district around ChJirleroi, have resulted 
by the Charlerol companies forming an as- 
sociation in which the Americans have ta- 
ken a certain proportion of the shares, thus 
forming with the Belgians a sort of inter- 
national partnership. It is ajso added that 
the Americans guarantee to take 18 per 
cent. of. the Belgium output so long as the 
arrrangement continues. 

It is said that the chief reason for the 
combination, on the American side, is that 
a* large quantity of Belgian stocks find 
their way into the United States, where, in 
spite of the 133- per cent, duty, they rival 
and undersell the American article. The 
effect of the agreement will, therefore, be 
to maintain the price at a remunerative 

standard for all concerned. The readiness

of the 'Belgian masters to embrace the 

agreement is said to be owing to the un- 
stable character of their own workmen. 
For many years the glassblowers* art has 
been confined in Belgium to a very small 
class of artisans who are bred to it from 
their earliest youth. Skilled blowers re- 
ceive as much as $l-"»0 a month, while the 
average receive ?90 for the sqme period, 
and that in a country where living is fully 
:IU per cent, cheaper than it is in the United 
States. For this reason, when' trouble 
breaks out between the employer and the 
employed, the blowers have been masters 
of the situation. It is expected that all this 
will be ctyans«?d under the new agreement. 
At the first sign of concerted resistance the 
trust would close the Belgian factories, 
having nothing more to fear from outside 
competition.

Gen Brugere, which began 
in the west of France last Friday, will 
last until Sept. 7. The troops tak- 
ing part consist of the Eleventh and 
Eighteenth Army Corps, a brigade of in- 
fantry from each of the Ninth and Twelfth 
Army Corps, a brigade of cuirassiers from 
the Third Division of Cavalry, the Seventh 
Regiment of Hussars, and a mixed brigade 
from the colonial infantry stationed at 
Brest and Rochefort, and from the batter- 
ies of artillery at Lorient. They form sixty- 
six battalions of infantry, twenty-eight 

j squadrons of cavalry, the artillery of two 
army corps, and a group of marine batter- 
ies, in all about 50,000 men, of which 40,000 
are infantry. Simple manoeuvres take place 
until Sept. ii, and on Sept. 3 the troops will 
rest. On Sept. 4 and 3 army corps will 
manoeuvre against army corps, and on 
Sept. G and 7 the whole army will manoeu- 
vre against an imaginary enemy. The exer- 
cises in embarkation and disembarkation 
took tflace last week. The reports of these 
manoeuvres will be. important, because ^the 
new army tactics will be used for the first 
time by large bodies of troops operating at 
the same time.
